New sorority for growing 
greek community? 

With the sudden and impactful growth. Director of 
Student Activities Tom Coy said a reevaluation of the 
campus and the need for an additional sorority may 
be in the future. 

"Our Panhellenic community will definitely need 
to adapt to larger chapters," Coy said. "Bradley did an 
evaluation of expansion of another sorority two years 
ago, with the determination that it was not feasible at 
that time." 

Coy said that the increase in numbers would only 
warrant reconsideration though, and that the situation 
would need to be handled delicately. 

"With the chapter growth, it may be something that 
will be reconsidered," Coy said. "However, we will 
want to be cautious that we are realistic about future 
recruitments and do not grow too fast, too soon." 


College enrollment 
drops in 2012 

College enrollment in the United States declined 
by nearly 500,000 students to 19.9 million in 2012, 
according to a recently released Census Bureau 
report. 

Older students, defined as 25 or older, drove the 
decline with their enrollment falling by 419,000. 
Younger student enrollment fell by 48,000. This is 
the first time since 2006 that the number of students 
pursuing undergraduate and post-graduate degrees 
declined. 

Despite the overall decline, Hispanic students 
enrolled in college rose by nearly 450,000 from 2011 
to 2012. Hispanic enrollment is expected to continue 
to increase with population trends.

Buzzfeed gains U.S. 
popularity 

August was apparently a big month for BuzzFeed, with 
record traffic of 85 million unique visitors. 

To compare, Twitter receives about 91 million U.S. users 
per month and Amazon at about 77 million. BuzzFeed 
users beat out Craiglist and AOL with 41 million users. 

BuzzFeed CEO Jonah Peretti said the company went 
from zero revenue four years ago to a profitable company 
with more than 300 employees. 

The site has grown three times bigger than it was one year 
ago, eight times bigger than two years ago and has served more 
web pages in 2013 than in the previous five years combined. 

Peretti said he predicts BuzzFeed to be one of the big¬ 
gest sites on the web by this time next year.

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Revamped meal plan offers moryWIij some confusion 


While many students have 
expressed unhappiness about the 
seemingly increased breakfast, 
lunch and dinner prices. Interim 
Vice President for Student Affairs 
Nathan Thomas said students 
aren't getting ripped off. 

"Compared to the plan from 
last school year, we took out the 
overhead fees," he said. "The 
new prices include the overhead 
costs. It's the true costs." 

This means students are pay¬ 
ing more for an individual meal 
at the cafeterias, Thomas said. 


but not paying the residential 
$790 or off-campus $95 overhead 
fee that was enforced last year. 

"Parents and students didn't 
like the overhead fee," Thomas 
said. "Now, students don't need 
to worry about money taken out 
of their plan at the beginning. 
Everything is included in the 
price now." 

Thomas also said the $75 
increase in the meal plans this 
school year compared to last is 
just part of the annual increases 
which occur every year.

Hungry Braves may have trou¬ 
ble adjusting to the new meal plan 
system, which now barters with 
meals instead of money. 

The meal plan has a new sys¬ 


tem in which the meals are on a 
per week basis. 

Students living on campus can 
choose from a plan of either nine 
or 14 meals per week, with the 
meals automatically loading into 
the account on Sunday morning. 
The unused meals for each week 


are not transferred or refunded. 
Furthermore, at the end of the 
semester, leftover money will roll 
over into the Quick Cash as done 
in previous years, however, the 
maximum amount of rolled over 
cash is $100. 

"As part of these changes and 
investments, we committed to 
maintain the financial structure 
and features of the student din¬ 
ing plan until further assessments 
could occur," Vice President for 
Business Affairs Gary Anna said. 

Anna said that a year ago the 
university made fairly significant 
changes to the dining operations 
including additions of new brands 
in the Michel Student Center and 
renovations to facilities in the 
Student Center, Williams Hall, 
University Hall and Stacks Cafe. 

In addition, a variety of other 
changes to operating hours and 
meal options were affected. 
The assessments for the new system 
were completed late last semester 
and included student feedback, 
which influenced the changes 
that had taken place, said Anna. 
'These assessments confirmed 
that our meal plan cost [$1900 
per semester] is among the least 
expensive of any university offer¬ 
ing similar dining options," Anna 
said. "Our hours of access per stu¬ 
dent are very generous." 

According to Anna, assessments 
also concluded that the structure of 
the plan was unique. Students and 
parents assessing college options 
found the plan confusing and the 


concept of the rollover of unused 
meal money to Quick Cash was 
unmatched to other universities. 
"In fact, we found only one other 
institution that offered any roll¬ 
over of funds," he said. "As a 
result, and considering select stu¬ 
dent feedback, the changes that 
have now been affected were 
structured." 

As far as cost benefits for the 
students, Anna said the changes 
allow Bradley Dining Services 
to sustain the quality, choice 
and multiple venues that stu¬ 
dents have suggested, but some 
students have their doubts. 
"I personally dislike [the changes] 
due to the few options that are 
available. I have nine meals and 
have only used two since I have 
been here," said junior social work 
major Jirmiah Leverette. 

Leverette said that she likes 


that the cafeterias are open until 
8 p.m., but feels forced to eat and 
use meals each week. 

"Before, I could eat as I pleased 
and not have to worry about hav¬ 
ing enough meals, what day of the 
week it was and still having seven 
meals left on a Saturday night," 
she said. 

Leverette said she thinks 
students should have more 
than two options for custom¬ 
izing their meal plan, as every¬ 
one has different eating habits. 
The change in prices appears to be 
a concern to some students as well. 
"Lunch is an outrageous $6.50 if 
you don't use the 'weekly meals'," 
said sophomore interactive media 
major Ian Karlovsky. "I'm now in a 
position where I'm stuck eating at 
the cafeterias for an entire semes¬ 
ter, or I'll run out of money."

High sorority recruitment participation breaks rush record

This has been a year of broken 
records for Bradley's class of 2017, 
and sorority recruitment, which 
wrapped up this weekend, was no 
exception. 

The Panhellenic sororities wel¬ 
comed more than 400 women to 
the formal recruitment process 
Aug. 30, which was the Friday 
of die first week of classes. Many 
greek members said their initial 
concern was that many women 
would not want or be able to par¬ 
ticipate because of the immediacy 
of the process, especially since last 
year's formal sorority recruitment 
took place three weeks after the 
start of classes. 

Director of Student Activities 
and Interim Director of Panhellenic 
Council Tom Coy said Bradley is 
lucky to have seven unique soror¬ 
ity chapters. 

"With the diversity of options, 
we were not surprised at the suc¬ 
cess of the recruitment," Coy said. 
"We were somewhat surprised 
in the surge of freshmen women 
choosing to participate." 

Nearly half of the class of 2017's 
women participated in the recruit¬ 
ment process. Last year's allotted 
quota was 34 women, but with this 
year's unexpected participation, 
the quota was set at a record-break¬ 


ing 42 women per sorority chapter. 

"Having a quota of 42 women 
is absolutely insane," said senior 
public relations major and Director 
of Public Relations for Panhellenic 
Council Shelby Duitsman. "I 
would have never imagined that 
so many, women would join our 
Panhellenic sisterhood. Our chap¬ 
ters really outdid themselves this 
year." 

Six of the seven sororities met 
or exceeded the quota, making 
it the largest quota ever set for 
Bradley Panhellenic chapters. 

"It is exciting to see the growth 
and recruitment success," Coy 
said. "A sorority creates a won¬ 
derful support system and com¬ 
munity for freshmen women. I am 
looking forward to seeing what 
these newest members will bring 
to our community." 

Kylie Nadeau, senior organi¬ 
zational communications major 
and Director of Panhellenic 
Recruitment, told sorority recruit¬ 
ment chairs that "Bradley had the 
most incredible recruitment we 
have had in years and years and 
years." 

Nadeau supervised the 
recruitment weekend, trained 
the recruitment counselors who 
would counsel women dur¬ 
ing the process and advised the 
recruitment chairs of each soror¬ 
ity chapter. Nadeau was assist-

While Welcome Week hosts 
familiar activities that invite students 
to campus every school year, this 
year's events featured numerous 
changes, some specifically aimed to 
better welcome the freshmen. 

"The biggest focus of Welcome 
Week is getting freshmen connect¬ 
ed to Bradley," said Director of 
Student Activities Tom Coy. "We 
evaluated events that occurred 
in the past and figured out how 
to put together the best possible 
schedule." 

Some changes included elimi¬ 
nating Northwoods Mall and 
Grand Prairie busing, hosting Late 
Night BU on Move-In Day and 
shortening the Activities Fair. 

One of the most notable chang¬ 
es was moving the Block Party 
from Saturday to Sunday, follow¬ 
ing the Taste of Bradley. 

Hosting the Block Party on 
Sunday gave freshmen the oppor¬ 
tunity to become slightly more 
acclimated to Bradley prior to 
heading to the event on Sunday, 
Coy said. 

"The freshmen attended sev¬ 
eral events on Saturday, which 
provided them opportunities to 
meet more of their classmates 


and increased the comfort levels 
as they ventured to Greek row," 
said Panhellenic Council President 
Ellie Silver. 

Senior dietetic major and 
Residential Advisor Jen Boakye 
said she approved of Bradley's 
decision to have mandatory fresh¬ 
men floor meetings on Saturday, 
host a Late Night BU on Saturday 
and move the Block Party to 
Sunday. 

"Having the freshmen floor 
meeting on Saturday allows fresh¬ 
men to know the rules and policies 
of the university earlier on, and 
having Late Night BU on Saturday 
immediately gives students, espe¬ 
cially freshmen, other options 
[aside from parties] they can turn 
to," Boakye said. 

Despite the overall positive 
feedback Coy said he received 
regarding the changes thus far, 
some students, like Boakye, 
already have suggestions for 
future years. 

"Make cultural events more 
public and advertised to the uni¬ 
versity," Boakye said. "I feel as 
though only one aspect of the 
Bradley experience is advertised 
during Welcome Week, leaving 
other aspects to hopefully be dis¬ 
covered later in the semester by 
the student body."

Upon the departure of 
Director of Fraternity and 
Sorority Life Jesse Koch on Aug.

Charges calling for the impeachment of senior health 
science major and Student Body President Zack Shaw 
that were filed last May have been dropped, according 
to Student Senate's Internal Affairs (LA) committee. 

Shaw was issued a ticket for disorderly conduct 
while walking on Fredonia Avenue on April 27. The 
LA committee received a written charge for Shaw's 
impeachment that was signed by three senators shortly 
after the event, and an investigation into the offence 
commenced. 

But junior political science and economics major 
Russell Howland, who is currently serving as the vice 
president of internal affairs and parliamentarian, said 
the charges were not in violation of any Senate policy, 
thereby dropping the charges and allowing Shaw to 
keep his position as president. 

Shaw said he was ready to put the incident behind 
him and focus on the new year. 

"Hindsight is 20/20," Shaw said. "I have learned 
from my experiences and feel that I am better fit to fill 
my position as student body president now than I was 
at the end of the last school year." 

Director of Student Activities Tom Coy said he 
thought LA handled the matter appropriately and that 
he agreed with its ruling. He also added that he was 
excited to work with Shaw during the next year. 

Members of the Senate, including junior busi¬ 
ness management and administration major and Vice 
President of Student Affairs Holly Alguire and senior 
sports communication major and Speaker of the 
Assembly Jonathon Teich, said they also agreed with 
the ruling and were ready to work with Shaw this year. 

"I'm looking forward to working with Zack this 
year," Alguire said. "He is extremely excited to be on

Senate and is a good asset to the team." 

Not all students are pleased about the impeachment 
ruling. Senior history and finance major Will Parkhurst, 
who wrote an open letter in The Scout to Shaw last May 
about Shaw's actions, said he is worried about Shaw 
and his administration's accountability. 

"[Shaw] was investigated, told that impeach¬ 
ment was coming, and he chose to compromise by 
agreeing to ask The Scout to publish a formal let¬ 
ter of apology to the student body for his miscon¬ 
duct," Parkhurst said. "[Considering] that has not hap¬ 
pened yet I find myself losing hope we might ever have 
representatives of the student population who actually 
care about doing things right." 

Parkhurst, who ran for student body president in 
last year's election, said he expects this year's Senate 
to be "understaffed" and "dysfunctional," noting that 
Shaw's behavior last spring was evidence that "things 
are not looking up for the current student administra¬ 
tion." 

Students can voice their opinions to The Scout or 
directly to the Senate at its General Assembly meetings, 
which will begin at 5:30 p.m. on Sept. 16 in the Garrett 
Center. Parkhurst's letter to Shaw and a more detailed 
description of last May's impeachment charges can be 
found at bradleyscout.com.

An Interview

In a summer stuffed with 
sequels and reboots, it's 
hard to find a truly original 
film. Thankfully, we have 
"The World's End," timed 
ironically enough with the 
summer's end. Reuniting 
director Edgar Wright 
and stars Simon Pegg and 
Nick Frost, the trio aim 
to complete their British 
comedy trilogy started 
with "Shaun of the Dead" 
and "Hot Fuzz." This time, 
however, they are setting 
their sights on sci-fi as 
opposed to zombies or 
buddy cop films. 

Pegg plays Gary King, a 
grown man yearning to

This service, which is issued 
by BUPD Chief of Police Brian 
Joschko and sent through texts, 
the hotline (677-4000), email and 
posted on the BUPD homepage, 
aims to 

•Notify students, faculty and 
staff about incidents that have 
occurred and continue to threat¬ 
en the campus community. 
•Summarize the known facts of 
the crime, including the nature 
and location of the crime, the 
degree of continuing danger to 
the campus community and the 
possible risk of compromising 
law enforcement efforts. 

•Inform students, falculty and 
staff of the crime, and provide 
general safety tips. 


foreWarn alert 

The foreWarn alert is an emer¬ 
gency notification, which is also 
sent by Joschko through texts, the 
telephone hotline at (309)-677- 
4000, email, voicemail service, 
public address announcements 
and Bradley's homepage, that 
•Informs students of a specific 
emergency or dangerous situ¬ 
ation involving an immediate 
threat to the health or safety of 
students or employees that is 
occurring on campus. 

♦Provides instructions for spe¬ 
cific emergency action, such as 
evacuate, take shelter, shelter-in- 
place or lock down. 

•Is restricted to life-threatening 
events or severe weather. 

The BUPD will send alerts for 
emergencies occurring on cam¬ 
pus and throughout the BUPD 
patrol area, if the incident meets 
the alert criteria.

Anna said he recalled a student 
representative's request before the 
Senate to continue holding classes 
on Labor Day sometime within the 
last five years. 

The student's reasoning, 
according to Anna, was the prox¬ 
imity of the first day of school and 
a three day weekend.

While students were away 
relaxing this summer, construction 
workers were busy on the Hilltop, 
focusing on projects with reno¬ 
vations to Geisert Hall and the 
Sigma Kappa chapter house.

house's 50th year, which is 2014. 
"We wanted to give the house 
a Greek architectural appear¬ 
ance as seen on many campuses 
around the country," Zessin said. 

Business management and 
administration major and 
president of Sigma Kappa 
Sarah LaHood said the soror¬ 
ity could not be happier with 
the way the house turned out. 
"It looks like a brand new house 
and has its own unique features 
that set it apart from the other soror¬ 
ity houses on campus," she said.

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Bradley athletics signs appearl deal with Adidas

When the Bradley athletic 
department introduced the new 
"B" logo last fall, it was almost cer¬ 
tain something bigger was coming 
for the department and the univer¬ 
sity as a whole. 

That is why in January of this 
year, the Athletic Department 
headed by Dr. Michael Cross, 
announced a five-year deal with 
Adidas through the 2017-2018 sea¬ 


son. This deal will come full circle 
starting this season, as many of 
Bradley's fall sports teams will 
be showcasing their new Adidas 
apparel and footwear for the first 
time. 

With Baseball and Basketball 
being the only exception in the 
deal until their contracts run out in 
2014-2015 season because of previ¬ 
ous deals with Wilson and Nike 
respectively, all athletic teams will 
be outfitted in one brand for the 
first time in school history.. 


'The entire process took about 
a year and of course we wanted 
to reach out to the top brands and 
we are incredibly excited about 
the deal we have with Adidas" 
said Heidi Wegmueller, Associate 
Athletic Director for External 
Affairs and whom also put in a 
lot of work for the Adidas signing. 
"What is so great about this rela¬ 
tionship we were striving for with 
Adidas, is that for the first time in 
our school's history we have an all 
sports agreement with one foot¬ 


wear and apparel company." 

Bradley joins many other top 
Division I schools to have Adidas 
outfit their athletes. Bradley joins 
universities such as Indiana, 
North Carolina State, Notre 
Dame, Tennessee Cincinnati, 
Kansas, Louisville, Michigan, and 
Nebraska. 

Wegmueller said out of all of the 
schools that Adidas has, Bradley 
and the University of Indiana are 
the only two universities with 
completely Adidas team stores. 


That change she said has boosted 
team store revenue and interest 
from Bradley athletics fans when 
in early August the team store in 
the Coliseum was converted to a 
strictly Adidas only team store. 

"We have had record sales we 
have ever had here in the short 
month since we changed the store 
over" Wegmueller said. "People 
want to wear what the teams are 
wearing and what the coaches are 
wearing on the sideline, so it's the

Uni./Main water 
break means 
new design

The intersection of University 
Street and Main Street is being 
redesigned in response to the 
water main break that took place 
under the road on Sept. 6. 

The Illinois-American Water 
Company pipe burst early last 
Friday morning, with traffic 
reduced to right-turn only lanes 
by 7 a.m.

(COP) Public Works department 
and Illinois-American Water 
Company were at the intersection 
for most of the day, with two to 
three inches of water standing in 
the road for most of the morning.

him. Two female students in the 
house asked him to leave, and he 
refused. A second male student 
friend arrived and tried to help 
the females. The friend pushed 
the male, and the male slapped 
the friend back. The friend denied 
pressing criminal charges. 

The male had a .255 blood 
alcohol level. Officers called an 
ambulance, and the student was 
transported to Methodist Medical 
Center. He received a ticket for 
underage drinking, disorderly 
conduct and trespassing. 


• An officer patrolling the Duryea 
Parking Deck 2 a.m. Saturday saw 
two male students at the top level 
with bloodshot eyes. The males 
seemed nervous. The officer asked 
if he could search them, and the 
males agreed. The officer found 
marijuana and drug paraphernalia 
on one male, but they both admit¬ 
ted to smoking. The marijuana 
and paraphernalia were logged 
into Bradley University Police 
Department evidence, and the 
males were released.

Numerous other publications, such as The Princeton 
Review and Kiplinger's Personal Finance, also recognized 
Bradley among its rankings. 

Bradley also ranked among the top 20 percent of higher 
educational institutions for being a military friendly school.

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Date rape drugs in bars a concern, but also preventable

As students celebrate the new 
school year by taking trips to 
Peoria's many bars, they should 
be wary of something in particular 
- their drinks. 

Peoria Police Liquor Investigator 
Scott Jordan said over the past few 
years, instances of date rape drugs 
slipped into drinks have become a 
concern. 

"It's not to say it's been danger¬ 
ous [in Peoria bars], but there have 
been issues in the past couple of 
years," Jordan said. 

Jordan's jurisdiction covers the 
bars found in downtown Peoria, 
not those on Farmington Road. 

"Downtown bars aren't just 
Bradley bars," he said. "It's a 
mix of everybody, a mix of ages, 
groups, locals, Bradley students 
and out-of-towners. [The bars 


don't provide] the comfort level of 
[only] Bradley students." 

Although there have been no 
confirmed cases of date rape drugs 
reported to the Bradley University 
Police Department since his arriv¬ 
al in 2011, BUPD Chief of Police 
Brian Joschko said date rape drugs 
are still a department concern. 

"We take the safety of our stu¬ 
dents and our entire campus very 
seriously," he said. "It is impera¬ 
tive that our students know about 
and understand how to deal with 
date rape drugs." 

After consuming a date rape 
drug, many victims suffer memory 
loss. Interim Director of Wellness 
Lyndsey Hawkins said the crime is 
often not reported because 6f this. 

"Historically, sexual assaults 
are underrepresented as is," she 
said. "Most people don't know 
what's happening in the moment 
or after [they've taken the drug]. 


and don't realize what happened 
in the morning." 

Hawkins said it's important to 
report any signs of sexual assault. 

"If you don't report it, that person 
can go out and do it again to some¬ 
one else," she said. "Cover your 
own bases and help your friends 
out. It's not your fault. Reporting an 
assault will end that cycle." 

The Peoria Police Department 
is aware of these dangers, Jordan 
said, and more police will patrol 
downtown bars on Fridays and 
Saturdays. 

Jordan said students should 
not be discouraged from going to 
downtown bars, but to be cautious 
and know the risks. 

"It's been tough, but Peoria is 
no different than any other urban 
place," he said. "Be aware of what's 
going on. Not all bars are full of 
crooks, but it only takes one."

Student Senate candidates have 
run their campaigns on it. Empty 
seats at games may be explained 
by it. The 2012 - 2017 Bradley 
University Strategic Plan even 
devoted time to it. 

It's school spirit, or the lack 
thereof, and various Bradley 
departments are working to 
change that. 

"Traditions and school spirit 
have been identified by our stu¬ 
dents as something that needs 
attention and is sometimes lack¬ 
ing on campus," Interim Vice 
President for Student Affairs 
Nathan Thomas said.

Others will be more 
informal in nature, such as not 
walking on Bradley's seal in front 
of the Alumni Center. 

One initiative Bradley is active¬ 
ly promoting is the Rise of the Red 
campaign, which is coordinated 
between the athletics department, 
the bookstore and Student Senate. 

"The Rise of the Red campaign 
is focused on building pride at 


Bradley, in part, by encourag-. 
ing and rewarding students for 
wearing red or Bradley apparel 
on Fridays," Director of Student 
Activities Tom Coy said. 

On Sept. 6, Student Senate 
members passed out 25 percent 
off coupons for the bookstore as 
a reward for those who wore red 
or Bradley apparel. 

Another effort to increase spir¬ 
it through clothing is through red 
Bradley hoodies, which all fresh¬ 
men received this school year. 

While increasing school spirit 
in the past may have relied on 
hosting formal events, hand¬ 
ing out promotional material 
and chatting face-to-face, social 
media has become an increasing¬ 
ly important medium to increase 
school spirit. 

Social Media and Web 
Marketing Coordinator J.D. 
Dalfonso explained that there are 
four major Twitter hashtags Bradley 
is promoting: #Bradley2017,

Bradley adopts year-long civil rights theme

In commemoration of the 
1964 Civil Rights Act's 50th 
anniversary, Bradley will bring 
a series of events to the Hilltop. 
The celebration, sponsored by the 
women's studies program, will 
run throughout this school year. 
"The thought came about of 
celebrating civil rights both 
past and present, as 
sort of a year-long 
theme, with inviting 
a bunch of speakers 
and having activi¬ 
ties for the students 
and community," said 
Executive Director of 
the Institute of the 
Principled Leadership 
Brad McMillan. 

The calendar list 
of events kicks off on Sept. 17 
with renowned speaker Lilly 
Ledbetter, an advocate for wom¬ 
en's equal pay, and will continue 
through spring 2014. 

"We hope the list continues 
to grow, and that if there are stu¬ 
dent groups and organizations 
that want to add to the theme, 
we can do so through the website 
and calendar," McMillan said. 

McMillan said he hopes stu¬ 
dents and the community will 
recognize there are many peo¬ 


ple from Central Illinois that 
have a profound impact on pro¬ 
gressing civil rights in America. 
"I hope the students will gain a 
deeper appreciation of the strug¬ 
gles many have gone through to 
move dvil rights forward in our 
country," he said. "We have a rich 
history that we hope will be bet¬ 
ter understood." 

Interim Dean of Liberal Arts 
and Sciences Stacey Robertson 


said that this is the first year 
this type of celebration is being 
brought to campus. 

'This is going to be such a 
great year of programming," she 
said. "We've got almost every 
unit on campus involved." 
Robertson said the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 was probably the 
most important piece of legis¬ 
lation affecting civil rights 
in the 20th century and was 
the culminating success of 


the civil rights movement. 
"I think a lot of students don't 
know that history, so we want 
to remind people of our his¬ 
tory, celebrate the success and 
discuss where we are now," she 
said. "We hope that this is the 
beginning of a trend focusing on 
civil rights and inclusiveness." 
The programs will benefit stu¬ 
dents in two ways, Robertson 
said. 

"One, it will inform 
them and inspire 
them about our past," 
she said. "Fifty years 
is not a long time. I 
think it makes people 
more aware of the 
long-term effects of 
slavery, discrimination 
and how that impacts 
the entire generation." 
The second way the 
programs will benefit the stu¬ 
dents, Robertson said, is becoming 
aware of civil rights issues, wheth¬ 
er it is gender discrimination, sex¬ 
ual harassment or racial discrimi¬ 
nation, that are still present today. 
"It's important to understand 
where we are today and how 
we can, as citizens committed 
to equality and justice, make a 
change, just as an individual," 
Robertson said. "You yourself can 
make a difference."

It 7 s not about our lack of mascot. 

It's not about our lack of foot¬ 
ball team. 

It's about pride, in ourselves 
and in our school. 

And when Student Senate, 
Bradley athletics and the Bradley 
bookstore coordinated the "Rise 
of the Red" campaign, it seemed 
like an attempt to guilt or bribe 
students into school spirit. 

Not that the push for more 
pride in Bradley, which is dis¬ 
cussed further in this week's 
article "somethingsomethingso¬ 
mething," is without its merits, 
because it's not. At least they're 
making an effort to rally our com¬ 
munity. But why would we listen 
to authority figures when they're 
trying to tell us how to feel about 
a group or a place, and how to 
best express those feelings? 


It feels contrived. 

Even Josiah Williams' "One 
More Night" music video, which 
now has more than 20,000 views, 
feels forced. The marketing 
department's idea of commission¬ 
ing a talented student to write a 
song praising Bradley and Peoria 
has good intentions, but wouldn't 
it mean more if the student decid¬ 
ed to write it on his or her own? 

Pride doesn't come from a 
top-down regime change; pride 
comes from within. 

We won't be proud to be 
Braves until we know what a 
Brave is. No, a mascot isn't the 
answer, that isn't a fair placement 
of blame. It's finding out who we 
are, of whom we can be proud 
and for whom we stand. 

This week, Bradley students, 
faculty and alumni reposted of 


the "Bradley had a heartwarm¬ 
ing reason for adding two grade- 
school brothers to its roster" 
Yahoo! Sports article. That's true 
pride in Bradley, not the manipu¬ 
lated "wear red and get a cou¬ 
pon" campaign. 

We can't be told "Bradley is 
great" until Bradley is great. Or, 
more clearly stated, until we start 
talking about the people at Bradley 
that are doing great things. 

When people talk about 
Bradley's alumni, they usually list 
them in this order: Janitor from 
Scrubs, Shrek from the Broadway 
production of Shrek and some 
politicians whose names escape 
them.

BOOK REVIEW

It is hard for any individual to understand the 
totalitarian rule of a dictator. I would say it is equally 
as hard to separate the human from the politics. 
Andrew Croft attempts to explain the story behind 
the movement in his novella "Secrets of the Italian 
Gardener." 



Croft is a professional ghostwriter who has spent most 
of his career writing amongst dictators, politicians, arms 
dealers and billionaires. 

He spent a large amount of his time in wild parts of 
Africa, Asia and the Middle East where controversy in 
politics and class structure played a big part in Croft's 
world. He also spent time in parts of the world like 
Monaco, Geneva, Bermuda and the Caribbean residing 
in rich, guarded palaces where wealth was of no issue 
and the power was in the hands of so few. 


The fictional story is written through the eyes of a 
ghostwriter who is hired to write for a wealthy dictator 
named Mo. Mo is a dictator in the chaotic Middle East 
and is desperate to write his version of his legacy as his 
empire is crashing around him during the Arab Spring. 

The writer is constantly plagued with money struggles 
and his awareness of the unrest outside the palace walls. 
In such a stressful environment, the writer meets an 
Italian gardener named Lou. Lou seems to be the light 
of wisdom, peace and understanding. The gardener 
helps change the writer and his views of the tumultuous 
world he is encapsulated in. 

"Secrets of the Italian Gardener" is an engaging, well- 
written story of the hidden walls of a dictatorship. 

The novella is a summation of power struggle in a 
country full of oppression, deception and an ever- 
changing world. Croft's agent said that it is a "story 
about the vanity associated with the desire for power 
and possessions and ultimately about the cycle of birth, 
growth, death and rebirth." 

This short story shows the humanity behind the 
movement in a brilliant, thought-provoking way. The 
Arab Spring, for many of us, was just another event 
covered on the news. Croft's story opens the palace 
doors and shows the gr^r area, rather than just the 
black and white, good and evil. 

The story is well crafted in such a beautifully 
descriptive way with words of imagery and tales of 
right and wrong. The character structure is captivating. 
Croft begs the question: what really defines-a historical 
legacy? 

I encourage anyone who gets a chance to check out 
this short story. The garden is a new, refreshing look at 
the Arab Spring. There are many secrets to be found in 
the garden, maybe secrets you can even uncover about 
yourself.

One novel, one month. This is a task that would seem 
daunting to some. A term paper due at the end of the 
semester is cause for worry and stress for students, but 
a 293-page paper? 

For others, like senior interactive media and graphic 
design major Xavier Gordon, this is an accomplishable 
feat, but requires long hours, as he told his American 
Literature class. 

"100,000 words, just a few words short of it," Gordon 
said of his book, TLS, which he wrote this past June. "In 
an average-sized print book, as I have it printed, it is 
293 pages." 

"National Novel Writing Month," also known as 
NaNoWriMo, inspired Gordon to write his own novel 
in a month. In November he succeeded in reaching a 
50,000-word mark, but decided to challenge himself 
further over summer break. 

Having achieved his goal in a hectic month like 
November, Gordon was assured that he could do more 
with his summer. 

'The goal was to finish an average Young-Adult sized 
book, about 70,000-100,000 words, and I succeeded with 
100,000," Gordon said. 

"The book is titled 'TLS', " Gordon said. "Which is short 
for a character-dubbed title, 'The Last Shot,' which I 
found to be horribly boring and cliche on its own, so I 
just used the initials." 

The idea of the novel and the title came from this 
previous story, but Gordon's book is definitely not. 

"TLS" is about a futuristic society on a different planet, 
and how they adapt to their new environment," Gordon 
said. "The book follows a champion of one of their 
favorite games, 'Deadeye/ in his third consecutive 
game." 

Gordon said that he spent the first few days of June 
plotting the story, and then wrote as much as he could 
each day, until the 27th. 

"Then [I] proceeded to edit and proofread until the 30th, 
when I had it printed," Gordon said. 

Gordon plans on publishing his new novel in the 
future after pitching it to an agent, but it will be under 
the name of the character that tells the story. He will 
however, dedicate the book to "XEG," his initials. 

"I've written quite a lot of things in the past, but only 
finished to a standard of my liking two full-length 
novels." 

Gordon's other novel, "Godchaser," is about a young 
boy who turns into a werewolf and his trials and 
tribulations while trying to cure himself. This too, he is 
planning on continuing and publishing in the future. 

"I've been writing since I was about five, and I can't 
really explain why I do it... I just really love it," he said. 
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Delta Sig plans colonization of chapter on campus

Prior to the departure of 
Director of Fraternity and Sorority 
Life Jesse Koch, groundwork (and 
paperwork) was formalized for 
the addition of another fraternity 
chapter. Delta Sigma Phi. 

The process started during fall 
2012 when Bradley reached out to 
several fraternities to survey inter¬ 
est in a new chapter on campus. 

Although several applications 
were submitted, Interfratemity 
Council (IFC) invited only two 
chapters to undergo interviews 
with Bradley administration, IFC 
and other Bradley associates. 

IFC selected Delta Sigma Phi as 
the newest addition to greek life. 

"On our end it was all 
about authenticity," said Nik 
Koulogeorge, assistant director 
of new chapter development for 
Delta Sigma Phi. "We researched 
Bradley to no end and tried to 


learn all that we could offer that 
would benefit the students here." 

Delta Sigma Phi, also known 
as Delta Sig, is a national frater¬ 
nity with more than 115,000 men 
nationwide. Founded in 1899 in 
New York at a time when fra¬ 
ternities typically consisted 
of men of the same religion, its 
founding fathers were composed 
of Christians and Jews looking 
to form a new kind of chapter, 
regardless of religious differences. 

"Historically, we are the first 
fraternity to not limit membership 
by race or creed," Koulogeorge 
said. "So lots of students find that 
interesting and can connect with 
us." 

Beginning in spring 2014, 
three national staff members from 
Delta Sig will spend five weeks on 
Bradley's campus. Koulogeorge 
said they will reach out to "lit¬ 
erally hundreds of men across 
campus, meeting with all of them 
individually." 


Unlike the usual IFC recruit¬ 
ment, Delta Sig will hand-select 
men it believes will be able to-live 
out its values. 

"We'll then 
train them on how 
we find and recruit 
the right men," 

Koulogeorge said. 

'Then, they'll con¬ 
tinue to responsi¬ 
bly grow once we 
leave." 

Although IFC 
selected the newest 
addition to cam¬ 
pus as a group, the 
other 14 fraternities 
voiced concerns on 
a new chapter. 

"I'm confused 
why we are hav¬ 
ing another frater¬ 
nity come to cam¬ 
pus rather than a new sorority," 
said junior Pi Kappa Phi member 
Jordan Thomason. "With seven 


sororities and 14 fraternities, why 
wouldn't we rather add to the 
former?" 

Max Friedman, junior Alpha 


Epsilon Pi member, shared the 
concern. 

"I feel it's a good thing for 
IFC in general," Friedman said. 


"However... Delta Sig is partially 
a Jewish fraternity. I feel like it will 
take some Jews away from AEPi." 

Others were just happy that 
it didn't interfere with their own 
chapters. 

"The fact that they aren't com¬ 
ing until the spring is good for 
everyone," said senior Sigma Phi 
Epsilon member Navid Kassam. 
"It allowed our current chapters 
to recruit without a new player in 
the game, and it will allow Delta 
Sig to go through their expansion 
process without interference from 
existing chapters as well." 

Koulogeorge said Delta Sig is 
looking forward to being a part of 
the community. 

"We genuinely hope the men 
we select will be anything but typi¬ 
cal," he said.

Four years ago, Wojciech Wojcik 
came to Bradley's soccer program 
and immediately made an impact 
on the pitch. 

The senior forward scored the 
game-winning goal in his college 
debut and never looked back. 

Nearly 60 games later, Wojcik is 
a captain and the leading return¬ 
ing scorer in a program that has 
been to the NCAA tournament 
two of the last three years. He will 
be relied on heavily as the Braves 
look to make a push back to the 
national tournament this season. 

Wojcik began playing soccer 
when he was 8-years-old after 
his uncle took him to a practice. 
At first, he wasn't a huge fan of 
soccer and liked basketball more. 
But that quickly changed as he 
became a member of the Chicago 
Fire Academy, a club team that 
travels around the country playing 
in tournaments. 

Wojcik starred at Elmwood Park 
High School, located in a north¬ 
west suburb of Chicago. During 
his senior season, he scored 19 
goals and added 12 assists while 
being named the Most Valuable 
Player in the Metro Suburban 
Conference. 

Despite his success, Wojcik said 
he has still improved a lot as a 
player since arriving on campus 
in 2010. 


"When I came here coach 
[DeRose] really stressed the men¬ 
tal side of the game and I've really 
grown stronger in that as the years 
have gone bye," he said. "My 
mentality has changed to be more 
focused, to be ready for every 
training and every game. Just giv¬ 
ing my best effort in all categories 
whether that's in practice, in the 
weight room or in games." 

Talking to Wojcik, it doesn't 
take long to realize he is an unself¬ 
ish person and player. He said the 
one moment on the field in his 
first three seasons that sticks out. 
the most to him came during his 
freshman year when he was on 
the bench. 

The game was the semi-finals 
of the Missouri Valley Conference 
Tournament against Creighton at 
Shea Stadium in 2010. The Braves 
fell behind 2-0 but battled back to 
tie the match in the second half. 
Keith Mach netted a goal in the 
88th minute to give Bradley the 
upset over the No. 12 Bluejays 
and ultimately a trip to the NCAA 
tournament. 

) 

"We were all going wild on the 
bench," Wojcik said. "It was one of 
the greatest goals I've ever seen. 
[Senior defenseman] Scott Davis 
was even getting thrown up in the 
air. I'll never forget that." 

Wojcik has grown from a role 
player behind former Bradley soc¬ 
cer stars like Bryan Gaul to the 
guy the team looks to on and off 


the field. 

"I want to be that guy the 
younger guys can come to ask 
questions if they have any con¬ 
cerns on or off the field," Wojcik 
said. "I want to be a leader. On the 
field, I look to be a facilitator. I look 
to score goals. Obviously winning 
games and doing whatever I can to 


put the team in the best position to 
win games is my biggest concern 
as captain." 

With just one season left, Wojcik 
said the team has big goals. After 
reaching the NCAA tournament in 
his first two seasons, Wojcik said 
he wants to return after losing in 
the first round of the conference 


tournament a year ago. 

"Everything is still on the table," 
he said. "We still have those same 
expectations that we can reach the 
[NCAA] tournament. It's kind of a 
day-to-day thing where you go out 
and play as hard as you can and 
prepare for the next game. We're 
focused and we're ready to go."

1992 when the team won at UIC

The Braves continue their 
season-long five-match road trip 
by playing the No. 1 team in 
the country, Connecticut, on their 
home field on Saturday. 


DeRose said the team will 
have no problem getting focused 
for the matchup despite the 
rough losses to UNLV and UC 
Riverside. 

"If you can't get focused for 
number one in the country on 
the road you should probably be 
playing club soccer somewhere," 
DeRose said. "I think the focus 
is trying to get better and there's 
not a better team to do it against."

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Fair Pay Act lecturer educatefon workplace equality

As part of the celebration of 
the 50th anniversary of the Civil 


Rights Act of 1964, a modern dvil 
rights activist came to Bradley to 
speak on fair pay for women on 
Sept. 17 in the Alumni Center. 

For 19 years, Lilly Ledbetter 


served as a employee of Goodyear 
Tire & Rubber Company. Dedicated 
to her work and to her family, 
Ledbetter worked her way up the 
business ladder until she was one 
of four area managers. 

But in 1998, Ledbetter discov¬ 
ered that her salary was drastically 
lower than her three male counter¬ 
parts when she received an anony¬ 
mous note in her mailbox one day. 

"I kept getting promoted/' 
Ledbetter said. "I even received 
a top performance award for my 
work, but my salary didn't go up." 

Ledbetter went on to explain 
that her salary, nearly 40 percent 
lower than her male counterparts, 
was just the beginning of a long 
journey. 

"I was raised to believe that if 
it's right, it's right," she said. "If 
it's wrong, it's wrong." 

In March of 1998, Ledbetter 
filed charges of discrimination 
before the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission [EEOC]. 

Upon hearing the news of the 
charge, Goodyear offered her 
$10,000 to drop the charges and 
forget the incident. 

"The $10,000 didn't come close 
to what I missed out on," Ledbetter 
said. "This was going to affect my 
retirement, my 40IK, my Social 
Security and my family." 

Ledbetter said that $60,000 


would have been much closer to 
the amount she had missed out on 
because of unfair pay. She took the 
matter to court, and won with a 
reward of $3.8 million. 

"They came out and read the 
verdict," she said. "My attorney 
told me to not show it on my face 
or make expression, just look at 
the wall. I had to sit on my hands 
because hearing that was when I 
believed I had won." 

Goodyear, displeased with the 
results, chose to appeal the case, 
which ended up making its way to 
the Supreme Court in 2007. 

Justice Samuel Alito and the 
Supreme Court judges determined 
that her charge should have been 
filed within six months of her first 
paycheck that showed she was 
paid unfairly. 

"Basically they told me that 
even though I didn't know I was 
being unjustly paid, I still had to 
file a claim within six months of 
getting that paycheck," she said. 

When she lost the Supreme 
Court case, she said she felt as if 
she had hit rock bottom. 

"That's when you separate the 
real friends from the ones who 
were only there when they cared 
who you are and what you have," 
she said. "I believe a higher power, 
family and true friends got me 
through it." 


Yet, after all Ledbetter had been 
through, she said things began to 
gain momentum and started look¬ 
ing up in late 2007. 

"I started going back and 
forth to Washington," Ledbetter 
said. "There were Democrats and 
Republicans sponsoring a bill with 
my name on it. I spoke twice to the 
House [of Representatives] and 
twice to the Senate." 

All of the hard work and per¬ 
sistence paid off, according to 
Ledbetter. The Lilly Ledbetter Fair 
Pay Act was passed and signed 
into effect in January 2009. It was 
the very first bill President Obama 
signed. 

Ledbetter said it was never part 
of her plan to have a court case or 
bill named after her, but it's all part 
of the legacy. 

"If I can give you kids some 
advice," she said, "I'd say get 
involved, roll up those sleeves and 
don't believe everything you hear 
in the paper or see on TV." 

Ledbetter said she was proud to 
pass on legislation for future lead¬ 
ers to reflect on and model. She 
said she hoped that her talk would 
make a difference, even if only in 
the life of one person. 

"I may have lost the battle, but I 
have won the war in the long run," 
Ledbetter said. "The legacy I left 
will live on."

Over the summer, Bradley's 
marketing department decided 
to add a new dimension to the 
university's current social media 
reach.

Williams said he wrote the lyr¬ 
ics over the course of two days. 

"We did very minor editing, 
and each time he was able to turn 
it around really quick," Greenhoe 
said. 

Once Williams wrote the lyr¬ 
ics, he and Greenhoe got to work 
shooting the footage. 

"My intern [senior interactive 
media major John Farmer] was a 
huge help," Greenhoe said. "We 
knew we wanted to plug these 
spots so John and I mapped these 
out. I drove the car and he filmed 
out the window as we passed 
everything." 

Andrews said the final project 
has been very successful so far. 

"The great thing is that I think 
people will start humming and 
singing no matter how old they 
are," Andrews said. 

The university intends to show 
the music video at admissions visit 
days and throughout the Bradley 
recruitment cycle, Andrews said. 
With more than 25,000 combined 
hits between Bradley's website 
and YouTube channel already, the 
music video has reached all ages 
and venues nationwide. 

"We've already had a global 
reach on YouTube," Greenhoe 
said.

Away on vacation, Johnson was 
without cell phone service and 
was unaware of the news until she 
returned home.

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Professor receives lifetime achievement award

It's baklava, moussaka and 
philosophy for Turner Center for 
Entrepreneurship's Director of 
Operations James Foley this week 
as he travels across the country to 
Thessaloniki, Greece. 

But the language of travel is 
anything but Greek to the interna¬ 
tional business professor. 

Foley is receiving the Lifetime 
Achievement Award from the 
International Association of Trade 
Training Organizations (IATTO), 
an entity that helps small business¬ 
es succeed globally, on Wednesday 
for his work in the professional 
trade-training world. 

Foley said his first trip to Greece 
when he was younger inspired 
him to approach the world from 
an international viewpoint, but at 
that time, earning an award for his 
work was unforeseeable. 

"If I thought when I was in 
Greece that I would be back some 
years to accept a lifetime achieve¬ 
ment award in international trade, 
I would've thought 'You're just 


dreaming,"' Foley said. 

Foley, who came to Bradley 
in 1994, worked with LATTO for 
many years. In 2001, he served as 
a voluntary president and later 
board member of the American 
organization that belongs to 
IATTO, National American Small 
Business International Trade 
Educators (NASBITE). 

During his time as a board 
member, Foley advanced the trade¬ 
training profession by helping cre¬ 
ate the Certified Global Business 
Professional, a qualification test 
for global commerce like the certi¬ 
fied public accountant exam. 

"People in international trade, 
both students as well as people 
who work for companies, if they 
really know international trade, 
should be able to have the letters 
[CGBP] after their name," Foley 
said. 

The test is 150 questions, and 
70 percent of prospective profes¬ 
sionals pass. The test, according to 
Foley, provides a sense of security 


for trade professionals as well as 
the small businesses they work for. 

"[Being a certified professional 
makes it easier to know] when to 
recognize a real opportunity and 
when to act on it, but [profes¬ 
sionals] also know that there are 
risks associated with any kind of 
business," Foley said. "By using 
the right resources, [professionals] 
are going to know how to remove 
those risks." 

In addition to the certification 
test, Foley also wrote two books on 
international trade. 

Less than five years after he 
came to Bradley, Foley pitched the 
idea for his first book, "The Global 
Entrepreneur," with the help of 
some Bradley faculty members. 

The book combines knowl¬ 
edge Foley gained while teach¬ 
ing at Bradley and while work¬ 
ing in international marketing in 
London. The third edition of the 
book was recently published. 

Foley's other book, the revision 
of the ninth edition of Terpstra's 


"International Business," came out 
in 1998. Foley taught from the 
sixth edition of the book during 
his first few years at Bradley, and 
he said the revision process took 
two years. 

"I like writing," Foley said. "I 
like trying to explain things and 
helping both students and compa¬ 
nies be better." 

Foley said he wanted to use 
books to help students and small 
business owners understand the 
importance of international trade 
education, regardless of major or 
product. 

"Plus," Foley said. 
"[International business] is fun." 

As for what's next, Foley said 
he plans to expand of the interna¬ 
tional business study abroad pro¬ 
grams in addition to the creation of 
a new certification test in the area 
of trade compliance.

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No ACBU fall concert means lack of music options 


During the past few years at 
Bradley, the Activities Council of 
Bradley University (ACBU) has 
brought some great concerts to 
campus. 

Students were able to see 
shows from a variety of artists of 
different genres, from rock bands 
Weezer and Taking Back Sunday, 
to high-energy performers Jason 
Derulo, Mike Posner and Girl Talk, 
to big-name country group The 
Band Perry. 

But since there will be no con¬ 
cert this semester, as mentioned 
in article "ACBU says no fall con¬ 
cert," there's one less opportunity 
for students to watch a live per¬ 
formance. 

We understand when things 
come up in the music industry 
that would prevent an artist from 
coming to campus, like conflicting 
tour dates, unexpected emergen¬ 


cies or difficulties with schedul¬ 
ing in between the other exciting 
ACBU events coming up. 

That doesn't mean, however, 
that there shouldn't be an ACBU 
concert at all this semester. 

Sure, Bradley isn't a big school. 
We don't have as many students as 
other large, public universities, so 
we obviously cannot pool enough 
money to bring the biggest names 
out there. 

At the same time, that should 
not discourage ACBU from not 
bringing in any artist at all, even 
if the artist isn't as popular as 
groups like The Band Perry. 

The great thing about the ACBU 
concerts just a few years ago, was 
the variety of music brought to 
the table. The fall and spring con¬ 
certs usually differed in the style 
of music, which was beneficial in 
two ways. 


First, students could be exposed 
to new genres at a cheap concert 
ticket price, and secondly, stu¬ 
dents could have at least one more 
opportunity to see an artist from a 
genre they like. 

The Band Perry was a big hit in 
the Renaissance Coliseum in the 
spring, selling 3,150 tickets, the 
most ever in the coliseum. 

But not all of those sales were 
from students. In fact, more than 
half were sold to the public, with 
just 930 sold to students. 

It's awesome that ACBU had 
such a successful concert with 
The Band Perry, but in the end, 
wouldn't it be even more success¬ 
ful if more students attended? 

Wouldn't it make sense that 
ACBU would want to have more 
concerts, even if they aren't big 
name stars, to try to please all 
students' favorite genres of music? 


We don't need big name 
stars for every concert. Look at 
the Chance the Rapper concert a 
few weeks ago, hosted by Brave 
Sounds Entertainment, The Edge 
and Residential Life. Yes, it didn't 
bring more than 3,000 people like 
The Band Perry did, but it was a 
free show where students could 
listen to three up-and-coming art¬ 
ists. 

Concerts provide students 
more opportunities to hang out 
with friends, listen to new music 
and make memories during their 
Bradley experience. Isn't that what 
it's about? 

ACBU should consider bring¬ 
ing a performer this fall, even if 
the artist does not have the glitz 
and glamour of a household name. 



I don't typically pay atten¬ 
tion to Miss America pageants, 
but the news about the winner 
this year caught my attention.

Well, what if it had 
"Avengers" director, "Buffy" and "Firefly" 
writer and nerd god Joss Whedon behind it.

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Police program increases security near campus

Along with students who are 
settling into their new spaces on 
or near campus, one Peoria Police 
officer is adjusting to his new 
home near Bradley as well. 

Peoria Police Officer Ryan 
Winkle is living in the West Bluff 
area at one of three locations 
around the city for a new police 
residency program. The program 
hosts officers in Peoria homes, free 
of charge, where officers patrol the 
neighborhood instead of reporting 
to the police station. 

'This goes back to the old 
school officers back in the day, 
where officers lived in neighbor¬ 
hoods," Winkle said. "I think when 
police officers [lived in residential 
neighborhoods] it worked better, 
where everyone knew the officer 
and where he lived." 

Winkle moved into his home 
at 520 Armstrong Ave. the first 
week of August, after three weeks 
of training. He said the first few 
days in the neighborhood were a 
little rocky. 

"During the first week, some¬ 
one broke all the windows of my 
personal car," he said. 

After that initial problem. 
Winkle said living in the neighbor¬ 
hood has improved. 

"There were a few negative 
things here and there, but other¬ 
wise it's been really positive," he 
said. "I've had neighbors come up 


to the door and introduce them¬ 
selves and made decent friends in 
the neighborhood." 

The impact of a Peoria police 
officer in the Armstrong-Ellis 
neighborhood has been beneficial. 
Winkle said. He said daytime bur¬ 
glaries were problematic, as well 
as hand-to-hand drug transactions 
in the street, but he said he has 
noticed crime diminish since mov¬ 
ing into the neighborhood. 

Winkle's residency does not 
interfere with the BUPD's patrol¬ 
ling. Although some areas overlap. 
Winkle said he is still patrolling 
just for the PPD. 

Part of Winkle's patrol area 
includes the apartments near 
Underhill Street and Main Street 
Commons. He said he hasn't had 
trouble with Bradley students 
since moving in. 

"I don't see too many stu¬ 
dents around my house, but [the 
areas where students live] usu¬ 
ally don't have problems," he 
said. "Sometimes there are scuffles 
between Bradley students and 
locals, but Bradley kids aren't a 
problem." 

As crime has noticeably 
decreased since Winkle's arrival, 
he said his next step is to help the 
appearance of the Armstrong-Ellis 
neighborhood. 

"I'm networking with all my 
neighbors," he said. "I'm leaning 
towards fixing the aesthetics of the 
houses, with new paint, cutting the

Music department offers classical guitar lessons for children

College students may dominate 
Bradley's campus, but the recent 
expansion of a Bradley music pro¬ 
gram is focused on Peoria area 
youth. 

For more than 25 years, 
Bradley's Division of Continuing 
Education and Professional 
Development, in conjunction with 
Music Department Chair David 
Vroman, had coordinated the 
Piano Preparatory School. Starting 
this fall, the program has been 
renamed the Music Preparatory 
School to reflect the addition of 
guitar instruction. 

"Bradley has a great reputation 
for musical excellence in the Peoria 
area and beyond," Sue Manley, 
Continuing Education conference 
services director, said. "By offering 
classical guitar lessons on campus, 
we can reach more young people 
who are interested in learning to 
play an instrument." 

Plans to expand the program 
began one year ago when Vroman 
indicated the interest of Michael 
Hull, a Bradley music professor 
and classical guitar performer, to 
teach children guitar as a part of 
the already established program. 

Hull is certified through a pro¬ 
gram called Childbloom, which 


teaches children ages five to 12 
guitar. Hull is the only Childbloom 
certified instructor in Illinois. 

Through Childbloom licensing, 
he has access to music books and 
instructional materials special¬ 
ized for teaching children guitar, 
instruction on how to market and 
run a business and understanding 
of the developmental stages and 
cognitive abilities of children. 

There are approximately 40 
Childbloom instructors in the U.S. 

"I am looking forward to edu¬ 
cating young students on spe¬ 
cifically how the guitar can be 
approached and learned classi¬ 
cally," Hull said. "I am looking to 
enrich the lives of all while also 
equipping the performer and edu¬ 
cator of tomorrow." 

Hull joins piano instructors 
Mandi Dyke and Asako Shimasaki 
at the Music Preparatory School. 

With the expansion of the 
Music Preparatory Program, more 
students have the opportunity to 
musically develop on both the 
piano and the guitar. 

"I really enjoy seeing students 
overcome challenges they have 
been working on for a while," 
Shimasaki said. "Seeing that shin¬ 
ing look of satisfaction on their 
faces assures me I am in the right 
profession."

with ACBU on the concert budget, 
confirmed that no artist will come 
this semester. 

"At this time, we, as the SERF 
committee on ACBU, are not pur¬ 
suing a fall performer for Bradley," 
she said. 

Coy said ACBU was in commu¬ 
nications with various performers, 
but the organization could not pin 
one down for this semester: He 
said the artists either declined due 
to concert tour routes or wanting 
more money than Bradley was 
able to guarantee. 

"The [ACBU] students must 
find an act that they feel our stu¬ 
dents would respond positively 
to, and then negotiate the appear¬ 
ance and fee with management," 
Coy said. 

SERF and ACBU committees 
are custodians of the SERF fees, 
so there's a lot to consider when 
bringing in acts that cost more 
than $75,000, Coy said. 

As of Wednesday night. Coy 
said the ACBU leadership had an 
offer pending, but it was soon 
declined. 

"If [it was] approved, we 
[would] have a concert," he said. 
"If denied, we [would] likely 
need to return to square one and 
work on a show for early spring. 
Hoekstra said signing a contract 
with a big name artist was not 
easy to find for this semester. 


"In planning a possible fall 
concert, the artists comparable 
to our most recent concert of The 
Band Perry were unavailable for 
fall semester," she said. 

Senior and SERF coordinator 
Matthew Olivero said the deci¬ 
sion to not have a fall concert was 
due mostly to artist availability. 
"Last year BAMF was funded 
from the SERF percentage of 
SABRC," Olivero said. "With the 
amount of money left in that 
account, SERF made the decision 
that it would be to the benefit of 
Bradley's campus to hold off and 
plan a larger concert in the spring.' 
Junior and SERF coordina¬ 
tor Dashawn Cason said 
the concert expectations 
of Bradley were not met. 
"We would be doing a disservice 
to campus if we presented an 
artist that we are not equitable, 
in regards to talent and notori¬ 
ety, to or more famous than. The 
Band Perry," he said. "We have 
decided to take the fall semester 
to plan a spring concert to be as 
fiscally responsible as possible." 

Hoekstra said she could not 
disclose the names of the art¬ 
ists ACBU looked into for this 
semester. 

Hoekstra said that in the 
meantime, ACBU is in the pro¬ 
cess of planning a concert for 
the spring.

The Bradley volleyball team 
looked to make a statement this 
past weekend at the 2013 Billiken 
Challenge against tough competi¬ 
tion.

As the search for a new mascot 
continues, gargoyles may make 
their way from Bradley Hall to the 
basketball court. 

The mascot branding commit¬ 
tee, made up of students and vari¬ 
ous department members across 
campus, hosted seven focus group 
sessions Sept. 19 and 20. The ses¬ 
sions, open to students, faculty, 
staff and alumni, discussed plans 
for mascot artwork, followed by a 
short survey on potential designs. 

The main purpose of the focus 
groups was to get feedback on 
costume designs, said Director of 
Athletics Michael Cross, which 
would be the mascot at athletic 
games and other events across 
campus. 

"I think the initial response was 
open-minded," Cross said. "The 
responses were generally posi¬ 
tive." 

If chosen. Cross said Bradley 
would be the only Division 1 
school with a gargoyle mascot. The 
other school with a gargoyle mas¬ 
cot is Division 2 Flagler College in 
Florida. 

The gargoyle designs were 
modeled after "The Thinker," one 
of the gargoyles on the Hayden- 
Clark Alumni Center. 

During the summer, the brand¬ 
ing committee teamed up with Joe 
Bosnack Graphic Design Co. to 
brainstorm a costumed gargoyle 
mascot. At the focus group ses¬ 
sions, Cross showed four different 
images the committee and com¬ 
pany created. 

The designs featured two 
slightly different gargoyles - one 
with a friendlier face, muscular 
body and light stone color, and the 
other with a more fierce face, less 
muscles and a darker stone color. 

For each gargoyle, there were 
two separate choices of clothing, 
with either a red shirt and shorts 
or a white shirt and red shorts.

Kent State drops Bradley lawsuit, Ford still in litigation

Kent State University's attor¬ 
neys announced Wednesday 
they were dismissing the lawsuit 
against Bradley for its hiring pro¬ 
cess of men's basketball Coach 
Geno Ford, according to a Bradley 
news release. 

But KSU's breach of contract 
lawsuit against Ford is ongoing, 
the Peoria Journal Star reported. 

The original lawsuit, filed in 
July, focused on Ford's departure 
from KSU following the 2010-11 
season with four years remaining 
on his contract of $300,000 per 


year. Ford's contract stated that 
if he left Kent State for another 
school before the end of his con¬ 
tract that either he or his new 
employer was responsible for the 
balance of it. 

The total balance was $1.2 mil¬ 
lion, and KSU is still seeking that 
amount from Ford, the PJ Star 
reported. KSU pursued the lawsuit 
when Bradley hired Ford in March 
2011. The trial was scheduled to 
begin Oct. 7 in Portage County, 
Ohio. 

The Bradley news release stated 
"Bradley has consistently main¬ 
tained that Kent State consented 


on multiple occasions to Ford 
interviewing for the Braves head 
coaching position." 

"Our actions during the hir¬ 
ing of Coach Ford, just like the 
hiring of all our staff members, 
were ethical, legal and transpar¬ 
ent," Director of Athletics Michael 
Cross said in the news release. 
"[University President Joanne] 
Glasser and all of us associated 
with the issue have always been 
confident that the hiring of Coach 
Ford was completely appropriate.

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Hazing prevention week reminds campus of anti'hazing policy

Each year. National Hazing 
Prevention Week (NHPW) takes 
place across campuses nationwide 
during the last week of September. 

This week of awareness, started 
by the Association of Fraternity 
Advisors in 2003, was created to 
empower and educate students 
with the resources to stop hazing 
before it starts. 

"Although hazing isn't a 
problem on Bradley's campus, 
[Panhellenic Council (PHC)] 
still wanted to take the oppor¬ 
tunity to prevent hazing prac¬ 
tices and promote a safe greek 
environment," said Panhellenic 
Director of Risk Management and 
Social Programming Samantha 
Zurawski. 


Some actions are already being 
taken on the Hilltop in the preven¬ 
tion of hazing to students. 

"Members of Greek organiza¬ 
tions and some business and ser¬ 
vice fraternities have been signing 
an anti-hazing pledge to keep the 
campus free of hazing," Zurawski, 
a senior advertising major, said. 

All week long, Zurawski 
manned a table on Olin Quad 
where students signed the anti- 
hazing pledge and then added 
their thumbprint in paint to a ban¬ 
ner. Zurawski said more than 100 
students have already pledged. 

With the recent incident on the 
University of Alabama's campus, 
where alumnae of several chap¬ 
ters participating in formal soror¬ 
ity recruitment told their active 
members not to extend bids to 
two black students, this week has 


taken on an even greater impor¬ 
tance for college communities. 

According to HazingPrevention. 
Org, hazing is not something that 
simply applies to the common 
stereotype of greek life or even 
college students. Statistics show 
that "47 percent of students came 
to college already having expe¬ 
rienced hazing," measuring out 
to approximately 1.5 million high 
school students. 

In an effort to continue 
Bradley's success, PHC co-spon¬ 
sored a speaker accompanied by 
Bradley HEAT and BUPD Chief 
Brian Joschko Wednesday night, 
Zurawski said. 

Beyond the speaker and 
NHPW, Bradley promotes year- 
round awareness and encourages 
all students to report any incident 
of hazing as soon as possible.

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"Red Giant" leaves Bradley as model solar system expands

Bradley's "Great Red Spot"- 
ed planet is gone, thanks to the 
Curator of the Solar System. 

Curator Sheldon Schafer, 
Astronomy professor and direc¬ 
tor of education for the Riverfront 
Museum, shifted Peoria's model 
universe with the relocation of 
the Sun. 

The Sun painted on the 
entrance to the Lakeview Museum 
of Arts and Sciences will remain in 
place, but a new sun is located in 
the lobby of the Peoria Riverfront 
Museum. 

The old model had a scale of 
125 million miles to one and set 
the record for "largest scale solar 
system in the world" in the 1992 
Guinness Book of Records. 

The new 99 million to one 
mile scale replica of the solar sys¬ 
tem spans out from Peoria and 
reaches Pekin, Galesburg and 
Bloomington. With this year's 
modifications, it will now include 
five dwarf planets, the moon and 
the nearest star. 

Jupiter hung in the south stair¬ 
well of Olin Hall until the building 
was remodeled in 2002, during 
which it was transferred to the 
library. After Olin was completed, 
the planet was returned where it 
hung from the second floor ceil¬ 
ing in the glass-encased northern 
stairwell. 

According to Schafer, the place¬ 
ment there was no accident. 

"The dhemistry floor has high¬ 
er ceilings because of all of the 
[chemical pipes]," Schafer said. 
"We wanted to keep the planet out 
of the casual [student's] reach, just 
in case." 

Unfortunately, Bradley's 
Jupiter isn't the system's Jupiter 
any more: it's been repainted as 
Saturn. 

The new Jupiter, which will 
hang from the rafters at the Wayne 
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This map of Peoria shows 
the new configuration of 
Peoria's model solar system. 

The 99 million to one mile 
scale means that the Sun to 
Jupiter, which moved from 
Bradley’s campus to the 
Wayne A. Downing Peoria 
International Airport, now 
spans more than seven 
miles instead of three miles.

A. Downing Peoria International 
Airport, had to be redesigned with 
engineering in mind because of its 
size and location in a public place. 

The old Saturn will be scrapped. 
Its rings, however, will be used for 
the new Saturn, even though the 
scale is off. 

"The old Saturn's rings are 20 
percent too small [according to the 


scale]," Schafer said. "[But] they 
are made of the largest sheet of 
Plexiglas available [at 90 inches]." 

The original 1992 solar system 
model already featured Ceres, Eris 
and Pluto, but now Haumea and 
Makemake will be added to the list 
of dwarf planets as well. Haumea 
will hang in Bloomington, and 
Makemake will hang in Galesburg, 


both in their respective children's 
museums. 

The system's installation is 
still taking place, as Bradley's 
Jupiter was removed from orbit 
in August. Neptune and Uranus 
were also placed in their new loca¬ 
tions in the last month. 

As for the new Jupiter at the 
Peoria International airport. 


Schafer said everything is set for 
the Oct. 8 installation. 

For now, Bradley will not have 
a new planet. But looking into the 
next frontier of Peoria's solar sys¬ 
tem model, Schafer said he would 
enjoy including Bradley again. 

"I would bring [another planet 
here] in a heartbeat if I could make 
it work," he said.

The Fall Job and Internship Fair 
opened doors for students and 
alumni on Sept. 19, and brought 
more employers than ever before. 

Interim Executive Director pf 
the Smith Career Center Jon Niedy 
said the fair was very successful. 

"We've had more than 220 after¬ 
fair interviews so far, so that's a 
great number," he said. 

Additionally, there were 1,136 
students in attendance, nearly 200 
more than this past spring's job 
fair, and 157 registered employers. 

Niedy said there are many 
efforts put forth to increase stu¬ 
dent attendance. 

"We do a lot of promotional 
things like email, marketing, class¬ 
room visits and workshops," he 
said. "Everything we do from the 
beginning of school to the actual 
job fair is geared towards getting 
students to show up for the job 
fair." 

It's important for students to 
go to the job fair, but even more 
important to plan ahead, Niedy 
said. 

"We obviously want them to 
go, but it's more about preparing 
them for the job fair." 


For students, planning for 
the job fair isn't just about their 
resumes, but their interview skills, 
their ability to walk up to people 
and talk with them and their con¬ 
fidence, he said. 

"What we're trying to do is 
build confidence and understand¬ 
ing of what it means to be seeking 
a job or seeking an internship," 
he said. 

Any changes and plans for the 
spring job fair remain up in the air. 


"For now we are just de-brief¬ 
ing on the job fair," Niedy said. 
"I know we want to make some 
changes for the spring, but I'm not 
sure if we are going to do them 
yet." 

However, one goal of the Smith 
Career Center is certain for future 
job fairs. 

"We always want to improve 
it both for the employers and the 
students," he said. "That's the 
important thing." 


Not only are changes being 
made to improve the job fair, but 
the Smith Career Center as well. 
Niedy started as interim executive 
director July 15. 

"I came from continuing educa¬ 
tion on campus before, and I had 
served there for 15 years," he said. 

Joe Batteline, a new career 
adviser for the Foster College of 
Business, started this past summer 
as well. 


"He's bringing some experience 
in a previous role as a grad assis¬ 
tant at a career center," Niedy said. 
"The neat thing that he's doing dif¬ 
ferently is that he's actually having 
office hours in the Foster College 
of Business. Everyone used to 
come here for hours, so it will be 
more convenient for students." 

Niedy said he encourages all 
students to utilize the career center 
as soon as possible.

Classic film kicks off year-long theme 


New campus lacrosse

The intersection of reflecting 
on the past, examining the pres¬ 
ent and looking toward the future 
regarding racial issues occurred 
Wednesday evening in Neumiller 
Lecture Hall with the viewing and 
discussing of a classic American 
film. 

As part of the university's 
year-long celebration of the 50th 
anniversary of the passage of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964, Bradley 
hosted a viewing and discussion 
of "To Kill a Mockingbird". The 
movie focuses on a white Southern 
lawyer who defends a black man 
against a wrongful rape charge. 

"One of our goals as a commit¬ 
tee is to provide Bradley students 
with a history of the Civil Rights 
Movement of the 1950s and '60s," 
said Interim Dean of the College 
of Liberal Arts and Sciences Stacey 
Robertson. "Part of this involves 
understanding the larger racial 
context in the decades preceding 
the 1960s." 

"'To Kill a Mockingbird' 
encompasses many difficult issues, 
such as racial inequality and rape, 
in a moving and riveting way," 
Director of the Pre-Law Center 
Nicole Meyer said. "Retired folks 
are going to take something differ¬ 
ent out of it than students." 


Attorney Clifford Scott- 
Rudnick, assistant professor at The 
John Marshall Law School, and 
attorney Don Jackson, president 
of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) Peoria branch, facilitat¬ 
ed the discussion. They interacted 
with the audience by posing ques¬ 
tions and presenting legal and his¬ 
torical perspectives on the issues 
the movie presented. 

University President Joanne 
Glasser also spoke about the influ¬ 
ence discrimination and "To Kill a 
Mockingbird" had on her life.. 

"As a young girl growing up in 
Baltimore...I grew up in [a world 
like that movie]," Glasser said. 
"This story helped shape my life, 
and what kind of person I wanted 
to be when I grew up. The feelings 
never leave you. I wanted to do 
something good, good for others." 

While acknowledging that a 
lot of progress has been made 
since her childhood in Baltimore, 
Glasser said that working in high¬ 
er education demands attention to 
inclusion as well. 

"As educators, we strive to not 
only open up the minds of stu¬ 
dents but open up their hearts as 
well," Glasser said. 

While Neumiller was not filled 
to capacity for the showing, those 
who attended appreciated the 
event. 


"'To Kill a Mockingbird' is one 
of the movies that inspired many 
people to become lawyers," Pre- 
Law Club President Brittany 
Shaw said. "Even though student 
turnout was not as high as we 
would have liked, people still 
showed up, which showed they 
cared." 

Senior history and secondary 
education major Megan Ramlo 
said she agreed with Shaw reflect¬ 
ing on her own liking of the film 
and its context in Bradley's year¬ 
long theme. 

"As one of my favorite books 
and films, I was excited to see 'To 
Kill a Mockingbird' come to cam¬ 
pus," said senior history and sec¬ 
ondary education major Megan 
Ramlo. "I liked that we discussed 
and not only watched the film." 

Robertson said it is important 
to understand who we are and 
where we came from, which is 
illustrated in part, in "To Kill a 
Mockingbird". 

"The movie raises important

Scores of prominent Peorians 
gathered at the newly renovated 
Hotel Pere Marquette Saturday to 
celebrate the work of Illinois State 
Senator Dave Koehler. 

Koehler, a Democrat who has 
served as a senator for the 46th 
legislative district since 2006, was 
named the 2013 Honoree of the 
Henri de Tonti Celebration. The 
Peoria Historical Society, as well as 
Bradley's Institute for Principled 
Leadership in Public Service (IPL), 
presented the second annual 
award to Koehler. 

"It's not my comfort zone to 
have things focused on me, but 
[I'm here] with great appreciation 
and gratitude," Koehler said after 
receiving the award. "I feel very 
humbled and honored by this." 

The award is presented each 
year to one individual who dem¬ 
onstrates outstanding community 
leadership. It's named after Henri 
de Tonti, a fur trapper and explor¬ 


er commissioned by France in the 
1670s. de Tonti is said to be the 
founder of Peoria. 

The reception was held in the 
Pere Marquette, the first large 
event in the hotel since its renova¬ 
tion, and featured appetizers and 
cocktails with live music, a dinner, 
speeches and the presentation of 
the award. 

University President Joanne 
Glasser, who gave a congratula¬ 
tory speech, said she is happy 
Koehler received the award. 

"In my mind [Koehler] is the 
quintessential gentleman," Glasser 
said. "I cannot think of a better 
example for young people today." 

Although Koehler did not 
attend Bradley, he continues to 
be involved with the university. 
His wife and three daughters are 
alumni, and Koehler was integral 
in the Campaign for a Bradley 
Renaissance, Glasser said. 

"He was a catalyst in secur¬ 
ing funding for Bradley to build 
Westlake Hall," she said. "I think 


it's only fair to refer to Dave as an 
honorary Brave." 

Koehler's presence in Peoria 
during the past 35 years has led to 
his work to improve state and local 
government, benefit Bradley and 
work on the restoration of the his¬ 
toric Pere Marquette. He and his 
wife own Peoria Bread Company 
on the near north side, as well. 

A number of prominent 
Peoria figures gave congratu¬ 
lations to Koehler, including 
Congresswoman Cheri Bustos 
(D-17), former Illinois State 
Senator Dale Risinger and Illinois 
Representative Jehan Gordon- 
Booth (D-92). 

Several other politicians record¬ 
ed video messages for Koehler, like 
former Secretary of Transportation 
Ray LaHood '71, former Illinois 
State Senator George Shadid, 
Peoria Mayor Jim Ardis, East 
Peoria Mayor Dave Mingus and 
Pekin Mayor Laurie Barra. 

Koehler said he was honored 
by the award and happy to serve 


the Peoria area. 

"When you have a community 
with good people who do good 


things, why would you ever want 
to leave?" he said. 




Brave Pitch competition 
tests entrepreneurial skills

Students will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to be brave and win cash 
prizes by pitching business inno¬ 
vations. 

The Turner School of 
Entrepreneurship and Innovation 
is hosting its second Brave Pitch 
Competition at 5 p.m. Oct. 8 in 
Baker room B51.The competition 
gives students up to three minutes 
to "pitch" their business idea to a 
panel of judges and the audience. 

The pitch can be on a new 
product or service, improvements 
to an existing product or service, 
solutions for a social problem, 
improvements for campus, com¬ 
mercialization of Bradley research 
or increased engagement in the 
arts. 

The first place winner will 
receive a cash prize of $250, as 
well as an all-expense paid trip 
to the Collegiate Entrepreneurship 
Organization (CEO) National 
Elevator Pitch Competition in 
Chicago. Second and third place 
winners will receive $100 and $50, 
respectively. 

"Brave Pitch is an opportunity 
to test a student's idea in front of 
a group of judges and see what 
kind of feedback they get," said 
Managing Director of the Turner 
School Ken Klotz. "It's really the 
most user-friendly business com¬ 
petition a student can enter." 

Students from any major can 
participate, and there are resourc¬ 
es on the Turner School website to 
help guide students in the process. 
There will be no question and 
answer session or PowerPoint or 
multimedia assistance however, 
Klotz said. 

Brave Pitch is only one of the 
entrepreneurial opportunities 
available to Bradley students. 


according to Gerald Hills, execu¬ 
tive director of the Turner School. 

"We are striving to offer sub¬ 
stantial entrepreneurship learn¬ 
ing experiences for at least 1,000 
students annually," Hills said. 
"One opportunity includes our 
new minor and Entrepreneurship 
Scholar program, in addition to 
several extracurricular experi¬ 
ences, including the Brave Pitch 
Competition." 

Senior and Bradley CEO 
President Ryan Miller said he 
recognizes the importance of 
students from all majors getting 
involved in entrepreneurial activi¬ 
ties at Bradley. 

"Entrepreneurship at its core 
isn't just selling something or 
starting a business," Miller said. 
"It is a set of parts that, when put 
together, can achieve something 
great, and ... the Turner School 
helps students have a clear point 
of access for getting involved with 
anything entrepreneurial." 

Brave Pitch follows the recent 
release of Princeton Review entre¬ 
preneurship programs ranking, in 
which Bradley ranked 19th, up 
from 23rd last year. 

Hills said the ranking rose due 
to faculty and students in all of 
the colleges coming together to 
create the Turner School program. 
He said hopes students will take a 
close look at all of the opportuni¬ 
ties for involvement, such as Brave 
Pitch. 

"Entrepreneurship activities at 
the college level offer interdisci¬ 
plinary learning that bridges all 
the majors we offer," Hills said. 
"Artists and genetic scientists can 
have the same dream about one 
day creating a business and devel¬ 
oping an entrepreneurial mindset 
to see opportunities in the world 
we live in."

Students have chance to weigh in on Bradley image 


In Dec. 1988, Bradley's univer¬ 
sity president removed the "Brad 
E. Lee," the cartoonish Native 
American, as the costumed mas¬ 
cot in response to multiple com¬ 
plaints. 

But Bradley only stopped Brad 
E. Lee from running around with 
war paint and a tomahawk dur¬ 
ing homecoming events and bas¬ 
ketball games. However, the uni¬ 
versity continued to use "Native 
American feathers" as part of the 
branding campaign, which fea¬ 
tured a "B" with a headdress. 

Once Bradley couldn't do that 
anymore, there were some prob¬ 
lems. 

In the mid 90s, after a campus¬ 
wide search for a new mascot, the 
Bradley bobcat was introduced, 
still under the "Braves" nickname. 
The bobcat stayed until 2000, 
when it was dismissed due to lack 


of affinity. 

Then in 2005 the NCAA enact¬ 
ed a policy that said Bradley, 
along with 16 other schools, had to 
change their nicknames or lose the 
ability to participate in NCAA ath¬ 
letics. However, Bradley officials 
got Bradley removed from the list 
of schools in 2006. 

Since then, multiple campaigns 
for a new mascot have started and 
subsequently failed. 

And now, finally, this year, 
we've been given the opportunity 
to approve a potential mascot. 

The key word here is "poten¬ 
tial." The design was picked based 
on a survey from the 2012-2013 
school year, meaning it's a "rough 
draft" of sorts. Not only is this 
mascot still in the focus group 
stage, but it's also still being mold¬ 
ed with different personalities and 
attire. Its design is still so up in the 


air that practically every opinion 
on the matter is still being con¬ 
sidered. 

But I don't think we as stu¬ 
dents really understand what this 
means. 

Bradley is trying to change the 
way we look at ourselves as stu¬ 
dents. And not just the Student 
Senate "Friday Pride Day" cam¬ 
paign or the "I Am Brave" cam¬ 
paign that focuses on student atti¬ 
tudes, but on a tangible level. 

While the mascot costume for 
basketball games won't be com¬ 
pleted until Feb. 2014 at the ear¬ 
liest, this is a big step towards 
motivating future students to have 
something to stand for. 

It's almost like the student body 
is a crowd that stumbled in on a 
basketball game, and all employed 
members of Bradley, from the stu¬ 
dent government to the adminis¬ 


tration, are the cheerleaders. 

And, like we've said before, the 
only thing Bradley cheerleaders 
are fighting is the student body 
apathy. 

So if you have an opinion about 
the potential new mascot, make 
sure you are heard. Don't just com¬ 
plain about it to your classmates 
or make jokes about us being "The 
Fighting Squirrels." Attend the 
focus groups. Voice your opinion 
in a real manner. 

This is a new addition to 
Bradley, and we have the opportu¬ 
nity to help design it. 

You have the opportunity to 
help design it. 

Because whether or not you 
speak up, a new mascot is on the 
horizon for Bradley. 

And we definitely don't want 
to end up as the bobcats again. 


Trigger change by targeting beyond guns

Guns don't create evil — peo¬ 
ple do. 

Guns are mere objects. 
Constructed of aluminum and 
steel and branded with company 
logos, they have no thoughts, 
harbor no feelings and produce 
no motives. 

It is the person behind the trig¬ 
ger that matters; yet, whenever 
gun violence or mass shootings 
grip the media headlines, the gun 
control debate is triggered, and 
guns are the first thing to be 
targeted. 

James Holmes, Adam Lanza, 
Seung-Hui Cho and most recent¬ 
ly, Aaron Alexis were not men 
with guns locked up set to go 
hunt next weekend, shoot at the 
range tomorrow afternoon or 
carry them around in the name 
of self-defense for them and their 
families either. 

These were men who were 
mentally deranged. 

Some were intent on inflict¬ 
ing pain and horror - a pain 
and horror unfathomable to "nor¬ 
mal" thinking individuals. Others 
were intent on satisfying their 
sick desires and fantasies. 

In either case, the guns were 
mere objects and not the source of 
evil. The source of evil was those 
pulling the trigger. 


Mental illness, however, can¬ 
not solely bear responsibility of 
gun violence occurring everyday 
in America, typically outside of 
major media coverage. 

Just two and a half hours 
northeast of Peoria, Chicago is 
the poster child for gun violence. 

Plagued by broken families 
— a nearly non-existent tradi¬ 
tional nuclear family structure, 
poverty and low education lev¬ 
els—Chicago has become a breed¬ 
ing ground for gun violence. 
Unfortunately, Peoria is home to 
many areas mirroring such cir¬ 
cumstances as well. 

In the city's roughest neigh¬ 
borhoods, evil may not come in 
the form of running into a movie 
theater or school and randomly 
shooting people, but those behind 
the triggers in such communities 
are just as dangerous. 

It is the attitudes of those 
behind the trigger, whether for 
a false sense of belonging, a lack 
of respect for humanity or some 
other unknown reason, which 
causes one to shoot and kill oth¬ 
ers. 

A gun is merely an object. It 
does not determine whether the 
thug flashing one's rival gang col¬ 
ors is one's next victim or wheth¬ 
er the drug trade gone wrong 


warrants a bullet out of its barrel. 
People who seek to do harm and 
bring evil into this world control 
all of that. 

Do not blame an object for 
one's inability to recognize the 
value of human life and have 
such utter disregard for it that 
shooting him or her is an accept¬ 
ed option. 

The failure to recognize and 
respond to the problem in a larger 
sense than just gun control won't 
trigger real change. Those who 
seek to inflict pain and terror in 
the lives of others will find what¬ 
ever means necessary. 

With this mindset, a fork is 
responsible for making one fat, 
as is a can of spray paint for 
vandalism and a butter knife for 
a stabbing. 

Stop blaming a mere object 
for the lack of respect for human 
life, seen far too often in com¬ 
munities across the U.S. Change 
won't happen overnight, and gun 
violence will never fully be eradi¬ 
cated. 

When people begin to con¬ 
front the highly complex and 
often uncomfortable issues corre¬ 
lated with gun violence and mass 
shootings beyond a mere object, 
lives can and will be saved.

As 
a companion piece to the films, the show hopes to capture the 
human perspective in a world populated by gods and monsters.

Spoiler alert, true believers: Coulson does indeed live in the 
pilot to this highly anticipated show.

Music conductor lectures on youth orchestras

Author Tricia Tunstall came to 
campus Sept. 20 to speak about the 
role of music in the development 
of impoverished children. 

Her book, "Changing Lives: 
Gustavo Dudamel, El Sistema, 
and the Transformative Power of 
Music," was the subject of her 
speech. 

It focused on music conductor 
Jose Antonio Abreu, who gathered 
a group of young Venezuelan chil¬ 
dren in 1975 and taught them to 
play classical music through a pro¬ 
gram called El Sistema. By 2005, 
El Sistema had more than 400,000 
children involved. 

Tunstall said Abreu's inspira¬ 
tion came to him while he was 
studying at a conservatory for 
music. She said he noticed that 
although Venezuela had two 
national orchestras, almost all of 
the players performing were from 
nations other than Venezuela. 

When Tunstall investigated El 


Sistema for her book, she said she 
realized the significance of the pro¬ 
gram on the youth in Venezuela. 

"I did not believe that I would 
become a part of a real world¬ 
wide movement, and I do not use 
the word 'movement' lightly," she 
said. 'This system is really start¬ 
ing to reach the four comers of the 
world." 

The program focuses on gath¬ 
ering children from low-income 
communities and teaching them to 
play instruments. 

Many of the children who begin 
the program have never played an 
instrument before, but their enthu¬ 
siasm serves as the main factor 
of production and most students 
learn from other students, accord¬ 
ing to Tunstall. 

Tunstall gave many examples 
of the students' enthusiasm in her 
speech. 

"If you know how' to play notes 
A, B and C, you are capable of 
teaching someone else the notes 
A, B and C," she said. "Not only 
are you able to teach someone

else, but you are also responsible 
to do so." 

Every student gets to play in 
performances and is assigned to 
parts in songs that he or she can 
ptey. 

Soon the hunger for music was 
so large that orchestras bom from 
El Sistema were performing all 
around the world, gaining interna¬ 
tional recognition for Jose Abreu. 


In 2009, Abreu was awarded a 
TED award. 

During his speech, Abreu said, 
"When you put a violin into the 
hand of a child, that hand will be 
too busy to pick up a gun. We are 
not trying to create musicians; we 
are trying to make citizens." 

Along with the award, Abreu 
received a large sum of money 
to use for the program. He insist¬ 


ed that the program be filed as 
a social development program 
because the fine arts suffer when 
economic crisis hits. 

Sophomore sports communica¬ 
tion major Kendall Duffy said she 
thinks Peoria would be a great 
place to start an El Sistema branch. 

"It would be a really cool thing 
for the university to help with," 
she said.

sion of the project will be early 
February at the earliest, because it 
takes 14 to 16 weeks to design.

We are very pleased that Bradley 
University's position is effectively 
supported by this dismissal." 

Kent State was asking for $1.6 
million from Bradley, but will 
receive nothing from its unilateral 
dismissal of the lawsuit, the PJ Star 
reported. 

"It is not clear why Kent State 
used taxpayer dollars to pursue 
this case against Bradley and then 
withdrew it less than two weeks 
before trial," Bradley attorney Bill 
Kohlhase said in the news release. 
"In my experience, however, 
plaintiffs do not dismiss a case if 
they believe they would receive a 
damage award by going to trial. 
As a result of the dismissal, it is 
as if the case against Bradley was 
never filed." 

Kent State can, however, refile 
the case within one year, the PJ 
Star reported. But KSU's univer¬ 


sity president Lester Lefton has 
announced his retirement at the 
end of the 2013-14 school year, 
which makes the action seem 
doubtable. 

The $1.2 million ruling from 
KSU against Ford is still outstand¬ 
ing. The dismissal on Wednesday 
may move the case up a few 
days on the Portage County court 
docket. Kohlhase said that once 
some minor issues are resolved. 
Ford would appeal the Portage 
County Common Pleas judge's 
July ruling against Ford in an 
effort to send the case to appel¬ 
late court, the PJ Star reported. 

According to the Ohio court's 
summary judgment evidence dis¬ 
closed in July, the PJ Star reported. 
Ford's Bradley contact called for 
BU to pay $400,000 toward the 
coach's liquidated damages to 
KSU.

Men's and women's cross country start strong

In college athletics, it's easy 
for cross-country to get overshad¬ 
owed by more popular sports. But 
the Bradley men's and women's 
cross country teams are bucking 
that trend and are both on their 
way to the program's best season 
in several years. 

"We're off to a great start," said 
men's and woman's coach Marc 
Bums. "We knew we were going 
to be a lot better this year, but you 
never know until you lace up the 
spikes and get out on the course 
and race." 

Both teams had a fantastic 
performance at the Illinois State 
Invitational on Sept. 13 with the 
women winning the race and the 
men finishing third. 

Bradley's women team defeat¬ 
ed host ISU by 26 points and had 
nine runners finish in the top 13. 
Sophomores Kristin and Caitlin 
Busch finished one-two and junior 
Sarah McMahon finished fourth. 

The dominating performance 
came on ISU's home course and 
the Redbirds were picked in the 
preseason to win the Missouri 
Valley Conference. 

The men finished third out of 
six teams, placing four runners in 
the top 15. Junior Eric Delvo led the 
group, finishing fourth. Freshman 
Caleb Beck, junior Marshall Moyer 
and senior Nathan Davis finished 


13th, 14th and 15th, respectively. 

It was the first time the teams 
had returned to ISU after both 
having disappointing finishes in 
the MVC Championship there last 
season. 

"I think we went in remember¬ 
ing what happened last year there 
at the conference meet," Bums 
said. "We had a chip on our shoul¬ 
der and really wanted to get after 
it and see what we could do." 

With strong starts to the season, 
both the men and women's team 
have high expectations for the rest 
of the year. After a great start last 
season, the women's team faded 
down the stretch. Bums said they 
feel like they've gone through 
the trials and tribulations and are 
ready to make the next jump. 

"We laughed at the fifth place 
preseason ranking [in the MVC], 
he said. "We took it to heart and 
said 'we're going to prove you 
guys wrong.' I know our girl's 
goal is to go in there and win the 
conference meet. I think we have 
a very good chance if we have the 
right mentality to go in there and 
challenge for a title."

So, three games into the sea¬ 
son, I must say, this team looks 
legitimate and I may have bought 
into the new system the Bears are 
showing. 

For those who do not know, 
the Bears overhauled their coach¬ 
ing staff this offseason as the team 
fired Lovie Smith and replaced 
him by bringing in longtime NFL 
assistant and recent Canadian 
Football League coach Marc 
Trestman. The Bears also replaced 
their offensive and defensive staffs 
to create a whole new offensive 
system for quarterback Jay Cutler 
and company. 

There was speculation during 
the offseason on whether or not 
Cutler can finally be the franchise 
quarterback that Chicago has 
been waiting for, if the defense 
would still carry the same swagger 


they've had jn past years without 
former linebacker Brian Urlacher 
and how this inexperienced offen¬ 
sive line would protect Cutler. 

These questions and more 
were answered in the first three 
weeks of the season, including last 
Sunday's 40-23 victory over the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. 

Offensively through the first 
three weeks, we have seen Jay 
Cutler architect two fourth quarter 
comebacks, play consistent foot¬ 
ball, find and use all his receivers 
and has only been sacked three 
times. Plus, with an established 
running game that has Matt Forte 
finally being used properly, the 
Bears offense is clicking and look¬ 
ing like a legitimate NFL offense. 

Defensively, the Bears are tied 
for second in the league with five 
interceptions and lead the league 
with six fumble recoveries and 
three defensive touchdowns. 

So, all of those reports that this 
team is going to be a mess and can't 
learn Trestman's complex system 
in time, and those that said with¬ 
out Urlacher the defense would 
not be the same, were wrong. 

The Bears are doing things a bit 
differently, and so far it's working.

There seems as if there is a new 
attitude within the Bears' locker 
room, and it even has the media 
claiming Jay Cutler is happier in 
interviews and more of a pleasure 
to be around. 


All of the success so far has 
everyone praising Trestman for 
his new attitude on football in 
Chicago. 

"I look at every game as if it's 
game one of the season," Trestman 
said. 

That quote shows me that he 
doesn't look too far into the future 
and he's not worrying about what 
happened the week before. It also 
shows that this coach is focused on 
winning and winning now. 

With this past weekend's results 
showing the Vikings losing to the 
Browns, the Packers losing as well 
and Lions still behind the Bears in 
the standings Chicago has posi¬ 
tioned themselves to make some 
waves in the tough NFC North. 

The critics will be there all sea¬ 
son, critiquing every little move by 
Trestman and the Bears, but early 
in this 2013 season, I think this 
team needs to be taken seriously 
because they have a legitimate 
shot to do some special things.

Selig to retire after 
2014 season 

Bud Selig said Thursday 
that he plans to retire as base¬ 
ball commissioner in January 
2015 after a term of more than 
22 years. 

"It remains my great 
privilege to serve the game 
I have loved throughout my 
life," Selig said in a statement. 
"Baseball is the greatest game 
ever invented, and I look for¬ 
ward to continuing its extraor¬ 
dinary growth and addressing 
several significant issues dur¬ 
ing the remainder of my term." 

Selig said he will leave Jan. 
24, 2015, which would mark 
the second-longest term for a 
baseball commissioner behind 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis. 

Baseball will now start the 
process of finding Selig's suc¬ 
cessor. 

Yankees' Cano seeking 
$305 million deal 

The gap between second 
baseman Robinson Cano and 
the New York Yankees on a 
new contract is enormous, with 
sources telling ESPN's Buster 
Olney that the soon-to-be free 
agent is seeking approximately 
$305 million over 10 years. 

People familiar with Cano's 
thinking have a sense that he 
will take the biggest offer he 
receives this winter, regardless 
of whether it comes from the 
Yankees or another team. 

Cano, 30, a career .309 hit¬ 
ter who has averaged 28 home 
runs and 102 RBIs over the 
past five seasons, is expected 
to attract the most lucrative 
contract ever given to a second 
baseman. 

Cano is a free agent after the 
2013 season.

Damaged fiber disrupts connectivity

Bradley's campus suffered sig¬ 
nificant Internet outages that put a 
halt on checking email, Sakai and 
other Web services Monday. 

Executive Director of 
Computing Services Sandra Bury 
said the cause of the outage was 
a fiber cut between Bloomington 
and Urbana. 

"It was an AT&T fiber that was 
cut, but we don't know how it 
happened," Bury said. "It was 
probably from construction." 

The outage began around late 
Monday morning and lagged until 
7:30 p.m. 

Bury sent a campus-wide email 
around 12:30 p.m. on behalf of 
Bradley Information Resources 


and Technology (IRT) explaining 
the reduced bandwidth. The email 
stated that students should avoid 
using the Internet, or use their 
cellular providers' broadband on 
smartphones in the meantime. 

An IRT email sent later in the 
evening explained that the fiber 
had been spliced. Besides some 
intermittent outages, the band¬ 
width was back to full connectiv¬ 
ity by Tuesday morning. 

"Hie problem was fixed that 
evening, the splicing was checked 
and proven to be working," Bury 
said. "Our network staff checked 
to see how much bandwidth we 
had." 

Senior and Technology 
Helpdesk Consultant Will 
Parkhurst said every internet ser¬ 
vice provider (ISP) has large bun¬ 


dles of cables that run from one 
part of the country to another. 

"These bundled fiber optic 
cables form what is called the 
'backbone' of the internet," he said. 
"Without them our data would 
never be able to be connected ... 
Unfortunately, two of our provid¬ 
ers used the same backbone. This 
meant that when the line was cut 
by accident, our internet was rath¬ 
er badly affected. To fix an issue 
like this, it [costs] in the low to 
mid-six figures." 

Bury said the university faced 
wide-spread outages, but not total 
outages that would prevent any 
kind of Internet access. 

Bradley wasn't the only area 
affected by the damaged fiber.

To help Craig coordinate and 
manage the expanded program, 
the admissions office increased 
the number of interns from three 
admissions interns in 2012 to four 
admissions interns and one enroll¬ 
ment management intern this year.

With more than 270 women 
accepting sorority bids this fall, 
Panhellenic Council [PHC] has 
once again questioned the need 
for an eighth sorority. 

Two years ago, greelc life 
members, councils and univer¬ 
sity administration discussed the 
addition of an eighth sorority to 
campus, and the need for another 
sorority was deemed unnecessary 
and dismissed. 

Now, two years and a record- 
breaking recruitment later, PHC 
and its advisors are re-opening the 
debate. 

Every year, PHC establishes a 
Panhellenic "total". Total is the 
number of members each sorority 
is responsible for having each year. 
This past year, total was set at 95 
members per chapter house. 

Each sorority can exceed toted, 
but having a chapter membership 
number under total presents a 
problem. 


Houses under total participate 
in informal recruitment activities 
to raise their membership num¬ 
bers up to the established total 
number. 

interim Director of Panhellenic 
Council Tom Coy said that the cur¬ 
rent proposal is to raise total from 
95 members per chapter house up 
to 105 members per chapter house. 
This proposal will be brought back 
to each chapter by the sorority 
president, voted upon and then 
brought back to PHC for a fined 
vote. 

"This increase is reflective of 
our growing chapter sizes," Coy 
said. "[It] allows for parity across 
the board, which can hopefully 
lead *to successfully extending 
another chapter to campus." 

Just as in the case of the newest 
fraternity. Delta Sigma Phi, PHC 
must be able to prove the need 
and the opportunity for success 
of the new chapter. Raising the 
total for each sorority chapter is 
the first step of the journey toward 
Panhellenic expansion. 


"I think it would be excit¬ 
ing to continue to expand, grow 
and flourish as a greek communi¬ 
ty," said junior and PHC President 
Elbe Silver. "It is possible that add¬ 
ing a new chapter would encour¬ 
age each Panhellenic woman to 
strive just a little more to emulate 
her chapter's values 
in daily life." 

Coy said that 
Bradley greek life is 
definitely beginning 
the process of look¬ 
ing at Panhellenic 
expansion, but that 
the addition of a new 
chapter still appears ■■■■■ 
to be two years out. 

"We want to be cautious in 
preparing the Panhellenic infor¬ 
mation so that we get the best 
possible national organizations to 
a Pply to come to our campus," 
Coy said. "We also want to be cau¬ 
tious that our community is in a 
stable situation so that we can add 
another chapter, without harming 
any of our current chapters." 


The sorority presidents held an 
official meeting to discuss the rais¬ 
ing of chapter total. So far, many of 
the presidents said they agree with 
the proposal to raise total. 

"It is going to be a lot of work 
to recruit so that every chapter is at 
105, but as a greek community we

are capable of doing so with col¬ 
lective efforts," said Kappa Delta 
President Brianna Blackshire. "If 
we can achieve this, we should be 
able to see a new chapter on cam¬ 
pus soon and be able to maintain 
chapters around 100 women." 

Gamma Phi Beta President Liz 
Steinhaus said she agreed with 
Blackshire. 


"I believe setting quota to 105 
will help sororities work together 
to have all houses reach that total, 
and therefore encourage the addi¬ 
tion of a new sorority on Bradley's 
campus," Steinhaus said. "I want 
to see all chapters grow and suc¬ 
ceed, so I feel that bringing total 
to 105 will help this goal 
play out." 

The presidents of each 
sorority will bring the pro¬ 
posed vote to their chapters 
to decide on. The presidents 
will reconvene and repre¬ 
sent their chapter's vote 
on the proposed total on 
mmmmm Sunday. 

"It is not about add¬ 
ing another chapter to campus, 
it is about adding a high caliber 
National Sorority that would be 
competitive from the start," Coy 
said. "A new chapter is going to 
have to navigate how they will 
handle not having a house, alumni 
and advisors. We need to make 
sure we find a new sorority that 
can address all of those concerns."

New programs aims to 
reward student leaders

It's up to the students to give 
their peers the recognition they 
deserve, as the "I Am Brave" 
campaign takes action for the first 
time this year. 

The "I Am Brave" campaign is 
a leadership award modeled after 
Grand Valley State's campaign, 
"I Am Grand Valley," where 
Director of Student Activities and 
alumnus Tom Coy used to work. 

Junior and campaign coordi¬ 
nator Cody Lonigro said the lead¬ 
ership award idea came about 
last year. 

"It's meant to recognize lead¬ 
ers in groups that aren't given 
official titles, the kind of per¬ 
son that you can always pull to 
the side and ask questions, and 
they'll always be able to help you 
out," Lonigro said. 

There was a lot of talk last year 
among the members of the Lewis 
J. Burger Center (LJB) to start a 
program that awarded "unsung 
heroes," he said. 

Last semester, Lonigro was 
the LJB Center Student Senator. 
Coy approached Lonigro, along 
with junior and Campaign 
Coordinator Matt Sullivan about 
the idea. 

"We really want to try to rec¬ 
ognize as many leaders on cam¬ 
pus that aren't always given 
the recognition they deserve," 
Lonigro said. 

Sullivan said what makes 
Bradley great is the willingness 
of students to do more than what 
is asked of them. 

"We want all of the people 


that put in hours of extra work for 
their club or any other program to 
receive recognition," he said. "If 
these people get noticed, we can 
continue to build school spirit." 

Students can nominated a fel¬ 
low student who is an "unsung 
hero." 

"We kind of decided that it's 
not really up to us to decide if 
somebody we don't know is a 
leader, so we want to leave it up to 
the students," Lonigro said. 

The forms for the campaign 
came out Oct. 1, and nominations 
for the award will be accepted 
until the end of the semester. 
A banquet will be held for winners 
in February. 

Lonigro said he hopes for a 
large number of nominees. 

"We want to have an initial 
start up of 500 people or more to 
win the award this year," Lonigro 
said. "We're hoping to see it grow 
over the years to where it is a rec¬ 
ognized award by the university, 
where everyone knows about it 
and can look forward to nominat¬ 
ing their peers." 

Lonigro said the campaign is a 
way for students among campus 
who feel like they aren't being 
noticed or recognized for how 
hard they are working, to get that 
attention. 

"It's just a way for people in 
the organization to say 'I see what 
you're doing, and I like it,"' he 
said. 

The "I Am Brave" campaign 
relates to the Rise of the Red 
campaign as well, in that part of 
the focus is to raise school spirit, 
according to Lonigro.

Justin Timberlake has just about reached god-like status in the last decade, 
but not even this kind of reputation can support the disappointing 
release of the second half of his latest album, 'The 20/20 Experience." 

After the first release of the album, it was clear that this mature 
version of Justin Timberlake should proudly wear the crown of this 
generation's pop king. Part one of "The 20/20 Experience" was full 
of powerful love ballads mixed with just the right amount of Sinatra 
class and chilling dance beats. 

On part one of the album, the only real complaint of the former 
boy band member was the lengthy behavior of his songs. At this 
point, Justin has clearly earned the right to go on for as long as he 
likes, but he has to have a purpose involved. 

Tracks like "Suit and Tie" are the kind of gold fans like to keep 
spinning. There is no doubt that he has clear talent and built 
his credibility through albums like "Justified." I challenge any 
music fan that will not bow down to the past genius that is 
Timberlake on tracks like "Cry Me a River." 

But his newest work is hard to feel strongly about and 
for some reason; I just can't keep traveling on the same 
bandwagon that critics have been riding for so long. 

Timberlake starts with songs like, "Gimme What I Don't 
Know (I Want)" and "True Blood." Listeners will be 
shocked by the artist's clear strain to fit unnecessarily lame 
lyrics into less than exciting beats. What happened to the 
Neo-Rat Pack class of the first part release? Love stories like 
"Mirrors" are replaced with songs like "TKO," which boil 
down pain of a heartbreak to being cut in the eye. 

Lyrically, Timberlake has never had to prove too much. I am 
not saying that his hits "Sexy Back" or "Rock Your Body" were 
poetic justice, but at least these songs supplied fans with the 
perfect blend of upbeat dance-funk. 

The newest release is just too simple and vulgar, seemingly 
for no reason at all. The one redeeming song on the album 
is called "Take Back the Night," which is the only true track 
worth listening to. This song doesn't feel so forced to try to be 
something it isn't. 

Jay-Z is featured on a track called "Murder," and I have to wonder 
how. the legend of hip-hop could justify coming out of retirement 
for less than impressive songs like this. I'm sure country fans 
everywhere are shaking their heads at Timberlake's displeasing 
attempt at pop country with "Drink You Away." For an album title 
that implies perfect vision, these two parts are hardly a visible match. 

Timberlake comes up short this time, and it seems he's finally hit 
one reinvention too far. The pop star should have taken a lesson from 
the same downfall of The Red Hot Chili Peppers release of "Stadium 
Arcadium": less is more.

There are many TV finales that disappoint. "Lost," "Battiestar Galactica" and most recently 
"Dexter" all come to mind. But the reaction to last Sunday's finale of "Breaking Bad" was quite 
the opposite. Rather, it seemed overwhelmingly positive. The five-year journey of cancer- 
stricken high school chemistry teacher Walter White (Bryan Cranston) and his transformation 
into the dangerous drug lord Heisenberg finally reached its end. And boy, was it an ending. 


Every loose end was tied up, with Walt finally getting his 
money to his family and exacting his revenge on all those who 
double-crossed him. But the real power of the finale was how 
Walt, in the end, became Heisenberg not to support his family, 
but because he enjoyed it. The finale was a great send-off to 
a spectacular series, which has been hailed as one of the best 
dramas of modem television. 

It's very' rare to find a TV show that enchants its audience 
the way "Breaking Bad" did. The characters were all expertly 
developed, from Walter to his family to his student Jesse (Aaron 
Paul). Villains like Gus Fring (Giancarlo Esposito) became 
standouts, as did Walt's brother-in-law and DEA agent Hank 
Schrader (Dean Norris) and Walt's lawyer Saul Goodman (Bob 
Odenkirk). 

Bryan Cranston himself sheds his "Malcom in the Middle" days 
to brilliantly show Walt's fall from grace. Three Emmy wins for 
Best Dramatic Actor can attest to that. But moreso, Cranston 
plays a character who slowly becomes completely unlikeable, 
yet is still captivating to watch. 

Over the course of its run, "Breaking Bad" has blossomed into 
a full-blown phenomenon, becoming one of the highest viewed 
cable shows on TV with ratings that doubled in its final season. 
Many critics these days contend that television has replaced the 
film industry as the main source of great drama, and "Breaking 
Bad" is the perfect example. Every episode is cinematic, bursting 
with action, suspense and simply fascinating characters. It 
is an immense pleasure to watch these people being put into 
dangerous situations and seeing how they come out of it. 


There are many great shows currently playing on TV. "Game of Thrones," "Mad Men" and 
"The Walking Dead" all spring to mind. And yet we still have a need for compelling serialized 
storytelling, which ''Breaking Bad" supplied in droves. Shows like "Breaking Bad" only come 
around once in a lifetime, and the success it found is not likely to be repeated anytime soon. 

For the longtime fans who have been with the show from the beginning, it was a great loss. For 
those just starting out or who have never watched the show, hopefully the buzz surrounding 
the finale will urge you to give it a try. Either way, "Breaking Bad" got the finale it deserved, 
and the strength of its ending just goes to show how such a strong TV series can capture die 
hearts of millions.

We are in desperate need of a good 
science fiction film. The days of 
revolutionary films like "Alien", "Blade 
Runner" and "2^01: A Space Odyssey" 
are long since behind us, but there is 
hope. 

Alfonso Cuaron, the visionary director 
of modem classics like "Children 
of Men" and "Harry Potter and the 
Prisoner of Azkaban", is releasing what 
could very well be his greatest work of 
all time in "Gravity". 

Starring Sandra Bullock and George 
Clooney, the film is a space thriller 
set in Earth*s orbit.

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Abuse survivor shares personal 
experience with Bradley audience

Many students sit through the 
presentations, watch the movies 
and hear the stories of abuse, but 
they rarely have the opportunity 
to meet a victim and hear their 
personal account like they did on 
Sept. 27. 

Activities Council of Bradley 
University, Kappa Delta sorority 
and Residential Life brought Teri 
Jendusa-Nicolai, a 48-year-old 
mother of three, to Bradley last 
week to speak about her experi¬ 
ences with her abusive husband. 

Jendusa-Nicolai, who said she 
was eager to have kids and begin 
her life, married David Larson 
at a young age, but the marriage 
wasn't what she expected. The 
first warning signs of Larson's 
abusive tendencies were on their 
honeymoon in Hawaii, when he 
hit her during what she said she 
believed was just a quarrel. 

Like some abuse victims, 
Jendusa-Nicolai said she made 
excuses for her husband, blaming 
his allergies and stress. The warn¬ 
ing signs progressed and affected 
the couple's children. 

It got to a point where Jendusa- 
Nicolai said, "[He] was getting 
home from work, [and I] would 
feel all twisted up inside." 

After three years of her silent 
struggle, Jendusa-Nicolai filed for 
divorce. She said Larson managed 
to drag out the legal question of 
custody of the children for four 
years, forcing Jendusa-Nicolai to 
stay in contact with him. 

One day, while the case was 
still in litigation, Jendusa-Nicolai 
said Larson lured her into his 
home, saying that their two chil¬ 
dren were hiding and needed her 
to come find them. She said she 
knew there was something suspi¬ 
cious about his behavior, but went 
in search of the girls. 

Larson then attacked her from 
behind, striking her multiple times 
with a baseball bat and leaving 
her only half-clothed. He wrapped 
duct tape around her and told her 
to "just stop breathing." 

Jendusa-Nicolai said she was 
then stuffed in a garbage can in 
the back of Larson's truck when 
she realized she had her cell phone 
in her pocket. She managed to call 
911, repeating his address to the 
operator. 

Larson drove the car in near¬ 
freezing weather to a storage 
facility where the police found

Jendusa-Nicolai 26 hours later. 
David Larson was arrested on the 
spot. 

The police reported that 
Jendusa-Nicolai's "eyes were 
swollen shut, [and] her face was 
all black and blue beyond rec¬ 
ognition" when they found her. 
Jendusa-Nicolai, remarried and 
expecting, lost her baby due to the 
assault. 

After going through the strug¬ 
gles, extensive surgery, an ampu¬ 
tation of her frostbitten toes and 
the years of physical therapy, 
Jendusa-Nicolai is able to walk 
again. She said she has dedicated 
her life to giving talks about her 
experience and warning people 
about the signs of an abusive rela¬ 
tionship and how to prevent the 
start of one. 

Students, like sophomore ele¬ 
mentary education major Andrea 
Barr, said they learned a lot from 
Jendusa-Nicolai's speech. 

"I thought the warning signs 
were useful to know about," Barr 
said. 

Other students said the speech 
put their lives in perspective. 

"I think that as college stu¬ 
dents, we think about these 
things, but we kind of put it on 
the back burner, and always think 
'Oh, that'll never happen to me,"' 
senior elementary education major 
Abi Vogel said. 


Uni./Main develops

Ideas flowed from the stand¬ 
ing room only crowd at a public 
meeting Sept. 26 in Westlake Hall 
regarding the future of the Main 
Street and University Street inter¬ 
section. 

Due to a water main break 
in early September, the city is 
looking to completely redo the 
intersection, through which near¬ 
ly 23,000 people pass each day, 
according to 2nd District Peoria 
City Councilman Chuck Grayeb. 

"The city is not taking this 
lightly," Peoria Public Works 
Director Mike Rogers said. "We 
need to take advantage of this 
opportunity and fix it right." 

While Rogers said there are 
no concrete plans yet, there are a 
few concepts the city is currently 
looking into for possible designs. 
The three proposed concepts are 
to keep the intersection design 
the same, construct a roundabout 
and put in a "speed table," a 
raised portion of the intersection. 

The focus of the meeting, how¬ 
ever, was to discover and compile 
constituent opinions 

Increasing pedestrian safety, 
avoiding the diversion of traffic 
onto residential streets, making 
the intersection more aestheti¬ 
cally pleasing and improving 


the quality of life and economic 
vitality of the area were all ideas 
brought to the table. 

Some area residents suggest¬ 
ed increasing pedestrian safety 
through implementing all-way red 
lights and diagonal crossing or 
constructing a pedestrian bridge. 

Vice President of Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said that the 
construction of a pedestrian bridge 
would not be in the best interest of 
Bradley or the community. 

"We've spent a lot of time his¬ 
torically looking into a pedestrian 
bridge but have come to the con¬ 
clusion that students will cross 
[University Street] where it is most 
convenient [not specifically at a 
pedestrian bridge,]" Anna said. 

Despite the rejection of the 
pedestrian bridge concept, Anna, 
said he echoed many of the con¬ 
cerns other constituents expressed 
at the meeting. 

"Safety is the number one pri¬ 
ority," Anna said. "Aside from 
safety, diverting traffic onto resi¬ 
dential streets should be avoided, 
as should increasing visitor con¬ 
fusion when going through the 
intersection to visit campus or the 
surrounding area." 

While no plans have been made 
official yet, Rogers said Peoria 
hopes to have a plan in place by 
the end of the year.

increase faculty involvement in 
Homecoming, as it was one of the 
biggest things that had been lack¬ 
ing in the past.

Some may say she is the rebuild¬ 
er of programs, but coach Jenny 
Maurer has taken the Bradley vol¬ 
leyball team to new heights and 
continues to push her team in the 
right direction. 

A two time national champion 
herself at Division III Washington 
University in St. Louis, Maurer 
takes her experiences on the court 
and transfers them to her players. 
Maurer contributes her successes 
on the court and now on the bench 
to her past coaches and her love 
for learning and teaching. 

"I guess my calling card as a 
coach and the reason why I think 
I am successful at building pro¬ 
grams is because I know what it 
takes to get to that championship 
level and win multiple champion¬ 
ships/ 7 Maurer said. 

As a coach, Maurer was the 
architect of turning a once 0-29 
Lehigh squad into a .500 team at 
the time of her departure. Maurer 
said at Lehigh she had to start 
over from scratch, but she was 
fortunate to be a school where the 
young women wanted to learn 
and be successful. 

Maurer said winning multiple 
championships as a player and 
her time as a high school coach is 
something she carries with her on 
a daily basis, as she has taken all 
that she has learned and brought 
that to the Hilltop. 

"Those rings bring back great 


memories I had with my team¬ 
mates and coaches and everything 
I took away and learned from them 
as a player and as a human being," 
Maurer said. "I think that being 
a high school coach I was able to 
develop players individually so 
that they can get better, but we still 
had to develop a team which was 
hard because I only saw my girls 
three months out of the year (at St. 
Joe Academy in St. Louis)." 

But Maurer said she under¬ 
stands that one of the most impor¬ 
tant things about coaching and 
having a program be successful is 
the building of relationships with 
your players. 

"The bigger thing is building 
those relationships with the play¬ 
ers because if you know who they 
are as people, you know how to 
push their buttons and push them 
harder," she said. 

As Maurer continues her third 
season on the bench at Bradley, she 
sees great things for the program 
and recognizes that she is only at 
the beginning of where she wants 
to be. 

Having three of the top seniors 
in the Missouri Valley Conference 
helps out as well, as Maurer said 
she feels very connected to this 
group and is very appreciative of 
all that they've done. 

"Anytime you can have a fifth 
year senior and someone who has 
gone through all the change here, 
you've got a lot of focus along with 
the two other seniors," Maurer 
said. 'They (the seniors) have a 


sense of urgency in that they know 
their time here at Bradley is run¬ 
ning out, so they are hungry to end 
on the highest note possible." 

Maurer said she feels some¬ 
thing special coming for this 
group, which includes a possible 
run to the MVC tournament. 

"I truly believe that this team 
will get to the MVC tournament," 
she said. "I believe so heavily in 


this team. The whole department, 
all the coaches, and all the fans 
are behind this team 100 percent 
and feel that this is a very special 
team." 

As for her future as the Bradley 
coach, Maurer doesn't want to go 
anywhere else anytime soon. 

"I certainly hope to stay here 
for a long time and I am incredibly 
happy to be apart of the Bradley 


family," she said. "I can't see 
myself any where else especially 
because I feel that we have all of 
the tools to be successful for a long 
time." 

With a new sense of urgency 
and will to win, the Bradley vol¬ 
leyball team is on the upswing led 
by Maurer, and things can only go 
up from here.

One of the best things about 
sports is getting to witness great¬ 
ness.

Don't make that mistake with 
Peyton Manning.

He's on pace to throw for more 
than 5,800 yards and 64 touch¬ 
downs. Both would shatter the 
NFL single-season records. 

Did I mentioned he is 37-years- 
old and just two years removed 
from four neck surgeries? 
Incredible. 

But with Manning, it has 
always been about more than his 
gaudy statistics. He is one of the 
most cerebral players to ever put 
on a NFL jersey. He can read a 
defense and audible to the perfect 


play to beat the coverage. Most 
importantly, he makes everyone 
around him better. That is a sign of 
a truly great player. 

Now the question becomes 
how long can Manning play? I 
think he still has at least three to 
four great seasons left in him. With 
Demaryius Thomas, Wes Welker 
and Eric Decker, he'll certainly 
have plenty of weapons to throw 
to.

Manning is going to continue his 
assault on the record book and 
may put up untouchable numbers.

Broncos 
fans had to watch Tim Tebow at 
quarterback, who is probably one 
of the worst starters of all-time. 
Now, they have the best ever. 

Appreciate Manning's great¬ 
ness while he's still around 
because once he's gone, we'll only 
have highlights and the record 
books to show for it.

Freshman Christian Okeke 
snuck a ball past the keeper for his 
second goal of the game to give 
Bradley the 3-2 overtime road 
victory over No. 3 Northwestern. 

The game-winning goal came 
with 2:17 left in overtime and 
gave the Braves its second victory 
over a top three team in the coun¬ 
try in the last three weeks. 

Bradley beat No. 1 Connecticut 
1-0 Sept. 14. 

It's the first team in program 
history the team has beaten two 
top three teams in a season.

"I think we 
took that step in the third set on 
our way to the fourth and fifth 
sets." 

The Braves then traveled to play 
Evansville in the second of back- 
to-back matches, which proved to 


be too much for the Braves coming 
off such an emotional victory the 
night before. They lost to the Aces 
in four sets (25-27, 25-15, 19-25,

For the first time in almost two 
decades, Bradley will have a mas¬ 
cot: a gargoyle. 

Following more than two years 
of focus groups and surveys, the 
university announced last week 
that a gargoyle will take shape as 
a new costumed mascot at athletic 
games and campus events. 

'The development of a mas¬ 
cot provides an opportunity to 
address a multi-decade void in 
Bradley's branding, marketing 
and presentation to the public," 
Director of Athletics Michael Cross 
said. 

The Office of Marketing and 
Publications, the Office of Athletics 
and the Athletic Branding 
Committee have teamed up in an 
effort to plan the official launch of 
the mascot. 

Cross said that the designing 
and construction of the costume 
will take 14 to 16 weeks, and 
February would be the earliest

campus. 

While the "Braves" have been 
associated with a Native American 
mascot in the past, Associate Vice 
President of Marketing Susan 
Andrews said a gargoyle will still 
fit with Bradley. 

"The concept of the gargoyle 
ties in with the history of the uni¬ 
versity, reflects on the 'Braves' 
nickname and is unique among 
colleges and universities," she 
said. 

With the decision, Bradley is 
the only Division 1 school with a 
gargoyle mascot. 

Both Cross and Andrews con¬ 
firmed that the v nickname will not 
change, based on strong responses 
from the people polled to remain 
the Braves. 

Four separate gargoyle designs 
were proposed to focus groups 
in September, modeled after the 
Hayden-Clark Alumni Center's 
"Thinker" gargoyle. They were 
created by the branding committee 
and Joe Bosnack Graphic Design 
Co. 

The designs featured two 
slightly different gargoyles - one 
with a friendlier face, muscular 
body and light stone color, and 
the other with a more fierce face.

Bradley's retention rate 
rose to its highest point in five 
years, with fraternities and 
sororities leading the way. 

The all-university retention 
rate for the 2012 - 13 school 
year, measured by the percent¬ 
age of freshmen who become 
sophomores, was 87.8 percent, 
up from 85.9 percent the year 
prior. 

"With hundreds of oppor¬ 
tunities to get involved on 
campus, a focus on individual¬ 
ized learning, a multitude of 
programs to help students suc¬ 
ceed and a 95 percent place¬ 
ment rate upon graduation, 
this retention number shows 
the Bradley experience is an 
extremely positive one," David 
Glassman, the provost and vice 
president for academic affairs, 
said in a prepared statement last 
week. 

When evaluated separately, 
the greek retention rate was 93.4 
percent, with fraternities having 


a 91.4 percent retention rate and 
sororities having a 95.4 percent 
retention rate. Approximately 30 
percent of Bradley undergraduates 
are involved in the greek system.

Sully's Pub's liquor license revoked, remains open

There was more trouble for the 
Downtown Peoria bar scene short¬ 
ly before Fall Break. 

Sully's Pub, a popular bar for 
many Bradley students, had its 
liquor license revoked on Oct. 4, 
shutting down all liquor sales. 

"Sully's was closed after the 
owner failed to pay the back taxes 
owed, or establish a payment 


plan with the Ill. Department of 
Revenue during the grace peri¬ 
od following an Aug. 15 Liquor 
Commission Hearing," said Susan 
Hofer, a spokesperson for the 
Department of Revenue and the 
Liquor Commission. 

Hofer said that although Sully's 
lost its license, the bar is not closed 
for good. 

"We did not order the estab¬ 
lishment closed," she said. "Many 
times restaurants remain open 


after a license is revoked even 
though they can't sell liquor." 

On Oct. 9 Sully's made a state¬ 
ment on its Facebook page dis¬ 
cussing a new menu and adjust¬ 
ments to the revocation of the 
license. 

"We are sorry about not being 
open on the weekends nor serv¬ 
ing alcohol, but we are reformat¬ 
ting the nightclub and music and 
plan on reopening soon," the post 
stated.

The bar can attain its liquor 
license once again in the future, 
Hofer said. 

"The owners can have their 
license restored by paying what 
they owe in back taxes," she said. 


"If they enter into a payment plan, 
the Department may stay the revo¬ 
cation as long as they make their 
payments as promised."

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Glasser shares personal breast cancer battle

University President Joanne 
Glasser stepped up to a glass podi¬ 
um sporting a pink jacket in lieu of 
her usual red attire in support of 
breast cancer awareness Oct. 9 in 
Neumiller Hall. 

Glasser spoke of her personal 
experience with breast cancer as a 
two-time survivor and the impor¬ 
tance of screening and detection. 

"You don't normally say you're 
lucky when you get breast cancer, 
but I was fortunate and benefitted 
from early detection," Glasser said. 

Almost every hand in the 
audience shot up when she 
asked if anyone knew some¬ 
one who had breast cancer. 

"It's a battle that none of us choose 
to undertake," Glasser said. "I real¬ 
ly never dreamed it would happen 
to me. I had no symptoms or his¬ 
tory, I ate right and I was active." 

Despite the first diagnosis in 
2008 and 35 radiation treat¬ 
ments, Glasser pushed on to 


work and never missed a day. 
"Work for me is good therapy. 
Doing what you love is therapy," 
she said. "Finding your passion is 
the best medicine in life." 

Glasser expressed appreciation 
for the many students that stopped 
by her office to ask how she was 
doing and the importance of speak¬ 
ing out. 

"Reach out. We need to hear 
from other people," she said. 
"You don't need to suffer alone." 

Two years later, Glasser was 
diagnosed yet again, but vowed 
to remain positive with a lot to 
live for, with a son and daugh¬ 
ter to motivate her recovery. 

"I chose to look at myself as a 
survivor," she said. "No more 'why 
me?' but instead, 'why not me?" 

Thinking positively is the only 
way to beat the dreaded disease, 
she said. 

More than 200,000 Americans 
will be diagnosed with invasive 
breast cancer this year, however 
the good news is that breast cancer 


survivors are the largest group of 
cancer survivors in this country. 

"My greatest hope is a world 
in which this disease never has a 
place," Glasser said. "It may not 
be in my lifetime, but hopefully 
yours." 

Students in the audience said 
they were touched by her experi¬ 
ence. 

"I thought it was moving and 
emotional," said sophomore learn¬ 
ing behavior specialist major Taylor 
Boyne. "I didn't know she had gone 
through this, and it was nice to hear 
her story." 

The speech also allowed for 
audience members to make per¬ 
sonal connections. 

"I really liked it. It was power¬ 
ful," said freshman nursing major 
Catie Grey. "My grandma had 
breast cancer, and I could relate to 
the fact that it's important to reach 
out to one another." 


Hollis returns to Hilltop as student support director

After a few years away from 
Bradley, a familiar face has 
returned to make the Hilltop home 
again. 

As of July 15, Anne Hollis, 
director of student support ser¬ 
vices and Title IX coordinator, took 
over for Barbara Carraway, who 
retired in spring following more 
than 30 years at Bradley. 

The Pennsylvania native com¬ 
pleted her undergraduate work at 
Penn State University and earned 
her master's degree from Iowa 
State University before coming to 
Bradley. 

Beginning in 1998, she served 


as director of the Lewis J. Burger 
Center for Student Leadership and 
Public Service (LBJ Center) and in 
2006, became the director of resi¬ 
dential living. 

In 2008, she left Bradley to pur¬ 
sue some other opportunities in 
Central Illinois, including a posi¬ 
tion with Easter Seals. 

"Even during my years away, 
I maintained a connection with 
many at Bradley," Hollis said. 
"Being away from Bradley made 
me realize I really wanted to be 
here and working with kids at this 
time in their lives." 

In her new role, Hollis primar¬ 
ily works with students who are 
dealing with a crisis, such as a 
death in the family or medical 


issues, and need assistance with 
missing classes, taking a leave 
of absence or withdrawing from 
Bradley. 

Students who have learning 
disabilities or physical handi¬ 
caps may also use the Center 
for Student Support Services to 
request academic and cocurricular 
accommodations. 

As Title IX coordinator, Hollis 
is also responsible for ensuring 
the anti-sex discrimination law is 
followed. 

Hollis' list of responsibilities 
regarding student support and 
relations require attributes she said 
have been strengthened through 
her personal life. 

As a wife and mother of four. 


including 7-year-old twin daugh¬ 
ters with Down syndrome, Hollis 
has gained perspective that she 
believes will help her in her new 
position. 

"Parenting, specifically parent¬ 
ing special needs children, has 
changed my perspective by mak¬ 
ing me more empathetic and mel¬ 
lower, both of which are needed in 
this job," Hollis said. "It has also 
made me know what it feels like 
to be on the receiving end of hate." 

In 20li, she said her fam¬ 
ily woke up one April morning to 
find their home had been vandal¬ 
ized with words such as "retard," 
"dead" and "get outta here" spray 
painted on its exterior. When an 
arrest was not made, the Hollis' 


two sons created a video defend¬ 
ing their sisters, which eventually 
went viral. 

Empowering students against 
discrimination, like the Hollis boys 
did following the vandalism, is 
one goal Hollis has in her new 
role, specifically with regard to her 
role as Title IX coordinator. 

"I want people to feel empow¬ 
ered and for the center to be a 
place for all students," Hollis said. 
"I want to help students find their 
voice and make Bradley a better 
place."

The Hilltop is no stranger to 
student apathy. 

However, it seems like we're 
finally coming around. 

"Bradley probably has one of 
the most apathetic student bodies 
in the country," stated staff writer 
Don "DO" Ohlmeyer in the Oct. 
24, 1963 edition of The Scout. "It 
appears that practically arty sem¬ 
blance of loyalty, interest or enthu¬ 
siasm has disappeared." 

Fifty years ago in '63, when 
more than 3,500 books went miss¬ 
ing from the Cullom-Davis library 
and students mourned the pass¬ 
ing of President John F. Kennedy, 
Bradley saw students shuffle to 
class on illogical sidewalk paths 
who "always had someone to 
take care of them," according to 


Ohlmeyer. 

"On Founder's Day [of 1963] 
the building [Sword's Hall] was 
dedicated [by Charles Swords]," 
wrote Editor-in-Chief Wendy 
"WC" Clucas in the Oct. 17 edition 
of the year. "And yet more than 
3,000 students could not find 15 
minutes to watch him cut the rib¬ 
bon and officially open a door he 
was donating to them." 

And traditionally, Clucas said. 
Founder's Day celebrations were 
"simply re-runs of ones held pre¬ 
viously." 

Twenty-five years later in '88 
as President George H.W. Bush 
took the Oval Office, sports Editor 
David Vecsey wrote an edito¬ 
rial where he was "complaining 
about [students] complaining" as 


President George H. W. Bush took 
the Oval Office. 

"I'm convinced that Bradley 
University is just a big crib for 
5,000-plus upper-middle class cry¬ 
babies," Vecsey said. 

And even this school year, we 
discussed it in editorials, stating 
"It's almost like the student body 
is a crowd that stumbled in on a 
basketball game," in the Sept. 27 
edition. 

We're happy to say we've seen 
a change in Bradley spirit. 

This year's homecoming fes¬ 
tivities began on Wednesday with 
the Lighting of the B on top of 
Bradley Hall. All 600 shirts from 
the Activities Council of Bradley 
University were distributed, leav¬ 
ing many more students lacking. 


And the events will continue 
through the weekend, including 
the flag football game and the 
Homecoming soccer game against 
Loyola on Saturday night at Shea 
Stadium. 

So far, Bradley students demon¬ 
strated their fervor for the seem¬ 
ingly vamped-up Homecoming. 
Participation has increased over a 
myriad of events, from decorating 
wooden Lydia's to attending the 
annual bonfire.

Andrew Lincoln still delivers as Rick 
Grimes, Chandler Riggs keeps growing 
as Carl and Norman Reedus is ever the 
standout as Daryl. Star-crossed lovers Glenn 
and Maggie aren't given a lot here, along with 
Hershel, but they work wonders with what 
little screen time they do get. It's also a shame 
that last season's fan favorite Michonne is barely 
here, but with all the new faces, it makes sense that 
the old gang isn't as prominent.

A good movie should engage its audience, both with its story and characters. 

It done right, films can enchant m to visit another world and feel tor these 
imaginary people Alfonso Cuaron's "Gravity" does all that and more, thanks 
to powerhouse performances from Sandra Bullock and George Ckxmey and 
incredible effects that capture both the awe and danger of being in space. 

We Ofxm with a 17-minute continuous shot, ihtroditeing us to Bullock as rookie 
Dr Ryan Stone and Clooney as veteran Matt Kowalski, repairing a shuttle m 
Earth's orbit. This shot is absolutely beautiful both in its breathtaking vision of 
floating in space but also in the visual mastery it displays for the film medium. 

The peaceful situation abruptly changes as a field of space debris collides with 
the two astronauts' shuttle, sending them adrift. The remainder of the film is a 
survival story simple in plot but terrifying in execution 

The film nails what it feels like for an astronaut to roam the cosmos. One minute 
it's peaceful, the next something unpredictable happens. Utter silence pervades 
scenes of destruction that would scream at you m summer blockbusters, 


Elegant shots ot the Sun rising over the Earth are wondrous to behold. Th 
cinematography is gorgeous, and as such, the few uses of 3D actually enh 
the picture rather than detract from it. 

But tor all this talk of how the film looks, the true achievement 
lies with the film's only two characters. Bullock deserves a 
huge amount of credit here for spending a majority of the 
film alone, trying to cope with the desperation of drifting 
in space. As her partner and emotional anchor, Clooney 
plays what is essentially comic relief, but he's a great 
source of levity in an otherwise serious space thriller. 

Bullock is the one who really carries the film, as 
she navigates several space stations to find an 
escape pod that can take her home. In this simple 
tale of survival, we feel Bullock’s hopelessness as 
she's flung into a desperate situation, lending real 
'gravity' to the action. 

Not only is this one of the best science fiction films to 
emerge ot late, it's also one of the best films of the last 
decade, period.

Trejo plays the character as well as before, that is being a man of little words and a lot of action just as in 
the previous film, Machete is involved in gory, over the top action scenes that are a treat to watch. 

La Carnal eon is also an intriguing character, given that he's a disguise master played by four different 
actors, among whom are Cuba Gooding Jr, Antonia Banderas and, surprisingly, Ladv Gaga But while 
the film is enjoyable in its own silly way for the first half, it quickly dovetails into a completely different 
movie come the climax. 

Mendez is revealed to be a pawn for the real villain, an arms dealer named Luther V 02 (Mel Gibson) As 
soon as Voz enters the picture, the film goes from cartoony Mexican revenge thriller to a science fiction 
piece, all in the name of setting up a further sequel "Machete Kills Again.

The Bradley men's basketball 
team has a lot of new faces. 

Gone are Dyricus Simms- 
Edwards, Jake Eastman and Will 
Egolf, who all started for the 
Braves and contributed nearly 
29 points a game in 2012-13. In 
are eight new players, including 
three transfers, two junior college 
recruits and three freshmeq. 

Despite the huge roster turn¬ 
over, Bradley does not lack talent. 
Entering his third season, this is 
perhaps Head Coach Geno Ford's 


most talented team. 

"The team has changed a lot 
this year," senior forward Tyshon 
Pickett said. "We have more depth 
than we had last year. We have 
versatile players that can play in 
and out. The veterans and the 
young players have to get to 
know each other so we can all 
play together. It's great to have [so 
much depth]." 

While there are a lot of new¬ 
comers, there are a couple of famil¬ 
iar faces in senior Walt Lemon Jr. 
and Pickett. Lemon led the team 
in scoring last season at nearly 
16 points a game, while adding a 


team-high four assists per contest. 
Pickett chipped in 11 points and 
five rebounds per game. 

Lemon will be one of the 
favorites for the Missouri Valley 
Conference Player of the Year 
award this season. He is extremely 
talented and will also be helped 
by moving to his more natural 
position of shooting guard. With 
the addition of Anthony Fields, 
a sophomore transfer from Wake 
Forrest, Lemon should be able to 
play more off the ball. 

Another returner is fifth-year 
senior Jordan Prosser. He started 
for much of his sophomore season. 


but then came off the bench last 
year. He has a ton of experience 
inside and will likely start along¬ 
side Pickett up front. 

Junior college transfers Chris 
Blake and Auston Barnes will com¬ 
pete for minutes in the frontcourt 
as will freshman Xzavier Taylor. 

In the backcourt. Lemon is 
the only known commodity. 
Sophomore Ka'Darryl Bell played 
well in spot minutes last season. 
Fields and Florida International 
transfer Omari Grier have prac¬ 
ticed with the team for a year and 
should compete for minutes. Then 
freshmen Jordan Swopshire and 


Stefan Zecevic both have the talent 
and ability to play right away. 

It will be up to Ford and the 
coaching staff to put the pieces 
together with this team because 
the talent is certainly there. 

"We're going to win the 
Missouri Valley championship 
[this season]," Pickett said. "This 
team is too talented to not win and 
to not make it to the NCAA tour¬ 
nament. This team can do so much 
more [than last year]. We can do 
better. We have a lot in us."

With Creighton now gone from 
the Missouri Valley Conference, 
Wichita State has taken reign over 
the conference after their sur¬ 
prising run to the Final Four last 
March. As many teams in the MVC 
are in rebuilding years, look for 
a very close race for the fight to 
avoid the play-in game come the 
conference tournament. 

For the Braves, I predict a better 
season than last, and I foresee the 
Braves finishing in the middle of 
the pack. Here is my look at the 
rest of the MVC this year. 

1. Wichita State (30-9 OVERALL, 
12-6 in MVC) The Shockers are 
homing off of the best season in 
school history as they reached the 
Final Four last season. Yet they still 
bring back two of the top players 
in the conference and one who is 
considered to be the preseason 
player of the year. Cleanthony 
Early led the Shockers last season 
and looks to do the same as he 
and Ron Baker continue their reign 
over the MVC. Early is a potential 
national player of the year. Look 
for an experienced Shocker lineup 
to make a lot of noise this year. 

2. Indiana State (18-15 OVERALL, 
9-9 in MVC) With the departure 
of Creighton, look for this year's 
Indiana State squad to sneak to the 
top of conference and put together 
a solid run. Led by senior guard 
Jake Odum, who was named 
to a preseason national player 
watch-list earlier in the week, the 
Sycamores look to jump out of 
the bottom of the conference and 
move up in the MVC. 

3. Northern Iowa (21-15 
OVERALL, 11-7 in MVC) The 
Panthers of Northern Iowa are 
always hanging around in the 
MVC. This year, led by junior Seth 
Tuttle, the Panthers look to get 
back into the NCAA tournament 
and capture another 20-win sea¬ 


son. Although the Panthers are 
very inexperienced, including 
10 new players on their roster, it 
seems that Coach Ben Jacobson 
always figures a way to pull a 
team together and succeed. 

4. Missouri State (11-22 
OVERALL, 7-11 in MVC) 

Missouri State looks to make a 
big splash this season after having 
the worst record in the MVC. The 
Bears bring back essentially all of 
their players from last year includ¬ 
ing reigning Freshman of the Year 
Marcus Marshall. Look for the 
Bears to be a top contender this 
year if their team can stay healthy. 

5. Bradley (18-17 OVERALL, 7-11 
in MVC) Our beloved Braves 
will finally start to show some of 
the spark we saw at the tail end 
of last season, as they finished 
above .500 for the first time under 
Coach Geno Ford. With an exciting 
freshmen class, including Jordan 
Swopshire, Xzavier Taylor and 
Stefan Zecevic, the Braves will be 
considerably better than last year. 
With potential MVC player of the 
Year Walt Lemon Jr. leading the 
way, along with transfers Anthony 
Fields and Omari Grier, the Braves 
have a balanced lineup and look to 
make waves in the MVC. 

6. Illinois State (18-15 OVERALL, 
8-10 in MVC) The 1-74 rivals from 
Illinois State will take a consider¬ 
able hit this season after losing 
last season's star players, Jackie 
Carmichael and Tyler Brown. 
Both Carmichael and Brown led 
the team in rebounds and points 
respectively. The Redbirds have a 
lot of questions this season starting 
at the point guard position. The 
Redbirds also have what is prob¬ 
ably the least experienced team in 
the MVC with nine freshmen on 
the current roster. 

7. Evansville (21-15 
OVERALL,10-8 in MVC) The loss 
of Colt Ryan will ultimately be 
Evansville's downfall heading into 


this season. The team also is very 
inexperienced when it comes to 
success in the MVC. The only high 
point for the Aces is that there is a 
lot of potential out of sophomore 
D.J. Baientine. 

8. Drake (15-17 OVERALL, 7-11 
in MVC) After an average year, 
Drake looks to climb the ladder 
in the MVC standings. Sadly, I 
don't see that happening as the 
Bulldogs have a new coach out 
of the Gonzaga system, and with 
a team that has historically been 
average at best, this year's Drake 


squad will be at the bottom of the 
conference. Center Seth VanDeest 
should be the focal point for this 
year's team. 

9. Southern Illinois (14-17 
OVERALL, 6-12 in MVC) 
Although the Salukis lost three 
seniors to graduation, look for SIU 
to still put up a fight. The Salukis, 
in my opinion, are still in their 
rebuilding phase under coach 
Barry Hinson. Look for senior 
Desmar Jackson to be a vital part 
of this year's team for SIU. 


10. Loyola (15-16 OVERALL, 5-11 
in Horizon League) The newcom¬ 
er to the MVC will have a tough 
time transitioning against some of 
the top teams in the league. Going 
15-16 overall last season and 5-11 
in Horizon League play does not 
fair well in the gritty MVC. Former 
ISU coach, and now Ramblers 
head coach. Porter Moser will put 
up a fight in the MVC, but ulti¬ 
mately it will take a few seasons 
for Loyola to get acclimated to the 
conference.

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Kelsey Budd brings leadership and work ethic to the Braves

It was an inauspicious start; three points, 
a rebound and a pair of steals in 19 minutes. 
For senior guard Kelsey Budd, those 19 
minutes were the first of many more in a 
college career that will come to an end after 
this season. 

Budd got her basketball introduction 
from her father, Jeff. To her, basketball isn't 
just a game. 

"It's a way to stay competitive, and be 
part of a team and something bigger," she 
said. 

Budd was named first-team all state after 
her senior year at Sauk Prairie High School, 
a school of more than 800 students located 
northwest of Madison, Wis. She averaged 
20 points and five assists that season, lead¬ 
ing the Eagles to a 20-5 record and playoff 
berth. 

Now, more than three years later, Budd is 
a completely different person. 

"She was a shy, timid kid who was 
scared of her own shadow, and she's grown 
into being a woman with the opportunity 
to be one of the top guards in the confer¬ 
ence," said Head Coach Michael Brooks, 
who recruited Budd out of high school. 

With the growing process comes an 
expanded role. This season Budd, who 
returns as the team's leading scorer from 
last year's squad, is going to see her role 
expanded. 

"She's our lead guard," Brooks said. 
"How our team will go is all based on 
Kelsey. She's more athletic than people 
imagine, she shoots the three well, she's fast 


with the ball, and that all plays into how 
our system is built. It was designed for her." 

But the role of "lead guard" isn't limited 
to the court. As one of four seniors on the 
squad, Budd has to take on a leadership role 
off the court as well, something that she has 
adapted to nicely. 

"I make an effort to be a leader, both on 
the court and off the court," Budd said. 

Coach Brooks agreed. 

"She's a great role model," he said. "She's 
my daughter's favorite player. If you come 
here at six o'clock in the morning, there's 
two players here shooting, Kelsey Budd and 
Kelly Frings." 

Even though she's played in all three 
seasons she's been on the Hilltop, Budd 
said one of her favorite moments occurred 
last season. 

"Last year, beating ISU was a big moment 
for everyone," she said. "They've been our 
rival for so long and we hadn't beat them 
in a while." 

Coming into the game, the Braves hadn't 
beat the Redbirds since a 71-63 win in 
January 2006. Budd tallied seven points, 
five assists and three rebounds in the game. 

Even though her career on the Hilltop 
is drawing to a close, Budd doesn't put 
herself before the team when asked about 
what goals she had for this upcoming sea¬ 
son. Instead, she talked about the team as 
a whole. 

"We're focusing on one game at a time 
and preparing for the season to start up," 
she said. "We have high expectations for 
ourselves, we're shooting to be at the top of 
the conference every season."

Women's MVC preview: Valley tries to improve on last season

Last season, multiple Missouri 
Valley Conference teams had great 
seasons. 

This season with the departure 
of Creighton a new team will get 
to make its mark at the top of the 
MVC. Many teams return severa; 
.starters and top talent making the 
MVC a conference to ^atch as the 
year progresses. 

Here is the Scout's take on all 
of the teams in the MVC for this 
upcoming season: 

1. Wichita State (24-9 
OVERALL, 15-3 in the MVC) The 

Shockers return three starters from 
a team that tied for the best record 
in the MVC a season ago. Led by 
head coach Jody Adams, Wichita 
State should be favorites in the 
conference again this year with 
the departure of Creighton to the 
Big East. They return junior Alex 
Harden who was on a first team 
All-MVC selection in 2012-13. She 
should be a favorite for the Player 
of the Year award this season. 

2. Indiana State (18-12 
OVERALL, 10-8 in the MVC) 

Senior Anna Munn returns after 
averaging nearly 15 points per 
game a season ago.

She'll be joined by 
junior Racheal Mahan who should 
have a breakout season after a 
solid sophomore campaign. The 
Sycamores return virtually their 
entire roster and should compete 
at the top of the conference stand¬ 
ings all year long. 

3. Loyola (17-15 OVERALL, 
10-6 in the Horizon League) The 

Ramblers join the MVC this season 
after coming over from the Horizon 
League following the departure of 
Creighton. They should immedi¬ 
ately compete to be in the top half 
of the conference as they return 
several of their best players from 
last season. Junior Simone Law 
averaged nearly 18 points a game 
in 2012-13 and could compete for 
Player of the Year in the MVC. 
She will be joined by sophomore 
Taylor Johnson and senior Troy 


Hambric. 

4. Bradley (14-16 OVERALL, 
8-10 in the MVC) The Braves 
will have to figure out how to 
replace Katie Yohn and Shronda 
Butts who transferred to Southern 
Illinois Edwardsville after the sea¬ 
son. But the cover is not bare for 
Bradley. They return senior guards 
Kelsey Budd and Catie O'Leary as 
well as senior Kelly Frings inside. 
The Braves have had a full season 
under head coach Michael Brooks 
and should be better acquainted 
with his system. I think the team 
will finish close to what they did 
last year with so many young 
players sure to get time. 

5. Drake (11-20 OVERALL, 
5-13 in the MVC) The Bulldogs 
had a rough year in the conference 
in 2012-13. However, they return 
nearly their entire team, includ¬ 
ing a potential first team All-MVC 
selection Kyndal Clark. She led the 
team in scoring as a sophomore 
and should do it again this season. 
Drake has a ton of experience and 
talent and should be in the top 
half of the MVC. It will be a dis¬ 
appointing year for them if they 
aren't. 

6. Northern Iowa (16-16 
OVERALL, 10-8 in the MVC) 
Northern Iowa will be looking to 
replace reigning MVC Player of 
the Year Jacqui Kalin who starred 
for the Panthers for four years. 
She averaged nearly 20 points per 
game last season and the team 
returns no one who averaged over 
eight points. But it's not all bad 
news for the team. They return 
five players who started a game 
last season and should be right 
in the middle of pack of the MVC 
when it is all said and done. 

7. Illinois State (23-10 
OVERALL, 13-5 in the MVC) 
Illinois State finished third in the 
conference last season but lost a 
lot to graduation and should fall in 
the standings in 2013-14. They lose 
first team All-MVC selection Jaime 
Russell along with their next three 
top scorers. The Redbirds have 
historically had a very good pro¬ 
gram so I don't expect them to fall

far. However, with a young team I 
expect them to be in the middle of 
the pack this season. 

8. Evansville (9-21 OVERALL, 
7-11 in the MVC) Last season, 
Samantha Heck and Mallory Ladd 
created huge mismatches inside 
with their size and length. But now 
Heck is gone to graduation and 
Ladd will be alone inside for the 
Purple Aces. Ladd returns along 
with seniors Katie Ellerson and 
Miranda Liles. The Aces will really 
miss Heck's presence and I expect 
they'll finish in the bottom half of 


the MVC again this season. 

9. Southern Illinois (5-26 
OVERALL, 1-17 in the MVC) 

Southern Illinois was terrible last 
season and only notched one con¬ 
ference victory. The good news 
is they return their entire team 
including Cartaesha Macklin who 
should be All-MVC performer 
this year after averaging 15 points 
per game in 2012-13. The Salukis 
also return Rishonda Napier and 
Dyana Pierre who were second 
and third in scoring last season. 


10. Missouri State (14-17 
OVERALL, 6-12 in the MVC) The 
Bears will have to find a way to 
replace two of their top three scor¬ 
ers from last season in Whitney 
Edie and Christina Shorter, who 
were both lost to graduation.

Freshmen Jordan Swopshire 
and Stefan Zecevic come from

Zecevic was born in 
Kragujevac, Serbia and moved to 
the U.S. two years 
ago to attend high 
school in Alabama 
as an exchange 
student. He joined 
the basketball team 
and led his squad 
in points. He then 
moved to Maine 
to attend a prep 
school where he 
caught the eyes of 
many college coach¬ 
es, including Bradley 
Coach Geno Ford. 

But Zecevic did not know if he 
was going to get any scholarships 
to play college basketball right 
out of prep school. 

"When I came to America, I 
didn't expect to receive any schol¬ 
arships to play college ball," 
Zecevic said. "I planned on play¬ 
ing one year and going back to 
Serbia." 

Zecevic admits living far away 
from his family is tough, but 
being able to Skype and talk to 
them as much as possible helps 
a lot. Zecevic said his freshman 
year would not be the same with¬ 
out meeting his best friend on the 
team, Swopshire. 

"When I came to the states and 
Bradley for the first time, I met 
him [Swopshire] and we started 
hanging out," Zecevic said. "Ever 


since then, we eat together, take 
classes together and basically do 
everything else together." 

An O'Fallon, Mo. native, 
Swopshire is the youngest of five 
siblings, and has a strong bas¬ 
ketball lineage. His older broth¬ 
er Jarred played three years at 
Louisville and then finished off 
his career at Northwestern. 

Even with all of his brother's 
past successes, Swopshire is 
poised to make a name for himself 
as he has already earned a spot 
on the USA Basketball 
Men's Developmental 
National Team as a 
junior in high school. 

"Not many people 
get the opportunity to 
play Division I basket¬ 
ball, let alone at a pro¬ 
gram like Bradley," 
Swopshire said. "It is 
truly a blessing." 

Even though 
Swopshire's journey 
to the Hilltop was a 
bit different than 
Zecevic's, Swopshire said he is 
honored to play for the Braves 
and wants to also be a part of the 
group that puts Bradley basket¬ 
ball back on the map. 

"I want to win and bring an 
MVC championship back to 
Peoria," Swopshire said. "But the 
main thing is, I want to make 
my parents and family proud of 
everything I do here." 

Even with a minor injury to 
his ankle a couple of weeks ago, 
Swopshire said he knows that he 
has to fight through the injuries in 
order to keep up with the college 
game. 

"Coach Ford always tell us in 
order to succeed, we need to fight 
through the pain," Swopshire 
said. "I understand that no one 
will ever be 100 percent during 


the season, and I'm happy mine 
happened to me early on." 

But Swopshire said that even 
though he has lived in America 
his whole life, the transition to 
college life as a Division I athlete 
is somewhat similar to that of 
Zecevic's transition. But having 
someone like Zecevic by his side 


every step of the way has made 
the transition that much easier. 

"It's always good to have 
your best friend on the team," 
Swopshire said. "It makes play¬ 
ing so much easier when you can 
communicate with someone like 
Stefan." 

Both Swopshire and Zecevic 


know that their bond they estab¬ 
lished this year will last them a 
lifetime, well beyond their time at 
Bradley. But for now, the two up- 
and-coming stars for the Braves 
are looking to do big things for 
the basketball program. The two 
freshmen have only one thing in 
mind, and that is to win.

Search for new greek director winding down

It's been nearly four months 
since Jesse Koch's departure, 
leaving Bradley with no assistant 
director of Fraternity and Sorority 
Life, but the university is still hard 
at work searching for a quality 
replacement. 

"This successful candidate 
needs to have a strong knowledge 
of the fraternity and sorority com¬ 
munity, the ability to guide, prob¬ 
lem solve and manage the office," 
said Director of Student Activities 
Tom Coy. 

With more than 60 applicants, 
the search committee spent hours 
screening applications, evaluating 
applicants and making sure all 
of the proper documents were in 


place. 

After the entire screening pro¬ 
cess, the committee prepared to 
offer six phone interviews, which 
dwindled down to two on-campus 
visits. 

Head of the search commit¬ 
tee Mike Keup said the univer¬ 
sity is looking for a well-rounded, 
experienced individual with the 
drive to improve the "already 
impressive" greek life system. 
The candidate would oversee 
and advise Panhellenic Council, 
Interfratemity Council and Non- 
Panhellenic Council. 

"We did know we were going 
to run into challenges with doing 
the search at the time we did," 
Keup said. "It is more typical that 
these searches start in January and 
someone is brought on by June, 


but we knew the need for this 
position." 

Keup said the process of an on- 
campus visit consists of five parts. 
The candidate will begin their day 
with a discussion with the search 
committee, comprised of faculty, 
staff, students and professionals. 

The candidate will then have 
interviews with Interim Vice 
President for Student Affairs 
Nathan Thomas, Tom Coy and 
Administrative Support Abi 
Gashaw and student affairs pro¬ 
fessionals. Finally, the candidate 
has an open forum with Bradley 
students. 

Keup said the process from 
start to finish is extremely thor¬ 
ough, but worth the effort. 

"The more quality you're draw¬ 
ing from, the better chance you 


have to find the right person," 
Keup said. 

Keup said the university will 
know by Nov. 1 whether an offer 
will be made to one of the two 
final candidates or if the search 
will be deemed a failure. 

"The [search] committee will 
have one more meeting to dis¬ 
cuss if one of these two candidates 
we've had are good for recom¬ 
mendation," Keup said. "If we 
recommend them, that goes to the 
[Thomas]. If not, the search fails, 
and we'll start over when ready." 

Keup said that if the search fails 
to provide an assistant director, 
Thomas will determine whether to 
begin a new search this semester 
or to hold off the new search until

Durbin visits Bradley to 
talk government shutdown

Sen. Dick Durbin, D-Ill, came 
to Bradley Oct. 18 for a question 
and answer forum with medical 
professionals, students and staff 
about the issues and concerns 
over the ability of Congress to 
govern. 

With Congress chancing a debt 
default. President Obama signed 
a deal ending the 16-day partial 
government shutdown Oct. 17. 
The government shutdown seem¬ 
ingly served no real purpose, 
according to Durbin. 

"It was depressing, madden¬ 
ing, to serve the walls while wait¬ 
ing for the government to stop 
fighting," Durbin said. "It's going 
to take some give to solve this." 

The shutdown angered many 
in the public. According to 
Durbin, the GOP is at an approval 
rating of 28 percent, the lowest 
since the attempted impeachment 
of President Bill Clinton. 

Durbin told the audience 
that the government was finally 
learning its lesson. Democrats 
and republicans alike had dealt 
with frustration of the American 
people over the shutdown and 
were now beginning to realize 
the great importance of bipartisan 
legislature. 

"People are starting to real¬ 
ize that this is going affect your 


life," Durbin said. "There are times 
when this government can give 
you a chance, and we need to keep 
the country believing in democ¬ 
racy." 

Durbin also explained the 
importance of the Affordable 
Care Act. He said he believed that 
health care is not just a privilege 
but a right, and Congress needs 
to defend that right by learning 
to legislate in the interest of the 
American people again. 

Durbin is the second most pow¬ 
erful Democrat in the U.S. Senate 
and is the Majority Whip. 

Political science professor Josh 
Ryan was in attendance for the 
forum. 

"I thought it was interest¬ 
ing, though not particularly dif¬ 
ferent from what's been said by 
democrats publicly," Ryan said. 
"Voters seem to agree on the point 
that Tea Party members of the 
Republican Party are too extreme, 
so Democrats have been repeating 
that point over and over again." 

In response to the concluded 
shutdown, a budget conference 
committee headed by Republican 
Congressman Paul Ryan was cre¬ 
ated to compile a new plan to 
figure out the debt-ceiling crisis. 

Only a three-month plan was 
enacted to end the shutdown, and 
the committee must have a full 
plan by January, or Congress could 
face shutdown again. 


New printers in popular BU locations

Bradley's Computing Services 
is starting to make more cents 
with three new print stations on 
campus. 

Months after lowering printing 
prices to save students money as 
part of a Student Senate initiative, 
the campus printing service has 
expanded to include new stations 
for increased convenience, accord¬ 
ing to former Vice President of 
Academic Affairs and senior Emily 
Corona, who worked on the initia¬ 
tive with her committee last year. 

The Michel Student Center, 
Geisert cafeteria and Center Court 
each have one new print release 
station. 

"The new print release stations 
benefit students because of their 


convenience and increased safety," 
Corona said. "For example, if it 
is late at night, the location of the 
new print stations allows students 
to avoid having to walk all the 
way to the library to get prints." 

The Student Center print¬ 
ing station is located across from 
the information desk on the first 
floor, the Geisert station is on the 
ground floor by the cafeteria and 
the Center Court station is near the 
interior Williams entrance. 

Both the Student Center and 
Williams cafeteria had print 
release stations in the past, but 
Computing Services was asked to 
remove them due to remodeling 
projects, according to Executive 
Director of Computing Services 
Sandy Bury. 

When Corona met with mem¬ 
bers of the Computing Services 


staff last academic year to dis¬ 
cuss the printing pricing model, 
it offered to reestablish some 
print release stations and add 
new locations. 

Mike McCauley, computer 
support specialist, and Corona 
then evaluated locations to deter¬ 
mine where to put new stations. 

The Technology HelpDesk 
will oversee the stations in order 
to ensure they remain operation¬ 
al and secure. 

Bury said Computing Services 
is glad to open new locations 
to increase convenience for stu¬ 
dents. 

"The printing program is self- 
sustaining," Bury said. "We are 
happy to consider adding print 
stations to any new locations 
on campus that would benefit 
students."

Student Senate stuck in a rut 


As the government shutdown 
came to a close last week, we saw 
what a lack of communication can 
do to a system which many refer 
to as "broken." The topic was dis¬ 
cussed by Senator Dick Durbin, 
D-IU, Oct. 18, who is featured in 
this week's article "Durbin visits 
Bradley to talk government shut¬ 
down". 

We watched as a decreasingly 
bipartisan government ceased to 
function for more than two weeks 
as opinionated politicians clung 
stubbornly to their beliefs, from 
both sides of the political coin. 

We saw grown men and 
women, who were sticking their 
fingers in their ears and humming, 
literally bring "inessential parts" 
of our governing body to a stand¬ 
still. Durbin referred to the situa¬ 
tion as "depressing, maddening." 

Is this scene familiar? Have we 
seen this kind of behavior before? 

The Scout has. We've seen 
great debates by stubborn politi¬ 
cians fought over generalized fire 


codes, constitutions and multicul¬ 
tural funds. We've seen arguments 
over open positions, impeachment 
threats and discussion standstills. 

We're talking about Student 
Senate. And not just this current 
administration; this seems to be an 
ongoing trend. 

Let us be clear, we're reporters 
first, not politicians. While some 
of The Scout's staff has served 
on Senate in the past, it's not our 
focus right now to function within 
it, and our opinions should be 
weighed as such. 

But what we've witnessed 
through our years of Senate obser¬ 
vation and participation is a lack 
of planning and communication, 
between the executive board and 
other senators, between commit¬ 
tees and between people who are 
supposed to be working together 
to help the student body. 

As noted, this is a trend that 
we've seen hold true for years, 
beginning where our experience 
with Senate began in 2010, and 


most likely even before that. 

We've seen great resolutions 
and legislation come from Senate. 
The printing initiatives started by 
the .Academic Affairs committee 
last year, discussed in this week's 
article "New printers in popular 
BU locations", and 2012's free con¬ 
doms program offer more conve¬ 
nience and safety to students. 

The "Rise of the Red" campaign 
beginning last semester and work¬ 
ing its way through the Bradley 
population this fall seems to be 
taking root among students. 

But what if those processes 
were streamlined through the 
floor of Senate's general assembly 
meetings? What if the topics were 
discussed in committee meetings, 
questions were answered and mis¬ 
takes were caught before the first 
reading, so more legislation could 
be voted on? 

What if senators knew the vote 
counts on their resolutions before 
they brought the legislation to 
the floor, and they didn't need to 


openly argue with each other dur¬ 
ing the public meetings? 

We may not be diehard politi¬ 
cians at The Scout, but we do 
understand a thing or two about 
deadlines. While Senate's isn't 
until April, it's still an expiration 
date for each senator's term. 

We want to see more from our 
Senate: more resolutions passed 
and more action taken. But are 
senators stuck in an inherited rut 
of spending too much time debat¬ 
ing during public meetings? 

We don't know. 

What we do know is that if 
the United States' government 
can come to a standstill because 
people are being stubborn, then a 
university's sure can too.

The job description on the offi¬

"We 
are looking for someone who does 
well, meets the needs of the stu¬ 
dents and has chemistry with the 
university."

ered through her years of work in 
the subject. 

She said she was introduced 
to the topic when she noticed at 
a business seminar that men had 
a tendency to interrupt women 
almost twice as much more than 
women speaking over men. 

Sandler also listed statis¬ 
tics involving the differences 
in treatment among genders. 
"Generally speaking, women have 
less self-confidence than men do," 
she said. "Men are called upon 
more by name, women receive less 
eye contact." 

However, the focus of the 
speech was not entirely on women. 

"It's not just women being 
treated poorly, but other [minori¬ 
ties] as well," Sandler said. 

Sandler gave the audience 
advice and including specific 
examples on how to deal and 
respond to discriminatory and sex¬ 
ist remarks. 

"Ignoring is not a strategy for 
bad behavior," she said. "Do not 
ignore it and expect it to go away." 

She explained the importance 
to be direct when necessary, and 
to take a stand against offensive 
words. 


"Sometimes [when I'm spoken 
to offensively] I am very direct and 
say, 'I'm not a girl. I'm a woman,"' 
she said. "You can say it nicely." 

Sandler placed emphasis on 
the need for men and women to 
work together collaboratively to 
find solutions and bring change to 
institutions. 

Students who attended said 
they enjoyed her overall approach 
on the subject. 

"I thought it was really interest¬ 
ing," said junior accounting major 
Victoria VonBergen. "She took a 
really unique take on the issue and 
had a lot of solutions." 

And while many people associ¬ 
ate Title IX with sports, the real 
accomplishment is much more 
than just athletics and scholar¬ 
ships, Sandler said. It has helped 
boys and girls, and men and 
women, have better friendships 
with each other and to respect one 
another. 

"One of the wonderful things 
about being human is that we can 
change," she said. "We have a long 
journey, but we have taken the first 
steps with it."

Library rated worst on 
Princeton Review 


After being recognized as the fifth best university in the Midwest by 
U.S. News and World Report, among the top 387 colleges in the coun¬ 
try by Princeton Review and among the top 60 private universities for 
best value by Kiplinger's Personal Finance, Bradley recently received 
another acknowledgment. 

In Princeton Review's "This Is a Library?" category, which is the 
opposite of their "Best College Library" ranking and rates the 20 worst 
libraries in the country, Bradley ranks first. The list is based on stu¬ 
dents' answers to the question, "How do you rate your school's library 
facilities?". Using the Princeton Review survey and tallying system, as 
explained below, students determined Bradley's worst library ranking. 

According to Princeton Review's website, the organization creates its 
62 annual college rankings list, which ranks everything from professor 
accessibility to athletic facilities to libraries, from student surveys. Using 
the Likert scale for its consensus-based research, Princeton Review 
has students, who attend the 378 schools in its annual "The Best 378 
Colleges" book, complete the 80-question survey. Results are then com¬ 
piled into the top 20 in each category. 

Some of the other colleges on the "This Is a Library?" ranking 
include Clarkson University, Marywood University, Tuskegee University, 
Bard College and the University of Denver.

Sept. 11 survivor visits 
Bradley to share story

Out of the ashes came a vision. 
Out of the destruction came a 
way to rebuild. Out of a. day that 
"changed America forever" came 
a change of heart. Out of a day 
marked by death came a purpose 
for life. 

On Oct. 24, Campus Crusade 
(Cru) hosted Sujo John, a Sept. 
11 survivor turned international 
evangelist, for a speech focusing 
on his survival of the terrorist 
attacks and his subsequent recon¬ 
nection to God. 

Sophomore and Cru member 
Jaylyn Cook said John has spoken 
at Cru events across the country, 
and his message is important for 
college-aged students. 

"It's important for others my 
age to hear stories such as Sujo's 
for the sole purpose of provoking 
thought about the direction our 
own lives are heading in," Cook 
said. 

Bom in Calcutta, India, John 
grew up in a Christian home but 
said he did not have a strong rela¬ 
tionship with Jesus. During his 
childhood, he lost his 9-year-old 
sister to leukemia and questioned 
God's presence in his life. 

"I used to wonder 'why is 
there death and suffering?' and 
'if there is a God, why doesn't he 
step in?"' Sujo said. 

When he was 15, a missionary 
at a Christian youth group service 
changed John's perspective on 
God by saying that Christianity 
was not a religion but a friend¬ 
ship God offers to mankind. 
While John said he "met Jesus" 
following that speech, he still felt 
a drive to do more and build a 
stronger relationship with God. 

Years later, in February 2001,

John said he still battled with 
his spiritually when he came to 
America with his wife Mary, $50 
and two suitcases. 

"Everything seemed to be going 
well with both of us finding jobs in 
America and us expecting our first 
child, but I had a deep spiritual 
crisis," John said. "I was a closet 
Christian." 

That inner crisis led him to send 
an email regarding his want to do 
more through God's call in his life 
to a church friend around 8:05 a.m. 
on Sept. 11, 2001 from his office on 
the 81st floor of the North Tower of 
the World Trade Center. 

Less than an hour later, 
American Flight 11 crashed into 
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the North Tower, and John found 
himself climbing down flights of 
stairs amidst fire and debris. As 
he made his way down the stairs, 
he said he recalled passing rescue 
workers. 

"Policemen and firemen were 
making their way up the stairs ... 
making their way to death," Sujo 
said. "They were living out John 
15:13, 'No one has greater love 
than this, to lay down one's life for 
one's friends'." 

The moments that followed get¬ 
ting out of the North Tower were 
filled with uncertainty, John said. 
He was unsure if his wife, who 
worked in the South Tower, was 
alive and, when the South Tower 
collapsed moments later, John 
found himself buried in debris. 

Eventually he received a call 
from his wife, who was alive. 

"The enemy had death writ¬ 
ten all over our story, but [God's] 
mercy spared our lives," John said. 

Since Sept. 11, John has focused 
his life on sharing the Gospel. 
He has launched an international 
evangelistic ministry, Sujo John 
Ministries, and made appearances 
around the world sharing his story. 
He has also authored a book and 
started an anti-human trafficking 
movement, youcanfree.us, to share 
the goodness and hope of God. 

"You never know how much 
one moment can change your life," 
John said. 

John said that individuals 
come into this world with noth¬ 
ing and leave with nothing. He 
challenged those who attended his 
speech to examine their own lives 
as Christians and to live and share 
the Gospel. 

"What if you go to bed tonight 
and don't wake up? Are you abso¬ 
lutely sure where you are going 
to spend eternity?" John said. 
"God's dream is you, and what 
He gave you, the world cannot 
take out of you."

Cruiser's popularity demands a second vehicle 


It's pretty much commoif 
knowledge that Peoria isn't the 
safest place in the world. 

It's an urban city, with more 
than 115,000 people, so it's expect¬ 
ed to have some crime and danger 
every once in a while. While most 
of crime sparks in areas outside 
of Main Street and University 
Avenue, sometimes a mugging or 
two pops up around campus. 

And Bradley has done a pretty 
good job responding to the crime 
that has climbed the hill. We've 
all received safety alert emails or 
received a text to stay indoors 
until things were safe. 

2012 arguably brought a crime 
wave to campus, with separate 
armed robbery incidents at Jimmy 
John's on University and Papa 
John's on Bourland Avenue first 
semester. Crime quietly pattered 
through the summer, and students 
were welcomed back for the 2012- 
2013 school year with four armed 
robberies on or near campus with¬ 


in a span of four weeks. 

Bradley didn't let this all slide, 
though. On top of the emails, the 
text alerts and the opportunity 
to get a police escort home, the 
university and the BUPD came up 
with the ingenious solution of the 
Hilltop Safety Cruiser. 

And trust us when we say that 
it was a major relief for students, 
us included. 

After hearing news of stu¬ 
dents held at gunpoint outside 
their off-campus homes or apart¬ 
ments, many students were wary 
to walk alone at night. But the 
Safety Cruiser was a great way for 
students to get home safe, in the 
comfort of a van driven by other 
trained students. 

The success of the Cruiser is 
evident. BUPD Chief of Police 
Brian Joschko told The Scout 
that since November 2012, more 
than 12,000 students, faculty and 
staff have chosen the Cruiser as a 
safe ride. That means more than 


an estimated 90 people take the 
Cruiser on an average night. 

We think that's great. It's awe¬ 
some that the university is looking 
out for our safety. It's wonderful 
that so many students are choos¬ 
ing a safe ride home instead of 
risking the trek with a backpack 
full of electronics and valuables. 

So now is the chance for the 
university and the BUPD to make 
another impact: we need another 
Safety Cruiser on campus. 

We understand there might 
be difficulties in getting another 
Cruiser, like finding funds or inter¬ 
ested drivers, and perfecting the 
routes of two different vehicles. 
But we think the positives out¬ 
weigh the negatives. 

One Cruiser is good, but it can 
only transport up to six passengers 
at a time. And that means longer 
wait times. And that means people 
will become impatient and end up 
walking home. That's a little con¬ 
tradictory, don't you think? 


In our staff-conducted unscien¬ 
tific poll, more than 66 percent of 
students surveyed saw the need 
for another Cruiser. Almost one 
fifth of the students surveyed said 
they have waited more than a half 
hour for the current Cruiser. That's 
not even taking into account all 
the people who may have waited, 
and decided to just walk home. 
(Yes, our poll only featured about 
200 students, but we think it still 
makes a difference) 

Crime has been in control this 
semester, but that doesn't mean 
students forgot about the crime 
that kept us on alert last school 
year. Some of us at The Scout still 
take the Cruiser at every chance 
we get. 

We know the university wants 
to keep students safe. The Hilltop 
Safety Cruiser pioneered that 
movement. Let's keep that trend 
going with another Cruiser.

ENDER’S I 


A teenager is thrust into a dangerous 
new world, becomes a savior in a 
desperate war and ultimately has a loss 
of innocence. Sound familiar? Only if 
you know the plots of "Harry Potter", 

"Star Wars" or "The Hunger Games". The 
coming-of-age tale has been told over and 
over in film, and now it comes again in 
the form of "Ender's Game". 

Releasing today, "Ender's Game" 
follows Ender Wiggin, a boy who is 
sent off to the space-set Battle School 
to train to be a military leader. He is 
meant to be a great general in a war 
against the Formics, a race of insect¬ 
like aliens who nearly obliterated 
Earth and are poised to strike again. 
Asa Butterfield, the childhood hero 
of the Oscar-nominated "Hugo", 
stars as Ender, with Harrison Ford, 
Viola Davis and Ben Kingsley as his 
trainers up in space. While Ender 
seems like a hybrid of Harry, Luke 
and Katniss, he's actually a lot 
more than just another teenage 
messiah. 

For those not aware, 
"Ender's Game" is the 
first in a series of sci-fi 
novels that began back 
in the 80s, written by 
renowned author Orson 


Scott Card. Hollywood has been trying to adapt 
the series for years, but it seems redundant when 
other books like "Harry Potter" and "The Hunger 
Games" cover similar stories. 

What sets "Ender's Game" apart, however, is 
Ender's analytical mind. He's not an orphan like 
Harry or Luke striving for something more. He's 
not like Katniss, who does what she does to keep 
others safe. Ender is handpicked to go to Battle 
School because of his mind, and how he often 
embraces logic over emotion. 

While the novel has plenty of action, thanks to 
virtual reality sequences in the zero gravity Battle 
Room, the book largely focuses on philosophical 
themes. As the story unravels, it becomes 
more about the necessity of war and how it 
affects people, especially children. With today's 
blockbuster films largely action-heavy, it will be 
interesting to see if "Ender's Game" will glorify 
war (as films often do) or condemn it as the book 
ultimately does. 

The all-star cast has potential to make this 
something brilliant, but this isn't the first 
time a beloved book has been turned into an 
unimpressive film. "The Golden Compass" and 
"Eragon", among others, show how a film can 
completely butcher a book's characters and 
themes. Only time will tell if "Ender's Game" 
will do justice by its source and provide a 
springboard for more science fiction novels to 
make it to the screen.

Volleyball splits with Evansville and Southern Illinois 

Braves remain in sixth place in the MVC with seven matches left

With a rowdy crowd on hand 
Saturday night, the volleyball 
team redeemed itself from Friday 
night's five set loss to Evansville 
(25-20, 21-25, 25-19, 21-25, 13-15) 
with a convincing three set sweep 
of Southern Illinois (25-23, 25-23, 
25-19) to keep its postseason 
hopes alive. 

On Friday night, the Braves 
lost senior Amy Angelos to an 
ankle injury. Coach Jenny Maurer 
said that X-rays were negative, 
and it is not a season-ending 
injury. 

With one of their co-cap¬ 
tains down and coming off a 
heartbreaking five-set loss to 
Evansville, the Braves mixed 
up the starting lineup Saturday 
night against Southern Illinois, 
and it paid off. 

Maurer said she knew that los¬ 
ing one of her captains was going 
to be tough on the team but she 
was confident the team would 
come out strong. 

"We talk a lot about adversity 
and being adaptable," Maurer 
said. "We said, 'hey this is where 
we are going to be tested'." 

Maurer compared her team's 
play on Saturday night to that 
of the St. Louis Cardinals in how 
they deal with adversity. 


"Whenever they [Cardinals] 
have a rough night from one of 
their starters, the next night one 
of the rookies or someone else 
steps in for them," Maurer said. 
"So we asked ourselves, with 
Amy being gone, who will step 
up and fight?" 

Senior Alise Tupuritis had a 
big weekend for the Braves as she 
led the team with 41 kills, and 
senior Lauren Zerante led the 
team with 44 digs. 

Freshman Rachel Jones got the 
start in place of injured Angelos 
on Saturday night and delivered 
in a large way for the Braves, 
leading them in attack percent¬ 
age and having some timely kills. 

Jones said she knew she had to 
step up with Angelos being gone, 
and if the Braves wanted to win, 
she needed a big game. 

"I just wanted to step up 
because I know [Angelos] means 
a lot to our team," Jones said. "I 
wanted to prove to her that even 
if she's out we can step up and 
play for her." 

The Braves currently sit in 
sixth place in the Missouri Valley 
Conference standings with a 5-6 
conference record and 11-9 over¬ 
all record.

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New NFL rules creating more injuries

We've reached the halfway 
point in the NFL season, and if 
you had the Chiefs at 8-0, congrat¬ 
ulations. Seriously. Go buy a lot¬ 
tery ticket or something, because 
you've got to be some kind of 
psychic. 

But it doesn't take a psychic 
to see the league is dealing with 
a serious safety problem. Rules 
have been changed and kickoffs 
all but eliminated, but concussions 
are still occurring on a weekly 
basis. The NFL is trying to reduce 
the number and severity of them, 
but in doing so; they might be 
setting themselves up for another 
problem in the future. 

First, some background: In 2010, 
the NFL expanded the rules on 
"defenseless" players from wide 
receivers to everyone, including 
the quarterback. The rule pre¬ 
vents defenders from launching 
themselves forward and using 
their helmet to hit an opponent 
from the shoulders up. The rule 
was designed to cut down on the 
amount of helmet-to-helmet hits 
that caused concussions. It failed. 

In 2012, the amount of concus¬ 
sions rose from 142 to 160, a 12.7 
percent increase. Those figures 
don't tell the whole story, however. 
They come from the injury reports 
released by the team after week 
one, so any player hurt before 
that isn't counted. Teams that miss 


the playoffs don't provide injury 
reports, so any player hurt in week 
17 isn't counted either, nor are any 
players on a team that loses in the 
playoffs. The NFL has an official 
count of 217 concussions for 2012, 
a 14 percent increase over the 190 
it reported in 2011. 

While it's unlikely that the rules 
changes led to higher concus¬ 
sion rates in the league, there is a 
chance they're causing something 
else, leg and knee injuries. 

The league announced in late 
August of this year that they 
would be watching the hits and 
if they "became a problem" they 
would consider taking action. The 
players, however, had voiced this 
concern back when the rule change 
was announced in 2010. Steelers 
quarterback Ben Roethlisberger 
even went so far to say "I'd rather 
have a concussion than a blown- 
out knee." 

Unfortunately, the new rules 
may be to blame for several inju¬ 
ries, both this season and in past 
seasons. In the 2013 preseason, 
Miami tight end Dustin Keller 
took a direct hit to the knee from 
Houston safety D.J. Swearinger, 
dislocating Keller's knee and 
tearing his ACL, MCL, and PCL. 
Swearinger admitted later he 
was afraid of being fined if he 
hit Keller too high, so he went 
low and ended Keller's season. 
Green Bay receiver Randall Cobb 
took a helmet to the knee from 
Baltimore safety Matt Elam and 
ended up on IR with a fractured 
fibia. In 2011, Minnesota running 
back Adrian Peterson tore his ACL 
and MCL when he was hit low by 
Washington safety Dejon Gomes. 
That same season, Denver running 
back Knowshown Moreno tore his 
ACL when he was hit low in a 


game against Kansas City. 

Last offseason, a rule prevent¬ 
ing players on both sides of the 
ball from leading with their helmet 
was enacted. That rule forced 
players like Kansas City's Jamaal 
Charles to aim for the legs when 
blocking, and in week seven one 
of those blocks took out Houston 
linebacker Brian Cushing. Cushing 
suffered a tom MCL and a broken 
leg, ending his season. 

Like concussions, tom ACLs 
are on the rise. In 2011, 25 play¬ 
ers were placed on IR with a tom 
ACL, in 2012 it was 32. This year, 
there were 30 ACL tears as of last 
week. None of those numbers 
count injuries like Randall's, since 
his was "just" a broken leg, but it 
would count non-contact injuries 
like Colts wide receiver Reggie 
Wayne. 

So what does all that mean? It 
means that concussions, obviously, 
are the biggest issue facing the 
league right now. They're dan¬ 
gerous and can lead to even more 
severe problems down the road. 
But most players aren't worried 
about the future, they're worried 
about the present. They want to 
play. And if taking a few hits to 
the head saves their knees, they'll 
do that. The rules designed to pre¬ 
vent concussions are going to lead 
to more leg and knee injuries, and 
eventually the players are going to 
have to make a choice: their life, or 
their career.

10 seconds left, but the Bradley 
defense forced a shot clock viola¬ 
tion to give Lemon one last shot. 

"I just wanted to be aggres¬ 
sive," Lemon said of the final 
play. "I know the refs were calling 
the game tight. I wanted to get to 
the basket and either, get fouled 
or make a play or if I missed one 
of my teammates would tip it in." 

The Braves inbounded the ball 
to the 6-foot-3 point guard with 
six seconds on the clock. Lemon 
drove into the lane and put up a 
one-handed floater that went in 
and he was fouled. 

Ball game. The shot saved 
Bradley from an embarrassing 
loss to a Division II team. 

"Right now, we tie our identi¬

The Bradley soccer team missed 
an opportunity to claim sec¬ 
ond place in the Missouri Valley 
Conference, losing at Drake 2-1 
last Saturday. 

The loss ended a three game 
shutout streak for the Braves. The 
team is now 8-5-2 on the season. 

"We missed some very good 
chances in the first half," Coach 
Jim DeRose said. "They got two 
quick ones and we got one back 
with plenty of time left. I thought 
it was a typical 2-1 valley game. 
We just couldn't spot them the 
first two." 

Drake struck first after a 
scoreless first half. Eric Williams 
sneaked a header past senior goal¬ 
keeper Brian Billings in the 59th 
minute then did it again in the 
65th minute to give the Bulldogs a 
commanding 2-0 lead. 

But Bradley answered back. 
Freshman forward Christian 
Okeke was able to connect on his 
fourth goal of the season in 77th 
minute to give the Braves a chance 
to tie. However, the team couldn't 
find the goal in the last 13 minutes 
and fell to third place in the MVC. 

Bradley outshot Drake 20-10 
and held 10-3 advantage in cor¬ 
ner kicks, but Drake goalkeeper 
Darrin MacLeod was able to make 



eight saves to earn the win. 

With just two MVC games 
remaining, the Braves will host 


first-place Missouri State tomor¬ 
row at Shea Stadium. The Bears 
are a perfect 4-0 in the conference 


and can all but seal up a MVC

Spanish department plans to expand

The Spanish department 
worked to accomplish two main 
goals over the past 10 years, and 
may see them come to fruition 
within the next few months. 

After many years of discus¬ 
sion with administration and a 
lot of planning, a Spanish course 
for health science majors has been 
developed and awaits the final 
stamp of approval. 

"In the last five years, the nurs¬ 
ing department has approached 
us [about offering this course], 
and we said it would be feasible," 
said Spanish Associate Professor 
Melvy Portocarrero. 'The moment 
it gets approved by the University 
Senate and CNR [Curriculum and 
Regulations] it can go in the cata¬ 
logue and start being offered." 


Portocarrero said the syllabus 
is already complete, and the earli¬ 
est the course, entitled "Spanish 
for Health Professionals," would 
be offered in fall 2014 by Spanish 
Professor Deborah Kessler. 

Portocarerro said she and her 
colleagues are excited to offer the 
course to anyone who is interested 
in being involved in the sciences. 

"Essentially it is putting the 
Spanish ink to the science environ¬ 
ment," she said. 

The second goal of the depart¬ 
ment w T as to enhance the course 
offerings for heritage learners. 

'The heritage speakers popula¬ 
tion is growing, and we need to 
fulfill their needs to compete with 
other universities who provide 
those needs," Portocarerro said. 

Portocarerro said the depart¬ 
ment is working to provide cours¬ 


es that are more enticing to both 
Spanish majors and heritage 
learners. 

"Currently we're working on 
searching for replacements for 
Dr. Harris [who will retire] and 
making a permanent position out 
of an annually contracted posi¬ 
tion," she said. 

Portocarerro said she and 
her colleagues believe speaking 
a second language is becoming 
more and more necessary in the 
professional world. 

"You want to have a soci¬ 
ety that is bilingual or is able 
to have a career while opening 
the path to future immigrants," 
Portocarerro said. "We need 
to break the stereotype that 
Americans only speak English. 
It has to come from the culture of 
the institution.”

Illinois state government takes 
next step for gay marriage 


Bradley announces Mid-Year 
Commencement speaker 


Illinois is set to become the 15th state to 
allow same-sex marriage, after the Illinois 
House approved a measure legalizing gay 
marriage by a vote of 61 to 54 Tuesday. 

Both houses approved the measure, and 
an aide to Gov. Pat Quinn (D) said the gov¬ 
ernor will sign the bill by the end of the 
month. 

"Today the Illinois House put our state 
on the right side of history," Quinn said. 

One Bradley professor also said that the 
bill was a step in the right direction. 

"Marriage equality is a victory for 
the families of Illinois," political science 
Professor Emily Gill said. "Marriage is an 
expression of deep commitment between 
two people. Until now, couples could not 
receive acknowledgement of that commit¬ 


ment." 

Gill said the passage of the bill will 
benefit not only same-sex couples, but their 
children as well. The couples will enjoy 
material benefits of marriage. 

Gill has published several books, 
including one about same sex marriage, 
"Moral Argument, Religion, and Same- 
Sex Marriage: Advancing the Public 
Good." She is currently under contract 
with Georgetown University Press for 
her third book, "Sexuality and Neutrality: 
Establishment, Free Exercise, and the 
Controversy over Same-Sex Marriage." 

"Overall, marriage equality acknowl¬ 
edges that all families are of equal worth," 
Gill said. "The state of Illinois should be 
proud to acknowledge this." 


U.S. District Judge Joe Billy McDade '59 
will be the keynote speaker at Bradley's 
Mid-year Commencement ceremony. 

During the ceremony, which will begin at 
10 a.m. Dec. 21 in the Renaissance Coliseum, 
McDade will receive the Honorary Doctor 
of Humane Letters degree for his personal 
and professional accomplishments. 

"Judge McDade has distinguished him¬ 
self in his profession and through his com¬ 
munity leadership," University President 
Joanne Glasser said in a statement. "His 
career and personal story of overcoming 
adversity will be an inspiration to our 
graduates." 

McDade graduated from Bradley in 1959 
with a bachelor's degree in economics and 


played basketball for the Braves. In 1994, 
he was elected to the Board of Trustees and 
has received numerous university spon¬ 
sored awards. 

Prior to serving as a federal judge, 
McDade served as an Illinois associate 
circuit judge and circuit judge, practiced 
private law and was an attorney with the 
Antitrust Division of the U.S. Department 
of Justice. 

From the American Red Cross Central 
Illinois Chapter to the Peoria YMCA to the 
Tri-County Peoria Urban League, McDade 
has been an active volunteer and leader in 
community affairs and organizations.

IPL hosts mock-Congressional 
computer simulation for HS seniors

Bradley's Institute for 
Principled Leadership in 
Public Service (IPL) reached 
out to the community on 
Wednesday to show 36 high 
school students just how 
tough politics can get. 

As part of the third event 
of the kind. Congressional 
Insight invited six teams of 
high school students and 
their teachers from the Peoria 
area to compete in a mock- 
Congressional computer 
simulation. Each team played 
a newly elected Congress 
member, were poised with 11 
rounds of political decisions 
and forced to face possible 
re-election. 

"It's a very real-life exer¬ 
cise that [the students] go 
through," said IPL Executive 
Director Brad McMillan. "It's 
a great opportunity for them 
to understand the demands 
that Congressmen have on 
them." 

The computer simula¬ 
tion software, which was 
purchased as part of a 
Community Foundation 
grant, modeled topics that 
real Congress members deal 
with. Some of these topics 
included whom to support 
for party leadership, what 
pieces of legislation to sup¬ 
port, fundraising tactics and 
how to divide time between 
Washington D.C. and indi¬ 
vidual districts. 

The students also had to 
face popularity polls from 
their districts and respective 


party leaderships before finding 
out if they are re-elected or not. 

McMillan said the computer 
software is virtually unpredictable 
in the aspect of re-election. 

"It varies every time ... Based 
on how they make those choic¬ 
es, based on the district that they 
represent, sometimes all of them 
get re-elected, sometimes none of 
them get re-elected," he said. 

In addition to the experience 
the high school seniors gained, 
McMillan said they also received 
tours of the school. 

"I know for a fact that Bradley 
is very high on [many of] their 
consideration for next year," he 
said. "It's a good opportunity to 
bring them to campus and show 


them what we have to offer." 

The hope, according to 
McMillan, is that IPL will "connect 
those dots" between Bradley and 
a unique learning experience for 
Peoria-area students in order to 
encourage thiem to consider it in 
the future. 

'Two of the pillars of Bradley's 
strategic plan are leadership devel¬ 
opment and experiential learn¬ 
ing," McMillan said. "First, [we 
wanted to host the event] because 
it's a great learning experience, but 
then [we can] also emphasize that 
[that's] what they'll receive if they 
[come] to Bradley for college."

ter continues. 

But what many students may 
not know is that some students' 
timers expire before others, and 
not because they have a higher 
number of completed hours. 

Students with disabilities and 
student athletes are able to regis¬ 
ter early for classes, beginning 45 
minutes before official registration. 

Provost and Vice President for 
Academic Affairs David Glassman 
said the privilege of early registra¬ 
tion was awarded to these two 
student groups for extraordinary 
circumstances. 

"Students with disabili¬ 
ties are accommodated with early 
registration for challenges such as 
needing extra time for getting to 
classes, selecting course sections 
that are taught in classrooms that 
have greater accessibility, and for 
other situations," Glassman said. 

He also said athletes encounter 
scheduling challenges with prac¬ 
tice times, team travel and limited 
practice facilities. 

The early registration tradition 
started 10 years ago this spring, 
but the program may change in 
the future by adding more stu¬ 
dents. 

Caterpillar Professor of Music 
and Director of the Honors 
Program Kyle Dzapo submit¬ 
ted a proposal to the Council of 
Academic Deans requesting per¬ 
mission for honors students to 
register early as well, according to 
Glassman. 

"The Council is currently 
reviewing the proposal," Glassman 
said. "No decision has been made 
at this time." 
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New prerequisite policy means difficult scheduling

On top of the usual frenzied 
atmosphere that comes with 
scheduling courses, students now 
have a new policy to take into 
consideration. 

The Office of the Provost 
announced in October that prereq¬ 
uisites will be enforced for January 
interim and spring 2014 course 
registrations. The policy means 
students will not be able to reg¬ 


ister for any course that they do 
not already have the prerequisites 
for, as listed in his or her current 
schedule of classes. 

Provost and Vice President for 
Academic Affairs David Glassman 
said the decision was made last 
year by the Council of Academic 
Deans. 

"The implementation date 
[spring 2014] was determined 
according to the time needed to 
develop the computer program¬ 
ming necessary to check student

records during regis¬ 
tration," he said. 

If students 
meet the pre¬ 
requisites for a 
certain course, 
or are currently 
enrolled in the 
prerequisites, 
they are allowed 
to register for the 
course. 

If they do not 
meet the require¬ 
ments, students 
must choose a 
different course 
to replace the one 
they don't meet, or 
request an override. 

Glassman said the policy 
change will still allow students 
who are taking a prerequisite this 
semester to register for a class in 
the spring that requires that pre¬ 
requisite. 

"If at the end of the current 
semester the student fails the pre¬ 
requisite course, the student will 
be notified, as well as the instruc¬ 
tor, and the student may be asked 
to select a different course," he 
said. 

So far, Glassman said he has 
heard positive feedback from fac¬ 
ulty supporting the idea of enforc¬ 
ing prerequisites prior to register¬ 
ing for a class.

BU's colleges create different plans 
to remain on course for graduation

It can be a little overwhelming 
trying to schedule classes with the 
amount and variety available to 
students. But some students don't 
have the stress of what to choose. 

For example, some College 
of Engineering and Technology 
students are accustomed to flow 
charts that lay out which classes 
students must take each semester. 

"Each program has a flow 
chart, and I believe that is required 
as a component of our program's 
ABET [Accreditation Board of 
Engineering and Technology]," 
said Jamie Cobb, the undergradu¬ 
ate advisor of the college. 

Cobb said the industrial, man¬ 
ufacturing and civil engineering 
departments, along with manufac¬ 
turing engineering technology and 
construction management, use the 
charts. She said the flow charts 
have been helpful to both students 
and advisers. 

"[The flow charts] give a visual 
of the program and how the pre¬ 
requisites affect the flow of mov¬ 
ing through the curriculum for 


[students'] majors," Cobb said. 

Flow charts are not often used in 
Bradley's four other colleges, Cobb 
said, because other programs may 
not have prerequisites in compari¬ 
son to engineering courses. 

The Foster College of Business 
uses a checklist system instead, 
said Undergraduate Advising 
Coordinator Alison Jones. The 
checklist is more flexible than the 
flow chart, but the college still 
enforces prerequisites. 

"[The checklist] is a personal¬ 
ized tracker of students' credits 
and shows every class they need to 
fulfill their degree requirements," 
Jones said. "I update them after 
fall and spring semesters with 
earned-to-date credits." 

Similar to the business college. 
Education and Health Sciences 
uses tentative templates of sched¬ 
ules for all students, but no flow¬ 
charts, said Associate Dean Lori 
Russell-Chapin. 

The bigger colleges, like 
Liberal Arts and Sciences, are so 
diverse that each department has 
its own mechanism for tracking 
students' coursework, said LAS 


Administrative Assistant Pat 
Campbell. 

'The university undergraduate 
catalog details all departmental 
major requirements," she said. 
"Some departments have more 
sequential curriculum require¬ 
ments than others." 

The Slane College of 
Communications and Fine Arts 
uses academic advisors assigned 
to each student to help with course 
scheduling. 

"These advisors work with the 
student on an individual basis," 
said Associate Dean B.J. Lawrence. 
"It is our check and balance system 
that is so successful and results in 
very few last minute prob¬ 
lems for our majors." 

Lawrence said this 
approach is intended 
to be flexible, so stu¬ 
dents have the option 
to study abroad or participate in 
Hollywood Semester.

Selective registration shortcuts unfair 


Registration is a pain. 

Students spend a week craft¬ 
ing the perfect schedule, lining up 
their classes with precision and 
careful preparation, only to have it 
destroyed by a last-minute change 
in staff or a ruthless adviser. 

Students go into advisement 
with high hopes and planned 
homework and exercise breaks, 
only to find out they have another 
required course they're supposed 
to take next semester. 

Students take their laptops to 
class, watch as their timers tick 
down to the last second, refresh 
the page like maniacs and still lose 
to the Registrar. 

Then there's the dreaded wait¬ 
list; do you risk it? Do you hope 


that the professors didn't put the 
real student cap limit on Webster? 

It's all a necessary evil, right? 

But does it have to be? 

Discussed on this Scout's sto¬ 
ries on registration on pages A4 
and A5 is a section about the many 
ways different departments help 
their students graduate on time. 
Whether it's the Foster college's 
checklists or engineering's flow¬ 
charts, these measures are put into 
place to ensure that graduation 
requirements are met in the right 
order by the right time. 

We want to see more of these 
preemptive efforts. While many 
students want to retain their free¬ 
dom to choose whatever courses 
they like, it's important to know 


what classes must be taken and in 
what order. 

With the new prerequisite 
policy, students cannot take a 
prerequisite for a course and the 
actual course at the same time. 
Considering this is the actual defi¬ 
nition of the word "prerequisite," 
the policy makes sense. 

However, when students are 
not made explicitly aware of pre¬ 
requisites and mandatory courses 
at the beginning of their time in a 
specific department, they may be 
forced to stay at Bradley longer or 
load up a specific semester. 

The matter gets increasingly 
difficult when students consider 
that some courses are only offered 
in the spring or fall, or worse. 


when the four-semester program 
has already started, like some for¬ 
eign languages. 

There needs to be more trans¬ 
parency and a better under¬ 
standing of major requirements 
by advisers and students alike, 
but because the programs change 
every year, this seems impossible. 

Should faculty members expect 
that freshmen will enroll in Bradley 
and plan out their next four years 
without a moment's hesitation? 

Should students be accountable 
for that? 

We can't say either way. 

But what we can say is that 
nobody likes to pay for a senior 
year victory lap.

But what I do know is that 
some artists out there, like Lamar, 
are making it cool to go against 
the trends. 

Don't kill my vibe on this one. 
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If you've been on Bradley's campus for at 
least a semester, then you know what kinds 
of shows Brave Sounds Entertainment 
put on. As always, they delivered to the 
Bradley student body a dose of music that 
rocked the Michel Student Center Ballroom 
last Thursday at their second annual 
Halloween Show. Hailing from the great 
city of Chicago, My Gold Mask and Mister 
Lies traveled down to central Illinois for the 
event. 

Trying to put My Gold Mask into a specific 
genre is a challenge in itself; think 80s 
Madonna meets Blondie, but also twist in a 
darker vibed Beach House, and you might 
have an idea of what their sound entails. 

The trio opened the show, playing tracks off 
of their new album as well as some older 
songs. To see them live, however, was a 
treat in itself. With Jack Armondo on guitar, 
Gretta Rochelle on vocals and percussion 
and James Andrew as the group's newly 
appointed drummer. My Gold Mask sounds 
like your average three piece in description. 

However, seeing the group's actual setup 
makes it almost impossible to believe that 
the sounds they play are coming from the 
instruments they use. For example. Jack 
played a nylon stringed guitar hooked up to 
more effects pedals than one could imagine 
to create a synth-like organ sound, while 
James played a bass drum and a floor tom 
hooked up to a Roland drum machine to 


create the multi-layered electronic effects. 

In short, the group really packs a punch, 
and is proof that big things come in small 
packages. The crowd definitely noticed this 
too, as the vibes during the set were almost 
palpable. For the group, this is key. 

"We all really feed off of the audience's 
energy," Rochelle said. "It's kind of like an 
AC /DC effect. They're our battery." 

Finishing out the night was Mister Lies, a 
Chicago-based producer who supplied an 
ample amount of good vibes and bass drops 
that (literally) had people falling to the floor. 
The simplicity of his setup, much like that 
of My Gold Mask, was misleading in terms 
of how complex the music really was. With 
names like Skrillex and Bassnectar being 
who many think of when electronic music is 
mentioned. Mister Lies brings a fresh, new 
sound and is well on his way to becoming a 
force to be reckoned with. 

On top of the already killer music 
performance. Brave Sounds had a costume 
contest for the best male and female 
costumes. Each winner received a $100 gift 
card. In a sense, everyone won whether it 
was in a monetary prize or in sweet, sweet 
ear candy. Each year has been better than 
the last, so we can only anticipate another 
amazing Halloween show next year. 
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Marvel is taking over the world. After "Avengers" and "Iron Man 3" 
both made over $1 billion worldwide, these colorful superheroes became 
household names. Today's release of "Thor: The Dark World" expands that 
name even more, taking its characters across dimensions for an adventure on 
a cosmic scale. 

While mainstream audiences rush to see the latest adventures of Thor and 
Loki, hard core oomic fans are gearing up for the next chapter in the ev£r 
growing Marvel Cinematic Universe. Where most people see another film, 
fans see the next issue in a comic book, adding a new piece to the puzzle that 
is Phase Two of this ongoing, intersecting film series. 

Phase One, for those not aware, is the name given to Marvel's first set of 
films set in the same universe. "Iron Man" and "The Incredible Hulk" got 
the ball rolling in 2008, followed by "Iron Man 2", "Thor" and ‘'Captain 
America: The First Avenger'', culminating in the massive success that was 
"The Avengers". In the wake of this success. Marvel is now rolling out Phase 
Two of their plans. "Iron Man 3" was the 
beginning, and "Thor: The Dark World", 
as well as the TV spin-off "Agents of 
S.H.I.E.L.D.", are merely the next step. 

Phase Two still has three more films 
once 'Thor: The Dark World" leaves 
theaters. Next April brings "Captain 
America: The Winter Soldier", where

we find the good captain re-teaming with Scarlett 
Johansson's Black Widow to fight a conspiracy within 
S.H.I.E.L.D. and the titular cold war assassin. 

In August we have "Guardians of the Galaxy", which 
could be Marvel's biggest risk yet. Based on a more 
obscure Marvel comic, this film is a "Star Wars"-like space 
adventure, involving a team of misfits traveling the universe 
fighting evil. Despite its obscurity, big names like John C. 

Reilly, Bradley Cooper and Vin Diesel are already attached 
to the project. The film should shed some light on 'The 
Avengers" villain Thanos, who debuted in that film's end- 
credits sequence. 

And speaking of "Avengers", we have its sequel, "Age of 
Ultron", set for May 2015. Robert Downey Jr. has renewed 
his contract to once again play Iron Man (no word on "Iron 
Man 4"). Instead of Thanos being the villain, our main 
baddie will be the titular Ultron, an evil robot who wants 
to destroy humanity. He will be voiced by "The Blacklist's" 

James Spader, while two new heroes join the team in super 
speedster Quicksilver (Aaron Taylor Johnson, aka "Kick-Ass") 
and his magic wielding twin sister, the Scarlet Witch (Elizabeth 
Olson). % 

"Age of Ultron" will end Phase Two of this grand experiment, 
where a major film studio tries to take several separate franchises 
and make them gel into a cohesive story. The experiment is working 
so far, but only time will tell if "Thor: The Dark World" adds 
anything new to this sprawling comic book universe.

Comic books have broken into the mainstream, with films and TV shows 
constantly being adapted from them.

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The NFL bullying scandal 
is a disgrace

The news reports on the Miami 
Dolphins bullying scandal is some¬ 
thing you would hear in a junior 
high principal's office. It is com¬ 
mon place among 14 and 15-year- 
old children, but not something 
you hear about with grown men 
who are paid millions of dollars 
each year. 

It's as sad as it is unusual. 

When offensive lineman 
Jonathon Martin left the Dolphins 
before the team's Oct. 31 game 
against the Bengals, the coaches 
didn't even know why. Slowly, 
reports of locker room bullying 
surfaced as the reason for his 
sudden departure from the team. 
That's when Martin started to be 
portrayed as "not tough enough" 
for the rough and tumble NFL. 

"You pull pranks nonstop in 
the locker room," said Joe Rose, a 
former Dolphins tight end who's 
now a local radio host. "You know 
they're going to do stuff to you, 
you give it back. It's part of cama¬ 
raderie, part of being with your 
group." 

Why is our first reaction as 
a society to blame the victim? 
Because Martin is 6-foot-5 and 
north of 300 pounds, he is immune 
to bullying? 

That is garbage. I'm not trying 


to sound like Dr. Phil, but every¬ 
one has feelings, no matter their 
size or age. Everyone wants to be 
accepted. Everyone wants to feel 
like they have a place. Anyone can 
be bullied no matter how big or 
how strong they may be. To char¬ 
acterize Martin as a baby because 
he succumbed to the pressure is 
irresponsible and wrong. 

I was never seriously bullied as 
a kid, but I remember the random 
taunts and comments I received. 
They hurt and have remained with 
me to this day. Am I emotionally 
scarred? Not in the least. But oth¬ 
ers aren't so lucky. Bullying can 
be hurtful and even deadly. Yes, 
deadly. It's not a comfortable topic, 
but some reach the point where 
the only way out is suicide. 

It's sad, disgraceful and a real 
problem in today's society. 

So how wrong is it for a former 
NFL player like Rose to try to put 
the blame on Martin? I just don't 
understand it. 

That brings me to the perpetua- 
tor of the bullying, fellow offensive 
lineman Richie Incognito. Since 
Incognito was not a household 
name prior to this incident let me 
shed some light on what a class act 
this guy is. 

His college career ended when 
he dropped out of Nebraska after 
being charged with three counts 
of assault. He then transferred to 
Oregon on the condition that he 
complete an anger-management 
course and adhere to a strict code of 
conduct. Incognito violated those 
terms before the first practice. For 
four years in the NFL, he led the 
league in unnecessary roughness 
penalties and was released by the 


Rams after clashing with the head 
coach. Then last year, he was voted 
by his peers as the league's second 
dirtiest player in a poll conducted 
by Sporting News. 

Only a guy like Incognito could 
send a teammate a voicemail filled 
with so much hate. 

According to NFL.com, 
Incognito allegedly told Martin, 
"Hey, wassup, you half [expletive] 
piece of [expletive]. ... I'm gonna 
slap your real mother across the 
face. [Expletive] you, you're still a 
rookie. I'll kill you." 

Incognito is the lowest of low 
in society. He has been suspended 
indefinitely by the Dolphins, and I 
hope he never plays another down 
in the NFL. Who would want 
someone like that on your team? 
He's a cancer and needs to pay 
the ultimate price for his actions. 
To think Rose and other former 
players chalked this situation up 
to nothing more than a normal 
occurrence, it makes me sick. 

I hope Martin comes back from 
this and plays a long time in the 
NFL. I also hope other NFL teams 
learned from this and keep an eye 
on bullying in their own locker 
room. 

I have no doubt Incognito will 
get his. And when it comes it will 
be much deserved. Karma is a 
beautiful thing.

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Committee proposes gen ed changes

While students may have strat¬ 
egies on which general educa¬ 
tion classes to take at Bradley, the 
incoming class of 2015 might have 
new courses to consider. 

The Steering Committee, which 
is a sub-committee of the General 
Education Program Review, is in 
the process of proposing a plan 
that would revamp required gen¬ 
eral education courses. If the plan 
is approved, it would go into 
effect beginning with the incom¬ 
ing freshmen fall 2015. 

"The last major general educa¬ 
tion revision at Bradley was in 


1982," said Co-Chair of the Steering 
Committee Kelly McConnaughay. 
"There had been a lot of tinkering 
over the 30 years ... at some point 
you have to stop and say, is it time 
for more or not?" 

McConnaughay said the com¬ 
mittee would consider opening 
the new general education require¬ 
ments still enrolled in 2015 to stu¬ 
dents who prefer the new plan, but 
for now, that option is undecided. 

The most noticeable changes on 
the proposed plan include broad¬ 
ening math courses to quantitative 
reasoning, shortening scientific 
requirements from six hours to 
three and allowing students more 


freedom by choosing a minimum 
of six elective hours in core cur¬ 
riculum courses. 

"These are not dramatic chang¬ 
es," McConnaughay said. "[If 
approved] some of these courses 
may have very minor modifica¬ 
tions or have no modifications 
at all. There could also be some 
brand new courses developed." 

Writing-intensive courses 
were strongly endorsed for the 
proposed plan, Co-Chair Jenny 
Gruening said. 

"This recommendation 
stemmed from previous feedback

"The campus community has 
been included throughout the 
process, and this is an extension 
of that approach," said Associate 
Vice President for Marketing 
Susan Andrews. 

Students, faculty and staff can 
submit up to three serious ideas 
for a mascot name at Bradley.edu / 
NameOurMascot. The survey is 
limited to a week, and closes at 5 
p.m. Nov. 22. 

Andrews said the Branding 
Committee will review the names 
and work to identify the name that 
fits best with the character and 
images. 

No date has been chosen for 
the official launch and unveiling 
of the mascot yet, but Director 
of Athletics Michael Cross said 
February would be the earliest the 
costume would be complete. 

Bradley has been without 
a mascot for two decades, after 
the NCAA told the university 
and other colleges to shut down 
Native American imagery. 

Over the past two years, more 
than 3,200 people participated in 
surveys, choosing the gargoyle 
from a list of choices including an 
eagle, lion, open submissions and 
no mascot at all. Based on strong 
responses, Bradley will retain the 
"Braves" nickname, despite the 
lack for Native American imagery.

Phishing scam 
circulates B-mail 


Greek director 
search postponed 


Terrence Roberts, a member of the Little Rock Nine, 
will give a presentation, titled "Lessons from Little 
Rock", at 6 p.m. Nov. 20 in the Michel Student Center 
Ballroom. 

As part of Bradley's yearlong celebration of the 
50th anniversary of the passing of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, this free public presentation will focus on 
when Roberts, along with eight others, became one of 
the first black students to attend classes at Little Rock 
Central High in Little Rock, Ark. 

On Sept. 4,1957, the nine black students attempted 
to enter Little Rock Central High School, but even with 
National Guard presence, were unsuccessful due to a 
mob of people protesting and surrounding the school. 
Less than a month later, the nine students were faced 
with protest from 1000 people as they attempted to 
enter. 

It wasn't until Sept. 24, 1957, when President 
Eisenhower sent United States Army troops to the 
school that the nine students were able to successfully 
enter. Despite the racially-motivated violence faced 
inside the school that year, Roberts lived to tell his 
story and the lessons to be learned from it. 


The Technology HelpDesk sent out an email Nov. 11 warning 
students of a phishing scam, which originated from another college 
across the country. 

Executive Director of Computing Services Sandra Bury said some 
department members received the fake email Monday, and after 
receiving messages from others on campus about the fraudulent 
email, the department decided to get the word out. 

"The phisher [sent] a phony message that appears to be from a rep¬ 
utable source," Bury said. "In this case, the 'hijacked' email address 
was from the College of William and Mary." 

Bury said Computing Services contacted William and Mary's IT 
department, and the person whose account was compromised was 
advised to change his or her password immediately. 

A phishing attempt is when someone sends a fraudulent email, 
appearing to be from a legitimate sender, asking for information from 
the recipient. 

Bury said once Computing Services discovered the email, a warn¬ 
ing message was posted through B-News, Hilltop Happenings, the 
HelpDesk Website and several Bradley related Twitter accounts. 

The email claimed to be sent through the HelpDesk, stating that 
someone in Stockholm had attempted to log into students' accounts 
using an unrecognized device. Students were advised to delete the 
email and not follow any links sent with it. 


After several months of reviewing applications 
and holding interviews, the search for the new 
assistant director of Fraternity and Sorority Life 
has been suspended. 

"We were unable to identify a candidate that 
fully met the expectations of our search commit¬ 
tee," said Head of the Search Committee Mike 
Keup. "We will re-post the position in January in 
hopes of hiring someone by June 2014." 

The search was originally narrowed from more 
than 60 candidates down to two on-campus visits. 
As a result of those visits, Keup said the commit¬ 
tee determined that it was best for the university 
and the students to start the search over in January 
when timing was more appropriate for both the 
candidates and the university. 

"It's not an ideal situation by any means, but 
it's important to get the right person," said Vice 
President for Student Affairs Nathan Thomas.

Campus crime slow, BUPD on alert

Although crime has been rela¬ 
tively quiet on campus this semes¬ 
ter, the BUPD is still working hard 
to make sure students stay safe. 

BUPD Chief of Police Brian 
Joschko said the low number of 
crimes committed this semester 
could be due to a number of fac¬ 
tors, including increased police 
presence on and off campus. 

"Criminals are risk adverse and 
are less likely to commit crimes if 
they believe they will be caught," 
he said. "A constant police officer 
presence like that demonstrated 
by our dedicated officers will help 
to create that deterrence." 

On top of low crime around 
campus, the police briefs featured 
in The Scout each week may seem 
tamer, but Joschko said most stu¬ 
dent-related alcohol incidents are 
similar to last year. 


"The number of cases of crimes 
and alcohol incidents this year is 
actually comparable to previous 
years," Joschko said. "However, 
robberies, burglaries and thefts are 
down compared to the last two 
years." 

Despite the low crime on 
and off campus, the BUPD will 
be involved in several events to 
let students voice their concerns. 
Joschko said the department is 
working with Student Senate 
on the possible self-defense pro¬ 
gram, and he will be present at the 
Student Speak-Up event Nov. 18. 

Students can also participate 
in the Vacant Watch program 
over the Thanksgiving and winter 
breaks, where BUPD officers keep 
an eye on one's home or apart¬ 
ment while students are away. 

One of the most visible pro¬ 
grams initiated by the BUPD is the 
Hilltop Safety Cruiser, which cele¬ 
brates its first year on campus this 


month. Joschko said The Scout's 
Nov. 1 Cruiser story and poll 
helped show that the program is 
a clear success. 

The Cruiser had a decrease in 
ridership in the beginning of the 
year due to nicer weather, but 
Joschko said he anticipates the 
same or greater number of rider- 
ship during the winter months. 

"We will evaluate the rider- 
ship, and along with the input 
of the Student Safety Advisory 
Committee and others make a 
recommendation regarding 
whether or not to expand the 
program," he said. 

As for now, Joschko said the 
BUPD, Student Safety Advisory 
Committee and Student Senate's 
safety department are working 
on new and innovative programs 
to keep campus safe.

Students and community 
members packed the Peplow 
Pavillion Center to hear a notable 
entrepreneur's secrets of success 
in business. 

Hosted by the Turner School of 
Entrepreneurship and Innovation, 
Co-Founder of Redbox Michael 
Delazzer spoke of his journey 
to put his idea on the market in 
the Hayden-Clark Alumni Center 
Nov. 13. 

"If it was easy to become suc¬ 
cessful and wealthy, everyone 
would do it," Delazzer said. 

Delazzer got started in 2001, 
when VHS tapes were most 
popular. A salesman he met sug¬ 
gested that he join the DVD rental 
business. 

"It was bothering me all night 
thinking about it," he said. "I 
went to Blockbuster with my 
son in a line of 20 people, and 
after five minutes I [impatiently] 
yelled, 'Somebody should put 
you out of business. I'm going to 
put you out of business.'" 

The original idea was to build 
a small kiosk in airports so that 
travelers could get a movie. 
Noticing how pleased people 
were with the convenience and 
quickness of an ATM, Delazzer 
put his plan into action. 

Within a half hour, the entire 
project was designed, and four 
machines were built and installed 
in the Chicago area. However, at 
that point in production, Delazzer 
ran out of money. 

Almost was almost $90,000 in 
debt, but pressed on. 

"Sometimes success requires 
you to be insanely devoted to a

task," he said. 

A member from the McDonald's 
Corporation showed up at his door 
looking for an improved model, as 
other machines-were falling apart. 

Delazzer was tasked with build¬ 
ing a smaller model that was pro¬ 
duction ready in a matter of eight 
weeks, and then traveled to North 
Carolina to pitch the final product 
although it was incomplete. 

"It looked liked a really nice red 
refrigerator, but it didn't do any¬ 
thing," he said. 

Delazzer negotiated an extra 24 
hours to improve the system's soft¬ 
ware, and when the McDonald s 
Corporation members came back 
the next morning, the machine 
worked. Delazzer said the inves¬ 
tors were impressed. 

"If I wouldn't have persevered 
at the moment of failure, they 
would've been gone," he said. 
"Never give up. Never give in." 

Students in attendance said they 
found the speech to be encourag¬ 
ing. 

"It was very inspiring," senior 
political science major Bernard 
Payne said. "For entrepreneurs, it 
really gives them hope." 

Other students said they 
enjoyed his personality through¬ 
out the speech. 

"I liked how personal it was, 
and how he shared his emo¬ 
tions," senior psychology major 
Alessandra Morbidelli said. 

According to Delazzer, the main 
key to be successful is to master 
hope and fear. 

"Hope is the side that creates 
amazing things in the world," he 
said. "Fear is the lazy guy who 
does nothing with his life. Fear is 
the easy way to go. Hope is the 
hard way."

"Confessions" and "Secret 
Admirer" admins talk logistics

Who would have thought that 
a capsule only as big as the tip of 
your finger could one day produce 
cells and research that could save 
your life? 

Biology professor Craig Cady 
and his research students discov¬ 
ered this phenomenon at Bradley 
through their research with 
induced pluripotent stem (iPS) 
cells. 

"Erin Koch [junior biology 
major] and Kate Lipovsky [T3] 
worked together all summer to 
generate human beating heart 
cells/' Cady said. "One day I was 
at home, and Kate called all teary 
eyed. The first of the cells were 
beating." 

For six months, the group had 
been researching, monitoring and 
enduring experimental failures. 
On May 22, after 26 days of con¬ 
sistently culturing and monitoring 
a group of iPS cells, Cady and his 
students celebrated a huge victory. 

Cady credits his students with 
being motivated and following 
their passions. 

"IPS cells have to be taken care 
of every day," Cady said. "The 
hours are long, the materials are 
expensive - we even had one point 
where we had cells cultured for 20 
days already and it failed." 


He said their dedication to the 
project and to their future careers 
is inspiring. 

"These kids are here at 10 
o'clock on a Friday night tending 
to cultured cells," he said. "They're 
full-time students, some have part- 
time jobs, but they're spending 
their free time living in my labora¬ 
tory because they love this." 

Cady said Koch repeated the 
experiment with the IPS cells and 
was able to shorten the time from 
26 days to a mere nine days. 

"This is going to make a huge 
difference in the clinical world," he 
said. "Stem cell regenerative mate¬ 
rial is the new medicine." 

Cady said his plan was never 
to go into stem cell research. Ten 
years ago, he had a fellowship 
in neurology and was studying 
Alzheimer's Disease, working to 
determine why an elderly brain is 
more prone to getting the disease 
than a younger braim 

"Then, one of my colleagues 
hands me something to read 
about stem cell research, and I 
told him I didn't want to do stem 
cell research," Cady said. "When 
I read it, I realized how it has the 
potential to heal almost anything." 

Cady said the fact that his lab 
could create beating heart cells and 
pacemaker cells shows that it can 
make any cell in the body. 

"The important thing is to not

get down or depressed," he said. 
"You've got to move forward and 
keep your eyes on the goal. My 
students were really able to do 
that." 

Cady said that the huge ben¬ 
efit at a university like Bradley is 
that you can get directly involved 
as an undergraduate that will for¬ 
ever impact scientific research. 

"Our next target is Parkinson's 
disease," Cady said. "The work is 
incredibly expensive, but it's very 
exciting to think that you could 
effectively treat or cure such a 
disease."

When Bradley students have a 
secret crush, embarrassing story 
or otherwise clandestine thought, 
where does a Brave turn? 

The anonymity of the internet. 

Bradley has its own covert 
secret-sharing sites in action 
this school year, namely the 
two Facebook pages "BU 
Confessions" and "BU Secret 
Admirer 2". Secrets are submitted 
on a survey tool site in an open- 
ended question style, cleared by 
the administrators (admins) and 
posted to the Facebook page. 

Because the survey tool site. 
Survey Monkey, does not require 
a name, every secret-sharer 
remains anonymous. 

And because the numerous 
posts come through the page and 
not a personal Facebook site, the 
admins remain anonymous too. 

"We probably get 25 to 60 
post requests per day," one of 
the admins for BU Confessions 
said. "But we usually check every 
other day." 

BU Confessions has two mod¬ 
erators who have managed the 
page since its inception in April 
2013. The BU Secret Admirer 2 
was created earlier in November 
in reaction to the first Bradley 
Secret Admirer page's absence 
during the fall 2013 semester. 

"I started this page initially to 
see if anyone would like it," said 
the BU Secret Admirer 2 admin 
said. "I know there was previ¬ 
ously a [Bradley Secret Admirer] 
page, and I wanted to create 
another one so I could help out 
the first page." 

But according to both sets of 
admins, no one expected either 
page to take off like they did, with 
more than 1,100 people "liking" 
BU Confessions and nearly 1,000 
"likes" on BU Secret Admirer 2. 

"I didn't promote the page 
or anything, and within the next 
day, I had 500 likes from random 
Bradley students," said the BU 
Secret Admirer 2 admin said. 

Each page has its own purpose: 
BU Secret Admirer 2 lets people 
post about secret (or not so secret) 
crushes, and BU Confessions 
serves to allow Braves to tell sto¬ 
ries or thoughts that they may not 
be able to share with anyone, like 
"I carry around a bag of trail mix 


so I can feed the squirrels 24/7." 

However, that means more 
vyork for the admins of the pages, 
as they sort through the submis¬ 
sions before posting to ensure that 
the posts fit their rules. 

"Usually if they mention a spe¬ 
cific name we don't post them, but 
some get through," said one of 
the BU Confessions admins said. 
"Others are just dumb and not 
actually confessions. If you want 
to complain about your life go to 
the counseling center, and if you 
want to talk about a girl or guy 
you like, go to [the] Secret Admirer 
[page]." 

The BU Confessions admin 
also said that with the sometimes 
embarrassing content of its posts, 
some students forget to maintain 
their anonymity. 

"Quite a few people message 
their confessions to us, and it's 
always funny because then we 
know who [they] are," the admin 
said. 

In weeding out inappropriate 
posts, the BU Secret Admirer 2 
admin said he/she looks for "rude 
or hurtful" comments that might 
make the "crushee" of the post 
uncomfortable, in addition to pro¬ 
fanity. Each admin team said they 
do not post five to 10 posts of the 
ones they receive daily. 

The pages aren't without other 
problems as well, with each set of 
admins noting that they received 
negative messages about their 
pages in the past. 

"I've received a few emails that 
weren't too happy with the page, 
saying how I should run my site," 
the BU Secret Admirer 2 admin 
said. "On the other hand, there 
have been a few great people who 
message me and gave me great 
advice." 

Both sets of admins said their 
anonymity is as important as their 
posters' is. They said at some point 
in the future when they graduate, 
they'll need to pass down the pass¬ 
words to suitable successors. 

But for now, the fun remains in 
their hands. 

"I love social media, and I'm 
always on Facebook or other 
sites," the BU Secret Admirer 2 
admin said. "I just wanted to see 
what it's like behind the scenes [so 
I] created this page. Besides some 
of the hate mail or bad posts, I 
really do enjoy running this page."

BATTLE OVER STOLEN GOODS

For generations, greeks 
have had the harmless tradi¬ 
tion of stealing items from then- 
fellow Panhellenic Council 
(PHC) and Interfratemity 
Council (IFC) members as a 
joke, only to later return the 
items. 

Members said they have 
stolen the occasional small 
memorabilia item as a prank, 
but as of late, expensive items, 
ritual materials and vandal¬ 
ism have become of great con¬ 
cern to the greek community 
and to the university. 

"This is the only campus 
I have ever been a part of 
that takes greek heritage items 
from other greeks and [hands] 
them down without the inten¬ 
tion of ever returning them," 


Director of Student Activities 
Tom Coy said. "It's gotten to 
the point where people have 
stolen major items of signifi¬ 
cant value that equate to felo¬ 
nies, or the few items that 
were found or returned were 
completely destroyed." 

Every chapter of IFC and 
PHC has reported theft on 
some level within the past 
year. Some have suffered 
more than others. 

"We had the 'L' off of a 
relatively new sign we hung 
on our house taken twice," 
said Sigma Delta Tau member 
Ellie Silver. "Also, our house 
mom had purchased a very 
nice patio furniture set, and 
the table, all the chairs, the 
umbrella and even the rug it 


was on top of was all taken." 

In addition, several frater¬ 
nity houses reported numer¬ 
ous items stolen from both 
the inside and outside of their 
houses, resulting in frustrated 
members and investing in 
more significant security mea¬ 
sures. 

"We open up our house for 
social events and in return, 
'guests' steal from current 
brothers of the house," said 
Alpha Epsilon Pi presi¬ 
dent Scott Pfeiffer. "Many 
objects within the house 
have no value other than 
sentimental, and it's a shame 
that someone would steal 
them. While we do have cam-

AMNESTY DAY 


With the amount of greek 
theft reports increasing and 
many robberies resulting in 
vandalism, Bradley greek life 
is planning Amnesty Day to 
provide an opportunity for 
Greeks to turn in their collec¬ 
tions of stolen items. 

"One of Jesse 
Koch's main 
goals while 


he was [at Bradley] was to 
create an Amnesty Day," said 
Director of Student Activities 
Tom Coy. "Amnesty Day is a 
one time event, no questions 
asked, for members of the 
greek community to return 
stolen items to a neutral loca¬ 
tion and start over with a 
clean slate." 

Senior and Panhellenic 
Director of Judicial 
Affairs Andrea Koerber 
has been working 
closely with Tom Coy 
and the greek commu¬ 
nity to create Amnesty 
Day. 

"I had been plan¬ 
ning with Jesse Koch 
over the summer 
about putting on an 
Amnesty Day where 
chapter members return 
stolen items with no 
repercussions," Koerber 
said. "It's no longer fun 
and games but frustrat¬ 
ing when something of sig¬ 
nificance is stolen from your 
chapter." 

Coy said a neutral, 
private location will be 
chosen for greeks to 


drop off stolen items with a 
separate designated drop off 
time for each chapter. Upon 
drop off, the chapter will sign 
a contract stating that they 
will not steal further items 
and that they do not have 
any other stolen items in their 
possession. 

The items will then be 
organized by chapter house 
and returned to each chapter 
all at once by Tom Coy and 
other designated individuals. 

"We don't want any 
undergraduates involved on 
the day of delivery," Coy said. 
"We want to maintain privacy 
and a non-bias policy." 

After Amnesty Day and 
the delivery of stolen items 
back to their original chapter 
houses, the contract and the 
Student Organization Review 
Board (SORB) will take effect. 

"It will then become the 
chapter's responsibility to 
hold their chapter house 
members, and off-campus 
houses, accountable for their 
actions," Coy said. "If one 
member violates it and steals 
something, it is the responsi¬ 
bility of the entire chapter." 

The specific details of 
Amnesty Day are still in

Student advisory 
Board 


The university has a judicial 
board, a senate and an arbitra¬ 
tion board - but what about an 
overall organizational review 
board? 

Set to take effect in January, 
the university is creating the 
Student Organization Review 
Board (SORB). SORB will func¬ 
tion as a standards board for 
all Bradley clubs, organiza¬ 
tions and greek life. 

"Right now, your options 
as an organization or greek 
chapter are to file a police 
report or to file a complaint 
with the university," said 
Director of Student Activities 
Tom Coy. "With the [SORB], 
we can take action and bring a 
charge against the organization 
if needed." 

Coy said that more often 
than most, the need for the 
SORB is most evident with the 


greek organizations. 

'The flaw in the past has 
been that if a fraternity steals 
from a sorority, it's not really 
clear cut where that should be 
handled judicially," Coy said. 
"The same goes for sorori¬ 
ties taking from fraternities. 
There's been this code of secre¬ 
cy that it's just a fun prank." 

Coy said the board will be 
made up of six appointed stu¬ 
dents from across various cam¬ 
pus groups like housing, club 
sports, the arbitration board 
and greek life. 

Assistant Director of 
Student Activities Lauren 
Smetana will be adviser to the 
board while a Bradley student 
will be the chair. 

Smetana could not be imme¬ 
diately reached for comment.

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Greek pranks show lack of respect 


To be blunt, we're fed up with 
recent behavior within the greek 
community. 

We're embarrassed and dis¬ 
gusted, and we think it's actually 
pathetic. We're not going to sugar 
coat anything. What's been hap¬ 
pening with greek students is just 
plain wrong. 

This semester, a trend of steal¬ 
ing items from greek chapter and 
off-campus houses has accelerated 
at an alarming rate. In the past, 
fraternity or sorority members 
would take small memorabilia 
from another house, keeping it as a 
harmless token. These excursions 
were trivial, innocuous and, most 
of all, fun. No feelings were hurt. 
It was all part of the social norms 
of being greek. 


But the stealing offensives have 
shifted from mild jests to actual 
crimes. Among stolen items were 
parts of a stove. A patio set. Letters 
off the outside of chapter houses. 
Furniture. Money. 

Composites, trophies and pad¬ 
dles have been stolen from chapter 
houses, meaning visiting alumni 
come back to find some of their 
favorite memories missing. 

Women in at least one soror¬ 
ity called the police as fraternity 
members broke into the sorority 
house's kitchen window in an 
attempt to steal more items. 

We don't think it's funny any¬ 
more. 

Is this how we want Bradley's 
greek life to be represented? As a 
bunch of kids taking the prank too 


far? Nearly a third of Bradley's 
students participate in greek life. 
This isn't how we want to come 
off to prospective students, other 
colleges and alumni.

The 
board's presence can be a remind¬ 
er to greek members about the 
consequences of stealing, and 
hopefully stifle any more attempts 
in the future. 

On top of the board, the cre¬ 
ation of an Amnesty Day is more 
than fair. Greek students can 


return any stolen items, no ques¬ 
tions asked, and start over with a 
clean slate. 

Greek members need to take 
advantage of Amnesty Day. It's not 
an invitation to steal more items 
before the day comes around. And 
it's not a competition to see who 
stole the most. 

This is an opportunity for stu¬ 
dents to prove that they uphold 
the reputation the university plac¬ 
es on greek members as intelligent, 
upstanding and philanthropic 
people. 

Because, let's be honest, you 
probably won't get this chance 
again. 

The fun and games are over. 
Enough is enough with the steal¬ 
ing. It's time to do the right thing.

Like a runaway train, the Marvel Cinematic 
Universe refuses to slow down. With each 
passing year this universe grows, and 
"Thor: The Dark World" continues that 
trend. But Chris Hemsworth, despite his 
abs, isn't Robert Downey Jr., so how do you 
justify a second film? It's simple. Just focus 
on his rivalry with Loki (Tom Hiddleston) 
that added real weight to the first film and 
"Avengers". 

The sequel picks up where "Avengers" 
and "Thor" left off, with Natalie Portman's 
scientist Jane Foster still pining over her 
godly boyfriend. He hasn't called because 
he's too busy cleaning up the Nine Realms, 
left in chaos due to Loki's villainous acts. 

When Jane investigates a strange anomaly 
in London, she finds herself host to a force 
called the Aether, alerting both Thor and 
Malekith (Christopher Eccleston), the leader 
of the Dark Elves, to her presence. Thor 
brings Jane to Asgard, while Malekith and 
his henchman Kurse (Adewale Akinnuoye- 
Agbaje) scheme to steal the Aether and 
plunge the realms into literal darkness. 

There's an interesting plot here, but the 
first half of the movie spends so much time 
on set-up that nothing really happens at 
first. The film really comes to life when 
Thor springs Loki from jail to help defeat 


Malekith. Action deftly mixes with comedy 
as the two brothers bicker back and forth, 
cementing Loki as the best Marvel character 
next to Tony Stark. But since Loki oozes 
charm, villainy, vengeance and regret 
every time he's on screen, Malekith comes 
off as just another villain of the week. His 
henchman actually seems more threatening. 

While the plot is simple and the villain 
lacking, Thor and Loki's brotherly love-hate 
grounds a film that's otherwise off in the 
clouds. "Game of Thrones" director Alan 
Taylor gives Asgard a more Viking feel, and 
wisely spends much of the time off Earth. 
The character interactions make this sequel 
a must-see, and improve on many of the 
mistakes of the original "Thor". 

Comic fans will delight at the cameos and 
credit scenes (there are two of them), but 
audiences will delight at everything else. For 
the Marvel faithful, this is a must-see.

Striving to become a univer¬ 
sity of national distinction may 
be bolstered by an international 
recognition, being a top producer 
of Fulbright students. 

Bradley was ranked sixth 
nationally, among similar univer¬ 
sities, with three students winning 
the Fulbright award for the year. A 
total of seven students have won 
the award since the 2011-12 school 
year. 

The Fulbright United States 
Student Program offers grants for 
individually designed research 
projects and English Teaching 
Assistantships. 

Fulbright Award winner Julie 
Mohedano '13 will travel to Brazil 
as a Fulbright English Teaching 
Assistant, starting in early 2014. 


Mohedano said that it was an 
honor to win a prestigious award 
for a international competition 
with an opportunity to develop 
skills and gain knowledge that will 
help her in the future. 

"Obviously, this will be some¬ 
thing I can put on my resume 
when I come back and look for 
a job, but it will also provide 
skills and experiences that I won't 
be able to simply put down on 
paper," she said. "That's what I'm 
looking forward to the most." 

Students from all colleges are 
encouraged to apply, and must be 
a current junior, senior, alumni or 
graduate student. 

In order to apply, students 
must meet with Chair of Bradley's 
Fulbright Committee and profes¬ 
sor Tim Conley and members of 
the Fulbright Advisory Committee 
in the spring semester of their 


junior year. 

M The Fulbright reviewers look 
for students who have excellent 
academic records, knowledge of 
the host country, a clear plan of 
action, excellent recommendations 
and an ability to adapt to life in 
other cultures," Conley said. 

Students must then enroll in the 
one credit LAS seminar and com¬ 
plete a series of required essays. 
After the essay submission, the 
committee recommend revisions 
and submit an evaluation. 

The applicants await the results 
of two external evaluations by 
national and international review¬ 
ers. 

University President Joanne 
Glasser said it is a wonderful 
achievement for Bradley students 
to receive highly competitive 
awards like the Fulbright award. 

"Our faculty and staff work 


tirelessly to provide the academic 
excellence, mentorship and edu¬ 
cational opportunities to prepare 
students to compete successfully 
with students across the country," 


she said. 

Glasser said that this is one 
more validation that the Bradley 
experience has great value. 


HoF Olympian speaks about career, overcoming adversity

His life was no walk in the 
park, so he decided to run instead. 

The Bradley Running Braves 
hosted three-time United States 
Track and Field Olympian, two- 
time World Cross Country 
Champion and Hall of Famer 
Craig Virgin Nov. 8 in the Marty 
Theater for a speech about a run¬ 
ning career defined by overcoming 
adversity. 

"The Running Braves' goal was 
to host an inspirational event for 
the running community and, of 


course, high school athletes [who 
were in Peoria for the cross coun¬ 
try state finals]," Bradley Running 
Braves President Vince Tagare 
said. 

From baling hay to herding 
cattle by running like a "white 
Kenyan herdsman". Virgin said 
it was during his early years as a 
small-town Illinois farm boy that 
his work ethic and running foun¬ 
dation were built, even though 
running career aspirations were 
not on his radar. 

"On the farm, I never lacked 
for any work," Virgin said. "I was 
always working in less than ideal 


conditions, which helped build 
mental and physical toughness." 

Virgin said that mental and 
physical toughness was needed 
to help him fight a congenital uro¬ 
logical disease he was diagnosed 
with during his childhood. 

"My doctor told me [in order to 
recover] I was going to be a part 
of my body management," Virgin 
said. "At an early age, I learned 
how to listen to my body, as well 
as how to ignore my body." 

While a reconstructive surgery 
in 8th grade helped cure his health 
issues. Virgin entered high school 
recognizing his next challenge:

basketball. He knew his talent 
wouldn't get him a position on 
the basketball roster, but running 
might. 

"I figured the only way to get 
on the team was to outrun every¬ 
one," Virgin said. 

Eventually his basketball coach 
called up the cross country coach, 
and Virgin's competitive running 
career took off. Virgin became 
a five-time Illinois high school 
state champion and, more than 
four decades later, he remains 
the record-holder in Illinois Boys 
Cross Country with a 13:50.6 time 
for a three mile run. 

"As a small-school, downstate 
athlete, I never thought I couldn't 
compete," Virgin said of his high 
school career. "I had a God-given 
gift, but I worked hard to develop 
that gift." 

For college. Virgin attended 
the University of Illinois and 
won nine Big Ten Conference 
championships, in addition to 
the 1975 NCAA Cross Country 
Championship. The nine-time 


NCAA All-American went on to a 
professional running career. 

From qualifying for the 1976, 

1980 and 1984 U.S. Olympic Track 
and Field teams in the 10,000 
meters to winning the 1980 and 

1981 IAAF World Cross Country 
Championships, Virgin's running 
accomplishments helped propel 
him into numerous halls of fame. 

Tagare said Virgin was the first 
of an annual speaker event named 
"Living Legends of Illinois". The 
Running Braves will be hosting an 
Illinois track and field Olympian 
at Bradley as a way to help peo¬ 
ple understand the "longstanding 
running tradition this state has." 

"Virgin delivered a great mes¬ 
sage on mental toughness and the 
refusing to quit," Tagare said. 

But Virgin said every person 
has their own obstacles. 

"Adversity is a part of the fab¬ 
ric of life. You're going to have 
disappointments and hardships," 
Virgin said. "It's the little habits in 
life that determine the champions 
from the others."

we got from faculty, staff and 
students about the types of prac¬ 
tices to consider putting into the 
model," she said. "There was a 
lot of interest in writing-intensive 
courses and increasing the amount 
of writing in the curriculum." 

The Steering Committee is 
made up of the Provost, faculty 
and staff members and several stu¬ 
dents, and began discussing gen¬ 
eral education courses after the 
university strategic plan was rati¬ 
fied December 2011. 

The university's senate was 
also involved in the proposal by 
gathering data. 

"[The General Education 
Subcommittee of the University 
Senate] spent the spring 2012 
semester conducting focus groups 
with faculty on current general 
education program and asking 
them what they felt worked, what 
didn't work, what's missing and 
what's obsolete," Gruening said. 

On top of faculty input, the 
committee talked to the Employers 
Board, the Parents Board and 
alumni. 

McConnaughay said the 
Steering Committee is in the sec¬

eras in place, they do nothing to 
stop the bigger problem." 

Delta Upsilon member and new 
1FC president Travis Cazel also 
shared the concern. 

"IFC is strictly against theft of 
any kind, but we understand that it 
comes from a deep rooted cultural 
tradition that has just for whatever 
reason gone from silly pranks to 
malicious theft and vandalism," he 
said. "We are working on a plan to 
help get items returned and pre¬ 
vent further theft." 

As the years have past, the 
intensity of the greek theft has 
gone from stealing a tumbler with 
the greek chapter's name to steal¬ 
ing large composite pictures, tro¬ 
phies, refrigerator parts, cash and 
furniture. 

"This is a different time period 
than when it was acceptable to do 
this type of stuff," Sigma Nu presi¬ 
dent Drew Blumenshine said. "We 
need to come together as one and 
have healthy rivalries that pro¬ 
mote greek life rather than pulling 
stunts like stealing property that 
only irritate people." 

"Amnesty Day" is being orga¬ 
nized to allow greeks to return sto¬ 
len items and start with a clean slate. 

"Bradley alumni give back to 
the community and to greek life 
consistently," Coy said.

The Bradley women's bas¬ 
ketball team, headed by Coach 
Michael Brooks opened the 2013- 
2014 season with an early morn¬ 
ing matchup against Big Ten foe 
Illinois. 

The Braves had many questions 
going into the season with their 
leading scorers from last season 
either graduating or no longer on 
the team this season.

Coach Brooks said Young has 
made strides in becoming the 
player who she is today and she 
has just left off where she was last 
year. 

"I think she [Michelle Young] 
is becoming a better player and 
is one of the better players in our 
league," Brooks said. "Right now, 
she is at her high point." 

Looking at the bigger picture 
though. Brooks said he is proud of 
how balanced his team is through¬ 


out the lineup and understands 
that it will take a team victory 
every night. 

"We're a small unit," Brooks 
said. "It takes all of us to get it 
done and everyone needs to be 
ready on any given night." 

The Braves then traveled to 
Cape Girardeau, Mo. on Monday 
night to face Southeast Missouri 
State and former Bradley assistant 
coach Ty Margenthaler.

The news reports on the Miami 
Dolphins bullying scandal is some¬ 
thing you would hear in a junior 
high principal's office. It is com¬ 
mon place among 14 and 15-year- 
old children, but not something 
you hear about with grown men 
who are paid millions of dollars 
each year. 

It's as sad as it is unusual. 

When offensive lineman 
Jonathon Martin left the Dolphins 
before the team's Oct. 31 game 
against the Bengals, the coaches 
didn't even know why. Slowly, 
reports of locker room bullying 
surfaced as the reason for his 
sudden departure from the team. 
That's when Martin started to be 
portrayed as "not tough enough" 
for the rough and tumble NFL. 

"You pull pranks nonstop in 
the locker room," said Joe Rose, a 
former Dolphins tight end who's 
now a local radio host. "You know 
they're going to do stuff to you, 
you give it back. It's part of cama¬ 
raderie, part of being with your 
group." 

Why is our first reaction as 
a society to blame the victim? 
Because Martin is 6-foot-5 and 
north of 300 pounds, he is immune 
to bullying? 

That is garbage. I'm not trying 


to sound like Dr. Phil, but every¬ 
one has feelings, no matter their 
size or age. Everyone wants to be 
accepted. Everyone wants to feel 
like they have a place. Anyone can 
be bullied no matter how big or 
how strong they may be. To char¬ 
acterize Martin as a baby because 
he succumbed to the pressure is 
irresponsible and wrong. 

I was never seriously bullied as 
a kid, but I remember the random 
taunts and comments I received. 
They hurt and have remained with 
me to this day. Am I emotionally 
scarred? Not in the least. But oth¬ 
ers aren't so lucky. Bullying can 
be hurtful and even deadly.

It's not a comfortable topic, 
but some reach the point where 
the only way out is suicide.

Students create tornado relief info page

Parts of the Midwest may have 
been tom apart this weekend, but 
some students are going beyond the 
call of help to put the pieces back 
together. 

Senior elementary education 
major Colby Tapling and a few 
other students started the “Bradley 
Students Supporting Washington, IL.” 
Facebook page on Sunday after the 
E-4 tornado was reported. 

Tapling said the page serves as “an 
extra communication through social 
media between students and the uni¬ 
versity to find out ways to help out the 
victims of the tornado.” 

“Almost all of our posts on the 
page are related to different volunteer 
or donation opportunities for students 
to get involved in when trying to 
help the town of Washington,” Tapling 


said. 

The page, which has garnered 
more than 1,500 “likes” from Bradley 
students in the last week, has served as 
a jumping-off point for many students* 
aims to help. 

Posts with specific ways to help, 
like one about a Bradley student hous¬ 
ing three victims and needing sup¬ 
plies, offer students a chance to help 
in more direct way than just donating 
money to large entities. 

“The main goal of our pages is 
to make students aware of the vari¬ 
ous opportunities for them to aid in 
the rebuilding of Washington,” said 
Tapling. “Our goal is to provide the 
most up-to-date events for students as 
well as to continue keeping students 
involved in this process.” 

The page’s admins also contacted 
The Fieldhouse and organized a dona¬ 
tion night from 6 to 9 p.m. Nov. 22, 
where 10 percent of the night’s sales 


will be donated to the relief effort. 

But Tapling said the page contin¬ 
ues to grow. 

“So far we have seen^a huge 
response from the stud&hf?4x)dy by 
reaching 1,000 likes viithin twelve 
hours, which was |$^awesome 
overwhelming amount of support,” 
Tapling said. ■&?;? 

He also said other students are 
helping the effort by trying to plan 
new events through the page. 

“People have messaged Us and 
asked what ways they could help, or 
even [suggested] that if we have a 
larger event they would help out for 
free, such as bands and entertainers,” 
he said. 

As the relief for tornado victims 
continue, the Bradley Student Support 
ing Washington, IL. page will contin¬ 
ue to keep students updated, Tapling 
said.

Bradley remembers Julia Janes

Even though Julia Janes never 
officially began student teaching, 
her cousin Lexie Brasen said Janes 
educated her family, friends and 
the Bradley community tremen¬ 
dously. 

"She just taught us so much 
about being a fighter, about never 
losing hope and being optimistic 
in the face of the worst possible 
thing imaginable," Brasen said. 

Janes, a sophomore-standing 
elementary education major from 
Oak Forest, died Nov. 14 from 
cancer. She was diagnosed in high 
school with Ewing's sarcoma, then 
relapsed Dec. 2012 with acute 
lymphoblastic leukemnia. She 
relapsed a third time in September 


2013. 

"Julia was a fighter, ever since 
she was first diagnosed," Brasen, 
a junior health science major, said. 
"She was an innovator, really 
smart and driven." 

When Janes was a freshman, she 
established a campus chapter of 
CureSearch, a national non-profit 
foundation that funds and sup¬ 
ports children's cancer research. 
Bradley established the first colle¬ 
giate chapter for the organization. 

"She started CureSearch out 
of sheer will and determination," 
Brasen said. "She got that off the 
ground, and it was super success¬ 
ful." 

Brasen said she and Janes did 
not plan on attending Bradley 
together, since they grew up in dif¬ 
ferent towns and went to different 


schools. But they both had Bradley 
on their college lists. 

"She was waiting to hear 
about a full ride scholarship from 
Carthage College, but she was like 
'I hope I don't get it,"' Brasen said. 
"It took her a little while to decide, 
but she always wanted to go to 
Bradley in her heart. It turned out 
for the better." 

Brasen and Janes were room¬ 
mates their freshman and sopho¬ 
more years and decided to rent 
an apartment with junior nursing 
major Emily Maybach and another 
friend this year. Janes was not able 
to move in this year, however. 

"I met her one of the first days 
freshman year," Maybach said. 
"She was such a nice person and 
really outgoing. You'd think she 
was the sweetest person ever, but 
she was so feisty too." 

Aside from CureSearch, Janes 
was also active in Epsilon Sigma 
Alpha service sorority with Brasen. 
The sorority dedicated its Nov. 15 
fall fundraiser to Janes. 

"It was awesome; there were so 
many people there," Brasen said. 


"We did a memorial for her at 
the beginning, the day after she 
passed. It was rough, but we were 
all there." 

Janes talked to The Scout in 
November 2011 after her first 
remission. 

"Keep your head up and think 
positively," she said. "That's what 
got me through it. Don't throw 


yourself a pity party, and keep 
thinking positively." 

Brasen said that's just what 
Janes did. 

"Throughout her entire bat¬ 
tle, she had a smile on her face," 
Brasen said. "She was very opti¬ 
mistic. Never once did she say 'I 
can't do this; I don't want to do 
this'."

Little Rock Nine member reflects on racism, past and future

With humor and wisdom, psy¬ 
chology professor and "Little Rock 
Nine" member Terrence Roberts 
spoke on the. past, present day and 
future to a packed Student Center 
Ballroom on Nov. 20. His story was 
one of struggle and overcoming 
prejudice in a place that had little 
incentive to change. 

Roberts was 15 years old when 
he volunteered to attend Little 
Rock's predominately white high 
school. Despite the national law 
that made segregation illegal, the 
town still treated the two high 
schools within its limits as racially 
separated entities. 

"I discovered right away that 
[Little Rock] was not friendly, in 
fact, more than that it was danger¬ 
ous," Roberts said. "Because the 
word was, 'We don't really like 
you.' ... My immediate thought 
was that everyone in Little Rock, 
Ark., was crazy and had escaped 
from the local asylum." 

On the first school day of 1957, 
Roberts and eight other students 


tried to enter Central High School, 
only to be stopped not only by 
large white mobs but also local 
police and the state's National 
Guard members. 

On the second day of school, 
the Little Rock Nine gained access 
with the aid of 100 air-raid sol¬ 
diers and stayed in the building 
for an hour and a half before being 
escorted out "for their own safety." 

But Roberts said he realized 
the implications of racism long 
before he entered that school on 
that day. He questioned everyone 
around him, and he said he was 
told "don't rock the boat" and 
"don't cause trouble." 

"The trouble was there when I 
arrived; how could I be accused of 
causing the trouble?" Roberts said. 

Roberts spent a year at 
Central being bullied, insulted 
and harassed. As the school year 
of 1958 began, the governor of 
Arkansas closed the schools to try 
to maintain segregation. 

"[The governor] forgot that that 
would keep white kids out [of 
school] too," Roberts said. "But 
when you think about it, there is 


no requirement for government 
office for I.Q." 

In the question and answer 
session following Roberts' formal 
speech, he discussed topics like 
the parents of the Little Rock Nine 
members and the current state of 
racism. 

"Our parents knew without a 
doubt the danger we were facing," 
he said. "They knew; we didn't. 
But they were strong in their sup¬ 
port, [and] they never wavered." 

On the subject of how racism is 
still present today, Roberts said the 
world has still "refused to address 
the core issues." 

But of the future, Roberts quot¬ 
ed Jewish tradition in saying that 
people have the responsibility to 
repair the world around them, but 
they must also know it is unachiev¬ 
able. 

Holding this knowledge as 
truth, Roberts said every person 
must still try to fix the way we 
think, because one can never know 
what the universe has in store. 

"Who knows," said Roberts. 
"By some twist of cosmic fate it 
just might work."

University offers affected 
students support services

While attention has greatly 
focused on the material needs of 
those affected by the Nov. 17 tor¬ 
nadoes, Bradley is offering stu¬ 
dents support in more personal 
ways as well. 

Student Support Services and 
Student Counseling Services 
are two campus resources that 
affected students are encour¬ 
aged to connect with to cope 
with the academic-related and 
mental issues following Sunday's 
storms. 

Student Support Services 
Director Anne Hollis said that as 
she learns of local students who 
were affected, many of whom 
are commuters. Student Support 
Services works to communicate 
their situation to faculty and staff. 

"We relay the message that a 
student has been directly impact¬ 
ed by the tornadoes, and this 
may affect the student's atten¬ 
dance and performance," Hollis 
said. 'The response I have seen 
from faculty has been very 
understanding and supportive of 
the situations." 

Hollis said she has been 
contacted by several students, 
most requesting assistance for 
informing their instructors of 
their absence. Some other stu¬ 
dents have been provided tem¬ 
porary on-campus housing after 
reaching out to Student Support 

_ 


Services. 

Aside from meeting the aca¬ 
demic and residential needs of 
students, Bradley also offers 
services to help students men¬ 
tally cope with the loss, accord¬ 
ing to Health Services Director 
of Counseling Deborah 
Montgomery-Coon. 

"Students may contact Health 
Services to request a counseling 
appointment. We also make every 
effort to have students who are in 
a mental emergency seen as soon 
as possible," Montgomery-Coon 
said. 

While no one has identified 
the tornado as the reason they 
are currently seeking service, 
Montgomery-Coon said her staff 
is aware of the potential need. 

Student Counseling Services 
provided 10 tips for coping with 
disaster: gather reliable infor¬ 
mation, limit news intake, be 
patient, try to connect, engage 
in self-care, accept practical sup¬ 
port, accept emotional support, 
pitch in, remember resiliency and 
seek out professional support. 

Both Hollis and Montgomery- 
Coon said they recognize the 
needs for support from Bradley 
and will be available for affected 
students. 

"We understand the students 
impacted will need support in 
the coming days, weeks and 
months, and we're here to serve 
as a resource to help students 
succeed," Hollis said.

Top Bradley administrators and 
faculty members fielded questions 
from students Nov. 18 at Student 
Senate's annual Speak Up event. 

"Student Senate hosts Speak 
Up to give students the chance to 
voice their opinion to faculty and 
staff in a fun and friendly environ¬ 
ment," Vice President of Student 
Relations Holly Alguire. 

"It also shows that Senate 
hears and responds to these ques¬ 
tions weekly, and when students 
express any concern about the uni¬ 
versity, we get an answer as soon 
as we can." 

University President Joanne 
Glasser, Dining Services Director 
Gayle Hanson and Associate 
Director of Multicultural Services 
Norris Chase were among the 
many of Bradley administrators 
and faculty in attendance. 

They stressed the importance 
of communicating suggestions in 
order to bring about change. 

"We're willing to shake things 


up, but we can't fix things if 
we don't know what's broken," 
Glasser said. 

The new meal plan, which led 
to significant student outrage over 
the summer, was brought to atten¬ 
tion numerous times throughout 
the event. 

"I doubt we will ever revert 
back to the previous meal plan 
structure; however, we will con¬ 
tinue to look at refinements," Vice 
President of Business Affairs Gary 
Anna said. "Aramark is in its sec¬ 
ond year of a five year contract, 
and we are committed to keeping 
our meal plan system self-suffi¬ 
cient, which the new meal plan 
does." 

Anna said one change regard¬ 
ing meal plan funds is opportunity 
for students to get their QuickCash 
refunded now as opposed to grad¬ 
uation. 

They started by allowing 
students with more than $750 
in QuickCash balance have the 
opportunity to receive a check, put 
that money on the Discover card 
or use it toward tuition. Anna said 


they plan on making their way 
down to students with smaller bal¬ 
ances in the coming months. 

Coed living, another issue that 
occasionally reappears among stu¬ 
dents, was brought up at Speak 
Up as well. 

"We have actually not seen 
a huge demand for coed hous¬ 
ing," Interim Vice President of 
Student Affairs Nathan Thomas 
said. "We're willing to have a dis¬ 
cussion about coed housing, but 
realize that we have certain limita¬ 
tions, such as restroom structures, 
in the dorms for coed living." 

Aside from questions regarding 
campus life, students also asked 
academic-related questions. 

One student questioned 
the current state and future of 
Bradley's library. 

Provost and Vice President of 
Academic Affairs David Glassman 
said during the last three to four 
years Bradley has improved the 
library through the addition of 
the cafe and different lighting. 
Glassman said more changes are 
"just down the road." 


"Cannon Design recently fin¬ 
ished a six month major design 
assessment and gave Bradley a 
$3 million assessment for the sug¬ 
gested changes," Glassman said. 
"Right now, we are just looking for 
revenue sources." 

With questions about purified 
water stations in more campus 
locations and improving general 


education and campus diversity, 
administrators and faculty said 
students must be proactive, even 
outside of events such as Speak 
Up, to relay the change they want 
to see at Bradley. 

"If you have an idea, actually 
do something about it and contact 
someone," Chase said.

The last time the men's basket¬ 
ball team started a season 5-0, the 
Braves made it all the way to the 
sweet 16 of the NCAA tournament 
in the 2006-2007 season. 

After the Braves took care of 
business Friday night against 
Chicago State in a 77-64 victory, 
the Braves looked to match that 
historic start to a season as they 
entered into the State Farm Center 
in Champaign to face Illinois. 
Unfortunately, the sheer size and 
strength of the Fighting Dlini was 
too much for the Braves as they 
fell 81-55. 

The Dlini started hot and two 
former Missouri Valley Conference 
foes reminded the Braves how 
good they were Former Illinois 
State forward Jon Ekey and former 
Drake guard Reyvonte Rice domi¬ 
nated the Braves, combining for 32 
points on the evening. 

Coach Geno Ford praised the 
former MVC stars, but also knows 
that his team can play at a higher 
level and can be a better team. 

"We have to get tougher as a 
team," Ford said. 'The game was 
won in the lane, and we also didn't 
shoot the ball well." 

For the Braves, the only bright 
spot on the evening was senior 


forward Tyshon Pickett. Pickett 
scored a game-high 21 points and 
six rebounds. Pickett controlled the 
pace for the Braves and received 
high praise from his coach. 

"I thought Tyshon was our only 
positive tonight even though I 
don't like to single any one player 
out," Ford said. "I thought the rest 
of our team was bad, and Tyshon 
asserted himself early and did a 
great job at that." 

Pickett knows that the Braves 
could have played better on 
defense and other places through¬ 
out the game, but the Braves will 
come back from this defeat. 

"We didn't play Bradley defense 
tonight and that hurt us," Pickett 
said. "We need to stick together to 
play Bradley basketball and, trust 
me, this loss will not affect us, and 
we will push forward." 

The Braves finish off their short 
two game road trip as the Braves 
head to Tempe, Ariz., to face the 
Sun Devils of Arizona State. Game 
time is 8 p.m. and can be seen 
on the Pac-12 Network, or listen 
locally on 1470 WMBD.

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The time is now to change 
NCAA football

Remember where you were on 
Jan. 1, 2007, when an undefeated 
Boise St. team took on the heavily 
favored Oklahoma Sooners in the 
Tostitos Fiesta Bowl? 

Just when it looked like Boise 
St. was about to fall at the hands 
of then-Sooner Adrian Peterson, 
Boise St. unleashed trickery from 
the recesses of its playbook and 
came back to win one of the most 
memorable bowl games in recent 
history. 

Sure, it was an amazing game, 
but why recall that specific bowl 
game almost six years later? It's 
because that specific game became 
a major catalyst for a debate that 
lasted almost five years. 

The debate for a playoff in col¬ 
lege football. 

While Boise St. prompted this 
debate into full force, they were 
not the first team to call for a 
playoff. The undefeated 2003 USC 
Trojans, who were ranked no. 1 in 
the Coaches and AP polls, were 
ultimately left out of the champi¬ 
onship game at the hand of the 
BCS computer, who ranked them 
number three. 


However, the Trojans were not 
the first to be left out. Between 
1998 and 2008, a total of nine unde¬ 
feated schools were left out of the 
title game, while that same year a 
team with a loss participated in the 
national title game. Even President 
Obama made a public statement 
on the CBS television program 60 
Minutes, where he publicly sup¬ 
ported a college football playoff 
system over the current bowl sub¬ 
division system, which automati¬ 
cally pits the top two ranked teams 
in the title game. 

After long debate and a com¬ 
mittee vote, on June 26, 2012, the 
plan to switch to a playoff system 
was agreed upon. 

The playoff system, which runs 
from 2014 to 2025 and is set to 
start after the 2013 NCAA season, 
is simple: a selection committee of 
13 men and women select the top 
four ranked teams. The four teams 
are placed in a bracket determined 
by the selection committee and 
play the semifinal games, which 
then leads to the national champi¬ 
onship game. 

However, the problems may 
just only be beginning. In the previ¬ 
ous system, there were complaints 
of undefeated teams not making 
the cut, or others getting slighted 
by a computer, which overruled 
the human voted AP and Coaches 
polls. Now, with the implementa¬ 
tion of the new playoff system, 
those disputes may be gone for 
good, bpt it will be only a matter 
of time before some find problems 


with the new arrangement. 

As with the NCAA men's tour¬ 
nament, the bracket was expanded 
and even added play-in games 
for teams that qualified. What's to 
keep that from happening to foot¬ 
ball as well? 

With the small, four-team 
bracket will come the argument 
that the playoff is too small, which 
may prompt the committee to 
expand the bracket. This would be 
disastrous for football and the new 
playoff system. 

These scenarios all lead to one 
simple question: is there any way 
to perfect NCAA football post-sea¬ 
son play? The answer is simply no. 

As much as the playoff selection 
committee hopes the new playoff 
system gains the favor of fans and 
coaches alike, flaws will be found. 
However, whatever this new play¬ 
off system may bring, it eliminates 
the one flaw that's been haunting 
college football for a decade: the 
BCS computer system. 

Maybe the playoff system is 
better than the BCS, maybe it'll be 
worse. Only time will tell. 

But trust me when I say, it'll 
never be perfect.

Bradley recently received a No. 
1 ranking in Princeton Review's 
Best Colleges publication, but the 
category is not one Bradley should 
celebrate. 

Each year, Princeton Review 
releases college rankings in vari¬ 
ous categories based on the results 
of both quantitative and qualita¬ 
tive surveys. 

While Bradley received top 
rankings in athletic facilities, top 


undergraduate universities and 
top entrepreneurial programs, 
Bradley was also ranked No.l 
in a category entitled "This is a 
Library?". 

"This is a Library?" ranks the 
nation's worst libraries based sole¬ 
ly on student opinions stemming 
from .the header question, "How 
do you rate your school's library 
facilities?".' 

Princeton Review compiles a 
database of the students at each 
of the 378 schools that Princeton 
Review publishes in their Best 


Colleges annual review according 
to their website. 

Princeton Review states that 
their survey of approximately 
80 questions is distributed to the 
students in that database. The 
questions are divided into four 
sections: their fellow students, 
themselves, life at their college 
and their school's academics and 
administration.

LNBU recognized for 
alcohol-free activities 


Currently in its fifth year at Bradley, Late Night 
BU continues to regularly host approximately 20 
percent of Bradley's student body for its alcohol- 
free activities. 

Late Night BU began in 2008 as a part of the 
Comprehensive Alcohol Action Plan, which aimed 
to address students' use and misuse of alcohol.

While Thomas said in a press release that he 
knows students drink before and after the event. 
Late Night BU still slows down or breaks up the 
drinking and allows students to connect in an 
alcohol-free environment. 

The final Late Night BU for fall semester 2013 is 
Dec. 10, the night before study day and the begin¬ 
ning of finals. 


Amnesty Day open to greek students 

As mentioned in the Nov. 22 issue of The Scout, Bradley's greeks 
are being given a chance to start over with a "clean slate" at this year's 
Amnesty Day. 

Amnesty Day is an event planned by the Office of Fraternity and 
Sorority Life in conjunction with PHC and IFC judicial affairs to encourage 
greeks to return stolen items and to prevent further theft from occurring. 

Study Day, Dec. 11, greek members will drop off any "borrowed" greek 
paraphernalia that has been acquired over the years during each house's 
own 10-minute designated time slot. 

All items will be collected and organized by designated staff members. 
No students will be involved. 

Current Director of Panhellenic Judicial Affairs Andrea Koerber has 
planned this event for a year and said she hopes that students see the pur¬ 
pose and the importance. 

"Why would you need a crest or a paddle of another chapter hanging in 
your off-campus house if it has no significant value to you?" Koerber said. 
'These may have no meaning to you, but to that particular chapter, that 
crest does hold meaning and should beTespected." 

Following Amnesty Day, all paraphernalia of any one greek chapter 
found in the possession of another chapter or its members will face conse¬ 
quences and potential legal action. 

"It will then become the chapter's responsibility to hold their chapter 
house members, and off-campus houses, accountable for their actions," 
Director of Student Activities Tom Coy said. "If one member violates it and 
steals something, it is the responsibility of the entire chapter." 

Items returned will be organized by house and are expected to be 
returned within within the same day. 


Westlake Hall 
receives LEED rating 

Bradley's Westlake Hall has received a Gold 
Leadership in Energy and Environmental Design 
(LEED) rating from the U.S. Green Building 
Council, which is a certification that provides 
third-party verification of green buildings. 

Westlake Hall was designed to meet the LEED 
Gold standards which include high-efficiency 
lighting, heating, ventilation, air conditioning, 
low-flow toilets, heat recovery unit, building 
automation controls, low emission finish materi¬ 
als and recycled building materials. 

The $24 million renovation to the building 
began March 2010 and finished June 2012 and 
was part of Bradley's $150 million Renaissance 
Campaign. It was expanded to four stories and 
six times its former size, expanding from 13,500 
to 84,500 square feet. 

Westlake Hall was one of five projects recog¬ 
nized for outstanding designs for adaptive reuse 
in the November issue of American School & 
University 2013.

During the final general assem¬ 
bly meeting of the fall 2013 semes¬ 
ter on Dec. 2, Student Senate 
passed two resolutions. 

"We are really excited [about 
these resolutions] after hav¬ 
ing a slow start," Student Body 
President Zack Shaw said. "We're 
on a roll getting things passed 
now." 

The first resolution passed was 
the Tutoring Hours Resolution, 
sponsored by Academic Affairs. 
Currently, students receive four 
hours of free tutoring every two 
weeks from the Center of Learning 
Assistance. 

The resolution, which passed 
with 38 yeses, one no and six 
abstentions, proposed free tutor¬ 
ing hours to be increased to five or 
six hours every two weeks. 

The St. James Smoking 
Resolution, which passed with 38 
yeses, one no and six abstentions, 
pushed for Cambridge Properties 
to follow Bradley housing non¬ 
smoking policies. 

Smoking is currently permit¬ 
ted in St. James Apartments, even 


though all university-owned 
buildings are required to be 
smoke-free. 

According to Vice President 
for Campus Affairs Emily 
Corona, the resolution also 
reinforces the 2008 Smoke Free 
Illinois Act. 

The tutoring hours and St. 
James smoking resolutions fol¬ 
low the Bike Rack Resolution in 
November 2013. 

The Bike Rack Resolution 
proposes the placement of addi¬ 
tional bike racks at various 
campus locations, including the 
Baker Hall south entrance, the 
Markin Family Recreation Center 
west entrance, the Bradley Hall 
east entrance and the Global 
Communications Center west 
entrance. 

Once Student Senate resolu¬ 
tions are passed, the resolutions 
go to the University Senate for 
further approval. 

"I feel like the resolutions we 
passed are going to benefit a lot 
of students across campus, rather 
than only a small group," Shaw 
said.

Some new faces might be seen 
pumping iron and torching calo¬ 
ries at the Markin Family Student 
Recreation Center next year. 

Markin will offer memberships 
available to a selected 100 alumni 
starting January 2014. 

Those who apply and meet 
the necessary criteria will be 
chosen through a lottery system. 
To be eligible for the member¬ 
ship, alumni must be a donor to 
Bradley within the last year, or do 
so before applying. 

Director of Campus Recreation 
and Athletic Facilities Jessie 
Gentry said that the program was 
created in order to better utilize 
spaces on campus. 

"It's something our x alumni 
have always wanted," she said. 
"[However] it's one of those 
things where we want to try and 
protect the space for current stu¬ 
dents." 

Alumni will pay a one-time 
fee in full of $500 for a one-year 
membership by Jan. 15, 2014. 
This breaks down to a month¬ 
ly fee of roughly $40. The pass 
provides full access to build¬ 
ing hours and is not refundable, 
with any remaining balance 
used as a gift to the University. 
"It's fairly in line with a typical 
single person gym membership," 


Gentry said. 

According to Gentry, the one 
time fee of $500 is due to the lack 
of resources at Markin to have 
membership passes. 

Applications are accepted via 
online submission or via mail, and 
are due no later than Dec. 6, 2013. 

A cap of 100 passes was placed 
for the first year to test the pro¬ 
gram and determine the overall 
impact of new members using it. 
If the members applying exceed 
the limit, a waitlist may be estab¬ 
lished. 

'The usage over the first year 
will determine if we keep it at 100 
or increase it," she said. "If we 
cap it at 100, we can leave it open 
to more members if necessary." 


The limit and criteria requirements 
will also protect the building and 
students from overcrowding and 
unknown persons using the facil¬ 
ity. 

"We're still very protective in 
making sure students have access 
to the centers," Gentry said. 

Overcrowding of the center, 
however, is not anticipated to be 
an issue. 

"I think what we'll see is that 
majority of people will use the 
building when it's not going to be 
busy," she said. "I think if most 
[alumni] have the flexibility to go 
in the morning before work, then 
they will."

In the fall of 2014, a new addi¬ 
tion will be made to the honors 
program. 

For the first time, Bradley will 
offer honors housing. This is an 
addition designed and proposed 
by Music Professor Kyle Dzapo, 
the new director of the honors 
program, in an attempt to bring 
a new bonding experience to stu¬ 
dents.

Student Senate - 
there's an app for that

In an attempt to reach more 
constituents. Student Senate will 
release a campuswide app early 
next semester. 

Freshman and Vice President 
of Technology Services and 
Affairs Mitchell Pericak, along 
with freshman electrical engineer¬ 
ing major Nicholas Clark, created 
the app following Student Body 
President Zack Shaw's request to 
come up with an idea to increase 
Student Senate's outreach. 

"The executive board had 
been talking about reaching out 
to more constituents in what¬ 
ever way possible," Shaw said. 
"However, we were unaware of 
the great knowledge Mitchell had 
and the lengths he would go to 
help us improve upon our com¬ 
munity outreach." 

The app, which Pericak said 
he hopes to have available on app 
stores such as iTunes, will allow 
students to submit and track their 
suggestions, complaints and con¬ 
cerns. After a student submits one 
through the app, it will go to a 
Google Drive set up for Student 
Senate vice presidents. 

The vice presidents will then 
indicate that they saw the sub¬ 
mission and indicate, through a 
percentage based marking, how 
they have followed up with the 
submission. 

For example, if a student com¬ 
plains about the lack of gluten 


free options at Geisert Cafeteria, 
not only will the vice president 
for campus affairs indicate that 
she saw the complaint, but as that 
information is passed along to din¬ 
ing services, such updates will be 
indicated next to the submission 
on the app. 

"People always wonder what 
Senate is doing," Pericak said. 
"With the app, students will be 
able to see exactly what Senate is 
doing and how their suggestions 
are carried on." 

Pericak and Clark said the app 
will help vice presidents as well 
because submissions will all be in 
the same format. 

"The information [on the app's 
form] will all be in the same place, 
which makes it more consistent 
and easier for the vice presidents," 
Clark said. 

Aside from allowing students 
to submit suggestions, complaints 
and concerns, the Student Senate 
app will also feature campus 
maps, event notifications and links 
to other websites. 

The app's name is still in the 
works and won't be announced 
until it is released early next 
semester. 

The creation of the campus¬ 
wide app follows the creation of 
another Student Senate app ear¬ 
lier this semester specifically for 
Student Senate members. The pur¬ 
pose of that app is for senators 
to submit their weekly constitu¬ 
ency hour reports to the various 
Student Senate departments. 
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U.S. District Judge to speak at Mid-Year Commencement

Bradley University will extend 
its yearlong campus theme of 
Celebrating Civil Rights with 
the selection of mid-year com¬ 
mencement speaker. United States 
District Judge and Bradley alum¬ 
nus Joe Billy McDade. 

McDade will deliver his key¬ 
note address at the Mid-Year 
Commencement ceremony on Dec. 
21 in the Renaissance Coliseum. 
The ceremony will begin at 10 
a.m., with the processional begin¬ 
ning at 9:45 a.m. 

The president's cabinet chose 
McDade because of his career 
and personal story of overcoming 
adversity. McDade said he hopes 
to inspire students to make a dif¬ 
ference through the promotion of 
justice, civic pride and respect. 

"He is an exceptional speaker 


who always presents a stimu¬ 
lating and engaging message," 
University Spokesperson Renee 
Charles said. "He was the Mid- 
Year Commencement speaker in 
1999, and to this day, people still 
talk about how moving and inspir¬ 
ing his message was." 

In 1991, President George H.W. 
Bush appointed McDade as a fed¬ 
eral judge in the U.S. District Court 
for the Central District of Illinois. 
From 1998 to 2004, McDade served 
as Chief Justice of the court. 

Prior to his appointment as fed¬ 
eral judge, McDade worked as an 
Illinois circuit judge and associate 
circuit judge, operated a private 
law practice and served as the 
first African American Executive 
Director of the Greater Peoria 
Legal Aid Society. 


McDade earned a bachelor's 
degree in economics and a mas¬ 
ter's degree in psychology from 
Bradley University. As a student, 
he played on the 1957 and 1959 
National Invitation Tournament 
Championship basketball teams 
and received the Watonga Award, 
the highest award given to student 
athletes by Bradley. 

McDade received a juris doc¬ 
torate degree from the University 
of Michigan Law School in 1963. 

A lifelong advocate for civil 
rights and community affairs in 
the Central Illinois region, McDade 
works with organizations such as 
the American Red Cross Central 
Illinois Chapter and Tri-County 
Peoria Urban League. 

Senior elementary educa¬ 
tion major Abi Vogel said she is 


pleased Bradley chose to incorpo¬ 
rate the civil rights theme into the 
commencement ceremony. 

"So much has happened in the 
past 50 years with the Civil Rights 
Act that seeing a Bradley alum 
who is fighting for justice and 
civil rights is exciting because of 
Bradley's past with civil rights," 
she said. 

Vogel said she hopes to hear 
inspiring words and sound advice 
in McDade's speech. 

"I think we deal with a lot of 
challenges as undergraduates and 
with the uncertainty of the real 
world," she said. "I'm hoping to 
hear any words of wisdom for 
future challenges we might face 
now that we are out of college." 



Bradley cleans up 
laundry service

Bradley is hoping to wash 
away laundry service issues 
through a new marketing cam¬ 
paign and additional service and 
technical procedures. 

Senior and Vice President for 
Campus Affairs Emily Corona 
said improving Bradley laundry 
services has been a goal of hers 
for more than a year. With the 
number of student complaints 
regarding laundry. Corona and 
Interim VP of Student Affairs 
Nathan Thomas decided over 
the summer to strive to improve 
laundry services during the 2013 
- 2014 academic year. 

"I think it is fair to say that 
there are three sources for issues 
as they arise within the laun¬ 
dry areas — machine problems, 
user error and technical issues," 
Thomas said. 

In hopes of decreasing user 
issues, such as overstuffing the 
washer and overusing soap. 
Corona said Student Senate 
plans to launch a laundry mar¬ 
keting campaign beginning in 
January 2014. The campaign will 
focus on how to properly use the 
washers and dryers and how to 
report machine issues. 

The campaign will also 
encourage students to utilize the 
Mac-Gray LaundryView app, 
rn.laundryview.com. The app 


lists all of the residence halls 
and laundry machine locations. 
By clicking on the respective 
laundry machine location, stu¬ 
dents can see whether the laun¬ 
dry machines are available and 
can report machine problems 
directly to Mac-Gray. 

Corona said technical and 
machine problems will hope¬ 
fully decrease with some new 
administrative procedures as 
well, such as a monthly com¬ 
plete audit of the laundry 
machines. This was done in 
November 2013 but has not 
been practiced with such regu¬ 
larity or frequency in the past. 
Complete audits include check¬ 
ing the physical machine, the 
wiring and the network con¬ 
nectivity. 

The lifespan of the Mac- 
Gray laundry machines is 10 
to 15 years, but some have 
already needed to be replaced 
in Harper and University Halls, 
even though they were placed 
in 2010. Thomas and Corona 
said they hope that focusing 
on service issues will lead to 
machines lasting their appropri¬ 
ate lifespan as well. 

"We recently met with Mac- 
Gray and are committed to 
working on all three of th-areas 
... at the core [of resolving laun¬ 
dry issues] is communication," 
Thomas said.

Executive Director of the 
Library Barbara Galik said stu¬ 
dents are welcome to put sugges¬ 
tions in a box, which she reads. 

And Provost David Glassman 
acknowledged at Student Senate 
Speak Up! that library renovations 


are complete. A design company 
commented on necessary recom¬ 
mendations that cost around $3 
million. Until the university can 
attain the funds, however, stu¬ 
dents are expected to sit tight. 

We can tell you right now stu¬ 
dents aren't going to sit tight until 
the renovations are done, and that 
the current opinion isn't so pretty 
either. 

While this survey is conducted 
from student opinions rather than 
quantitative data, we still think it's 
important. It's compiling opinions 
from real BU students, and that 
means something, doesn't it? 

Just this week, students study¬ 
ing in the library witnessed water 
pouring out of the florescent lights 
and onto the floor. Countless out¬ 


lets go unused because they don't 
work or have broken covers, mak¬ 
ing it dangerous to plug in char¬ 
gers.

Fans, friends and family continue 
to mourn this week following the 
unexpected death of actor Paul 
Walker. The well known "Fast and 
Furious" actor was pronounced 
dead on Saturday afternoon in North 
Hollywood following a gruesome 
car crash that killed both him and his 
driving team partner, Roger Rodas. 

In the days since the accident, 
new details and information have 
provided greater insight into the 
cause of the tragedy.

2013 has been quite an interesting year for movies. We’ve had visual masterpieces like “Gravity”, dumb 
action films like “World War Z” and even mediocre comedies like “Grown Ups 2”. It’s been a roller coaster 
of quality for sure, but as the year wraps up, there are still a lot of films that should pop up on any filmgo- 
er’s radar. Here’s a preview of the films to look out for this holiday season. 



Two years ago, a seemingly unknown band called The 
Head and the Heart released their first self-titled album. 
That was the same year they toured across North America, 
as well as a few shows in the UK. It took a few years for 
them to find solid footing in the industry, but after building 
up a substantial fan base in the Pacific Northwest, the band 
was signed to Sub Pop Records. 

That's when they took off. 

I had never heard of The Head and the Heart until I went 
to a free concert in Millennium Park in July 2011. The band 
was opening for Iron & Wine, and frankly I was not there 
to see an opener. Their performance quickly changed my 
mind, to the point that I immediately bought their debut 
album, as well as a T-shirt that, ironically, I am currently 
wearing as I write this. 

Fast forward about two-and-a-half years, and The Head 
and the Heart is selling out shows all over the U.S. How 
could they not? A few years' worth of steady touring and 
fan base building would surely have positive outcomes, 
especially with a new album on the horizon. In August 
2013, the band headlined one of the shows at Pygmalion 
Music Fest in Urbana-Champaign. I had the pleasure 
of attending and seeing them perform with the likes of 
Daughter and Damien Jurado, who opened for the group. 

Once The Head and the Heart took the stage, the air 
turned electric; everyone was on their feet, dancing and 
belting their favorite songs. At this point, their new album 
"Let's Be Still" had not been officially released, and so the 
group graciously played quite a few new tunes that were 
incredibly well received. One of the best parts is that they 
were still as dedicated and in-tune with the crowd as ever. 

"Let's Be Still" was released in October and much to their 
fans' delight, the new album has that same characteristic 
sound, simply matured. While they've kept many aspects 
of their distinct folk-pop sound, "Let's Be Still" is definitely 
the product of minute experimentation; the use of a banjo 
in a few songs gives it a more country vibe at times, while 
the punchy reverb on guitar almost gives the impression 
of a sort of surf-rock influence. All of this is done so 
subtly that it does not warrant the classic "they sold out" 
statement when experimenting with sound. 

Instead, it shows that The Head and the Heart have grown 
in their abilities to play and record, bringing about a 
fuller, better-produced record. Much like their previous 
album, "Let's Be Still" is full of catchy and sing-able songs, 
most notably "Another Story", "Shake" and "Gone". The 
harmonies are as intact as ever, which leaves a choice for 
the listener whether to sing the melody or the harmony. 

Overall, "Let's Be Still" seems to pick up where The Head 
and the Heart's first album left off, while seamlessly 
showing the progression of the band's ability to crank 
out heartfelt songs that are still catchy enough to sing 
to oneself. While it may be hard to break out of the bias 
toward the first record, the anticipation for "Let's Be Still" 
really paid off. 


Out of the Furnace (Dec. 6) - Christian Bale 
plays an imprisoned man who, once released, must 
seek out his younger brother (Casey Affleck) after he 
becomes embroiled in a violent crime ring. Besides 
looking like a gritty revenge thriller, the film features 
Bale, Affleck, Willem Dafoe and Woody Harrelson 
among the cast. All that star power alone is worth 
the price of admission.

uses a five-point Likert scale as 
the measurement for answer¬ 
ing questions, ranging from 
"extremely" to "not at all" or 
from "excellent" to "awful". 

The Princeton Review's rank¬ 
ings of Bradley's academic pro¬ 
grams are based on quantitative, 
factual data conducted directly 
with faculty and staff of each 
university. However, the "This is 
a Library?" category is a segment 
that relies solely on the opinions 
of students who choose to com¬ 
plete the survey that is distrib¬ 
uted once every three years. 

Executive Director of the 
Cullom-Davis Library Barbara 
Galik said that although these sta¬ 
tistics are at least three years out¬ 
dated, the library is still working 
closely with administration, espe¬ 
cially Provost David Glassman, to 
up the caliber for the students' 
benefit. 

"Provost recently hired a con¬ 
sultant firm to provide a master 
plan for remodeling and increas¬ 
ing the aesthetic appearance and 
comfort of the library's internal 
space," she said. "We agree the 
library needs a cosmetic overhaul, 
and we have been working on 
plans to improve the look and feel 
of the library." 

In last month's Student Senate 
Speak Up! event, Glassman com¬ 
mented that the library renova¬ 
tions would be approximately $3 
million based on the necessary rec¬ 
ommendations made by Cannon 
Design. He said once the revenue 
sources are established, the project 
will be underway. 


Galik said the library's concern 
for students remains strong and 
that her door is always open to 
students for recommendations and 
fresh ideas. 

"We also have a suggestion box, 
and I read all the comments sub¬ 
mitted there," she said. "Students 
provided input that was included 
in [Cannon Design's] report. Be 
assured that, as we move forward 
with the plan, students will defi¬ 
nitely provide input on a variety 
of levels." 

Student Senate Vice President 
of Academic Affairs Sarah Handler 
said she and her committee are 
focusing the spring semester on 
the promotion of the library and 
its resources. 

"Next semester we'll be work¬ 
ing to help educate the student 
body on what services and resourc¬ 


es the library does offer because 
it has so many," she said. "We 
want to do this so that they can 
better utilize the resources." 

Handler said the committee 
has already been in communica¬ 
tion with Galik and Glassman 
with regard to student needs 
and wants in the future library 
plans. * 

"The plan to renovate the 
library is one step, and we will 
continue to offer the services 
that our students need," Galik 
said. "We will be asking the 
Princeton Review to conduct a 
survey to determine the opinion 
of current students." 

Bradley's Princeton Review 
rankings will be evaluated next 
year to update the three-year- 
old data.

uncle, who he lives with 
in Washington, were all 
right. 

"I texted my uncle, 
and decided to call after 
30 minutes because 
he usually answers," 
Mansfield said. "There 
was no ring, no voice- 
mail, just quiet. I knew 
then something was 
wrong." 

Mansfield attempted 
to go into Washington 
after that, and was 
stopped outside the area 
by firefighters. 

"I saw a house that 
I've seen a hundred 
times before, and it was 
gone. And I thought, 

'this is real, and I am 
scared,"' Mansfield said. 

He eventually made 
his way into Washington, 
after walking more than 
two miles to his grand¬ 
parents' house, and bor¬ 
rowed his grandmoth¬ 
er's car to find his family. He 
was stopped again outside the 
Devonshire neighborhood, so he 
walked. 

"I came over the hill, and it 
was the worst thing I ever saw in 
my life. Everything in the neigh¬ 
borhood was just gone," he sard. 

Mansfield's house was unaf¬ 
fected, but he still couldn't find 
his parents or his aunt and uncle. 
He said he went hysterical. 

"One of my neighbors grabbed 
me by the head and said 'you're 
OK, the last time I saw your par¬ 
ents they were OK, your house is 
OK, you're fine/" Mansfield said. 

Mansfield soon found his fam¬ 


ily and his best friend, who rushed 
to his neighborhood* to help. He 
returned to campus later that night 
and said he was surprised by how 
quickly Bradley had responded. 

"I went to the Student Center 
to get Tylenol because I had a 
headache, and [the cashier] asked 
if I wanted to donate $10 to the 
tornado fund and I thought 'I am 
the tornado fund,"' he said. "It 
was cool to see how instantaneous 
Bradley was." 

After missing class the day after 
the tornadoes to help his neigh¬ 
bors, Mansfield came back the next 
time to share his story to the class. 

"I said to him that it was the 
best persuasive speech you could

Study Buddy 
not so friendly

College students will do almost 
anything to try to focus on study¬ 
ing. Whether students feel the 
need to clean the entire house 
so they "won't be distracted" or 
down a pot of coffee, the truth of 
the matter is that students need 
something, anything, in order to 
get themselves to work. 

During the past semester, the 
Bradley Bookstore added a new 
study aid supplement called Study 
Buddy, which claims to improve 
memory and recall, concentration 
and focus, and mental clarity and 
alertness. 

The pills cost less than $5, and 
the results seem unbelievable. 

And maybe that's because they 
are. 

According to experiences, 
including my own and those of 
many unhappy Amazon customers, 
the pills produce little to no effect. 

Many users who regularly use 
energy drinks and tried the pills 
as a substitute for their energy 
sources said they "felt sick," which 
led to some investigation. 

Many energy drinks and sup¬ 
plements dte caffeine and B vita¬ 
mins as their main sources of focus 
and energy. The graphs to the right 
show some of the active ingre¬ 
dients for the Study Buddy pills 
in comparison to a few different 
energy supplements. 

The graph shows that Study 
Buddy is comparable to 5-Hour 
Energy shots in respect to B12 and 
B6, which work in the body to pro¬ 
duce energy. 

However, Study Buddy has 
an inordinately large amount of 
B1 vitamin in comparison to the 
others. B1 works with a body's 
carbohydrates to produce energy. 
In comparison, B6 works with a 
body's amino adds and lipids, and 
B12 works with a body's carbohy¬ 
drates, proteins and lipids. 

In this way, all B vitamins work 
with stored energy that bodies 
already have, it just depends on 


if a student's body lacks the right 
energy sources. Study Buddy can 
make users feel ill. 

Study Buddy also contains an 
average caffeine content that is less 
than other energy supplements. 
Study Buddy's caffeine content is 
more comparable to that of green 
tea (32 milligrams) or black tea 
(37.5 milligrams). 

Caffeine stimulates nerve end¬ 
ings in the body to essentially 
make a brain respond more quick¬ 
ly and freely. Nerves in the brain 
fire faster, causing thoughts and 
actions to occur at a faster rate. 

It's the same concept that 
makes people twitchy when they 
drink too much caffeine; nerve 
endings are being stimulated very 
quickly, and they can react more. 

Because caffeine allows the 
brain to think and act at a faster 
rate, studying and writing papers 
are just a matter of having the 
material available. 

Usually, if students have some¬ 
thing to do already laid out in 
front of them, such as a rough 
draft for a paper or the necessary 
equations and understanding for 
a homework set, caffeine allows 
them to speed through the actual 
"doing" part, or the grunt work. 

Because Study Buddy does not 
contain as much caffeine as the 
other energy supplements, those 
of us who tried the product as a 
substitute were disappointed by 
the products inability to match the 
thought production rate induced 
by energy drink products. 

In this way, many reviewers 
said they "didn't focus" when they 
took the product. Some said they 
"still daydreamed" while they 
were working. 

In short. Study Buddy creates 
enough energy in the body, to get 
work done, but it doesn't have the 
caffeine. 

And in response to those 
students who illegally obtain 
Adderall from ADD /ADHD stu¬ 
dents to complete their assign¬ 
ments, don't try Study Buddy.

Free tutor hours available for undergrads of all majors

With final exams quickly 
approaching, many students may 
need to seek help to end the semes¬ 
ter with satisfactory grades. 

At the Center for Learning 
Assistance, tutoring is available 
for undergraduate students, where 
they can have up to two hours of 
free tutoring each week. If addi¬ 
tional tutoring is necessary, the 
rate is $8.25 per hour. 

Students can take advantage of 
the drop-in tutoring, which is a list 
of free tutoring by various depart¬ 
ments on the website. 

Student Senate disclosed a res¬ 
olution regarding tutoring hours 
November 2013. 

The free tutoring available to 
students is provided through the 
assistance of the Bradley Parents' 
Association and the Bradley 
B-Club. 


Student Tutoring Services 
Coordinator Susan Rapp said there 
are almost 150 tutors, and many 
of the tutors are for chemistry, 
physics and math. Close to 2,300 
students have signed in to make 
appointments this semester thus 
far, and more than 2,500 students 
are anticipated to sign in before the 
semester is over. 

"If it were me. I'd try to find a 
tutor with the same major," Rapp 
said. "Sometimes you might not 
match well with your tutor. For 
example, if you are a visual learner 
you can try and find another tutor 
that fits your needs." 

Rapp also said it is best to use 
a different Internet browser, like 
Firefox, when signing up. 

Students aren't necessar¬ 
ily restricted to the time blocks 
provided by each tutor and can 
mfeet for a shorter length of time 
if needed. 

"If they really like a specific 


tutor, they can find their number 
[on the site] and negotiate a differ¬ 
ent time that works," she said. 

Students who search for a class 
that does not have a tutor, are 
encouraged to keep at it, as more 
efforts will be put forth from the 
tutor center. 

"All they need to do is fill out 
a request form and I'll find one," 
she said. "One of the things I really 
want to get out there is to fill out 
a form." 

Once an appointment is made, 
a confirmation email is sent to both 
the tutor and the student. There 
are also text message reminders 
for the appointments. 

Students who wish to tutor 
must be of sophomore standing 
and have a minimum 2.75 GPA. 
They need to have an A or B in the 
class they want to tutor for. 

Tutors have training meet¬ 
ings to help come up with new 
techniques on how to help the 


students. Tutors quiz the stu¬ 
dents and use flashcards. 
"One of the best things for stu¬ 
dents to try is a role reversal, where 
the student teaches the tutor what 
they know," Rapp said. "It's .a 
good technique that I don't think 
gets used much." 

Rapp said students are encour¬ 
aged to review the materials and 
to follow the five day study plan 
provided by the tutor center. 

"Students aren't studying 
enough," she said. "Every student 
who followed the five day study 
plan said it has made a huge dif¬ 
ference in their grade." 

Rapp said that the process is 
much more than simply making 
an appointment. 

"There are a lot of good things 
that can come from it," she said. 
"Sometimes you just need to hear 
it at a different angle."

After a close no-call at the Cal 
end, it was again Sundly who redi¬ 
rected a shot from Connor Hallisey 
into the goal for what turned out 
to be the final score of the game. 

"It's pretty difficult to pull back 
into it against a team of that qual¬ 
ity," Coach Jim DeRose said. "Cal 
was No. 1 in the country for about 
five weeks, they didn't lose a game 
until October 24th. We were play¬ 
ing our third game in 10 days, they 
hadn't played in ten days." 

The Braves finished the season 
with a 14-6-2 record, including a 
win over Connecticut, the number 
one ranked team in the country at 
the time. For DeRose, that win was 
one of the highlights of the season 


for both him and the team. 

"We beat UConn when they 
were No. 1 in the country," DeRose 
said. "It always ends with the ulti¬ 
mate goal: NCAA tournaments 
and conference championships." 

In the last four seasons, the 
Braves have made the NCAA tour¬ 
nament three times and won a pair 


of conference titles in 2010 and 
2013. Seniors Billings, Alon Badat, 
Alexei Davis-Campbell and Wojdk 
left their mark on the team for 
years to come. 

"They were probably an 
unheralded recruiting dass," said 
DeRose. "What they were able to 
accomplish, it's pretty spetial." 


Looking ahead, DeRose said he 
realizes that there is a lot of work 
to be done. Repladng the team's 
top scorers and arguably the best 
goalkeeper in the country is no 
easy task, he said, it helps to have 
a plan. 

"We're not going to go out and 
get a ton of junior college kids 


or transfers," DeRose said. "We're 
going to rely on our guys, the 
guys that we redshirted and wait¬ 
ed patiently."

Cold shooting, missed layups 
and lack of composure doomed 
the Bradley men's basketball 
team in an inexcusable 72-66 loss 
against IUPUI Wednesday night 
at the Renaissance Coliseum. 

IUPUI was 1-7 coming into the 
game with its lone win coming 
over a NALA team. The loss is 
one of the worst in Coach Geno 
Ford's three-year tenure with the 
Braves. 

Bradley appeared every bit 
as bad as previous teams that 
finished near the bottom of the 
Missouri Valley Conference in 
each of the last two seasons. 

After the game. Ford said it 
was a "set back loss for sure." 

"The amount of layups that 
we missed was uncountable," he 
said. "The [layups] is why we 
lost the game, but in the bigger 
picture is we need to stop getting 
down when things don't go our 
way, and that is exactly what we 
did. We just couldn't snap out of 
worrying about ourselves getting 
down all night. We just couldn't 
get it going." 

The story of the game was 
poor shooting. Whether is was in 
the paint, from the perimeter or 
at the free throw line the Braves 
could not put the ball in the 
basket. 


Bradley shot a season-worst 
31 percent from the field. They 
missed at least ten layups and 
were 21-for-31 from the charity 
stripe. 

Take the inability to score and 
the visibly frustrated Braves, and 
there was a recipe for an upset. 


Bradley was a horrid 13 per¬ 
cent from three with sophomore 
sharpshooter Omari Grier going 
just 2 for 11. He scored a team- 
high 17 points, making nine free 
throws. 

"I definitely did not have the 
best game of the season," Grier 


said. "I also felt as a team we did 
not play that well. Once we start 
getting past the frustration and 
focus on the team, then we will 
be better."

Down to seven dressed players 
for the game, the Bradley wom¬ 
en's basketball team faced a tough 
challenge against Eastern Illinois 
in part one of the Wednesday 
night doubleheader at Renaissance 
Coliseum. 

The Braves could not handle 
the Panthers of EIU, even after 
overcoming a deficit of 16 points 
and ended up loosing 71-67. 

Sophomore forward Jenny 
Smith and freshman guard Audrey 
Lawson sat out due to undisclosed 
injuries, and Coach Michael Brooks 
said that they are both waiting for 
the doctors to clear them. 

Sophomore guard Taylor Shull 
began her indefinite suspension 
for violating team rules. Brooks 
indicated Shull will not return to 
action until he decides so. 

The lack of depth looked like it 
was going to be the difference in 
the game, as the Braves were down 
as many as 16 points and could 
not contain EIU's leading scorer 
Sabina Oroszova, who ended with 
a season-high 38 points. 

The Braves made another large 
comeback in the second half and 
even led by two points with 12:58 
left in the game. But the Panthers 
kept going back to Oroszova and 
the Braves had no answers for her 


on the offensive side. 

Brooks said was not pleased 
with his team's effort on 
Wednesday night and said he 
knows that his team can give more 
effort than they are currently dis¬ 
playing. 

"I'm very disappointed with 


our lack of effort even with our 
lack in numbers," Brooks said. "I 
think there is a lot more from this 
team, but I just don't see the pas¬ 
sion." 

Coach Brooks also tipped his 
cap off to the Panther's leading 
scorer, but said he was disappoint¬ 


ed that his team gave up her career 
high. 

"We let her [Oroszova] have the 
game of her career and the game 
that she will tell grandkids about." 

Kelly Frings led the way for

For the six Olympic interns 
heading to Sochi, Russia, the 
National Broadcast Company 
(NBC) and Bradley have taken 
measures to ensure their safety 
while overseas. 

December suicide bomber 
attacks in Volgograd, rumors of 
security threats and a global man¬ 
hunt for "black widow" terrorists 
have led up to this year's Winter 
Games, sparking some uneasiness 
in the States. 

Departmentof Communications 
Chair Paul Gullifor said the 
Bradley interns are still willing to 


make the journey to Sochi, and 
he's supportive of their choice. 

"I'm comfortable [letting the 
interns go] because the students 
and their parents are comfortable," 
he said. "In this day and age you 
have to be aware that any event 
that attracts a large audience has 
this risk." 

Gullifor said he talked to stu¬ 
dents about the risks of going 
abroad and that he would help 
students step away from the 
internship if they were uneasy. 

"We let the choice be up to 
them," he said. "Our students are 
adults, as are their parents, and we 
impressed upon them that if they 


weren't comfortable they could 
back out, they wouldn't be obli¬ 
gated to me, Bradley or NBC. We 
asked if they wanted to withdraw, 
and none wanted to back out." 

NBC has reacted to the threats 
by hiring a private security firm, 
Gullifor said. This company is also 
working with the United States 
government, the Department of 
the State and the Russian govern¬ 
ment, and has amped up secu¬ 
rity in the weeks leading up to the 
games. 

"I'm proud of [the interns]," 
Gullifor said. "They're not going

BU reacts 
to national 
campus 
shootings

On Jan. 20, a student at Widener 
University in Pennsylvania was 
shot and injured outside of the 
student recreational center. 

On Jan. 21, a teaching assistant 
at Purdue University was shot and 
killed during class. 

On Jan. 22, the University of 
Oklahoma went on lockdown after 
students reported hearing gun 
shots. 

On Jan. 24, a student at South 
Carolina State University was shot 
and killed outside of his dorm. 

And on Jan. 28, there was a 
shooting on Tennessee State 
University's campus, which 
involved no students or faculty 
members. 

Within the span of eight days, 
thousands of students on college 
campuses across the United States 
were put on lockdown for hours 
with little to no information about 
their safety and the safety of those 
around them. 

In January 2014 alone, seven 
other confirmed shootings took 
place in elementary schools, mid¬ 
dle schools and high schools, total¬ 
ing two dead and eight injured 
students. 

These events serve as grim 
reminders that college campuses 
aren't always as safe as they seem. 

In an interview with 1470 
WMBD 100.3, Bradley Chief of 
Police Brian Joschko said all of the 
officers at the BUPD are trained to 
handle an active shooter event. 

"Our officers routinely prac¬ 
tice response to critical instances, 
including active shooter or other 
types of serious crimes in prog¬ 
ress," he said. "I can absolutely 
attest that the officers at Bradley 
are very competent and very able 
to respond." 

In the event of an emergency 
situation, Joschko said BUPD can 
utilize the foreWam emergency 
system, which sends text mes¬ 
sages to those who have signed 
up for the service, updates emer¬ 
gency alert webpage and Bradley 
homepage and emails students, 
faculty and staff. 

Bradley also has a public address 
system wired within some of the 
academic buildings and outside at 
different places on campus, which 
Joschko said is tested regularly.

As temperatures dropped to 
bone-chilling numbers early this 
week, some students questioned 
the decision by the administration 
to dose campus on Monday, but 
not on Tuesday. 

University President Joanne 
Glasser said dedding on cam¬ 
pus operations during dangerous 
weather conditions always centers 
around safety first. 

"Most often, the dedsion to 
dose campus during severe winter 
weather is related to snow accu¬ 
mulation or icy conditions, neither 
of which were a factor for Monday 
or Tuesday," she said. 

Forecasts for both Monday and 
Tuesday predicted severe cold, but 
wind chills were espedally harsh 
for Monday with temperatures 
gradually improving for Tuesday, 
Glasser said. 

"Monday's winds, while 
very challenging, were actually 
less severe than forecasted, and 


Tuesday's early morning winds 
were also less than originally pre¬ 
dicted," she said. "While cold, we 
believed students would notice the 
improving temperatures Tuesday 
and could safely walk to their 
classes." 

Some universities, like Illinois 
State and Northern Illinois, 
closed entirely on Tuesday, while 
Illinois Central College and 
Eureka College didn't open until 
noon. Glasser said Bradley moni¬ 
tors other institutions on how they 
respond to winter weather, but 
Bradley makes its own decisions. 

"Unlike some universities that 
are large and have wide open 
spaces, Bradley's campus is very 
compact, has short distances 
between buildings and is reason¬ 
ably sheltered from the wind," she 
said. "The decisions to close on 
Monday and reopen on Tuesday 
were made independently based 
on updated weather forecasts."

One minute she was learning 
how to conduct an interview as 
a sports communication major, 
the next she was delivering Matt 
Leinhart his birthday cake and 
asking Robert "RG3" Griffin III 
how his day was going.

Gorecki said she received 
a direct message on her Twitter 
account from ESPN Promotions 
notifying her that she had won the 
contest. She said that she thought 
the message was spam but decid¬ 
ed to provide her "junk email 
address" anyway. 

"About a week later, I received 
an email from a company saying 
that I had won this prize worth a 
certain value, and 1 had to do all 
these steps in order to claim my 
prize," Gorecki said. 

Thinking that it was a scam, 
Gorecki ignored the emails until 
she received one final note. 

"[They told me] I had three 
days to respond until they found 
another winner," she said. 

Gorecki and her dad sat dow r n 
to look into the authenticity of 
the email source and found that 
the outsourced promotional com¬ 
pany for ESPN was, in fact, the one 
sending her emails. 

After all the paperwork and

out to Pasadena, Calif, from May 


10 to 12, 2013. She shot the scenes 
and participated in the commercial 
that aired in January 2014. 

This contest was the final com¬ 
mercial of the Nissan Heisman 
House aired during the Rose Bowl.

Student Senate discusses second semester goals

Cold temperatures canceled 
Student Senate's first regularly 
scheduled general assembly meet¬ 
ing Monday night, but its execu¬ 
tives and members pushed ahead 
with their goals for the new semes¬ 
ter. 

"This semester we hope to con¬ 
tinue to pass resolutions regarding 
general student health as well as 
encourage students to participate 
in various health related events, 
which is in line with one of Student 
Senate Executive Board's goals," 
senior and Student Body President 
Zack Shaw said. 

After a slow start to fall semes¬ 
ter, due to unfilled Senate seats, 
Senate hopes to capitalize on the 
progress it made during December 
when it passed multiple resolu¬ 
tions. 

Sophomore and Vice President 
of Academic Affairs Sarah 


Handler, who worked with Senate 
last semester to pass a resolution to 
increase free Center for Learning 
(CLA) tutoring hours, said she 
will work with Honors Program 
Director Kyle Dzapo and Provost 
David Glassman this semester to 
potentially give honors students 
an additional free credit hour. 

Currently, honors students, like 
all Bradley students, may take 
a maximum of 16 credit hours 
with regular tuition plus a free 
one-credit honors seminar. Under 
Handler's proposal, Honors 
Program students would be able 
to take 17 credit hours a semester, 
plus retain the additional free hon¬ 
ors seminar hour, allowing them to 
take 18 credit hours a semester for 
the price of 16. 

"Additional free credit hours is 
a 'perk' given to honors students 
at other colleges, and it would 
be great if Bradley could imple¬ 
ment this policy," Handler said. 
"Clearly, the honors students 


deserve it." 

Senate also has goals for the 
new semester outside of academ¬ 
ics, focusing on parts of student 
life and the greater community. 

The Department of Campus 
Affairs will follow up on its recent¬ 
ly passed St. James smoking reso¬ 
lution, which proposed making 
St. James smoke free, according 
to senior and Vice President of 
Campus Affairs Emily Corona. 
Additionally, Corona said students 
will see the return of popular 
themed meal days, such as Mac 'n' 
Cheese Friday and Sunday Wings, 
in Geisert Cafeteria. 

"Many years ago, Mac 'n' 
Cheese Fridays were a huge hit 
and brought many people to the 
cafeteria," Corona said. "I hope it 
will be brought back with the same 
popularity" 

Sophomore and Vice President 
of City and Local Affairs Jason 
Blumenthal said his committee 
will present a resolution to grant 


access to students by installing 
a student organization scan door 
lock to the third and fourth floors 
of Sisson Hall on the weekends. 
Currently, those floors, which 
house the offices for many of 
Bradley's student organizations, 
are locked during the weekend. 
Blumenthal's committee hopes to 
create a better relationship with 
the local community as well. 

"We will be forging a closer 
bond between the student body 
and the people of the surrounding 
communities via the West Bluff 
Council," Blumenthal said. 

Other Senate departments, 
including Student Relations, 
Campus Safety, Diversity Affairs 
and Internal Affairs, are also work¬ 
ing toward their goals. Junior and 
Vice President of Student Relations 
Holly Alguire said her commit¬ 
tee will continue to promote their 
Twitter and Facebook pages as a 
way to inform the student body of 
Senate happenings and promote 


Rise of the Red. 

Junior and Vice President of 
Campus Safety Cody Lonigro said 
his committee will continue to 
monitor the campus safety cruiser 
and will address fire evacuation 
maps in academic building this 
semester, while sophomore and 
Vice President of Diversity Affairs 
Jay Mehta is working on a propos¬ 
al to remodel the Romeo B. Garrett 
Cultural Center. 

The Department of Internal 
Affairs, under the direction of 
junior and Vice President Russell 
Howland, will continue to approve 
resolutions proposed by senators 
and make sure the constitution is 
followed. 

"We also hope to continue our 
success in making progress toward 
a campus that fits the needs of all 
students," Shaw said.

Additional spring concert fees unfair

A Bradley psychology profes¬ 
sor made big news this month 
with a shocking study. 

The work of Lane Beckes, psy¬ 
chology professor, was recognized 
at number two on Forbes list "Top 
10 Brain Science and Psychology 
Studies of 2013." 

Beckes' study was published 
in Oxford Journal, under the title 
"Social Cognitive and Affective 
Neuroscience," and was intended 
to study the area of the brain that 
expresses empathy and how we 
relate to others. It included three 
sets of people - the participants, 
friends of the participants, and 
strangers to the participants. 

Beckes and the others associ¬ 
ated with this research project 
showed the participant group cues 
that they would be shocked, their 
friends would be shocked or the 
strangers would be shocked. 

Their results found that the sig¬ 
nals in the brain that were sent 
when the friends of the participant 
was threatened to be shocked were 
remarkably similar to those sig¬ 
nals that were sent when the par¬ 
ticipant him or herself was threat¬ 
ened to be shocked. 

In response to threats to strang¬ 
ers, participants were empathizing. 


recognized 

but not treating them as an exten¬ 
sion of themselves, Beckes said. 

"The signal [for strangers] was 
just different," Beckes said. "This 
shows that the participants have 
an automatic, uncontrolled moti¬ 
vation to help their friends." 

Beckes reported that his 
research does not explain every¬ 
thing, but it provides evidence for 
the brain's extension of self. 

He said this shows one of the 
benefits of familiarity, because the 
brain responds to threats to friends 
similarly to how it responds to 
threats to itself. This is what earned 
the study the title "To Your Brain, 
Me is We" in the Forbes article. 

Dr. Beckes recently joined the 
Bradley psychology department 
as an assistant professor last fall, 
coming from the University of 
Virginia, where he did his post 
doctoral work. He received his 
Ph.D. in psychology from the 
University of Minnesota. 

He primarily studied social 
psychology, interpersonal relation¬ 
ships and cognitive neuroscience. 

On the subject of Bradley, 
Beckes said the school offered 
a good balance of teaching and 
research and that the other faculty 
members were very inviting. 

"The people in this department 
seemed welcoming, friendly, and 
down to Earth," Beckes said. 


Each semester, every Bradley 
undergraduate enrolled in more 
than nine credit hours is required 
to pay an $85 student activity 
fee, totaling $170 annually per 
student. This fund, totaling more 
than $850,000, is then distributed 
towards various events for the 
student body to enjoy, including 
Late Night BU, campus movie 
showings and the spring concert. 

In previous years, Bradley 
hosted both a fall and spring 
musical performance with the 
chief interest being student enjoy¬ 
ment. Acts included Lupe Fiasco 
and Weezer, and tickets never 
cost more than $10 for students. 

Last year, this trend changed 
with the cancellation of a fall con¬ 
cert and inviting The Band Perry 
to play at our spring concert. 
Tickets initially cost students $15 
and reached $20 closer to the con¬ 
cert date. 

The vast majority of ticketh- 
olders, as it turned out, was not 
students; instead, the concert was 
used as a fundraiser, charging 


non-students $30. 

This problem is only getting 
worse. Bradley's spring concert 
performer is rumored to cost more 
than $150,000. If the numbers are 
broken down, a student already 
pays between $25 to 30 toward 
the spring concert through their 
annual student activity fees. On 
top of that, students will pay an 
additional $15 to 20 for a ticket 
to a concert they have already 
paid for. 

If this seems strange, it should. 
As it stands today, undergraduate 
student activity fees are used to 
pay a famous musician to per¬ 
form for the students; yet Bradley 
charges the students twice to see 
a concert they have already paid 
for. 

This brings up a few impor¬ 
tant questions. Why are students 
required to buy a ticket for a 
concert they have already paid 
for? Why has the focus shifted 
from entertaining the students to 
making money off of surround¬ 
ings locals? 


This letter is not an attack on 
any member of Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC) rather, it is a call for the 
undergraduate student body to 
pay attention to how our money 
is spent. We are obviously grate¬ 
ful that we have such a large 
student activity budget, but it 
is ridiculous to make us pay for 
something we have already paid 
for. 

Perhaps the reason has some¬ 
thing to do with turning a profit 
on a recently built Renaissance 
Coliseum, which costs more than 
$51 million? 

Whatever the justification is 
behind closed doors, Bradley's 
undergraduates deserve better 
than this. We should not pay 
twice for something that is paid 
and done with, period.

Active shooter events indicative of violent culture 


Gracing movie screens this 
month is "Lone Survivor," a movie 
which retells the heroic story of 
four Navy SEALs and their covert 
mission to neutralize a high-level 
al-Qaeda operative. 

Also coming to the silver screen 
is Labor Day, which features a 
Vietnam veteran and strong vio¬ 
lent themes, including domestic 
violence. 

And 'The Monument's Men," 
a story about a World War II 
platoon, tasked by Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt with going into 
Germany to rescue artistic mas¬ 
terpieces from Nazi thieves and 
returning them to their rightful 
owners, will be out on Feb. 7. 

These movies, while diverse in 
subject, are part of a larger trend of 


an increasingly glamorized violent 
culture. That, at least, isn't new 
information. 

But in some ways, the vio¬ 
lent society forming around us 
explains the overwhelmingly large 
number of shootings on college 
campuses. 

We're beginning to see effects 
of a society that tells people that 
violence is normal, if not encour¬ 
aged. One of the problems with 
being constantly being bombarded 
with these images is that we're 
becoming desensitized to the 
events themselves, seeing them as 
inevitabilities or statistics. 

Sociology Department 
Chairperson Jaqueline Hogan said 
this shift in emphasis is especially 
affective to boys and young men. 


"From an early age, boys learn 
that if you want to 'be a man,' you 
need to be able to dominate oth¬ 
ers, control others," Hogan said. 
"Guns are one means of achieving 
that dominance." 

The achievements of these 
guns have been more and more 
prevalent in news' headlines as of 
recent. 

Of these recent shootings, 11 
total in January, only one featured 
a shooter who opened fire in a 
classroom. We're not seeing blind 
anger at anyone; we're seeing tar¬ 
geting shooters who are attacking 
their "friends" or authority figures 
that they can't work with. 

It's that combination. When 
young people feel victimized in 
the classroom, and the media is 


telling them they can respond vio¬ 
lently. 

"Some scholars argue that this 
is because in our culture - and 
particularly in our mass media - 
masculinity is strongly associated 
with violence and domination," 
Hogan said. 

Violence is becoming a means 
of communication, not a defense 
out of necessity. Before, violence 
was a final option, something to 
do when nothing else could be 
done, and now some are consid¬ 
ering it an acceptable immediate 
reaction. 

Students of all ages are looking 
at violence as a viable option. 

And that is probably the scari¬ 
est part of all.

Bradley squares off against ISU in annual blood drive

Last year, students donated 
more than 350 pints of blood, and 
the Red Cross is expecting a simi¬ 
lar outcome this year. 

Students are able to donate 
blood at the Markin Center 
from Jan. 28 to 30 as part of 
the Challenge on 74, an annual 
American Red Cross competition 
between Bradley University and 
Illinois State University. In order 
to win the challenge, either uni¬ 
versity must collect the higher per¬ 
centage of their initial goal. 

The winner of the competition 
was determined on Jan. 31 and 
received "bragging rights" for the 
year, according to Corey. 

"With winter storms and freez¬ 
ing temperatures resulting in more 
than 400 Red Cross blood drive 
cancellations and nearly twelve 
thousand uncollected donations 
since the beginning of January, 
students and faculty are strong¬ 
ly encouraged to donate," Red 
Cross Communications Program 
Manager Ben Corey said. 

According to Corey, there is a 
large demand for type O blood, 
especially type O-negative because 
it is universal and can be given to 


any patient; however, all donors 
are useful. 

"Eligible donors with all blood 
types are needed now to help 
restock our shelves," he said. 

The competition is part of the 
"We Challenge U" program that 
the Red Cross designed to reach 
out to college students to con¬ 
tribute during the winter months 
when blood donations are low. 

"Right now, blood products are 
being distributed to hospitals as 
quickly as they are coming in," 
Corey said. 

All students who donate 
on campus will receive a "We 
Challenge U" t-shirt, while sup¬ 
plies last. 

"Students who give blood will 
leave with the knowledge that 
their donation is helping make a 
difference in the lives of patients 
in need," Corey said. 

Bradley University Red Cross 
Club, Bradley Athletics and Alpha 
Phi Omega sponsored the blood 
drives on Jan. 28, Jan. 29 and Jan. 
30, respectively. 

The American Red Cross 
encourages students to make 
appointments to donate by call¬

2767) or visiting redcrossblood. 
org, but walk-ins are welcome.

to yield to terrorists. I think their 
generation has grown up with 
not a lot of privacy and secu¬ 
rity, and it's just unfortunate that 
that's the world we live in." 

Gullifor referenced the 1996 
Olympics bombing in Atlanta 
and threats in London before the 
2012 Summer Games, in which 
three Bradley students interned. 


He said the Sochi interns know 
these incidents and the possibil¬ 
ity of threats, but it isn't stopping 
them. 

'The reality is you can do 
something like this, or you can 
stay in your house the rest of 
your life," Gullifor said. "I don't 
think the students wanted to do 
that." 

For all 18 interns heading to 
both Sochi and NBC headquar¬ 
ters in Connecticut, Gullifor said 
the work of the students who 


interned during the 2012 Summer 
Games made this possible. 

"It shows our students can 
compete with the best," he said. 
"I'm really proud of them. They 
went through quite a process, 
they did everything we asked 
them and they never complained. 
It's nice to see them reap the ben¬ 
efits of their efforts."

Joschko said BUPD could 
notify everyone on campus of an 
emergent event "within a couple 
of minutes." 

"We have pre-scripted mes¬ 
sages," he said. "They're typical¬ 
ly short, and they don't provide 
a ton of information, but that's 
because we typically don't have 
much information at the time of 
impact." 

In an active shooter event, 
BUPD asks students and faculty 
to follow specific protocol, which 
can be found on its website under 
Emergency Guidelines. Two sep¬ 
arate lists are provided: one, to 
the person who feels safe to leave 
the building, and the other for a 
person who does not feel safe. 

Both lists focus on the imme¬ 
diate safety of the individual. 
The "safe to leave" list asks the 
person to exit the building and 
notify anyone encountered dur¬ 
ing the exit of the shooting event. 
Once safe, the person is advised 
to call 91L 

The "unsafe to leave" list tells 
the person to go into the nearest 
office or room, lock and barricade 
the door, cover the windows and 
act as if no one is in the room. 
The individual is advised not to 
answer the door and to call 911 
if possible. 

The guidelines make it clear 
that leaving the building or area 
should only be done if the indi¬ 
vidual feels it can be done safely. 

Interim Vice President of 


Student Affairs Nathan Thomas 
said he is very confident in the sys¬ 
tems in place to protect students, 
specifically the faculty training. 

"Key university person¬ 
nel frequently review our emer¬ 
gency procedures," he said. "We 
rehearse and practice our response 
to a variety of scenarios, and we 
review our responses and bench¬ 
mark other university responses to 
issues our campuses face." 

Thomas said he does not think 
Bradley ever experienced an active 
shooting event. 

But some students are looking 
to take a more active approach 
now, before something might hap¬ 
pen. 

Junior and Kappa Delta 
President Holly Alguire said 
Bradley's chapters of Kappa 
Delta Sorority and Phi Kappa Tau 
Fraternity plan to host a campus¬ 
wide active shooter informational 
event. 

Hopefully, Alguire said, the 
event will be held at the end of 
February. 

In the end, Joschko said stu¬ 
dents, faculty, staff and police offi¬ 
cers should prepare mentally and 
physically in the unlikely event 
that Bradley encounters an active 
shooter event. 

"We all hope that it never hap¬ 
pens, but we also train so that 
if, heaven forbid, something like 
that happened, we are prepared to 
handle it," Joschko said.

Name a headlining artist from 
today's Billboard Top 40 and there's 
a definite chance that they won a Grammy this past 
Sunday. Even with the accumulation of underground artists and online 
streaming, it seems that many talented artists have been overlooked this year and in 
years past. In an age of music where popular artists have been plastered all over our Twitter and 
Facebook feeds, many artists have come and gone, not reaching their full potential because of 
a lack of a following. Sounds like that would be a problem for the artist to fix and not anybody 
else, right? 

While some artists are busy updating their statuses and letting their staff of writers do all of the 
work, others suffer through long nights of painstaking frustration and editing to perfect their 
craft. A lot of them just end up claiming other's original work and lip-synching through most (or 
all) of their performances.

recently, there's a chance you've seen or 
heard something about PM Buys. Your first 
thought might be that PM Buys is referring 
to some new trend of shopping at night, 
unaware of the fact that PM Buys is actually someone you may 
have seen on campus. There's even a chance that he was your 
resident advisor. 

Although he coined the stage name PM Buys after his college 
career, Pete Buys was known around campus as that tall, 
blonde R.A. who played guitar. While at Bradley, he frequented 
various open mic nights and played at a number of concerts 
put on by different organizations. However, Buys was not 
always the outspoken musician that many people have come to 
know and love. 

In fact, for a good number of years, he hid his guitar talent 
from everyone but his family and a close friend. When Buys 


was first exposed to the guitar, his older brother was taking 
lessons and abandoned the instrument out of frustration. Buys 
picked the guitar up and was surprised to see how natural the 
music came to him. 

It was not long after this that Buys' mother got him started in 
guitar lessons. It was during these lessons that he discovered 
his new role model in music. 

"It was actually my guitar teacher who said 'have you heard 
of Bob Dylan?"' Buys said. "I had no idea who he was. So the 
next week he burned me 'The Freewheelin' Bob Dylan', and 
that was pretty much my introduction to good music." 

When Buys entered high school he began song writing, 
though, he will be quick to tell you that these early songs were 
not his proudest work. Since then, his longtime writing process 
includes riffs and chords written separately from lyrics. 

"I've rarely written lyrics while writing a guitar part," Buys 
said. "Usually I have nothing in mind when writing the lyrics." 

In mid-January, Buys released an EP of his latest finished works 
called "Funeral Psalms", which he says is the first collection of 
songs "that he was really proud of." This accomplishment is 
much easier said than done for Buys. 

"One of the reasons it took me so long (not until 22-years-old) 
to record something was because I was always such a harsh 
critic on myself," he said. "I wanted it to be my masterpiece." 

For a first EP, I would argue that "Funeral Psalms" is a good 
place to start in creating a masterpiece. Comparable to his 
musical idol Bob Dylan, this collection of songs is heartfelt in 
both its conception and its delivery. It also features Bradley 
alum Emily Volz performing many of the vocal harmonies and 
accompaniment. 

One would think that Pete Buys is solely a music maker, but 
that would undermine his abilities. He also uses his talent for 
teaching at a local high school. Imagine Jack Black's role in 
"School of Rock" but with a more folky tone and legal license 


to actually teach band, then you have a better idea of who Pete 
Buys is in the classroom. When asked whether he thought of 
himself as a teacher first. Buys said he thought of himself as a 
musician who teaches on the side. 

"It's a responsible way to do music," he said. 

As if the life of Pete Buys was not closer to that of the Bob 
Dylan-inspired quintessential traveling musician, a good 
portion of Buys' time this past summer was spent on the road 
with a friend. Their journey was from California to up north 
by any means of transportation available. They eventually 
made it up to Portland after encountering a number of people 
and places along the way. The duo found that camping in the 
woods or sleeping on park benches in San Francisco was just 
another day. 

Buys says he has a notebook at home with writing from the 
inspirational trip that will eventually be used for future songs. 
This kind of travelling can tell a lot about a person, but its 
better when a person can tell a lot about his or her travels.

I'm still longing for the days of robot butlers and flying cars, but 
Jonze steers viewers into a world where robots don't just appear in our daily lives, they become our romantic 
partners. 

Joaquin Phonenix plays Theodore Twombly, a character that is just as awkward and anti-social as one can 
assume with an adorable name like Theodore Twombly. Theodore is going through a break-up with his ex- 
wife, played by Rooney Mara. At his loneliest point, he buys the newest operating system on the market. 
Samantha, voiced by Scartlett Johanson, becomes the new woman, or rather, voice in his life. 

Samantha becomes Theodore's life manager and is surprisingly friendly and easy to talk to, but she is still just 
a computer. Samantha has the ability to keep growing in emotional intelligence through human interaction. 
Theodore begins to fall for her. Jonze paints a future full of high-wasted pants and a shockingly realistic 
society that relies heavily on technology. 

This movie touches on idealized infatuations. Theodore's job is to write love letters for other people. His 
delusional mindset that love should forever stay in "the honeymoon phase" starts to become problematic to 
him as he faces relationship problems with Samantha. 

Jonze creates characters that everyone can relate to. Amy Adams is another great addition to the movie, as she 
plays the role of Twombly's best friend named Amy. Amy is going through a break up struggle as well. Her 
most hauntingly spot on line is: 

"I think anybody who falls in love is a freak. It's a crazy thing to do. It's kind of like a form of socially 
acceptable insanity." 

This story is completely out of the ordinary, but it's done in such beautiful and thought-provoking way. It's 
not just a testament to society's growing reliance on our computers, but also largely a statement to growing up 
and getting over failed relationships. Samantha, who embodies the perfect counter half (other than the whole 
body thing), still can't solve Theodore's problems and pain. That is on Theodore. 

Ill today's society, it's hard to imagine life without our computers. Some folks spend hours on Facebook 
constructing their outward appearance, and although this perceived reality is easy to fall into, there is 
something to be said about the human experience and its' imperfections. We are not computers, but we 
oftentimes live on them. Jonze's seems to be challenging the audience, as he does Theodore, to step outside 
and see the world. 

This movie is one of Joaquin Phoenix's best performances yet and Spike Jonze leaves a bitter, icy taste in our 
mouths. It's clear he has a lot to say and everyone should take a chance on this movie; it's worth every penny.

After going 2-7 during winter 
break and many critics starting to 
question the different aspects of 
the current men's basketball team. 
The Scout sat down with head 
men's basketball coach Geno Ford 
for a one-on-one interview. 

AF: How did the team handle 
the tough stretch of games during 
winter break? 

Coach Ford: I think at the time 
we didn't handle it very well. 
What happens is that there was a 
lot of frustration of the new guys 
on the team. We have seven first 
year players, three seniors that 
are in different roles than they are 
used to in the past, and now they 
needed to step up and be vocal. 
So for the older guys to really lead 
it just wasn't a natural fit and the 
younger guys didn't know how to 
handle that as well. In December 
we were not a very good basket¬ 
ball team. We played poorly most 
nights, and the nights we did play 
well, we lost by a few baskets. 
That was the killer, losing close 
games. I thought overall, the guys 
persevered well and we started 
becoming a different team in early 
January. 

AF: How has Mason Alwan 
been such a spark for the team 
and how come he hasn't been 
able to see playing time before 
this season? 

Coach Ford: I think Mason has 
best job out of anyone I've been 
around in the past 20 years for just 
sticking with it. He didn't play 
that much last year because we 


had a solid team. This year, when 
we were struggling as a team, he 
just kept coming to practice and 
working. There were several days 
earlier in the season when he out¬ 
worked some of the younger guys 
in practice. We needed to win, so 
we thought that putting Mason in 
there would give us a spark, and 
he did because he was so consis¬ 
tent. Mason has also been such a 
great example with his production 
on the court with his play by tak¬ 
ing a charge, getting us a couple 
of baskets and playing with a lot 
of heart. So he has earned what he 
is getting in playing time and has 
been very effective. 

AF: As a coach, 
did you feel any 
pressure person¬ 
ally during the 
tough stretch dur¬ 
ing break? 

Coach Ford: I feel 
stressed every day! I 
mean we were awful 
[during that stretch of 
games], so besides tak¬ 
ing a different route to 
work every day. It was 
frustrating because you 
care and want to be 
productive. We are in 
a business that is a 
result-based busi¬ 
ness. We had a 
solid November, 
we had a horrible 
December, but 
now it is about 
sticking with it. A 
basketball season 
is a long season 
with ten guaran¬ 


teed games left. So we are by no 
means close to the finish line. For 
us it is about finishing strong and 
building some momentum going 
into the conference tournament. 

AF: How do you think student 
turnout has been so far this sea¬ 
son? 

Coach Ford: I 
thought student 
turnout was pret¬ 
ty good at the / 
beginning of 
the season 
and when 
finals and 


winter break started, we saw a bit 
of a drop off. But, student turn¬ 
out is very important to what we 
are doing here. I thought they 
did some good things promo¬ 
tion wise for the students [Greek 
Night and President's Night Out]. 

Student turnout is essential 
because that is where the 
crowd feeds off of 
their energy. The 
energy in the 
crowd does not 
come from the 
normal fam¬ 
ily attendance; 
it comes from 
the students. So 
when students are 
there it helps. We 
are the universi¬ 
ty's team and 
we are a 



reflection of the student body. 

AF: Where do you see the 
program you are trying to 
build here at Bradley in the 
next couple of years? 

Coach Ford: What we have 
to do is try and surpass the top 
established teams in the league. 
Those are Wichita State, Indiana 
State and Northern Iowa. Those 
three have separated them¬ 
selves from the pack and have 
been winning on a consistent level. 
So, for us to be up there with them, 
we need to start beating those 
teams. I think in a year from now, 
it will be the first time that our 
frontcourt will be the same size as 
somebody like a Wichita State. We 
haven't had enough big bodies like 
the premier teams have had in the 
past. I think we will be either the 
biggest or second biggest team in 
the league and be able to compete 
with anyone. I still like this team 
though and this team can play 
some good basketball. We 
don't want to keep taking 
a step back so two years 
ago we were the tenth 
seed, last year we were 
the eighth seed. Now 
we just have to keep 
winning games and 
moving up.

Deadspin fan vote 
highlights HOF flaw

Earlier this month. Major 
League Baseball inducted three 
new members into the Hall of 
Fame: Tom Glavine, Greg Maddux 
and Frank Thomas. But shortly 
after the results were announced, 
some of the attention turned away 
from the players and toward the 
voters. 

A few weeks prior, Deadspin 
had announced on its website that 
it was looking to buy a vote. It 
would turn that vote over to its 
readers and allow them to pick the 
players that would appear on the 
ballot. The person whose vote was 
"bought" would vote based on 
those standings, and their identity 
would be revealed after the votes 
were tallied. 

It wasn't a publicity stunt. 
Deadspin stated repeatedly that 
the point was not to increase the 
site's own notoriety, but rather to 
shed light on an unfair and out¬ 
dated policy. 

Shortly after the announcement 
unveiling who made the hall was 
done, ESPN personality Dan Le 
Batard was revealed as the person 
who sold his ballot. In an inter¬ 
view, he said he did it because he 
doesn't believe the media should 


be the only ones allowed to vote. 

"Just because we went to jour¬ 
nalism school and covered a few 
games, just because accepted out¬ 
lets gave us their platform and 
power, I don't think we should 
have the pulpit to ourselves in 
2014 that way we did in 1936," he 
said in the Deadspin article. 

Reaction from the media was 
immediate. Baseball writers called 
for Le Batard to have his vote 
stripped and to be banned from 
the Baseball Writers' Association, 
both of which happened. But he's 
right. 

Writers used to be the only peo¬ 
ple who saw enough of the players 
to make an informed opinion. Fans 
could see the games they went 
to, but the writers went to every 
game. They followed the team as 
closely as anyone could and were 
trusted with the task of determin¬ 
ing who most deserved the honor. 

But things are different now. 
Technology has made statistics 
easier to come by for everyone. 
The barriers that prevented fans 
from meticulously keeping track 
of their favorite players have fall¬ 
en, and while by no means should 
the entire vote turn over to the 
fans, it's becoming clear that the 
writers are stuck too far in the past 
to keep the vote to themselves. 

This isn't true for all baseball 
writers. There are some out there 
who have embraced the advanced 
analysis sabermetrics and things 
like it provides. But most don't. 
And we, the fans, are forced to 
endure years like 2013, where 
nobody was voted into the Hall 


of Fame. 

That's not even the worse part. 
People who weren't pleased with 
Dan Le Batard for "selling out" 
(even though he made it quite clear 
he received no payment) were the 
same people who were perfectly 
fine with two writers voting for 
a total of one player. One left his 
ballot blank, the other only voted 
for one player. Former Houston 
Astro Craig Biggio missed the hall 
by two votes. 

Everything changes with time. 
A short whle ago, if you had told 
anyone the NFL was considering 
eliminating the extra point and 
kickoffs they would've thought 
you were out of your mind. But 
they are. 

It's hard to balance tradition 
while also maintaining the link to 
the past that has made baseball 
what it is today. But change is 
good. Replay is coming to base¬ 
ball, and it won't hinder the sport. 
It'll help it. It's time people realize 
the same thing can happen with 
the hall, and let the fans voice be 
heard.

Where to begin with this 
year's basketball team? 

The ups and downs are end¬ 
less. 

The team went 2-7 while 
the student body was on win¬ 
ter break and was blown out 
at Wichita State, making ESPN's 
"Not Top Ten" in the process. 
But Wednesday, the Braves domi¬ 
nated the second half of the first 
game of the 1-74 rivalry against 
Illinois State to cruise to victory. 

Bradley, led by senior Walt 
Lemon Jr.'s 20, points cruised 
past archrival Illinois State 64-45 
in front of more than 8,400 fans. 

Sophomore Ka'Darryl Bell, 
who tied his career high with 
11 points, joined Lemon Jr. in 
helping the Braves improve to 
a 3-4 record in Missouri Valley 
Conference play and 9-13 overall 
on the season. Wednesday night's 
victory puts the Braves in a tie for 
fourth place in the MVC. 

The first half of the game was 
sloppy for both teams. The Braves 
and the Redbirds combined to 
shoot 31 percent (17-54) from the 
field, 21 percent (4-19) from the 
three-point line. The teams com¬ 
bined for 12 turnovers, all in the 
first half, and the Braves hung on 
to a 25-22 lead at the break. 

But the Braves came out firing 


in the second half led by Lemon 
Jr. and Bell. At the 9:36 mark 
of the second half. Bell nailed 
a three-pointer to catapult the 
Braves on a 12-0 run, and they 
never looked back. 

Coach Geno Ford said he was 
proud of his team, especially 


after pulling out a huge victory 
over the Braves' archiival. 

"We had a tough time put¬ 
ting away some of the non-league 
teams that weren't as talented as 
we were." Ford said. "We were 
finally able to get some separa¬ 
tion from somebody, and it was 


nice to do it against your number 
one rival."

Women's basketball 
has rough break

The women's basketball team has 
endured a rough winter break. 

From the day the students went 
on break, Dec. 18th, to the day they 
returned to campus, Jan. 19th, the 
Braves tallied a 2-6 record. Their only 
two wins in that time came against 
Lipscomb University and Missouri 
Valley Conference opponent Evansville. 

Their losing streak continued into 
the start of MVC play. In their most 
recent game against Drake University, 
the Braves fell to the Bulldogs 97-77. 
The loss dropped the Lady Braves 
record to 4-14, 1-6 in MVC conference 
play and extended their second longest 
losing streak of the season, which is 
now at five games. 

The loss also put the Braves on pace 
for their worst regular season finish 
since the 1999-2000 season, when the 
Braves finished a dismal 6-20. 

"With our season, we're not where 
we want to be," said Coach Michael 
Brooks, "We've had some lack of confi¬ 
dence that led us to not performing up 


to our abilities at this point." 

Key injuries also played a part in 
the rough stretch of games for Bradley, 
as seniors Kelsey Budd and Alyson 
Spinas-Valainis and junior Michelle 
Young all dealt with injuries. Young, 
who was averaging 16.4 points per 
game, was the Braves' leading scorer. 

"You can go down the list, and that's 
half our team right there," said Brooks, 
"a couple of unfortunate things hap¬ 
pen with concussions, broken fingers, 
things like that put us into a bind." 

However, the season is far from 
over, as seven of the remaining 11 regu¬ 
lar season games are home games. All 
of those games are conference games, 
and Brooks expressed his optimism for 
the remaining contests. 

"We've got some time to get things 
turned around," said Brooks. "We've 
got to have a great showing, any time 
we approach a week we have two 
games at home, our job is to win two 
at home, and when we have two on the 
road, our job is to split on the road. If 
you can do that, you put yourself into 
a good position to be at the top of the 
conference."

Bradley's "ACBU Presents: 
Spring Concert 2014" Facebook 
page released an official state¬ 



ment Feb. 5 that the scheduled 
spring concert artist, who was to 
be announced Feb. 7, was can¬ 
celled due to "circumstances out 
of the artist's, management's and 
[ACBU's] control." 

"We appreciate students' 
patience and understanding in this 
situation, and despite the short 
notice, and numerous logistical 
and scheduling factors outside of 
our control, we all hope to find an 
equally exciting replacement for 
the spring," the statement said. 

Sources confirm that the sched¬ 
uled spring artist was pop singer 
Ke$ha, and her cancellation is 
assumed to be attributed to her 
continued rehabilitation for eating 
disorders, as reported in the Feb. 4 
Los Angeles Times. 

This is the second time in three 
years that the spring concert has 


been cancelled and ACBU is forced 
to find a replacement on short 
notice. 

In 2012, Bradley announced 
Feb. 20 that Redfoo of LMFAO 
had cancelled the group's Bradley 
concert performance scheduled 
April 23, 2012. ACBU was able to 
schedule Girl Talk in their place. 

Director of Student Activities 
Tom Coy said ACBU is moving 
quickly to find a new artist. 

'There is still a great window 
of time to make a quality concert 
happen this semester," Coy said. 
"I am hopeful that we will know 
in the next two or three weeks all 
the details on if a new concert will 
occur and who it will be." 

ACBU's statements said it is

Bradley 
salaries 
in 2011

University President Joanne 
Glasser's base salary jumped near¬ 
ly 12 percent during the 2011-2012 
academic year, making her the 
eighth highest paid private uni¬ 
versity president in Illinois. 

This is the most recent data 
available from the federal Form 
990s that universities and other 
not-for-profits must file annually 
with the Internal Revenue Service. 
The data is posted on the Chronicle 
of Higher Education website. 

Glasser's base pay increased 
by nearly $60,000 between May 
21, 2011 and the same data in 
2012. Her base salary of $456,077 
includes sick pay from the univer¬ 
sity and employer contributions to 
a retirement plan. The rest of the 
president's salary includes bonus 
pay, deferred compensation and 
nontaxable benefits. 

Glasser is the 94th highest paid 
private university president in 
the country and the highest paid 
female university president in 
the state. Her total compensation 
package for the 2011 tax year was 
$699,210. 

Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees Bob Turner said com¬ 
pared to other institutions similar 
to Bradley, Glasser's salary is com¬ 
parable. 

"We try to find a clear com¬ 
parison of the universities similar 
to Bradley, and we personally put 
her at the top [of the pay scale]," 
he said. "She's proven after seven 
years that she's a great leader at 
Bradley. I see our president as a 
great organizer with a great com¬ 
munity she supports." 

University Spokesperson 
Renee Charles said Glasser's sal¬ 
ary is selected by the board's 
Compensation Committee and is 
based on performance and meet¬ 
ing the Board's goals and expecta¬ 
tions. 

"It is the judgment of the board 
that her compensation is competi¬ 
tive and reasonable considering 
her duties, responsibilities and 
performance," Charles said. 

Among the highest paid 
Bradley employees were Glasser, 
men's basketball Coach Geno 
Ford and former men's basketball 
Coach Jim Les, who was fired in 
March 2011 after nine seasons on

Senate proposal opens doors 


Student leaders may no longer be locked 
out of their offices on the weekends thanks 
to a resolution passed at the Student Senate 
General Assembly meeting Monday. 

Senate overwhelmingly supported the 
Sisson Access Resolution, which calls for 
students to be Those floors house student 
organization and club offices, which serve 
as meeting, planning and storage spaces 
for some of Bradley's more than 200 stu¬ 
dent organizations. The doors to the third 
and fourth floors are currently locked on 
weekends, leaving many students unable 
to access their offices at that time. 

Sophomore and Vice President of City 
and Local Affairs Jason Blumenthal said 
his committee created this resolution 
because it is something many students 
have requested to be done. Additionally, it 
is related to city and local affairs, because 
Sisson Hall is adjacent to the public Michel 


Student Center, Blumenthal said. 

The resolution calls for the installation 
of a Blackboard door scanner, which would 
allow designated students to swipe their 
student identification cards and gain access.

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ACBU disappoints again 


Drone expert shares tech insight

The Activities Council of 
Bradley University (ACBU) 
announced Wednesday the spring 
concert performer cancelled, leav¬ 
ing the council just weeks to find a 
replacement. 

We don't know about you, 
but doesn't this sound a little too 
familiar? 

ACBU set the trend in recent 
years of setting Bradley students' 
hopes up high, but it all seems to 
come crashing back down. 

In 2012, . Redfoo of rap duo 
LMFAO was scheduled to perform 
for the spring concert. That was 
quickly shut down weeks after the 
announcement, when Redfoo suf¬ 
fered a back injury. 

Then in 2011, ACBU hit a road¬ 
block in booking Taking Back 
Sunday and The Maine, with 1,810 
tickets sold, although students still 
attended and enjoyed the show. 
For the spring 2012 concert with 
Redfoo's cancellation, ACBU 
nabbed remix artist Girl Talk last 
minute. 

The attendance was staggering 
low, with only 885 tickets sold, 
even though students said the per¬ 
formance was high energy and 
worthwhile. 

Last school year, ACBU did 
not book a performer for the 
Renaissance Coliseum in the 
fall, but collaborated with Brave 
Sounds Entertainment (BSE) 
and The Edge radio station in 
"Borderline: A Music Festival" 
on the Alumni Quad. The music 


festival 
featured 
several 
"under¬ 
ground" 
bands, but 
al ter na¬ 
tive group 
Parachute 
did per¬ 
form. 

And 
when The 
Band Perry 
came last 
spring, 
most of the 
audience 
was made 
up of peo¬ 
ple from 
outside the 
university. 

We get it, ACBU cannot control 
every time a high profile artist has 
to cancel a set of shows. But the 
numbers from other shows spoke 
for themselves. 

ACBU was already betting 
against the odds with spring 2014 
performer Ke$ha. She has been in 
the Timberline Knolls Residential 
Treatment Center since January for 
alcohol and eating disorder treat¬ 
ments. 

With her release from rehab 
barely preceding her Midwest 
concert tour, Ke$ha was a risky 
choice. She booked multiple small 
universities in places like Chicago, 
Indiana and Wisconsin, all of 
which were canceled as of Feb. 5.

With an aim to shine light upon 
combat of the future, an expert 
on drone attacks provided insight 
into the policy with views on tar¬ 
geted killing. 

Amos Guiora, a professor of 
law and the Co-Director of the 
Center for Global Justice at the 
S.J. Quinney College of Law at the 
University of Utah, spoke on tar¬ 
geted shooting and drone attacks 
Feb. 3 in Westlake Hall. 

Guiora was brought in part of 
the Pre-Law Center and Bradley's 
newest club on International 
Humanitarian Law. The club 
is teamed up with the Central 
Illinois Chapter of the American 
Red Cross. 

In his speech, "Legitimate 
Target: A Criteria Based Approach 
to Targeted Killing," Guiora said 
that the drone policy is the warfare 
of the future. 

Drones are remotely piloted 
vehicles - aircrafts that are con¬ 
trolled either by computers or 
pilots that are on ground or in 
another vehicle. 

"Drones will be used to kill ter¬ 
rorists in the future," he said. "It 
is simply the way things will be." 

Guiora said that eventually, 
drones will be used for other pur¬ 
poses than military, such as web¬ 
sites like Amazon to make quicker 
and more efficient deliveries of 
products to customers. 

A teacher of criminal law, 
global perspectives on counter¬ 
terrorism, religion and terrorism 
and national security law, Guiora 
brought attention to how to define

a target and to question how great 
of a threat an individual poses. 

"We need to ask ourselves: are 
our actions important, or is the 
individual important?" Guiora 
said. 

He said it is important to ask 
basic core questions regarding 
morality, and he asked an example 
question of whether or not a mid¬ 
level terrorist in Yemen poses a 
threat to American security. 

"What's really important is not 
to fall into the trap that all these 
guys are bad guys," he said. 

The drone policy, according to 
Guiora, entails that the moment 
someone is defined as a legiti¬ 
mate target, they are "killable." 
However, morality becomes an 
important question. 


"The whole idea of alternatives 
is it's better to interrogate than to 
kill," Guiora said. "It is important 
to distinguish in order to minimize 
collateral damage." 

Students in attendance said 
they found the speech to be 
enlightening, as it focused on a 
novel concept. 

"I thought it was very infor¬ 
mative," freshman communica¬ 
tion major Jerome Gregory said. 
"I liked the way that he broke 
everything down." 

Junior economics major Rachel 
Anders said she found the topic of 
the speech to be very interesting. 

"In law, things are very black 
and white," she said. "To have a 
speech on imminence and moral¬ 
ity is so fascinating."

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Meal plan continues to change in revenue, options

Bradley's meal plan went 
through an overhaul during sum¬ 
mer 2013, and students can expect 
more changes this semester. 

The semester changes are part 
of the larger meal plan and dining 
services changes in addition to 
billing changes, that were imple¬ 
mented beginning in fall 2013. 
Under the new meal plan, which 
has left some students upset, stu¬ 
dents have meals allotted on a per 
week basis. 

Unused meals are not trans¬ 
ferred or refunded. Additionally, 
only up to $100 worth of Dining 
Dollars rolls over into QuickCash 
at the end of semester, something 
that used to have no rollover limit. 

University Spokesperson Renee 
Charles said the changes are aimed 
at to create a more self-sufficient 
dining operation, one that still 
operated at a loss last semester, 
and are not a means of creating 


additional revenue. 

"The dining changes were not 
put into place to create a windfall 
of revenue; the hope is to create a 
more self-sufficient dining opera¬ 
tion and continue to offer a variety 
of options to students," Charles 
said. 

Charles said they are still analy- 
ing the changes that were made 
and looking for new ways to 
improve the program. 

According to Dining Services 
Director Gayle Hanson, both food 
and concept changes have been 
made at many campus dining 
locations since fall semester. 

"We evaluated the restaurants 
over the fall term to determine 
what menu changes and locations 
enhancements we could offer with 
minimal redesign costs," Hanson 
said. 

Center Court is running a whole 
frozen fruits fruit smoothies pilot 
program, and by mid-February, an 
after-hours (7 p.m. - 1 a.m.) appe¬ 
tizer menu will be introduced. 


The Provisions on Demand 
(P.O. D.) now carries Burt's Bees 
health and beauty aid products 
and will carry specialty items such 
as balloons, stuffed animals and 
seasonal gift items. 

Some students have noted din¬ 
ing hall changes since last semes¬ 
ter, including menu changes that 
include greater variety day to day, 
but less variety at a single meal. 

For example, instead of offering 
tilapia, crispy chicken, and ham¬ 
burgers on the main hot station 
during a dinner, there is now one 
complimentary meal, such as tur¬ 
key, mashed potatoes and green 
beans at a given dinner. 

"With our current buffet set up 
at Geisert and Williams Halls, we 
are challenged on providing a con¬ 
cept station type environment," 
Hanson said of the change. "We 
work closely with our corporate 
culinary teams and our dietician 
at Bradley to set up the menus to 
provide a complete complimen¬ 
tary meal." 


Offering variety in a residen¬ 
tial community can be challenging, 
but Hanson said with the complete 
complimentary meal concept, she 
believes they can create more 
weekly variety. 

Geisert Dining Hall has also 
started to offer gluten free lean 
protein options, such as Made 
Without Gluten Tilapia and Made 
Without Gluten Meatballs, for 
lunch and dinner as well. 

"Working with our students 
with diet concerns, we have real¬ 
ly tried to develop options that 
would meet this need but also be 
well received by all of our guests," 
Hanson said. 

Aside from offering gluten- 
free lean protein options, Geisert 
Cafeteria Action Station will offer 
a themed meal days including 
Sunday Wings and Friday Mac 'n' 
Cheese with Tuesday alternating 
weekly between tacos and tortel- 
lini. 

"The [theme day] recipes will 
be based on these themes but will 


be changing in the way they are 
prepared weekly in order to keep 
things fresh," Vice President of 
Campus Affairs Emily Corona 
said. "Many years ago Mac 'n' 
Cheese Fridays were a huge hit 
and brought many people to the 
cafeteria; I hope it will be brought 
back with the same popularity." 

Bradley's other dining hall, 
Williams, now has a pizza station, 
which may also be used for sand¬ 
wich melts and calzones. 

Hanson said many of the chang¬ 
es were brought forth through stu¬ 
dent suggestions. 

"Through various feedback 
mediums, we collect the informa¬ 
tion, review the requests and col¬ 
laborate with the university lead¬ 
ership and our Aramark resources 
to determine how the requests can 
be addressed in the existing pro¬ 
gram and facilities," Hanson said. 


Uni./Main projects 
updates before May

Streets near Bradley will see a 
makeover by the end of the semes¬ 
ter - a $2.6 million makeover. 

After the water mainline under 
the intersection of University 
Street and Main Street failed on 
Sept. 6, 2013, City of Peoria offi¬ 
cials decided to remodel the inter¬ 
section to make it safer and more 
pedestrian friendly. 

"The scope of the Main Street 
and University Street project 
extends well past the actual inter¬ 
section and certainly will impact 
our campus in many positive 
ways," Bradley Chief of Police 
Brian Joschko said. "The new 
intersection and roads leading up 
to the intersection will be designed 
to calm traffic and increase pedes¬ 
trian safety, both of which were 
concerns for Bradley." 

Main Street, leading into the 
intersection, will not change, but 
from Columbia Terrace to Moss 
Avenue, University Street will 
now be three lanes instead of four. 
Two lanes will continue through 
the intersection, and the center 
lane will be dedicated to turning 
traffic. 

The intersection will also be 
raised. The "speed table" prohibits 
drivers from speeding through the 
intersection. 

The biggest change for students 
who walk through the intersection 
will be the pedestrian walk signal, 
when all traffic at the intersection 
will be stopped for 30 seconds to 
allow pedestrian crossing. 

Vice President of Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said that inter¬ 


section changes will lead to greater 
safety. 

"The safety improvements are 
anticipated to derive from both the 
physical changes to the intersec¬ 
tion and the signaling sequences, 
as well as expected declines in 
vehicle counts coming through the 
area," Anna said. 

In addition to the changes to 
the intersection, speed tables will 
also be installed in the surround¬ 
ing neighborhood to discourage 
cut-through traffic. The intersec¬ 
tion near the Main Street Parking 
Deck will also be reconfigured, 
according to Joschko, to allow a 
left turn onto Main instead of only 
right. 

"The reconstruction should 
also positively impact students 
traveling from campus across 
Main Street between University 
Street and A.J. Robertson Court," 
he said. 'This will be a welcomed 
change for those that park in the 
Main Street Parking Deck." 

The project will begin with 
water main construction, start¬ 
ing in February or early March 
and continuing for four weeks. 
Following that, the intersection 
will have lane closures for six 
weeks as the intersection is redone. 

The construction may involve 
closure of the intersection for a 
period of time, Anna said. 

"Any time there is a disrup¬ 
tion of streets near campus it will 
impact our students, faculty, staff 
and visitors," Joschko said. 'The 
city has assured the university that 
they will communicate road clo¬ 
sures, detours and traffic changes 
in advance of those changes so 
that motorists can plan ahead."

"We 
have a special budget for initia¬ 
tives that Honors students want 
to propose for the space." 

The Honors office in Bradley 
Hall was also redone for stu¬ 
dents to have a space to gather 
and relax, or get work done in 
between classes. 

"I'm there as much as pos¬ 
sible to get to know them, 
hear their ideas and answer 
questions," Dzapo said. "[Art 
Professor] Heather Brammeier 
has loaned us a sensational 
piece of art, and Honors stu¬ 
dent Kelsie Barnhart is creating 
a mixed media piece for us as 
well." 

Honors Program students 
register for Honors sections 
and seminars by stopping at the 
Honors office and signing up. 

Dzapo said with help from 
the Registrar, another initia¬ 
tive is to develop a system so 
that students can register for 
Honors classes and seminars on 
Webster, just as they do for all 
other classes. 

"I hope the new system will 
be in place in time for fall regis¬ 
tration," she said. 

With regard to International 
Programs, Dzapo said he 
hopes to have more infor¬ 
mation on that soon as well.

In April 2008, newly installed 
University President Joanne Glasser 
carefully selected a committee of 
staff, student leaders and faculty to 
formulate the Alcohol Action Plan 
(AAP), a decision that would lead to 
the eventual creation of Late Night 

BU (LNBU). _ 

The AAP 
states that its pur¬ 
pose and creation 
were "in response 
to increasing rec¬ 
ognition of alco¬ 
hol use and abuse 
on college cam¬ 
puses." ■■■■■■■■ 

The document 

cites a survey, the American College 
Health Association (ACHA) Health 
Assessment survey, that Bradley 
students participated in during the 
2006 school year. Results revealed 
that of the completed surveys, 98 
percent of Bradley students had 
consumed alcohol within 30 days of 
taking the survey. 

Glasser and her AAP committee 
said they felt that providing a posi¬ 
tive and empowering environment 
for students on campus would help 
to "change student behavior with 
regard to alcohol consumption." 

As a result, the committee solidi¬ 
fied alcohol reinforcement policies, 
cited current alcohol and substance 


prevention measures and proposed 


new efforts to both prevent and 
intervene. 

Out of these efforts came the 
birth of LNBU. 

Bradley hosted the very first 
LNBU in October 2008 with a 
Halloween theme that invited stu¬ 
dents to celebrate a night of Bradley 
pride in a positive and healthy envi¬ 
ronment.

Five years later, LNBU is hosted 
on a Friday or Saturday night in the 
Markin Center every month, and it 
is averaging more than 1,000 stu¬ 
dents per event, showcasing vari¬ 
ous themes and activities. 

"I think one of the things that 
makes LNBU unique to Bradley is 
that this program is not just focused 
on deterring alcohol usage," Coy 
said. "The LNBU program is 
focused on building a campus com¬ 
munity and providing the opportu¬ 
nity for students to experience new 
things." 

During the past five years, 
LNBU has hosted events and activi¬ 
ties such as a performance from 
the rapper Big Sean, camel rides. 


paint ball tournaments, henna tat¬ 
toos, exotic petting zoos and the 
customization of road signs and 
novelty hats. 

'The LNBU held in the Coliseum 
has been my favorite so far," said 
junior and sports communication 
major Bintu Njie. "I like the way 
they decided to utilize both gyms 
and the walking area above the 
court." 

Students are not only able to 
participate in free events and get 
free food, but students are also wel¬ 
comed to participate in the plan¬ 
ning and execution of the event 
offering opportunities event coor¬ 
dinators, logistics coordinators, 
graphic designers and volunteers. 

"Having the events planned by 
the student coordinators really puts 
the event back in the hands of the 
student body," Director of Student 
Activities Tom Coy said. 

Coy reported that the most 
recent LNBU, the Jan. 26 "Winter 
Wonderland" theme, and brought 
more than 1,030 students.

Salaries of important Braves don't add up 


It's important to know where 
your money is spent. 

At least we think it is. As col¬ 
lege students, sometimes if s tough 
to keep a budget and stay on track 
fiscally. When college loans, stu¬ 
dent activity fees and tuition come 
into play, things begin to pile up. 

That's why we wanted to inves¬ 
tigate where some of our money is 
spent at Bradley and show other 
students what we found. 

According to the Chronicle 
of Higher Education, University 
President Joanne Glasser received 
a salary of nearly $700,000 in the 
2011 calendar year. She's in the top 
100 highest-paid private univer¬ 
sity presidents in the country and 
top ten highest-paid private uni¬ 
versity presidents in Illinois. She is 
the highest-paid female university 
president in Illinois itself. 

Glasser certainly has experience 
in higher education. Before she 
came to Bradley, she was president 
of Eastern Kentucky University 
and vice president and chief 
advancement officer of Towson 
University in Baltimore. She also 


has a certificate from Harvard 
University for Higher Education 
Management. 

But compared to other institu¬ 
tions similar to Bradley, Glasser's 
salary tipped the scales. Butler 
University's president James 
Danko made nearly $420,000 in 
2011, while North Central College, 
also in Illinois, paid its president 
Harold Wilde about $503,000. 

It's not just Glasser's salary 
that made us take a second look. 
Bradley spent a hefty amount 
on athletics-based employees in 
2011, three of which made the 
Chronicle's top ten list of highest- 
paid Bradley employees. 

Together, men's basketball 
Coach Geno Ford, former men's 
basketball Coach Jim Les and 
Director of Athletics Michael Cross 
were paid about $1,263,000 in 2011. 

The university paid Les close 
to $400,000 that year, even after he 
was fired. 

The university paid Peter 
Johnsen, a former provost and 
vice president of academic affairs 
who left Bradley in 2008, near¬ 


ly $183,000 in 2011. Current Vice 
President of Business Affairs Gary 
Anna said Johnsen still had "accu¬ 
mulated pay due to him"' that 
would be carried out over a period 
which ended in 2012. 

And while that seems unfair, 
we realize that the fulfillment of a 
contract is a legal obligation. 

We're not experts when it comes 
to salaries for those in higher edu¬ 
cation, whether you're the presi¬ 
dent of a university, a coach of the 
university's most popular team or 
part of the president's cabinet. 

And if, as Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees Bob Turner said, 
the salaries are not indicative of 
their true values, our opinions 
may be skewed. 

It could be that all of the sala¬ 
ries for each Bradley employee 
reported in the Chronicle warrant 
some leeway. 

But we do think that if Bradley's 
leaders are being paid this much 
money, some of which is from our 
tuition, it should be put to good 
use. We think people who work 
here, like professors who educate 


students every day, and admin¬ 
istrative assistants who manage 
day-to-day activities that keep 
Bradley afloat, deserve a piece 
of the pie, not those who aren't 
employed by Bradley anymore. 

So why do we keep firing high- 
paid employees with years left 
on their contracts when we know 
we're going to have to commit 
money to their contract fulfill¬ 
ment? 

We can't change what's hap¬ 
pening, and we can't say for cer¬ 
tain that what's happening is 
wrong. But we at The Scout are 
here to report on what we see to 
the student body, especially when 
it has to do with our tuition. 

And we don't want to be put on 
trial for reporting the facts. 

But the Chronicle's data is from 
two years ago, so maybe the eye¬ 
popping numbers we saw have 
changed. For now, though, as we 
continue to open our purse strings 
to the university, we're still going 
to monitor where every penny is 
spent, and if it's being spent well. 
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America(ns) the not-so-beautiful 
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America the beautiful. The 
land of the free and the home 
of the brave. Where freedom of 
speech reigns supreme, and social 
commentary is becoming a wel¬ 
comed norm. 

This past Sunday marked the 
48th annual Super Bowl, one 
of America's favorite sporting 
events. What is perhaps even 
more anticipated than the actual 
game is the array of commercials 
that are worth more money than 
some will ever see in their life¬ 
time. 

This year, Coca-Cola was for¬ 
tunate enough to land a one-min¬ 
ute spot during one of the most 
widely viewed televised events 
in the country. The ad featured 
the song "America the Beautiful" 
played behind various video clips 
featuring people of all different 
cultures and races. 

Sounds patriotic enough, 
right? What made this ad dif¬ 
ferent was that, besides English, 
the song was sung in multiple 
languages. Clearly keeping the 
theme of America the Beautiful in 
mind, some Americans took to the 
Internet to express their freedom 
of speech in the worst way — 
semi-anonymous ignorance. 

Much of the backlash was 
posted on Twitter, as users like @ 
ItsShelbyGould stated, "Anybody 
else hate that they just sang the 
song of America, half in Spanish 
and there were about 2 Americans 
in the commercial? #coke" and 
user @Stphniwvr stated, "Well 
... I won't be drinking #coke 
anymore. We speak English in 
the #USA. Get over it. " Even 
the hashtag "#speakamerican" 
was trending, which in itself is 
so absurd that it's almost funny. 


Almost. 

Perhaps the biggest irony of all 
is that these impassioned, enraged 
citizens were vehemently protest-

ing an ad thinking they were cor¬ 
rect in believing the United States' 
national language is English (or 
"American"), and that "America 
the Beautiful" is our national 
anthem. 

A quick search on usa.gov will 
tell you that there is no "official" 
U.S. language, so why the uproar? 
Chances are that many of our rela¬ 
tives who emigrated here genera¬ 
tions back did not speak English, 
and the English that was origi¬ 
nally spoken has most certainly 
changed with time. 

Have you ever tried to read 
early American literature? That 
is definitely not the same English 
these angry tweeters are speak¬ 
ing. And "America the Beautiful" 
is not the national anthem. 

While 1 cannot say that all of 
the history taught in American 
schools is as in-depth and cul¬ 
tured as it should be, I can say 
that the ideology of America as 
a melting pot was branded into 
our minds from a very early age.

Regardless of the validity, this story is conveniently resurfacing just after 
Allen received the Cecil B. DeMille Award for Lifetime Achievement at the 
Golden Globes. He is also nominated for the Oscar for Best Original Screenplay. 
Additionally, he wrote a musical that will hit the Broadway stage later in 2014.

But wasn't that shark buried and put to rest more than 20 years ago? The ghost of 
terrible breakups past has returned to haunt Woody Allen, and it's digging a grave 
for the "Blue Jasmine" director just in time for Oscar season. 

Dylan Farrow wrote an open letter, which was published in The New York Times, 
stating that Allen, her adoptive father, had sexually assaulted her when she was 
seven years old. These accusations originated in the early '90s, in the midst of Mia 
Farrow and Woody Allen's ugly custody battle and breakup. 


The charges in the '90s against Allen were investigated and dropped. A psychiatric 
hospital determined that Dylan had been "coached" into telling the story. The 
lawyer on the case at the time believed there was probable cause but did not 
prosecute because it would do little to help their young daughter. 

This was not your average custody battle or breakup. 

Allen had left Farrow for her adopted daughter Soon-Yi Previn, whom Allen went 
on to marry in 1997. Farrow was furious, and the media was quick to respond. The 
poor family's dirty laundry was plastered on every magazine and newspaper in the 
country. 

Moses Farrow, another of Allen and Farrow's adopted children and a licensed 
family therapist, spoke in defense of Allen earlier this week to PEOPLE Magazine. 

"Of course Woody did not molest my sister," Moses said. "She loved him and 
looked forward to seeing him when he would visit. She never hid from him until 
our mother succeeded in creating the atmosphere of fear and hate towards him.

In her letter she writes: 


"I was terrified of being 
touched by men. I developed 
an eating disorder. I began 
cutting myself." 

It takes courage to face these issues, 
especially in the public eye. Whether 
Allen is guilty or not, it is necessary 
that the public continue to encourage 
people to speak up about abuse. 

Allen's lawyer released a statement that 
the acclaimed director is saddened 
by this story resurfacing and he 
is concerned for Farrow's 
mental health.

From YouTube prodigy to stand-up 
comedian, then television writer (briefly 
thank God) to poetry writer (briefly 
unfortunately) and back to stand-up 
comedian. Bo Burnham is not a typical 
musical comedian. 

Not that musical comedians are typical 
by nature, but that's beside the point. 

Burnham's second stand-up act, "what.", 
graced YouTube and Netflix Dec. 17 after 
he toured the show for about a year. He 
produced the show himself and released 
it for free for his fans, he said on a Reddit 
Ask Me Anything forum. 

"It took so long to make and it was 
something different than I've done 
before, so I really just wanted it to be as 
easy to find and watch as possible," he 
said. "Within two hours of releasing it, I 
knew I'd made the right choice." 

The show, which took Burnham three 
years to perfect, is filled with quick wit 
and some of the smartest and stupidest 
humor from a modem day comedian. 
His over-theatrical and raunchy jokes 


bring the audience into the twisted mind 
of the 22-year-old comedian, or at least 
his stage persona. 

"Sometimes [people] don't get, again, 
that this is an act onstage," he said in 
the special. "They think onstage I act too 
arrogant, too self-obsessed, solipsistic, 
self-contained, synonyms ... They want 
me to be a comic of the people." 

Burnham trips through awkward segues 
from simple silly bits like knocking his 
water bottle over only to dance to his 
track "He meant to knock the water 
over" to more serious songs like "Repeat 
Stuff" about the state of the popular 
music industry. 

Songs like "#Deep" and "From God's 
Prospective" and the part of his show 
where he reads from Ids poetry book 
show how Burnham has grown as a 
comedian; instead of making a quick joke 
about how he dislikes the way the world 
is, he's started to voice why he wants 
things to change. 

What 7 s a little disappointing about 


"what.", though, is that it shows the 
progression of Burnham into a more 
stupid direction with his comedy. 

His "Comedy Central Presents: Bo 
Burnham" show featured some 
really smart humor, like his sonnet 
about Shakespeare (complete with 
the monologue from Hamlet) and his 
quantum mechanics "song" where he 
just slammed on the piano. 

But what the show lacks in 
traditional intelligence, it 
makes up for in intense 
introspection. During one 
segment Burnham actually 
talks about how, once a week, 
he slips into an existential 
depression and tries to 
distinguish himself by saying 
a segment of words that "no 
one's ever said before." 

"Yo, life's about three things!" he 
said in the middle of the segment. 
"Getting money, getting [women] an< 
the Dewey Decimal system!" 

It's the way Burnham says the things 
that all of us have trouble dealing with 
at times, like religion and loneliness, and 
combines them with stupid, silly humor 
that has an almost childlike simplicity 
that makes Bo relatable as a young 
comedian. He has a way of making the 
weird kids feel a little vindicated in 
their oddities. 

And if that doesn't sell it for you, go 
look up "We Think We Know You".

BROAD CITY VS. GIRLS 



In the '90s, a good number of popular 
television shows were about high school 
aged kids. From Dawson's Creek to 
Clueless, the dramatized problems of 
high school kids became a part of our 
culture. 

Today, 20-somethings seem to be taking 
television by storm, although many of 
them seem to have the same general plot. 
There is one show, however, that has 
gained more popularity from the media 
than the rest. Perhaps it is because HBO 
has a higher standard for their television 
shows, or because we just love seeing 
Lena Dunham naked, GIRLS seems to be 
one of our generation's "it" shows. 

While the show itself is entertaining, 
it seems as though the target audience 
is pretty narrowed, seeing as a good 
number of the characters are often times 
less than lovable.

Pilot episodes are always make-it- 
or-break-it, but it seemed as though 
episode one made it.

the Hilltop. 

Ford's base pay is $582,721, 
which is $100,000 more than 
Glasser's base pay. 

Les was hired as the University 
of Califomia-Davis head coach 
afterward but threatened to sue 
Bradley in July 2011, saying he 
still had three years to go on his 
employment agreement. Bradley's 
obligation to Les was based on 
differences between his Bradley 
salary and what he would earn 
at UC-Davis, which was about 
$425,000 a year, he maintained. 

According to this data, Les 
received nearly $395,000 from 
Bradley in 2011. 

Les isn't the only former Bradley 
employee who was still on payroll. 
Peter Johnsen, who was Provost 
and Vice President for Academic 
Affairs from July 2006 to July 2008, 


was paid nearly $183,000 in 2011, 
the fourth year after he and the 
university severed ties. 

Vice President of Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said the pay¬ 
ments like those to Johnsen isn't 
uncommon at universities. 

"Dr. Johnsen finished his ser¬ 
vice in the summer of 2008, and 
he had some accumulated pay due 
to him," Anna said. "The amounts 
on this report are on a cash basis 
... and would be carried out over 
a period of time. Sometimes that 
happens when there's a change of 
employment like those and you'll 
see that at a lot of places." 

Johnson received no further 
payments and therefore was no 
longer reported on the 990 in 2012, 
the data for which will be publicly 
available this fall.

"diligently and quickly" working 
to book a new artist. 

"We have to submit offers to 
artists," said Assistant Director 
of Student Activities Lauren 
Smetana. "Their management all 
have varying response times to 
potential buyers." 

Smetana said the circumstanc¬ 
es, both this year and in 2012, are 
out of anyone's control. 

"Situations like these are an 
inherent risk in concert manage¬ 
ment, and there is nothing we 
could have done or can do dif¬ 
ferently in the future to avoid or 
prevent them," she said. 


In the Feb. 6 edition of Hilltop 
Happenings, a survey provided 
by ACBU asked students who they 
would like to see live in the spring 
concert. Students were asked to 
rank six artists: Demi Lovato, The 
Fray, John Legend, Ellie Goulding, 
Steve Aoki and Sara Bareilles. 

A disclaimer stated that "due 
to logistics that are out of our 
control, we cannot guarantee that 
any of these artists will accept our 
offer and perform on campus this 
spring." 

The survey closes at noon Feb. 
7.

"All of your support during 
this time has been so amazing. I 
couldn't have done this without 
you all," Ke$ha said in her public 
statement. "I look forward to com¬ 
ing back stronger than ever on the 
next tour." 

Why would ACBU not con¬ 
sider that Ke$ha might be in the 
right state to perform? She wasn't 
and isn't healthy, and while we 
appreciate ACBU looking to book 
a high profile artist that many stu¬ 
dents recognize, it's not fair to pick 
one who had an increased chance 
of canceling due to her personal 
issues. 

We're not trying to put the 
blame entirely on ACBU, because 
Ke$ha's touring manager thought 
she would be healthy enough to 
tour this spring. 


But what we're seeing is a larg¬ 
er trend of ACBU not being able 
to fulfill its promises. Whether its 
promises include bringing at least 
one artist who appeals to the stu¬ 
dent body each school year or 
its promises to entertain us stu¬ 
dents in general, we believe that 
students are beginning to look 
elsewhere, like BSE, for their live 
music needs. 

We think that, even with the 
attempt to reach out to students 
with the survey, that people are 
losing faith in ACBU's ability to 
deliver a good concert. 

And the only thing that we 
can suggest is that the council 
either brings student opinions in 
at all parts of the decision-making 
process, it gets more funding or it 
starts focusing more on the music

Bradley men's tennis player 
Justin Abrams is down to his last 
match. 

Not literally, of course. But the 
senior knows time is running out 
on his college career, and he wants 
to make sure that he leaves his 
mark on the tennis program. 

Abrams came to Bradley in the 
fall 2010 from Eagen High School 
in Eagen, Minn., where he led his 
team to a runner-up finish in the 
state tournament his senior year. 

As a Bradley freshman, he won 
26 singles matches, breaking the 
record for single-season wins by 
a freshman and tying him for sec¬ 
ond overall in Bradley history. 

During his sophomore season, 
he won 21 more singles match¬ 
es and helped the team earn the 
#3 seed in the Missouri Valley 
Conference championship. 

Now, as a senior, Abrams finds 
himself on a very young squad. 
Of the eight members on the team, 
four are freshman. Add in the sud¬ 
den resignation of former coach 
Jesse Plote last July, and you have 
a recipe for trouble. 

Along with Abrams, seniors 
Ashton Kalhom, Arthur Romanet 
and Hamish Weerasinghe, haven't 
let that happen. In his first year 
at Bradley coach Tim Gray, likes 
what he's seen so far from Abrams 
and the other seniors and wishes 
he could see more of it. 

"Having four guys like Justin 
is a bittersweet thing," Gray said. 
"I'd like to have them for two. 


three more years but it's good to 
have the senior leadership and 
guys that have been around the 
block and know the MVC." 

For their part, Abrams and 
the other seniors are using their 
experience to help guide the team 
through all the changes. 

"We try to help as much as we 
can, even Dan [Rodefeld] and Nico 
[Rakitin], really talented players, 
are more talented than me for sure. 
But I've been here all these years," 
Abrams said. "As seniors, we still 
have something to give to make 
them better as a player and a per¬ 
son." 

Improving as both a player and 
a person is something Abrams has 
experienced first hand. Upon his 
arrival to the Hilltop, he quick¬ 
ly realized some habits had to 
change. 

"In order to be success¬ 
ful as a student athlete, time | 
management is important," 
Abrams said. "I mean, you've 
got practice at 6 a.m., then lift¬ 
ing, then class. There are some 
times where you study for a test 
Sunday night in the van on the 
way back." 

The improvements aren't lim¬ 
ited to the court, however. As a 
player, Justin said he knows he's 
grown at Bradley as well. 

"I've learned how to stay calm 
and collected during matches. 
Also, physically. I'm able to not 
get tired and not lose my focus," 
he said. 

With any transition, it's impor¬ 
tant to get the players to buy into 
the new system. Coach Gray 


believes that Abrams and the other 
seniors have played a key role in 
getting the freshman to buy into 
the system. 

"Justin and the other guys have 
done a good job trying to help 
me establish a new culture within 
the program," Gray said. "It was 
important to get the seniors to buy 
in as a new coach, and their lead¬ 
ership skill^^^Mhave helped 
the new guys 

feel 


their way around college ten¬ 
nis." 

As Justin's Bradley career 
winds down, there are a few goals 
he would like the team to accom¬ 
plish before he leaves. Outside 
of improving his doubles game, 
Justin said he wants the team to 
make a return appearance in the 
MVC tournament. But he said he 
knows the road won't be easy. 

"We have a tough conference," 
Abrams said. "Drake was ranked 
top 18 last year and Wichita ^ 
State made the NCAA tour¬ 
ney last year, but you 
never know what can 
happen." 


Abrams and the men's tennis 
team travel to Butler this week¬ 
end to face the Bulldogs. They 
don't play a home match until 
early March. If you need a ten¬ 
nis fix before then, the Bradley 
women's tennis team faces Eastern 
Illinois at the Clubs at River City 
on February 21.

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NCAA football union is a 
step forward 



In the sports world, it's of 
utmost importance to protect the 
athletes that play the games we 
enjoy. 

To shield these players, organi¬ 
zations like the National Football 
League Players Association, 
Major League Baseball Players 
Association and others become 
unions to protect all who partici¬ 
pate in the sports themselves. 

Player unions, much like regu¬ 
lar worker unions, strive to repre¬ 
sent and protect the rights of the 
athletes in all major sports. 

Exercising the use of these play¬ 
er unions is usually so fundamen¬ 
tal that it's hardly even an after 
thought. 

That's why former 
Northwestern quarterback Kain 
Colter garnered attention last week 
when he and other Northwestern 
football players submitted a peti¬ 
tion to the National Labor Relations 
Board for union representation for 
NCAA Division I football. 

Northwestern is seeking equal 
representation for football players 
in the NCAA with financial, aca¬ 
demic and physical issues. 


Ragomi Huma, the president 
of the National College Players 
Association, offered his take on the 
situation. 

"This is finally giving ath¬ 
letes a seat at the table." Huma 
told ESPN's "Outside the Lines". 
"Athletes deserve equal voice 
when it comes to their physical, 
financial and academic protec¬ 
tions. 

If college athletes were to be 
able to receive these safeguards, 
this would be a step in the right 
direction for NCAA, which does 
not provide much compensation 
for injury or representation in aca¬ 
demic situations. 

However, with this petition for 
unions coming amid the ongo¬ 
ing debate to pay players, some 
may use the unions for the wrong 
reasons. Athletes may try to use 
the unions to bring a salary to 
themselves. 

The argument is over whether 
college athletes should be paid like 
professional athletes. And while 
that debate may be for another 
column, it will certainly be a 
debate that becomes enlarged if 


the Northwestern players succeed 
in creating player unions. 

It's been widely viewed in all of 
the major collegiate sports over the 
nation that college athletes, and 
even college coaches, believe that 
they should receive payment for 
playing in games. 

However, if it were to be that 
these unions would lead to paying 
players, then that would under¬ 
mine the reason for creating these 
unions in the first place. 

The main reason that these 
player unions would be formed to 
represent the collegiate athletes in 
the aspects of sports that the have 
no representation or say in. Those 
who would use the unions to pay 
athletes would not use them for 
the right reasons. 

Don't let this take away from 
what the players at Northwestern 
are striving to achieve. The idea 
of unions in college sports would 
make a great addition to not only 
the game, but to the NCAA as 
well. 

Now, the unions themselves 
would take years find most likely 
go through federal courts to come 
to a decision. But, with the debate 
on whether to pay athletes or not 
circulating at the moment, the pos¬ 
sibility is definitely there that the 
unions would be approved for all 
the wrong reasons.

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Braves fall 
to 0-10 away 
from home

Following an emotional victo¬ 
ry against 1-74 rival Illinois State, 
the Braves went on the road Jan. 
31. Neither Mother Nature nor 
their opponent, Missouri State, 
treated them well. 

Unable to take a flight from 
Peoria to Springfield, Mo. due 
to weather, the team had to take 
the more than five and half hour 
bus ride. 

Once they got there, the Braves 
continued their road woes, shoot¬ 
ing 37 percent (19-51) en route to 
a 74-61 loss. The loss dropped the 
Braves into seventh place in the 
Missouri Valley Conference with 
a 4-6 conference record and a 9-14 
record overall. 

The loss against Missouri State 
also dropped the Braves' record 
away from the Civic Center to a 
winless 0-10 this season. 

Coach Geno Ford said the 
team needs to find another form 
of energy on the road because, 
right now, they are not getting it 
done away from home. 

"We haven't been able to sus¬

Ford continued to point out 


that, for some reason, his team 
cannot figure it out on the road, 
despite the game not changing 
that much. 

"We have to have a better 
mental approach every time we 


hit the floor," Ford said. "The 
game is not that different; yet, we 
play very differently."

Women split games vs

Redemption. 

That could be the way to 
describe the weekend the Bradley 
women's basketball team had. 

The Braves split two games, 
both against Missouri Valley 
Conference opponents. Losing to 
Indiana State 80-67, then beat¬ 
ing their rival Illinois State in a 
thriller 64-62. 

The first game, against Indiana 
State, was a rough one for the 
Braves, as the Sycamores domi¬ 
nated the Braves by scoring 50 of 
their 80 points in the post. 

"Post defense is something 
that's going to be a hamper on 
us," Coach Michael Brooks said. 
"We don't have the athletes that 
other teams do, so we've got to 


play differently to be able to stop 
the things that they want to do." 

The Braves never led 
against Indiana State where the 
Sycamores dominated on the 
glass and capitalized by scoring 
off turnovers. 

Michelle Young led the 
Braves with 15 points against the 
Sycamores, before fouling out 
with 8:55 remaining. 

After losing to Indiana State, 
however, the Braves bounced 
back two days later with a win 
against Illinois State. 

After collecting only 29 
rebounds against Indiana State, 
the Braves came back on Sunday 
and amassed 37 against the 
Redbirds. Three players reached 
double figures, with senior guard 
Kelsey Budd leading the Braves 
with 15 points. 


Bradley took a slim 63-62 lead 
with 45 seconds remaining on a 
free throw by Catie O'Leary that 
proved to be the game winning 
score, as Illinois State committed 
a travel with two seconds left. 
The score was made 64-62 on a 
Young free throw, which became 
the final score after a missed des¬ 
peration heave by ISU. 

Although the defensive post 
game has its struggles, the offen¬ 
sive post game has improved. The 
Braves got to the free throw line 
33 times against the Sycamores 
and another 27 times against the 
Redbirds. 

"Offensively, our post game 
was much better," said Brooks. 
"We got the ball in, we drew fouls 
and we finished very well under¬ 
neath the basket." 

Another big part of the 
Brave's production this weekend 
was freshman Leti Lerma, who 
paced the offensive attack for 
the Braves. Lerma totaled 17

After receiving more than 1,600 
student responses about poten¬ 
tial spring concert performers, 
the Activities Council of Bradley 
University (ACBU) said it has 
extended an offer to a new artist. 

As reported in the Feb. 7 issue of 
The Scout, spring performer Ke$ha 
canceled her concert at Bradley 
and other locations in Illinois. 

In an email to The Scout, Special 
Events Reserve Fund (SERF) coor¬ 
dinators junior Dashawn Cason, 
sophomore Chelsie Tamms and 
junior Chardeney Mason said they 
are waiting to hear back about the 
offer. 

"A detail to note is that when 
it comes to accepting or rejecting 
an offer, there are many 'moving 
parts' that need to align perfectly 
to get an artist to say 'yes' to a 
school's offer," the email stated. 

Some of those moving parts 
include the Renaissance Coliseum 
availability, artist's tour dates and 

if the artist is willing to perform 
at a college show, which the SERF 
coordinators said generally earn 
less profit. 

'These are all aspects that are 
out of control," the email stated. 

The coordinators also com¬ 
mented on concert cancellations 
in general. 

"With booking live entertain¬ 
ment on any scale, there will 
always be the risk of health, inju¬ 
ry or personal emergencies," the 
email stated. 'These unfortunate 
circumstances are unavoidable 
and unpreventable. The only thing 
we can do is adapt and react quick¬ 
ly to these situations when they 
occur and act in the best interest of 
the student body."

Winter hits Bradley hard, administration responds

Car crashes, broken pipes and 
icy weather were all in the forecast 
for the United States this winter. 

Peoria was no exception. 

The Peoria Journal Star report¬ 
ed that, as of Feb. 5, the local 
snowfall totaled to 37.1 inches. 
That total is 0.6 inches short of the 
10th snowiest winter in the area. 

So with two days of specific 
severe weather Jan. 27 and Feb. 5, 
Bradley spent two days without 
classes, and a major water main¬ 
line break in the Downtown area 


Monday meant one day without 
water. 

"I think Bradley handled the 
water break well," said freshman 
chemistry major Devon James. 
'The signs they put up were a 
great idea." 

Vice President of Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said his team 
tried to do all they could for the 
Tittle village" of Bradley during 
all three days. 

"We have a number of routines 
that deal with the physical aspects 
of the weather," Anna said. "But 
this one took an entirely different 
turn. I don't remember ever being 


closed just for the cold." 

But this year the campus saw 
new developments due to the 
extreme negative temperatures. 
Two windows in Swords Hall and 
one in Markin Family Recreation 
Center cracked and needed to be 
replaced because of the fluctuat¬ 
ing temperatures inside and out, 
Anna said. 

Even though individual and 
clusters of buildings had been 
without water in the past, this was 
also the first time that the entire 
campus was without water. 

But campus kept from freez¬ 
ing completely with the help of 


some dedicated staff members. 
According to Anna, facility mem¬ 
bers helped clear the snow, and 
some of the campus' essential per¬ 
sonnel even stayed overnight to 
ensure that they would be able to 
be at work the next day. 

"The crews and equipment 
that have been very reliable this 
year," Anna said. "We asked [for] 
something special [from] them this 
winter." 

Students, however, did not 
seem to be pleased with the qual¬ 
ity of the snow removal. 

"I do not feel Bradley did a

good job removing snow," said soph¬ 
omore political science major Jason 
Blumenthal.

Meyer brought to our attention 
that there were about 15 students 
total, not including the basket¬ 
ball band, at the men's basket¬ 
ball game versus Evansville on 
Sunday, which she said was "so 
very sad" to her. 

We have to agree. 

But before we jump into anoth¬ 
er spiel about student apathy, we 
have to make clear that Meyer's 


letter applies to us as well, since 
most of The Scout staff did not 
attend the basketball game on 
Sunday, either.

Choices of few means less money for us 


Bradley University is in trouble. 

Our esteemed "best value" col¬ 
lege experience is in jeopardy of 
being crushed by the poor fis¬ 
cal decision-making of a few. I'm 
speaking, of course, about the 
recent awareness of how money 
is being misspent by the univer¬ 
sity's administrative offices and 
has been over the past few years. 

For example, the combined 
salaries of University President 
Joanne Glasser and men's basket¬ 
ball Coach Geno* Ford total more 
than $1 million. These numbers 
have only increased year after 
year, and coincidentally, so has 
tuition. Plus, this has occurred 
without increasing merit scholar¬ 
ships of returning students. 

Despite the obvious question 
of why a person needs to make 
that much money to begin with, 
a much more pertinent inquiry 
unfolds: how has the academic 
state of Bradley University, as well 
as the student body, been affected 
by these decisions? 

For starters, while the admin¬ 
istrative staff spent time and 
effort raising money for our new 
Alumni Center ($12 million) and 
Renaissance Coliseum ($51.1 mil¬ 
lion), academic and scholarly 
branches in dire need of assistance 
were ignored or otherwise deemed 
unimportant. 


Our library, which has appeared 
in the Princeton Review's category 
of 'This is a Library?" more than 
once, is in shambles and in great 
need of updated resources, which 
would only benefit our academic 
progress as a student body. 

Other departments across cam¬ 
pus also find their budgets contain 
too few dollars to fully fund stu¬ 
dent research projects, which then 
limit and inhibit the potential col¬ 
legiate achievements of individual 
students. 

The campus meal plan contin¬ 
ues to be reformed, but only at 
the expense of the students - not 
allowing them to receive unused 
meal-plan funds that rightfully 
belong to the student, not the uni¬ 
versity. 

Students continue to be disap¬ 
pointed with campus events (i.e., 
university-sponsored concerts), 
because the opinions and interests 
of the student body are ignored. 

Again, these are decisions made 
by a few, which are negatively 
impacting the general Bradley 
community. To all this some may 
ask, "So what?", which is a much 
welcomed question. 

Unfortunately, the current 
student body was enrolled at 
Bradley after these decisions were 
already made and put into motion. 
Therefore, we have inherited the 


negative byproducts of already 
established mistakes and, thus, 
cannot change them. 

However, we as the student 
body who are now aware of 
these mistakes can, in a way, 
sway the next decision. So, in 
response to those who ask, "So 
what?", I ask "So w r hat now?" 

We have some options. One 
is to demand administrative 
positions to take a salary cut, 
and use that money to improve 
campus that are vital to its 
future success (i.e., the library). 

Another option is to request 
the university to shift its fund¬ 
raising tactics from emphasiz¬ 
ing recreational facilities to 
being able to provide an enrich¬ 
ing college experience to the 
students that are actually here 
now. Isn't that what we promise 
our incoming freshmen every 
fall? 

Are we going to continue to 
allow the administration of this 
university to continue to misal- 
locate our tuition? Or are we 
going to be the first generation 
to take back our education and 
make Bradley the great institu¬ 
tion it should be?

Twelve Bradley students put 
their minds into gear this year and 
became 2014 Chicago Auto Show 
interns. 

The Chicago Auto Show is a 
family-friendly annual event that 
has been hosted by the Chicago 
Automobile Trade Association 
since 1935 to showcase nearly 1000 
vehicles from Bugattis to mini- 
vans. Displays offer demos, free 
gifts, food, drink and interactive 
simulations. 

"I was expecting the room to 
be filled with older gentlemen 
wearing suits," said senior public 
relations major Shelby Duitsman. 


"What I didn't realize was that 
the show appeals to people of all 
ages. There are so many families 
at the show who bring their little 
children who love to look at all 
the cars." 

The twelve interns were thrust 
into the field, completing tasks for 
executives, media outlets, custom¬ 
ers and clients. 

"We covered press confer¬ 
ences, created press releases that 
focused on automobiles revealed 
at the Chicago Auto Show web¬ 
site, generated Facebook, Twitter, 
Instagram and -Vine posts for the 
-Chicago Auto Show accounts, 
wrote blog posts, and created 
media packages and credentials 
said senior public 
relations major 
Erin Guth. 

The show 
was separated 
into three seg¬ 
ments and 
allowed for 
two waves of 
interns. The first 
eight interns 
participated 
in the Media 
Preview, First 
Look for Charity 
and the opening 
day events. 


"We worked really long days 
and were doing a lot of random 
tasks, but I think that that in and of 
itself says a lot about the PR indus¬ 
try," senior public relations major 
Emily Streeter said. "It's not all 
going to be glamorous work, but it 
all is important and needs done." 

The Media Preview, held Feb. 

6 to 7, allowed for media outlets 
to come see the show prior to 
public access in order to publi¬ 
cize and prepare for opening day. 
First Look for Charity is a black 
tie event, held Feb. 7, that aims to 
raise money for 18 Chicago area 
charities. This one-day event has 
raised more than $36 million since 
1992. 

The second wave of interns 
arrived opening day and will stay 
through Feb. 14. The four interns 
that participated in the second 
wave have a much more custom¬ 
er-focused approach dealing with 
social media and interaction with 
attendees. 

"Probably the most fun and 
most difficult task we had was 
going on the show floor creat¬ 
ing Vines and Instagram videos of 
show attendees," said Duistman. 
"We would ask them different 
questions about the Chicago Auto 
Show and record their answers." 

Guth, Streeter and Duitsman 


said the experience was one they 
value and will definitely put to 
use in their future careers both 
from skills acquired and connec¬ 
tions made. 

"If you are willing to apply 
yourself and work hard, the school 


or your department will help you 
pursue your dreams," Streeter 
said. "I don't think having an 
internship like this on a resume 
could ever hurt - it's the largest 
show in the country.”

Fourth annual BU triathlon to bring biggest competition yet

Despite the chilly winter, the 
competition amongst more than 70 
triathletes will be heating up inside 
the Markin Family Recreation 
Center on Saturday. 

The Bradley Triathlon Club is 
hosting its fourth annual indoor 
triathlon Feb. 15 at the Markin 
Center with approximately triple 
the number of participants from 
last year. 

"I believe that the surge in the 
popularity of our indoor triathlon 
is a reflection of the tremendous 
progress our club has made over 
the year," senior and Triathlon 
Club President Chris Douglas said. 

Competitors will be divided 
into collegiate male and female 
categories, open male and female 
categories and male, female and 
mixed relay categories for the race 
consisting of a 10-minute swim, a 
20-minute bike and a 15-minute 
run. 

Aside from Bradley students 
and staff, collegiate triathletes 
from colleges like the University 
of Illinois and Michigan State 
University, members of regional 
triathlon clubs and the general 


public are set to participate. 

Sophomore and Triathlon Club 
Vice President Alex Alvarez said 
both the club and the event have 
expanded due to volunteering and 
connections made with local tri¬ 
athletes, businesses and commu¬ 
nity members. 

"Triathlon is driven by com¬ 
munity, and it is for that reason 
that we have volunteered at 
races like the 'Oak Run Triathlon' 
and 'Tri for Dax'," Alvarez said. 
"[Volunteering] lets people within 
the community know about our 
club and get involved too." 

Due to these volunteering 
and outreach efforts, the indoor 
triathlon will also feature raffle 
prizes, free samples of nutritional 
supplements, coupon giveaways 
and informative booths from local 
businesses and sponsors to keep 
the triathletes busy during the 
downtimes of the events. 

Outside of the indoor triathlon, 
the club itself has benefitted from 
forming such connections with the 
community as well. 

Alvarez said he thinks that 
some people who may be inter¬ 
ested in participating in triathlons 
may choose not to participate due 
to the costs associated with triath¬ 


lons. However, he said, with the 
help of local businesses, the cost 
may not be a problem anymore. 

"As a club we have tried to do 
everything in our power to reduce 
these costs, from obtaining bikes 
for the club that anyone can use 
to getting sponsors," Alvarez said. 

As the club expanded, so has its 
overall success. 

Douglas, Alvarez and senfor 
mechanical engineering major 
Andrew Cain will represent 
Bradley at the 2014 USA Triathlon 
(USAT) Collegiate National 
Championships in Tempe, Ariz. 
in April. This is the first year tri¬ 
athletes will represent Bradley 
at the USAT Collegiate National 
Championships. 

The money raised from this 
Saturday's indoor triathlon will 
help finance that trip to Arizona. 

"This is the first time the club 
will be going [to USAT Collegiate 
National Championship], and 
hopefully it's the first of many for 
the club," Alvarez said. 

While the indoor triathlon will 
feature many veteran and competi¬ 
tive triathletes, Douglas encourag¬ 
es individuals to get involved with 
the sport in the future, whether 
they have any sort of background

in it or not. 

"Regardless of your starting 
condition, set a goal and work 
to achieve it," Douglas said.

"For me, triathlon is a way to 
prove that there's always some¬ 


thing beyond my mental limita¬ 
tions," Douglas said. "As I donned 
my cap and dipped my toes into 
the water for my first 'real' triath¬ 
lon, I had no clue what I was get¬ 
ting myself into. It hurt like noth¬ 
ing I'd ever felt, but I kept going, 
and now I can't stop." 

Douglas said that there is no 
other sport that challenges the body 
and mind like triathlon, and this 
Saturday a record number of indi¬ 
viduals will take on that challenge.

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Bradley Softball Blanked In Kajikawa Classic

The weather outside may be 
cold, but if you're looking for a 
reminder that spring is just around 
the comer, look no further than the 
Bradley softball team. 

The team played its season¬ 
opening tournament, the Kajikawa 
Classic, this past weekend in 
Tempe, Ariz. With competition 
that included Big Ten universities 
Indiana and Penn State and Pac-12 
member California, the Braves got 
an early test. 

Bradley fought hard, but 
couldn't pull off a victory. The 
team lost to Indiana and Colorado 
State on Friday. 

On Saturday, Bradley lost to 
number 24 California 10-3 and 
Penn State 5-3 before wrapping up 
the tournament Sunday with an 
8-4 loss to San Jose State. 

The Braves held leads in the 
games against California and San 
Jose State but couldn't close them 
out. Coach Amy Hayes said she 
knows the team has to get better at 
sealing the deal. 

"It's about calming the nerves 
a little bit and finishing," she said. 
"We really only had one poor 
game. Other than that, we played 
really well. We just didn't finish. 
We didn't play for seven innings." 

The inability to close out games 
can't be attributed to a lack of 
leadership. Bradley lost only 
one player from last year's team, 
Mackenzie Camp, and has six 
returning seniors this year. One 
of those seniors, pitcher Madeline 


Lynch-Crumrine, said she knows 
this isn't a young team anymore. 

"We've been looked at in the 
past as a young, inexperienced 
team. Now, we've got leadership 
and experience under our belt, and 
we're going to really get things 
rolling," she said. 

One of the leaders on the team 
is senior Baileigh Basham, who 
has seen her role shift slightly as 
she progressed through her col¬ 
lege career. Basham led the team in 
batting average, slugging percent¬ 
age and on-base percentage last 
season, despite missing the last 10 
games of the season with a thumb 
injury. 

Hayes said Basham is just one 
player on the Braves who may 
find herself at a different position 
depending on the day. 

"Basham has found herself 
behind the plate, at third base, sec¬ 
ond and first," Hayes said. "We've 
got a lot of kids who can play mul¬ 
tiple positions. We're just trying to 
find die right place for them." 

Regardless of who plays the 
field, Hayes said she believes the 
pitching staff is one of the Braves' 
strengths this season. 

"I think we have one of the best 
staffs in the Valley," she said. "A 
lot of teams may have one good 
pitched, but not all that many have 
a complete staff like we do. It's just 
a matter of getting them clicking at 
the same time." 

Last season, Lynch-Crumrine 
and Mackenzie Camp anchored 
the Bradley pitching staff. Camp 
finished her Bradley career with 
254 strikeouts, good for eighth 


most in program history. 

Now that her college career is 
over, it's time for another Brave 
to step up and be the number 
two starter on the team. When 
asked how the team would replace 
Camp, Hayes gave a simple 
answer. 

"With a freshman," she said. 

Freshman Jaelen Hull, to 
be specific. Hull comes 
to Bradley from Bishop 
McNamara High 
School where she 
was named the 
conference play¬ 
er of the year her 
senior season. It's 
a deserving honor, 
since she posted a per¬ 
fect 28-0 record while 
also hitting just shy of 
.400. 

"Jaelen's come a long 
way," Hayes said. "It's 
hard because you've got 
a kid coming in from high 
school who just won a state 
championship and hasn't 
lost. It's a bit of a shell shock." 

It's no shock that Lynch- 
Crumrine and the rest of Braves 
have high expectations for the sea¬ 
son, despite the results of the first 
weekend. 

"Our goal is to win the Missouri 
Valley Championship, and move 
onto the post season. We want to 
see ourselves in the college world 
series," she said.

Wichita St. Shockers Syracuse Orange 


Last year, NBA player Jason 
Collins announced to the world 
that he was gay. Support at first 
was overwhelming, but the ques¬ 
tion remained: would anyone sign 
him? Collins was a free agent at 
the time, and frankly he wasn't all 
that good of a player. 

In order for progress to truly be 
made, someone had to come out 
who was either established as a 
top-level player at their position or 
someone could get there someday. 

On Sunday night, it hap¬ 
pened Missouri defensive end 
and Southeastern Conference 
Defensive Player of the Year 
Michael Sam announced to he 
sports world he was gay. 

Before I get any further. I'd 
like to say that Sam has 100 per¬ 
cent of my support. It takes a lot 
of courage to come out to family 
and friends, but to do it in front of 
a national audience takes much, 
much more. 

That being said, it's unfortu¬

Braves can't 
convert free 
throws, fall 
at home

With a chance to gain some 
separation in the Missouri Valley 
Conference standings, the men's 
basketball team took on second 
place Indiana State Wednesday 
night at the Civic Center. 

Unfortunately, due to a poor 
free throw percentage and a hot 
shooting Jake Odum for Indiana 
State, the Braves fell 68-62 to the 
Sycamores and now sit in a four¬ 
way tie for fourth place. 

The Braves went into 
Wednesday night's contest rid¬ 
ing a four home game conference 
winning streak after Sunday's 
83-66 victory on Breast Cancer 
Awareness Day. Sunday's game 
saw senior Walt Lemon Jr. drop 
a game-high 25 points and fresh¬ 
man Xzavier Taylor tally his first 
career double-double (14 points 
and 11 rebounds). 

But the Braves could not han¬ 
dle Odum and the Sycamores 
who scored a team-high 27 points 
and set a school record by going 
13-13 from the free throw line. 

Bradley Coach Geno Ford 


praised the Sycamore star and 
said the Braves threw everything 
they could on him, but could not 
contain him. 

"He needed to play big for 
them tonight, so he did," Ford 
said. "There aren't enough super¬ 
latives that can explain how good 
he is." 

As the Sycamores set records 
for free throws, the opposite 
could be said of the Braves' free 
throw abilities. 

The Braves went 1-5 from the 
free throw line in the first half 
and finished 9-17 (53 percent), 
which is well below their season 
average of 70 percent. The Braves 
also struggled from the three- 
point line, shooting only 5-17 (29 
percent). 

Senior forward Tyshon Pickett 
said he knows that the Braves can 
be better from the free throw line, 
but he also notes that shooting 
free throws is all part of the men¬ 
tal game and can be easily fixed. 

"Free throws are just men¬ 
tal, that's all it is," Pickett said. 
"It is about taking your time 
and focusing, but we struggled 
tonight." 

The Braves kept it close in the 
first half, but big men Taylor and 
junior Auston Barnes both com¬ 
mitted two fouls and had to sit 
towards the end of the first half. 
That is when Indiana State went 
on a 12-1 run to close out the first 
half and take a 27-20 lead into the 
locker room. 

As the second half carried on. 


the Braves stayed close with the 
Sycamores and even took a 42-40 
lead with 9:52 to go in the game. 
But as the game went back and 
forth, the Braves had no answer 
for the Sycamores' Odum. 


With 4:03 left in the game, 
Odum and Indiana State's 
Khristian Smith hit back-to-back 
three pointers to put the Braves 
away for good. 

The Braves now head on the 


road to face Illinois State for 
round two of the 1-74 rivalry on 
Saturday for a 6:00 p.m. tip. For 
play-by-play updates from the 
game, follow @AaronFreem on 
Twitter. 


Braves swept on road over weekend

After two tough road losses, 
the Bradley women's basketball 
team prepares itself for the final 
stretch of the season. 

Playing on the road over the 
weekend, the Braves took on 
Wichita State and Missouri State. 
The Braves walked away with 
losses in both games. 

The Friday game against 
Wichita State pitted the Braves 
against the top team in the MVC. 
The Shockers showed why they 
were deserving of that top rank, 
defeating the Braves 67-54 in 
Wichita. 

The Shockers, led by pre¬ 
season MVC player of the year 
Alex Harden, held the Braves 
to 34 percent shooting from the 
field. 

Harden, who led all scorers 
with 18 points, keyed a 6-0 run 


late in the second half that took 
away almost any chance at a 
comeback for the Braves. 

"Each player has a strength, 
each player has a weakness," said 
head coach Michael Brooks. "One 
of the things she doesn't like 
to do is shoot the outside shot. 
Their team doesn't like to shool 
the outside shot. We take away 
what they like to do. Sometimes 
we have more success at it than 
others." 

Michelle Young, Fantasha 
Vine and Kelly Frings led the 
Braves with nine points a piece. 

The next game, against 
Missouri State in Springfield, 
Mo., was a heartbreaker. 

'There are some games where 
we play really well together, and 
other games where we fall apart 
a little bit," said senior forward 
Alyson Spinas-Valanis. "It's fine 
tuning those things and making 
sure that we don't fall apart when 


we play." 

The Braves led by one with 
16 minutes to play, when the 
Bears took the lead on an 11-0 
run, which proved to be a lead 
Missouri State would never relin¬ 
quish. 

Michelle Young led the Braves 
with 15 points, while Kelsey 
Budd tallied seven assists. 

Now, following the Missouri 
State loss, the Braves return 
home for a season-long three 
game home stand. Brooks said 
he knows that now is the time to 
make a run. 

"You've got to win them," said 
Brooks. "If we can get these wins 
at home and get single games on 
the road. If we can do that we'll 
still put ourselves in a good posi¬ 
tion, but there's little room for 
error."

As with any Bradley basketball 
game, buses will shuttle students 
from the Michel Student Center to 
Carver Arena starting at 6 p.m. 

Among the many different 
items available on Saturday, the 
first 500 students to present their 


BU ID at the door will receive a 
free gargoyle T-shirt. 

Cross attributed the arrival of 
the gargoyle to the persistence of 
the student body, alumni and dif¬ 
ferent committees. 

"I think the student involve¬ 
ment in the process has been one 
of the crucial aspects," Cross said. 

Cross said he wanted the com¬ 
munity to understand that this 
mascot will be a fair representa¬ 
tion of a fierce mascot along with a 
friendly image. 

'The mascot fits in the sweet 
spot between powerful, fierce and 
intimidating with approachable," 
Cross said. "It will be something 
that will work in many different 
settings." 

Since the school has been 
without a mascot for close to two 
decades. Cross said he is excited to 
present a new Bradley image. 

"We haven't been able to asso¬ 
ciate any imagery to Bradley 
Braves," Cross said. "Because of 
that, we have had a major hole in 
terms of representing the univer¬ 
sity and Bradley athletics.”

More than 
a mascot 


The new mascot has a lot of his¬ 
tory to live up to, and it's not going 
to be easy. 

Bradley's gargoyle mascot will 
be revealed during the Feb. 22 
men's basketball game. As the uni¬ 
versity gears up to advertise the 
gargoyle, I decided to fulfill my 
obligation as a history nerd and 
dig deep into Bradley's glory days 
with the Brave mascot. 

I searched through old Scouts, 
Hilltopics articles, Anaga Yearbook 
features, decades-old Bradley 
publications and a paper written 
by Special Collections Librarian 
Charles Frey. 

What I found is that in order 
to chum up enough spirit among 
students today as the Brave did in 
the past, it might take more than a 
new mascot. 

Lydia Moss Bradley didn't 
invent the Brave mascot. As 
early as the 1920s, Bradley year¬ 
books and the student newspaper 
referred to teams as "Indians" or 
"Braves," but there wasn't a defi¬ 
nite mascot at that point. 

That was until the 1940s, when 
Bradley's athletic teams wore 
Indian head logos on their jer¬ 
seys, and slowly, but surely, the 
"Braves" nickname synced up, 
producing mascots on campus. 

Bradley proudly embraced the 
Braves (in a day and age where 
depicting a Native American 
wasn't politically incorrect.) 
Braves were all over the place - as 
cartoons in basketball programs, 
attending campus activities and 
featured throughout The Scout. 

Brave mascots performed with 
cheerleaders at Homecoming 
events. One mascot in 1947 entered 
and won a campus jitterbug con¬ 
test. In the 1950s, Bradley debuted 
the "little Brave" mascot Tommy 
Hawk, who pulled pranks on ath¬ 
letic opponents. 

The cafeteria was named the 
Wigwam, and according to the 
1948-49 "B" student handbook, it 
was "decorated in manner of a 
western lodge, with Indian rel¬ 
ics exhibited inside and Indian 
names such as Rain-in-the-Face or 
Chief Flying Horse burned into the 
wood of the booths." 

The Student Center was coined 
"the Tepee." Homecoming week

Bradley graduate placement rates optimistic 


Renowned musician

Grammy-nominated American jazz artist Bobby Shew 
will be the feature guest at the ninth annual Bradley 
University Jazz Festival. 

Shew began playing music as a child with guitar and 
trumpet. During his teenage years. Shew performed at local 
dances and coffee houses. Playing regularly at a dinner club 
helped officially launch his career. 

Television shows such as "Hawaii 5-0," "Happy Days" 
and "Bob Newhart" have featured his work. Additionally, 
some of his songs have been included in "The Muppet 
Movie," "Taxi," "Rocky I" and "Rocky II" movie 
soundtracks. 

Shew also conducts clinics for students worldwide and 
continues to tour internationally. 

The festival, which also includes public performances 
by 14 visiting high school bands, is sponsored by Yamaha 
of America. Shew will perform at 7:30 p.m. Feb. 25 in the 
Michel Student Center ballroom. 


In the 2012-2013 school year, Bradley graduates 
boasted a 92 percent placement rate, topping many of 
Bradley's competitors. 

Smith Career Center (SCC) Interim Executive Director 
Jon Neidy said this is positive for the students and for 
the university. 

"I think Bradley students should be confident in their 
job prospects," Neidy said. 

With more than 830 students attending this year's 
spring job fair, and a 7.8 percent increase in the nation's 
businesses hiring college students, Neidy assures stu¬ 
dents there are great things to look forward to. 

"I highly recommend going to get your resume 
reviewed, participating in an internship or some sort of 
experiential learning and attending at least one job fair 
before graduation," Neidy said. 

With schools like Marquette University and DePaul 
University posting a placement rates just under 90 per¬ 
cent, Neidy attributes Bradley's success to three things. 

"First of all, the staff of the SCC is dedicated to help¬ 
ing students identify and choose jobs and areas they will 
succeed in and enjoy," Neidy said. 


One of the tools the SCC uses to help students identi¬ 
fy such jobs is the eRecruiting network available through 
myBU that allows students to do a job search tailored to 
their needs. 

"Secondly, the academic preparation students go 
through is what makes them ideal candidates for posi¬ 
tions," he said. 

Neidy praised Bradley for preparing students as well- 
rounded individuals that are prepared for the work field. 

"Finally, the kind of students we are choosing to 
begin with and help educate are the quality individuals 
employers are looking for," Neidy said. 

Within the placement rate, Neidy said that a majority 
of students are participating in a job or continued educa¬ 
tion that specifically requires their undergraduate major. 

With 75 interviews hosted on-campus in the first two 
days after the spring job fair and many more continuing 
through the semester, Neidy said students are prepared 
and showing initiative.

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Campus mourns art 


professor Acacia Warwick

Bradley flags flew at half-staff 
in honor of a Bradley professor for 
modem and contemporary art his¬ 
tory and theory. 

Assistant Professor of Art 
Acacia Warwick died after a five- 
year battle with cancer Feb. 14. 

Warwick started at Bradley in 
fall 2008, after receiving her doc¬ 
torate in Modem Art History at 
the University of California Los 
Angeles (UCLA) in 2006 with a 
concentration in film studies. 

"Acacia eagerly accepted her 
extended teaching assignment 
and approached her classes and 
subjects rigorously and with 
enthusiasm," Department of Art 


Chairperson Paul Krainak said. 

Warwick taught a Special 
Topics class on Weimar Culture in 
her first semester that showed stu¬ 
dents an overview of early experi¬ 
mental film. 

Warwick also organized a panel 
on visual language associated with 
the Inland Visual Studies Center 
that thoroughly discussed popular 
media projections in relation to 
regional art and architecture. 

"She was one of the most 
informed and articulate teachers 
I have ever heard speak on con¬ 
temporary criticism and theory," 
Krainak said. 

While struggling with cancer 
in the last few years, Warwick 
became an editor of ARTRIT, an 
online journal on art theory. 

"Acacia always had very high 


expectations for her students," 
Associate Professor of Art Heather 
Brammeier said. "She told me she 
found they always rose to meet 
those expectations." 

Brammeier said that as a result, 
Warwick forged strong connec¬ 
tions with the department's top 
students and encouraged young 
people who aspired to be studio 
artists and admired their courage 
to aim high. 

"In critiques with graduate art 
students. Acacia raised the level of 
discourse and brought contempo¬ 
rary issues to the fore," she said. 
"We will miss her intellect, her wit 
and her honesty." 

Warwick and husband Todd 
Williams were two of the original 
founders of Backspace Collective, 
which is a not-for-profit artist's 


group and exhibition space on 
Main Street. 

"Her role at Backspace was 
another example of the way she 
promoted innovative explora¬ 
tion in the arts and served as 
a role model for her students," 
Brammeier said. 

University President Joanne 
Glasser said that it is always 
painful and difficult to lose a 
member of the Bradley com¬ 
munity. 

"In this case, [she] was a 
beloved faculty member who 
touched and enriched so many 
student lives," Glasser said. 
"She was a wonderful colleague 
and one who made a significant 
impact by bringing her skills 
and talents to the Hilltop."

freshmen began the app-building 
process. Pericak said he did most 
of the brainstorming and "people 
work" while Clark wrote most of 
the code. 

"It was a lot of late nights using 
the coding knowledge we had and 
looking the rest up on Google and 
YouTube," Pericak said. "I would 
think of something we could add. 
I'd go next door and get 

[Clark] and we'd sit down 
and start working on it right 
away." Pericak, vice president of 
Technology Services for Student 
Senate, said his department was 
able to fund the app, saving a lot 
of time and money. 

"Currently, Bradley is one of the 
only universities I've seen that has 


a 100 percent student-created and 
student-run app," Pericak said. 
"Other schools pay thousands of 
dollars to have professionals do 
it. We paid about one tenth of the 
price and, since it is web-based, 
we can update the app instantly 
instead of waiting 10 days like 
Apple apps." 

Clark and Pericak said that 
although their major is rigorous 
and time-consuming, they were- 
able to succeed in this project. 

"Bradley allows us to do this 
kind of thing," Clark said. "It is a 
big opportunity." 

Pericak and Clark said 
University President Joanne 
Glasser talked to the freshmen class 
in their first days at Bradley and 


told them their years at Bradley 
are a time to be a renaissance fig¬ 
ure and make a difference. 

"We wanted to make something 
that leaves an impact on campus," 
Pericak said. "We want this to be a 
student resource." 

With more than 625 downloads 
already, Pericak and Clark are aim¬ 
ing for 1000 downloads by the end 
of the spring 2014 semester.

Weather affects visit day program attendance

With severe winter weath¬ 
er threatening the region, the 
Department of Undergraduate 
Admissions suffered a loss of 
nearly half of its 1,034 registered 
visitors for the Presidents Day visit 
day program. 

Last year's Presidents' Day 
visit day program welcomed 597 
visitors to campus. 

But the forecast for Feb. 17 this 
year predicted a mixture of snow 
and rain that had Admissions con¬ 
cerned with the quality of this 
year's prospective students' expe¬ 
rience. 

"We know that our prospec¬ 
tive students have given up part 
of their busy schedules to visit, 
and we want to make the best of 
their stay on the Hilltop," said 
Associate Director of Admissions 


Cory Craig. 

Craig said the department 
always aims to ensure guests' 
comfort and that the Student 
Admissions Representatives 
(STARs) are ready to give tours in 
any weather. 

Typical visit day programs 
include a welcome from University 
President Joanne Glasser, a pre¬ 
sentation from Executive Director 
of Enrollment Management for 
Admissions Tom Richmond, a stu¬ 
dent panel, meetings with faculty 
of the visitors' intended majors, 
an activities fair and a tour of 
campus. 

The night before the program, 
Admissions had to shift to "plan 
B" to accommodate more than 
1,000 anticipated visitors with the 
news of the predicted weather for 
Monday. After Glasser expressed 
concern about visitors' safety 


while walking through the snow, 
they decided to cancel the 10 a.m. 
tour. 

"On Monday, we were pre¬ 
pared for inclement weather and 
had an alternate plan prepared 
as we always do when there is 
a threat of poor weather," Craig 
said. 

However, cold temperatures 
and wintry precipitation persisted 
until 1 p.m., so only around 500 
visitors attended the program. 
Those who were unable to attend 
were given the option to attend 
another day, Craig said. 

"We have reached out to those 
who were unable to attend the 
program due to weather, and 
many have shown a great inter¬ 
est in rescheduling a visit in the 
future," Craig said. 

According to senior and STAR 
Allen Ghareeb, visitors and STARs 


were good sports about the poor 
conditions. 

"If they didn't want to be there, 
they had every excuse not to as far 
as the weather goes, so those who 
chose to attend had really good 
attitudes," Ghareeb said. 

In her welcoming speech, 
Glasser told visitors they were 
now "honorary braves" for "brav¬ 
ing" the poor weather. 

Sophomore and STAR Evan 
Powell said the main difference 
between this visit day program 
and others was the size of the 
tours. Because morning and after¬ 
noon tours had to be combined, 
the tour groups were slightly larg¬ 
er than planned, he said. 

To make it easier for visitors and 
STARs, Bradley's Osher Lifelong 
Learning Institute (OLLI) shuttle 
and the Hilltop Safety Cruiser 
were used to transport program 


participants across campus. 

Overall, visitors and STARs 
responded positively to the poor 
weather that brought in five inches 
of snow. 

"We have had to make adjust¬ 
ments on the fly before, and, once 
again, I think we handled it nicely 
to ensure a successful day," Powell 
said. 

According to Ghareeb, this 
year's unusually severe winter has 
not made a significant impact on 
tours. 

"Everyone's kind of in it togeth¬ 
er," Ghareeb said. 

Despite the circumstances, the 
STARs had few complaints. 

"I feel the tour guides are well 
adapted and can give a tour in any 
conditions," Powell said. "Even in 
the less than best weather, Bradley 
has a lot more to offer to influence 
students to come to the Hilltop."

Watching Jimmy Fallon act like an adult was a little 
jarring, especially after seeing him break character 
in pretty much every Saturday Night Live sketch he 
was in.

By the end of the bit, Fallon had $1,400, which is 
either very discouraging or hilarious. 

It was Fallon's self-deprecating humor, or "not 
afraid of emotion" as the Chicago Tribune put it, 
that set his show apart from the hosts in the past.

Within the course of the past three years it 
seems that Peoria is slowly emerging as a 
rather cultured city. For many students who 
can't always make it out of the "Bradley 
bubble", culture is finding its way back to 
campus in the form of poetry. 

While it may not be known to all students, 
Bradley's campus and the surrounding area 
coffee shops have played host to a number 
of different events featuring both national¬ 
ly-known as well as local poets. 

Jadyn Weber, an English major at Bradley, 
has been a force within the student body 
to help get Bradley students to be more 
open to poetry by helping bring about these 
events. 

Weber's love for poetry started fairly re¬ 
cently, and her voice within the art was 
strengthened after taking a poetry work¬ 
shop dass here at Bradley. 

"[Stein's] dass was such a great dass for 
me, at least" she said. "And then I feel like 
everybody else in the area started to want 
to do that." 


Weber's roommate and Bradley alumnae 
Jasmin Garda also credits the presence of 
students from California in helping push 
the visibility of spoken word in past years 
around Peoria due to the abundance of spo¬ 
ken word events back on the West Coast. 

"Every night there's an open mic some¬ 
where," Garda said. 

It was after Weber and Garda met Peoria 
poet Brandon Thornton that the creation of 
the Java Talk poetry event came about. We¬ 
ber and Thornton worked together on the 
first Java Talk, which was held at Broken 
Tree Coffee on Main Street in November. 
For a first time event, the turnout was pretty 
substantial. 

But this is not the first poetry event Bradley 
has seen, nor will it be the last. Various mul¬ 
ticultural groups have helped well-known 
poets make their way to campus, which 
gives students and community members 
a chance to get a feel for an art they may 
not be familiar with. In poetry terms, this is 
where the seed was planted. 



Groups on campus like Writehouse Ink- 
help foster the writing environment, espe¬ 
cially for those who may not be English ma¬ 
jors. It has various writing days and feed¬ 
back within the group that help keep the 
writing flow going. 


Whisper and Shout is another poetry event 
held on the first Thursday of each month at 
the Peoria Contemporary Art Center. While 
it's been established for a few years, the 
accessibility to the students in the area is 
somewhat more difficult due to the location 
and the pricing.

WARPAINT REV EW

Lyrically, "Warpaint" seems like just poetry performed and sung over a weekend jam 
session. They suggest a sort of love and loss vibe, but never come right out with an 
apparent emotional notion—that's the music's job. 

Whereas "The Fool" and their EP "Exquisite Corpse" were more dynamic in tempo 
changes and overall sound, "Warpaint" is much more static in its presentation. 

A lot of people tend to choose their music for certain moods. "Warpaint" is definitely a 
mood themed album; it's not necessarily what you might blast in the car, but given the 
right time it can be perfect. 


Over the past decade, the music festival scene has been on the rise. This musical renaissance 
of sorts has brought back the wonder and draw of one thing: the jam band. 

While to some this may sound like just noise, there is one group that brings the jam band 
sound up a few notches to create something so melodic and rich in layers that one can't 
help but get lost in the music. 

Warpaint, an L.A. based all-girl rock band, has been redefining both the jam band as well 
as the girl band since their formation in 2004. 

The group has two full length albums and one EP under their belt. Though this may not 
seem like a lot, listening through track by track helps put into perspective the unique 
sound this group has come to create. 

Their self-titled album was released Jan. 17 of this year, about three years after the release 
of their first studio album "The Fool". 

Following suit of its predecessor, "Warpaint" is full of rich bass lines, ambient guitar and 
vocal harmonies, and more effects than you could imagine to weave together a sound that 
is uniquely the band's own. 

One noticeable difference between "Warpaint" and "The Fool" is the overall mood of the 
album. The new record features much slower, more intense songs. The album as a whole 
seems to have a more heavy tone, as opposed to "The Fool". 

Songs like "Cc" and "Love is to Die" really encapsulate the sort of dissonant vibe that this 
album creates. 

Unlike "The Fool", the new record features more variety in terms of instrumentation. The 
use of drum machines in certain songs is a prominent change, but gives the songs that 
extra something.

Despite the lagging economy, 
Bradley welcomed a record num¬ 
ber of employers to the Renaissance 
Coliseum Feb. 13 for the annual 
Spring Job and Internship Fair.

visit the Coliseum to see the layout 
and plan their visit for the next 
day. SCC staff members were also 
around to help students with last 
minute questions. ~ 

"I think it was beneficial for the 
students that attended because it 
helped reduce some of the anxiety 
that comes with the job fair by 
seeing the layout the night before, 
asking questions, and so on," 
Neidy said. 

Despite the record number of 
employers attending the job fair, 
Neidy said some students chose 
not to attend because they didn't 
feel like there was anything for 
them, their major or their interests. 

Neidy said these student opin¬ 


ions are an issue the SCC struggles 
with and he has a hard time under¬ 
standing how students indicate no 
opportunities for them. 

"Many of the 153 companies 
that attended the job fair were 
looking for students of any major," 
Neidy said. "While the exact com¬ 
pany a student wants to work for 
might not be at the fair, there are 
many opportunities." 

Neidy said the SCC staff is 
happy to help students determine 
what opportunities are available 
for them at the job fair. It is still 
beneficial to go to the job fair and 
talk with recruiters even if the 
exact opportunity you are looking 
for is not represented, he said.

featured a "Pow Wow" variety 
show. In 1942, a student met with 
Orchestra Leader Fred Waring in 
New York to smoke a peace pipe 
with him after Waring composed 
the song "Braves, Bradley Braves." 

Speaking of peace pipes, the 
handbook went on to explain that 
pipes were "smoked before each 
basketball game with a represen¬ 
tative of the opposing school to 
show good sportsmanship and fel¬ 
lowship." 

We've been the Braves for a 
long time. But it's been more than 
a name and more than a mascot 
for a lot of people during those 
early years. 

Being a Bradley Brave was a 
lifestyle. It was incorporated in 
almost everything students did on 
campus, not just a mascot during 
basketball season. 

Braves rallied spirit, student 
involvement and, most important-, 
ly, pride. It didn't really matter if it 
was a Native American theme or 
not. It was something for students 


to be proud of, together. There was 
a sense of tradition, of belonging. 

Perhaps the reason why Bradley 
student apathy has increased dur¬ 
ing the past decade is because of 
our lack of mascot. After conduct¬ 
ing all my research, I seem to think 
so. 

Will the gargoyle do the job and 
help ignite students with Bradley 
Brave spirit once again? I'm not 
sure. It might be too soon to tell. 

I don't necessary think install¬ 
ing gargoyles in Geisert cafete¬ 
ria or playing music from "The 
Hunchback of Notre Dame" will 
have the same effect as what the 
Braves did 70 years ago. 

But I think any new mascot is 
a step in the right direction, to get 
spirit back on the Hilltop. 

Be warned that a new mascot 
popping up at random campus 
events isn't going to do the trick. 

We'll need something bigger 
than that. We need Bradley Brave 
spirit ingrained in all that we do. 

Only then can we start our own 
tradition of mascot glory 
days, beginning in the year 
2014.

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Bradley baseball starts season off strong

After a rough 2013 season, the 
Bradley Braves baseball team was 
looking for a fresh start in 2014. 

So far, so good. In a Brave- 
on-Brave series, Bradley traveled 
to Mississippi last weekend and 
swept Alcorn State. 

On Friday, the Braves rallied 
late for three runs in the top of 
the eighth to tie the game before 
crossing the plate five times in the 
tenth. 

Coach Elvis Dominguez attrib¬ 
uted at least part of the win to the 
strong pitching out of the bullpen, 
something that evaded the team 
last year.

"This year, for the first time in 
several years, we're healthy," he 
said. "We've got Chris Godinez 
back, and that alone makes our 
club better." 

It certainly made an impact 
on one Brave, at least. Freshman 
third baseman Spencer Gaa hit 
behind Godinez this weekend and 
knocked in a run with a single in 
his first career at-bat. For the week¬ 
end, he tallied six hits in 11 at-bats, 
scored six runs and walked five 
times. The performance wasn't too 
much of a surprise to Dominguez. 

"He's definitely capable of it," 
Dominguez said. "He's got tre¬ 
mendous talent, he's a very good 
athlete, and he's bringing a lot 
to the table. Being surrounded 
by Max Murphy, Godinez and 
Partyka have allowed him to relax, 
he's not carrying us."

Kevin Grow 
was from Bensalem High School 
and worked as the manager of 
the varsity basketball team until 
the last two games. Grow scored 
14 points, including hitting three 
three-pointers and a buzzer beater. 

He will participate in pre-game 
warm-ups, get his own custom¬ 
ized jersey and the Sixers will 
honor him. 

One way these situations 
arise is through the Make-a-Wish 
Foundation. ESPN airs a weeklong 
series called "My Wish" that tells 
the story of several people who 
have overcome an illness, disabil¬ 
ity or injury and were granted 
a sports-related wish. ESPN has

I have my own experience 
through the Make-A-Wish founda¬ 
tion. I was granted a wish based on 
surviving a Cerebral Hemorrhage, 
AVM and aneurysm.

The Make-A-Wish founda¬ 
tion made my dream come true 
when I got to meet Schilling and 
the Red Sox in 2005.

I got to watch batting practice 
from the Red Sox dugout, tour the 
locker room and meet the players 
and coaches of the 2005 team. 

Since my wish was in 
September, I got the privilege 
of meeting Jonathan Papelbon, 
Dustin Pedroia, David Ortiz, 
Manny Ramirez, Terry Francona 
and other players and coaches. 
This opportunity will always be a 
memory that sticks with me. 

A lot of sports organizations 
have a good working relationship 
with similar organizations to make 
dreams like this come true. It's 
heartwarming to see these teams 
and organizations put people on 
cloud nine. 

I tip my cap to these athletes 
and sports teams that realize there 
is more to sports than their actions 
on the field.

Braves as they fell 75-64 to the 
Salukis. 

- Senior Walt Lemon Jr. finished 
with 17 points and six assists on 
the night and moved into rare 
company. His first assist of the 
night made him the fourth player 
in Missouri Valley Conference 
(MVC) history to total 1,600 
points, 350 steals and 200 assists 
in a career. He joins Bradley great 
Hersey Hawkins along with 
MVC legends Larry Bird and 
Darren Brooks in the exclusive 
club. 

Coach Geno Ford said he 
knows that with the season com¬ 
ing to an end soon, he needs 
every facet of his team to per¬ 
form. 

"The bottom line is that we 
are not getting production from 
enough places," Ford said. 
"When other guys step up, we 
play well, but when we only get 
two or three guys to step up for 
us, we find ourselves looking for 
answers." 

Despite Ford wanting more 
from players besides Lemon, 
senior Tyshon Pickett and junior 
Auston Bames, the Braves sta¬ 
tistically performed better than 
their game at Illinois State. 

The Braves picked up their 
free throw shooting percentage 
from 13-23 (57 percent) at ISU 
to 14-18 (78 percent) at SIU and 
improved their shooting percent¬ 
age from the field from 17-49 
(35 percent) at ISU to 22-54 (41 
percent). 

But with five Bradley play¬ 
ers having at least three or more 
fouls, SIU found itself shooting 


free throws for most of the sec¬ 
ond half and didn't look back. 

With the festivities of a new 
mascot before the game on Feb. 
22 against Loyola and the last 
unbeaten team in the country 
coming to Peoria on Feb. 25, Ford 
said he is keeping his team on 
track. 

"We have to focus on the task 
at hand," Ford said. "We have a 


chance to sweep Loyola, which 
is something we couldn't capi¬ 
talize on with two other teams 
[Southern Illinois and Illinois 
State]." 

The Braves face Wichita State 
on Tuesday. Ford said that he and 
his team have the chance to do 
something special. 

"At some point you get 
beyond the excitement and go 


out there and play," Ford said. 
'They are big and physical and 
we have show a lot of toughness, 
which we have seen in spurts in 
order to be there at the end." 

The Braves will play their last 
two out of three games of the sea¬ 
son at the Civic Center with the 
first at 7 p.m. on Feb. 22 against 
Loyola. Then, at 8 p.m. Feb. 25, 
the team takes on Wichita State.

In a back-and-forth game 
that featured eight lead changes, 
active defenses and lackluster 
offenses, the Bradley women's 
team came out on top by a score 
of 54-49, and took the first game 
of a three-game home stand. 

The Braves, who move to 6-17 
overall and 3-9 in Missouri Valley 
Conference play, had an offensive 
game to forget. 

They shot 25 percent from the 
field in the first half and trailed 
by two at half time, before play¬ 
ing a tight defensive second half 
to come back and steal the win 
from Loyola. 

"We played at a much bet¬ 
ter level," said Coach Michael 
Brooks. "We got back to how 
we played last year, with getting 
out in the passing lanes, getting 
steals, which converted right into 


our transition layups." 

The Ramblers were stifled by 
the Braves' defensive charge, and 
were held to 26 percent in the sec¬ 
ond half after shooting 38 percent 
in the first half. 

The Braves, led by freshman 
Leti Lerma and junior Michelle 
Young, combined with the 
Ramblers to set a record for few¬ 
est points in Coliseum history. 

"I thought we were in synch," 
said Brooks. "It was a great day 
for us, probably our best defen¬ 
sive day for me since we've been 
here." 

Young made key plays for the 
Braves late in the second half, 
where she recorded all six of her 
points and her three steals. 

"What we were really just 
focusing on was knocking down 
on defense," said Young.

Lerma controlled the boards 
and recorded another Coliseum 
record with 19 rebounds and 
added 10 points to record her 
first collegiate double-double. 

"She was awesome tonight," 
Young said. 

Behind Lerma's rebounding 
dominance. Young sparked major 
momentum when she made a 
key steal and sank two quick bas¬ 
kets with 4:14 left, which gave the 
Braves the lead for good. 

"She's a catalyst for us," said 
Brooks. "If she can play strong 
like that, especially after she's 
had a rough night or a right night 
all around, then that's big growth 
for her." 

The Braves remain at home 
and finish their home stand this 
weekend, playing Drake at 7 p.m. 
Friday and concluding the series 
against Northern Iowa at 2 p.m.

Bradley welcomes first mascot since 2000

With the help of fireworks, 
smoke and a Bradley Braves win, 
Kaboom! the gargoyle mascot 
debuted at the men's basketball 
game Saturday night. 

Kaboom! the gargoyle is the 
first mascot the university has had 
since 2000, when the Bobcat was 
eliminated. 

According to Kabooms!'s back¬ 
ground on the Bradley website, he 
chose to live on Bradley Hall so he 
"could fulfill [his] gargoyle duty 
by watching over and protecting 
the Hilltop at night/' Kaboom! 
spent time eavesdropping on 
classes and sneaking into games 
at the Robertson Memorial Field 
House. 

But despite his elaborate intro¬ 
duction to campus, Kaboom! was 
met with starkly mixed reviews 


from Bradley students. 

While about 56 percent of 
students and Bradley affiliates 
said Kaboom!'s physical appear¬ 
ance was positive or very posi¬ 
tive, around 60 percent said they 
felt negatively or very negatively 
about his name. This data was 
taken from a Scout-conducted 
online poll of 521 people, 85 per¬ 
cent of which were students (see 
page A5). 

Some students said Kaboom! is 
good for the university. 

"I think his appearance is per¬ 
fect for a mascot and his unique¬ 
ness is what makes him perfect 
for Bradley," said senior business 
management and administration 
major Allison Lessard. "Who else 
can say they have a gargoyle as a 
mascot?" 

Senior mathematics and eco¬ 
nomic major Sean Orlando, who 
is also a Bradley cheerleader, said 


he was apprehensive of Kaboom!'s 
appearance at first when the cheer¬ 
leading squad was practicing for 
the game. Orlando said Kaboom! 
executed his performance, how¬ 
ever. 

"Bradley knew going into this 
that it would hit a home run with 
some and for others it would dis¬ 
appointment," he said. "Hindsight 
is 20-20, and I believe looking back 
Kaboom! will be a great capstone 
to Bradley's rebranding goal." 

But some students said the nick¬ 
name "Kaboom!" isn't so great. 

"I don't like the fact that the 
name comes specifically from bas¬ 
ketball when the mascot is suj£ 
posed to represent BU as a whole," 
said junior political science and 
religious studies major Taylor Soto. 
"I feel as if it alienates those in other 
sports and those not involved with 
Bradley basketball. If we are going 
to have a mascot, it should be rep¬ 


resentative of anyone." 

Kaboom! made national head¬ 
lines as "the most terrifying new 
mascot in college sports" in USA 
Today and SB Nation described 
him as a "horrid gargoyle." 

ESPN's Keith Olbermann gave 
Kaboom! a bronze medal on his 
segment "Worst Person in Sports." 

"They've done two years of 
surveys, they say, and 16 weeks 
of actual design before introduc¬ 
ing Kaboom!," he said. "In other 
words, Bradley's athletic depart¬ 
ment got ripped off, repeatedly 
and savagely by some kind of mar¬ 
keting outfitter consulting firm." 

Interim Vice President of 
Student Affairs Nathan Thomas 
said Kaboom! will be around a 
fair amount on campus now, espe¬ 
cially after spring break.

IFC adds Delta Sigma Phi

Sunday marked the arrival 
of Delta Sigma Phi (Delta Sigs), 
increasing Bradley's count to 15 
social fraternities. 

In 1899, two men - one Jewish, 
one Christian - founded Delta Sig 
on the principles of culture, friend¬ 
ship and harmony. 

New Chapter Development 
Coordinators Casey Dwyer and 
Kai Schuster said Delta Sigs pride 
themselves on being an inclusive 
and welcoming brotherhood that 
constantly strives to be men of 
courage, action and excellence. 

"We'll be reaching out to fac¬ 
ulty, administration, sororities and 
organizations to ask for referrals of 
Bradley men," Schuster said. "The 
goal is to reach out to these guys, 
start that conversation with them 
and see if being a part of the leg¬ 
acy and starting this fraternity are 
something they are interested in." 

Dwyer and Schuster will be 
on Bradley's campus for the next 
six weeks, including spring break, 
to foster the recruitment process 
and seek out "men of character." 
By the end of this semester. Delta 
Sigs hope to have their "founding 
fathers" recruited and be on track 
for fall semester. 

"What we're doing is taking 
a very holistic approach," Dwyer 
said. "We're hoping to have a little 
bit of everything - to come in and 
integrate well into the greek and 
Bradley communities and to make 
a positive impact on everyone." 

Delta Sigma Phi Assistant 
Director of Fraternity Recruitment 


and Development Andy Bremer 
said the recruitment process is bro¬ 
ken up into four phases. 

"Phase one is essentially build¬ 
ing the foundation and bringing in 
new members," Bremer said. 

After the six weeks is up, the' 
board will select officers that any¬ 
one can apply for, and from there, 
they will slate an executive board. 

Bremer said phase two con¬ 
sists of officer training, building 
an action plan and working on the 
formation of the brotherhood. 

"Phase three is going to be the 
spring of 2015," he said. "They 
will be building on and hope¬ 
fully maintaining that foundation 
they'll start creating this semester. 
It's going to be the first transition 
of officers when they really start 
moving toward their chartering." 

Bremer said the final step will 
focus on the culture of the fraterni¬ 
ty and the training and education 
of its members. 

Interfratemity Council [IFC] 
Vice President and sophomore 
Mitchell Kuldell said he sees add¬ 
ing another fraternity as positive. 

"Adding another fraternity 
will create more friendly competi¬ 
tion between fraternities during 
recruitment," Kuldell said. "An 
additional fraternity in the mix 
will motivate chapters to be on 
their recruiting A game." 

Kuldell said people at Bradley 
are excited to see greek life thrive 
on campus and that IFC is on 
board with Delta Sig's coloniza¬ 
tion. 

"We have invited [Delta Sigs] to 
talk at all of our meetings, and we 


always pass on relevant informa¬ 
tion to them," he said. "We are 
willing to help them in any way 
we can." 

Dwyer, Bremer and Schuster 
all said that they are looking 
forward to the recruiting of the 
Bradley Delta Sig chapter. 

"When we open a new chap¬ 
ter, we plan and we build it to 
be operating on the highest level 
of performance that any of our 
chapters could be at," Bremer 
said. "At Bradley, we don't- see 
that being any different." 

Over the course of the next six 
weeks, the Delta Sig recruiters 
will be meeting one-on-one with 
Bradley prospects and compiling 
a brotherhood that "inspires each 
member to be better versions of 
themselves and positively impact 
the world through their actions 
and influence," according to their 
mission. 

Bremer said the mission of 
building a Delta Sig man is a com¬ 
mitment to courage and always 
working to better yourself. 

"I think the biggest thing is 
that, because we're new, we have 
nothing other than our mem¬ 
bers," Bremer said. "It takes a 
special kind of person to rise to 
this challenge - to fall a few times 
and then stand back up. It's a 
lifestyle that when you look back, 
you see that it was hard at times 
but extremely beneficial. That's 
the man we're looking for."

BUPD lectures on active shooters

On Monday, Bradley Chief of 
Police Brian Joschko provided cri¬ 
sis training to students in case of 
an active shooter on campus. 

The training, sponsored by 
Kappa Delta, Phi Tau and BUPD, 
was open to all students. It focused 
on previous active shooter events, 
how to protect yourself and pre¬ 
ventative measures to take. 

From 2007 to 2008, Joschko 
worked at Marquette University in 
Milwaukee where he trained offi¬ 
cers to respond to active shooters. 

According to Joschko, the cam¬ 
pus police work with the local 
police on response training. At 
least once a year, the officers 
engage in a realistic simulation of 
an active shooter scenario. 

Joschko based his presentation 
on information provided by the 
Department of Homeland Security. 

"I learned a lot from it," said 
sophomore psychology major 
Megan Bryk. "Now 1 know to 
hide, run or fight." 

The hide, run or fight technique 
is a suggested guide to surviving 
an active shooter event. Students 


should run for safety if they 
believe they can leave the area 
safely. If running is not an option, 
students should find somewhere 
to quietly hide. As a last resort, 
students should use any nearby 
materials to fight off the shooter. 

"I realized for the first time that 
it could happen anywhere; even 
here and now, I feel prepared if 
it did," said junior nursing major 
Katie Karlin. 

Joschko also noted that stu¬ 
dents should comply with all 
directions from the police in the 
event of an active shooter. As soon 
as a student finds a safe location, 
he or she should call the emer¬ 
gency police line and describe the 
situation with as much detail as 
possible. 

Once the police arrive (the 
average response time is around 
three minutes) students should 
keep their hands open and in the 
air. This procedure helps officers 
to find the suspect more efficiently. 

"I think it was great that this 
presentation was made available 
to us, and I really think it should 
have been mandatory to attend," 
said sophomore, health science 
major Maggie Thon.

"I would like for Kaboom! to continue to 
develop his persona," Hinnen said. "Is he 
intimidating or welcoming, does he move 
fluidly or are his movements heavy, like he 
is made of stone? Which characteristics is 
our home crowd most receptive to?" 

Hinnen said the team is still learning the 
capabilities of the costume. 

"What is great is that we have an oppor¬ 
tunity for some creative students to take 
ownership of Kaboom! and -shape his 
future and Bradley tradition for genera¬ 
tions," he said. 

The mascot team will travel to the UCA 
Mascot Camp over the summer for 
additional training and will compete with 
mascots from around the country.

Bradley names Kaboom! after longtime Braves announcer 


For the past 35 years, Dave Snell, '76 has 
called play-by-play for more than 1,000 
men's basketball games, paying special 
attention to slam dunks with the phrase 
"Kaboom!". As a tribute to Snell, a Pekin 
native and Bradley graduate, the new 
gargoyle mascot has been named after his 
famous term. The Bradley Athletics Hall of 
Famer talked with The Scout about the new 
Hilltop mascot. 

1. How did you come up with the 
name Kaboom! for slam dunks? 

As a kid I would always watch the 
Bradley teams. Back when I was going 
to school here when Channel 47 would 
broadcast the games, a great broadcast¬ 
er, Frank Bussone ('64, MA '66), would 
use the phrase "Kaboom!" sometimes. 
He used different expressions for differ¬ 
ent times. "Rises, fires, boom!," is what 
he would say. 

When I used to work with A1 McCoy 
(voice of the Phoenix Suns), he told me 
play-by-play was a lot like coaching, 
and you take a little from each person 


and add your own to it. 

I used to do play-by-play for the Morton 
High School team in the 1978-79 season. 
That team was undefeated, and they had 
guys who could dunk. I would always say 
"kaboom," and I brought it with me to 
Bradley. 

2. Did you know the mascot was being 
named for your phrase? 

I was told about it three weeks ago and 
was sworn to secrecy. At first I was really 
shocked, because I submitted the name 
"Gabriel" and I liked [what someone else 
submitted], calling it "Tobias" after Mrs. 
Bradley's husband. 

[Associate Athletic Director for Com¬ 
munications] Bobby Parker called me in 
and told me, and I was really surprised. 
Obviously, I'm flattered that it was chosen. 

3. Do you think the name translates well 
with students? 

I couldn't say. They're probably a little 
puzzled and have to be educated on our 


tradition and history, at least as far back as I 

g°- 

Bradley broadcaster Chick Hearn did 
games in the 1950s when our teams were 
number one. He came up with all kinds of 
phrases that we use in basketball today, like 
"give and go," "air ball" and "triple double." 

That's what's great about our tradition that 
people don't really know about. We were 
number one in the country and played in the 
best conference in the country and had the 
best players in the country. Students were 
probably a little confused [about the mascot 
name], but once they learn about our history 
it should be better. 

4. What do you think about having a 
gargoyle as a mascot, since you started your 
career with Native American mascots? 

Considering that the NCAA deemed us to 
eliminate all references to Native Americans 
in our names, we really had a difficult time 
searching for something that is unique for 
our university. Do I like it? Yes, I do. I can go 
out every day and see where it came from. 
That makes it very unique to the university 


and universities in the world of college 
basketball and something that I enjoy, if 
you can't use anything that is necessari¬ 
ly "Braves." 

5. Anything else you'd like to add? 

I think it's important to keep in mind 
that we're not talking about nuclear war 
here, we're talking about a mascot that's 
used to represent our school at various 
functions. I think they made the charac¬ 
ter great with kids, but at same time we 
don't want something meek and mild. 

In time, students will remember when 
they were in college here and when the 
tradition was started, and they can say 
"maybe I didn't like it at first but now 
it's grown on me."

Kaboom!: do we have a mascot? 


The last Bradley University 
mascot survived just six basket¬ 
ball seasons. 

On Jan. 22, 1994, Bradley intro¬ 
duced the Bobcat as the university 
mascot. This was after the Native 
American mascot Brad E. Lee was 
retired following the 1987-88 sea¬ 
son, due in part to its racist nature 
and to its decreased popularity 
among students. 

So Bradley chose a Bobcat. 
Yes, a Bobcat, which has seem¬ 
ingly no connection to the uni¬ 
versity besides the fact that both 
"Bradley" and "Bobcat" start with 
the same letter. 

According to a Sept. 1, 2000 
Scout article, former University 
President John Brazil chose the 
Bobcat from more than 60 rec¬ 
ommendations for "its aggressive¬ 
ness, the fact that it lives on a hill¬ 
top and that the sex is not easily 
identifiable." 

Unfortunately for the Bradley 
Bobcat, students didn't care that 
it was androgynous, and it was 
retired in 2000. In the same Scout 
issue, an online poll showed that 
72 percent of students were happy 


with the Bobcat's axing. 

"There were no friends of the 
Bobcat," said former University 
President David Broski, who 
made the decision to ditch the 
Bobcat while starting his tenure at 
Bradley. "I would argue that even 
with the Bobcat, we never had a 
mascot." 

Which brings up an interesting 
question for the Hilltop of 2014. 
Do we have a mascot? 

Kaboom! debuted at the men's 
basketball game Saturday night, 
amidst a cloud of smoke and pyro¬ 
technics. Once the smoke cleared, 
we were left with a character that 
was somehow fierce yet huggable, 
charming yet awkward and a lot 
of mixed reviews. 

A January 1994 Peoria Journal 
Star article by Dave Reynolds said 
the Bobcat faced "scattered boos" 
at his debut, which is something 
that also happened with Kaboom! 
during his reveal. Either that, or 
choosing a mascot nickname with 
the word "boo" in it wasn't the 
smartest decision. 

Also similar to the Bradley 
Bobcat, many students feel discon¬ 


nect with the name Kaboom! And 
we do too. 

We realize now that the name 
is a nod to Dave Snell, the voice 
of the Bradley Braves men's bas¬ 
ketball team since 1979, but it took 
us some researching to figure that 
out. We think it's a classy gesture 
from the university to honor Snell. 

But there are a few problems 
with that. One of which is that stu¬ 
dents do not generally know who 
Snell is, especially if they are not 
from the Peoria area. It's impor¬ 
tant to pay tribute to some¬ 
one who has represented 
our team for 35 years, 
but isn't it also important 
for the students to know 
where the mascot's 
name comes from? 

The second 
problem, which is 
the bigger issue, 
is that the name 
solely reflects the 
men's basketball' 
team. Members of the 
mascot branding commit¬ 
tee stressed that the mas¬ 
cot, would be present 



at all athletic events, as well as 
campus events, graduation and 
visit days. 

Kaboom! does not apply to any 
of those things, except men's bas¬ 
ketball. 

As for the choice of a gar¬ 
goyle itself, we like it. There's 
more meaning behind it versus 
a Bobcat, that's for sure. And 
while Kabooml's eyebrows are a 
little overdone, we can't complain 
about it too much. 

But this still doesn't answer the 

question of if we have a mascot 
or if Kaboom! will end up 
being a "non-mascot" like 
the Bobcat was. 

The most -impor¬ 
tant aspect to remem¬ 
ber here is that the 
branding committee 
should have taken 
current students' 
opinions into con¬ 
sideration first. 
Does Kaboom! 
please today's students? 
We'll find out if he makes 
it through six basketball 
seasons.

Let's be honest -1 never want¬ 
ed to write for a newspaper. But 
somehow I ended up here, and I 
love it.

HE’S BACK. HIS FIRST ALBUM IN MORE THAN 10 
YEARS FUSES DARKER THEMES THAT GROW ON 
YOU WITH EVERY LISTEN. BY KELLY SHEEHAN 


OK, fine. I'll admit it. 

I've missed you Beck. 

Beck is back, and he brought a 
little taste of dad-rock with him. 
And I don't mean the kind of sell¬ 
out dad-rock that the Red Hot 
Chili Peppers mastered; more like 
the kind of dad-rock that Pearl 
Jam attempts. 

But Beck does it so much better. 

"Morning Phase" is Beck's first 
album release in 12 years. As 
we saw in his 2002 record "Sea 
Change," it follows the theme of a 
mild maturation of a once electric 


artist of irony. Beck seems to take 
darker themes and fuses them into 
masterful melodies of folk. 

"Sea Change" stripped Beck down 
and showed us just where he was 
sitting then. Both albums take you 
on a dreary heartbroken path, but 
it's beautiful. 

This album begins with a 40-sec- 
ond melody written by his father, 
David Campbell named "Cycle." 
The opening track sets the tone of 
where the album begins its jour¬ 
ney. 

Beck moves forward by quickly 
melting into the second song. 


"Morning," where he begs the 
question, "Can we start it all over 
again?" 

Who can't relate to that question? 
It's as if Beck begs his fans to start 
on a fresh blank page with him as 
they begin their journey through 
his tracks. I'm all for a blank page. 
It's clear that this rock artist is 
bearing his soul. 

After the first two songs, a folksy 
tone is set that takes a more 
grown-up approach. Beck almost 
seems reminiscent of a softer, 
more hip version of the father of 
rebellion rock, Neil Young, mixed 
in with The Shins' early sound. 


Tracks like "Say Goodbye" and 
"Blue Moon" mirror many of the 
same pained feelings about rela¬ 
tionships and society that Young 
belted on legendary albums like 
"Harvest." 

It's hard for me to be totally on 
board with this new album like 
I was with "Sea Change". In all 
honesty, I was hoping to see Beck 
bring back some of his liveliness 
that used to keep me skipping 
down high school hallways. (Yes, 
"Loser" made me literally skip 
down high school hallways. Judge 
me.) 


I get that your heroes grow up, but 
in tracks like "Wave" and "Turn 
Away", it's as if Beck's just going 
through the motions a bit. This is 
where the album loses its strength. 
He is too sleepy for me to appre¬ 
ciate. This is the only thing that 

keeps the alhum from hitting four 

out of five stars in my library. 

Then "Country Down" and "Wak¬ 
ing Light" pull it all together per¬ 
fectly for a fantastic finish. 

Beck may be back, but it's the ma¬ 
ture Beck that seems to be here to 
stay. But still, I will continue to 
welcome any version of Beck that 
shows up on my Spotify playlist.

Kelly’s Pick: 12 Year’s A Slave 


History is written by the winners, not the losers. 

"12 Years a Slave" isn't just a movie, it's a tribute to a 
part of American history that is often blinded by the 
epic beauty of plantation owners and a president's 
struggle to keep a country together. 

But this film tells of a journey that the winner's side 
always had a hard time being truthful with. 

The story is focused around Solomon Northup 
(Chiwetel Ejjifor). 

In a pre-Civil Wartime, Northup was a black free man 
that gets snatched and sold into slavery. 

Moving from master to master, Northup finds himself 
to be the most educated of the slaves on the plantations. 
This plays to his advantage at points, but mostly it 
proves to do nothing except harm his day-to-day living 
situation. 


"Survival's not about certain death, it's about keeping 
your head down," a slave says to Northup at the 
beginning of his journey into slavery. 


McQueen allows you to gaze into the eyes of the 
character for longer than thirty seconds, leaving you 
breathless. 


"I don't want to survive," Northup replied. "I want to 
live." 

The slavery world differs from the free world in this 
way. The more submissive you are, the more likely you 
are to survive, but this comes at a cost to your psyche. 

The film sheds light on one man's strength and 
willpower being broken down piece-by-piece, 
plantation-to-plantation. 

Although this topic has been covered quite a bit over 
the years. Director Steve McQueen does an exceptional 
job of taking the audience on a shockingly truthful path 
that other slave movies have just grazed. 

It is seemingly a reinvention of a story that is often 
forgotten. There are torture scenes that 
became brutal and agonizing to 
watch, but they are done so 
with purpose. This movie 
will evict emotions in 
you that you were not 
aware you held. 

"12 Years a Slave" 
is also unique in 
the way it is shot. 

In the modem era 
of films, where 
long attention to 
one specific scene 
is frowned upon. 


The film's style is captivating, contagious, and suddenly 
the viewer is forced to face the emotions of not just 
one man's struggle, but of suppressed hope.

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Dietetics program recognized

Bradley's dietetics program has 
been recognized as one of the best 
programs of its kind. 

Allied Health World, a com¬ 
prehensive online resource for all 
things health care, recently named 
the program one of "10 Dietetics 
and Nutrition Programs to Check 
OuC. 

Bradley was noted for its exper¬ 
imental learning opportunities 
including an on-campus nutrition 
clinic, service-learning projects 
with local non-profits and food 
service management with campus 
dining services. 

"We focus on experimen¬ 
tal learning so that our program 
is more than just classwork," 
Dietetics Director Jeannette. 
Davidson said. "Our students get 
experience working in many dif¬ 
ferent environments, while still at 
the undergraduate level." 

Bradley offers an on-campus, 
student-run nutrition counseling 
center named Bodyworks, which 
is supervised by Davidson. 

Located on Bradley Hall's lower 
level, any student or staff member 
can schedule a free Bodyworks 
appointment. 

According to senior and 
Bodyworks manager Jessica 


Moehling, student nutrition coun¬ 
selors work with a client to reach 
his or her health goals by perform¬ 
ing diet analyses, measuring body 
composition, establishing a diet 
plan and giving recommendations 
to improve overall health. 

"We make sure the client is 
informed on proper nutrition, 
individualizing a plan for each 
person since everyone has differ¬ 
ent needs," Moehling said. 

Senior and student nutri¬ 
tion counselor Kelsey Mayginnis 
said Bodyworks also serves as an 
experimental learning opportunity 
not offered at many other under¬ 
graduate dietetic programs. 

"Since we are just students, 
Bodyworks helps us to become 
very comfortable in professional 
interaction and increases our con¬ 
fidence in our nutrition knowl¬ 
edge and our ability to convey that 
to our clients," Mayginnis said. 

Allied Health World also 
brought attention to Bradley stu¬ 
dents' opportunity to work with 
the on-campus dining service 
Aramark. 

The Bradley dietetics program 
partners with the local non-profit 
Gifts of the Moment to maintain 
an urban garden that caters to the 
south side of Peoria and present 
nutritional lessons to area students. 

When Bradley dietetics stu¬ 


dents are not meeting with 
Bodywork clients or working in 
the community, they may be found 
in Bradley's nutrition lab, some¬ 
thing Davidson said is also rare for 
undergraduates. 

"I know it may not seem like 
a big deal [to non-dietetics stu¬ 
dents], but very few undergradu¬ 
ate programs have nutrition labs 
like the one we do," she said. 

Allied World Health's recogni¬ 
tion of the Bradley dietetics pro¬ 
gram is an honor and speaks to 
the commitment her department 
has to providing students with 
experimental learning opportuni¬ 
ties, Davidson said. 

Mayginnis said she knows that 
dietetics curriculum can be dif¬ 
ficult, but the commitment and 
dedication of her professors have 
strengthened her dietetics educa¬ 
tion. 

'The coursework is very chal¬ 
lenging but worth it because we 
get the chance to not just learn the 
material but also apply it in real- 
life settings," Mayginnis said. "The 
professors in our program hold us 
to the highest of standards ... they 
genuinely want us to succeed in 
our field, and thanks to them we 
have the ability to [succeed]."

Interim Vice President of 
Student Affairs Nathan Thomas 


as there are plans for an antici¬ 
pated two-year project to begin 
in the summer months. 

"With this work, we will have 
to shuffle some of the building's 
floor make-up," Thomas said. 
"Some sides that were previously 
male might be female and vice- 
versa." 

The first phase of the con¬ 
struction will include mostly 
infrastructure work that will 
result in a new elevator and new 
bathrooms on one side of the 
building. 

The second phase will be com¬ 
pletion of the restroom work on 
the other side of the building. 
"The restroom work will be 
very similar to the work done in 
Geisert and University halls over 
the past four years," Thomas 
said. 

Because of floor make-up 
changes, individuals will not be 
allowed to keep a room. 

"This is why we weren't able 
to guarantee students can squat 
their rooms, because they may 
not be on the right side according 
to their gender," Thomas said. 

Typically, students who wish 
to sign up for the room they cur¬ 
rently live in have the first choice 
for that room as long as they go 
online and submit a squatting 
request by March 28. 

Those who wish to squat a 
room in Williams will still have 
priority but will not necessar¬ 
ily have the same room or floor. 
"Anyone who is currently in 
Williams and wishes to stay in 
Williams should be able to stay 
in there for the next year, even if 
it isn't their exact room," Thomas 
said.

Sitting out and watching your 
team play can be one of the hard¬ 
est obstacles in a college athlete's 
career. 

For junior transfer Mike Shaw, 
this year has been difficult at 
times, but the former high school 
standout has found his place on 
the Hilltop. He transformed into 
one of the key leaders on the men's 
basketball team while he sits out 
due to NCAA transfer rules. 

Out of Chicago and De La Salle 
High School, Shaw was recruited 
as one of the top 100 players in 
the country and attracted atten¬ 
tion nationwide. Eventually, Shaw 
decided to stay closer to home and 
chose the University of Illinois. 

"Everyone was just so support; 
ive," Shaw said. "Schools from 
everywhere were recruiting [me] 
out of high school." 

But as things didn't pan out 
they way he wanted, and Illinois 
fired Coach Bruce Weber to hire 
current Illini coach John Groce. 
Shaw saw decreased playing time 
and decided it was best for him 
and his family to look elsewhere. 

"I don't regret anything," Shaw 
said. "I believe that everything 
worked out for the best, and I have 
an opportunity to do great things 
here at Bradley." 

Shaw found Bradley after 
Coach Ronald Coleman, who was 
Shaw's Amateur Athletic Union 
(AAU) coach since seventh grade, 
and Coach Geno Ford showed him 
around campus. The idea of stay¬ 


ing close to home made^j 
Bradley a "no-brainer" 
for Shaw. 

Shaw credits his 
grandparents with 
raising him and 
eventually helping 
him make the deci¬ 
sion to transfer. He 
said they raised him and 
his seven siblings "the right 
way," with the concept of family. 
That particular concept has carried 
with him throughout his basket¬ 
ball career, which has now landed 
him at Bradley. 

"I feel as soon as I got here, 
everyone embraced me," Shaw 
said. "Everyone treated me like 
family and I feel like this is the 
place I need tcfbe." 

Ford said he believes Shaw 
has the potential to be one of 
the top forwards in the Missouri 
Valley Conference and compares 
his toughness to outgoing senior 
Tyshon Pickett. 

"Mike has what it takes to be 
one of the best in the conference," 
Ford said. "Like Tyshon, Mike has 
the ability to beat guys down low 
and be a force in the paint." 

Ford also notes Shaw's leader¬ 
ship this season as a great sign 
moving forward for the program. 

"He knows exactly what to say 
and when to say it in the huddles 
or in practice," Ford said. "Mike 
is showing some of our younger 
guys what it takes to be a leader 
on our team." 

While Shaw waits for Ford to 
call his number next season, his 
role this season was one he didn't 



expect 

at the beginning of 
the year: a vocal leader. 

"I accepted the role I needed 
to take on this team for the year," 
Shaw said. "I didn't expect to be 
as vocal as I was and as soon as I 
did, but I feel that it really helped 
the team." 

As the Braves try to wrap up 
the season with a strong finish, 
Shaw said will continue to cheer 
from the bench and wait for the 
moment when he puts on the 
Bradley Braves jersey for the first 
time. 

When he does put it on and 
start his first full season with 
Braves, Shaw said he believes he 
can display the hard work and 
potential he has shown since start¬ 
ing his collegiate career. 

"I can't wait because it's been a 
long year," Shaw said. "I've been 
working hard all year and learning 
as much as I can, so now I'm just 
waiting on my moment." 

While Shaw continues to work 
towards his debut next season, he 
maintains his focus this season on 
helping this year's team in any 
way possible. But one things is 
certain: the former high school star 
is ready to win now.

Is the new MLB collision rule good or bad?

With the National Football 
League focusing heavily on play¬ 
er safety in recent years. Major 
League Baseball was under pres¬ 
sure to consider revising some of 
their rules as well. One of the big¬ 
gest safety concerns in baseball 
was home plate collisions. 

The 2014 season will debut 
an experimental rule to increase 
player safety and attempt to limit 
collisions at the plate. The rule 
states that the runner attempting 
to score will not go out of his way 
to hit the catcher. If the runner 
does so, he is out, regardless of 
where the ball is. Also, the catcher 
cannot block the path of the run¬ 
ner unless the catcher is in the 
possession of the ball. 

Overall, this rule seems to 
be a nice compromise between 
the players and the league. It 
allows for the excitement of 
home plate plays to still exist, 
but ensures more intentional col¬ 
lisions to become obsolete. This 
minor tweak in the rule system 
shouldn't affect how catchers pre¬ 
pare for the season; just allow 
them to play longer. 

More players are beginning to 
realize the affects collisions may 
have on their body and how they 
function later on in life. 

At the end of the day it comes 
down to the safety and longevity 
of players. How much are you 
willing to sacrifice to win a game?

With spring training upon us. 
Major League Baseball (MLB) 
has made some new changes to 
America's pastime. A big change 
surrounds home-plate collisions 
and making that aspect of the 
game safer. 

MLB has made it a rule that 
catchers can't block home plate 
if they don't have a play at the 
plate. The new ruling has been 
prompted by the amount of 
collisions at home plate in the 
recent past. 

This is taking a big aspect 
out of the game. Runners may 
be tempted to slide in fear of an 
umpire's ruling. Collisions are 
rare, but they are game-chang¬ 
ing plays when they do occur. 

We have seen collisions go 
wrong before, such as Pete Rose 
colliding with Ray Fosse in the 
1970 All-Star Game. The all- 
star game didn't have the same 
meaning it does today, so it was 
out of hand when Rose engaged 
the collision. When Buster 
Posey was involved in a 2011 
collision, it limited his season to 
45 games. 

Posey likes the rule, but 
former White Sox catcher A.J. 
Pierzynski disagrees. Pierzynski 
told Yahoo! Sports, "it's part of 
the game you signed up for." A 
game-changing play has been 
taken out of baseball because of 
one major collision, and that's 
ridiculous.

Marshall said that this was 
one of .the loudest places his 
team has played in this sea¬ 
son and that it's been used to 
loud environments, but the 
Civic Center presented some 
challenges. 

"I'd like to congratulate 
Bradley on that crowd,"

But the Braves had little 
answer for Wichita State's 
Ron Baker who scored a 
team-high 15 points and trig¬ 
gered a 9-3 run to close out 
the second half, which had 
the Shockers up by 10 points 
going into halftime. 

A similar story started the 
second half as Baker came 
out firing on all cylinders, 
and it seemed as if every shot 
was falling for the Shockers. 
Wichita State hit four straight 
three-pointers in a little more 
than four minute span early 
in the second half to push the 
lead to 18 points. 

The Braves' poor offensive 
outing eventually caught up 
to them as Lemon and Pickett 
were a combined 11-40 (28 
percent) from the field and 
took 68 percent of the team's 
shots. 

Pickett finished with a

points. Lemon finished with 
a game-high 18 points. 

Coach Geno Ford said that 
his team played at a very high 
level, but Wichita State was 
just too much to handle.

they set a Coliseum record 
for three-pointers with 15 
and shot 52 percent from the 
perimeter. 

That ended up being the 
Braves' downfall, despite 17 
points from Kelly Frings and 
16 points from Alyson Spinas- 
Valanis, who shot a perfect 6-6 
from the field. 

Coach Michael Brooks 
spoke very highly of Spinas- 
Valanis and her recent play. 

"When A1 wants to work, 
she can be one of the most 
dominant post players in our 
league," Brooks said. "I think 
the problem is she has to con¬ 
sistently do that." 

Following the loss Friday, 
the Braves remained at home 
to face the second- ranked 
team in the MVC, the UNI 
Panthers. 

The Panthers lead 12-6 at 
the first media timeout and 
took a 39-26 lead into half¬ 


time. 

The second half is when the 
Braves turned on the heat. 

Trailing 45-32 with 17:28 to 
play in the game, the Braves 
went on a 26-14 run during 
the next 13 minutes to trail 
by only one with five minutes 
remaining. 

"I thought the last 32 min¬ 
utes of the game we played 
extremely hard," Brooks said. 
"We played harder than them, 
we wanted the game more 
than they did." 

But in the end, the hard- 
fought comeback and a team 
high 17 points from Catie 
O'Leary wasn't enough to lift 
the Braves over the Panthers.

Student Center inspection scores low 



The results of the Student Center 
December health inspection showed 
that it scored a 77, which is the low¬ 
est score a Bradley facility received 
this school year. A follow-up inspec¬ 
tion in February returned 
of 88.

The Peoria City/County Health 
Department recently released 
health inspections from December, 
and the Michel Student Center 
scored poorly. 

The inspection, which is 
based out of 100, revealed that 
the Student Center scored a 77. 
Points between one and five are 
subtracted from the total score for 
violations during the inspection, 
with the worst violations meriting 
five points. 

The food court committed 12 
separate violations, including two 
critical violations that weighed 
five points each. Peoria's Health 
Department defines critical items 
as "violations that are more likely 
to contribute to food contamina¬ 
tion, illness or food safety haz¬ 
ards." 

"We do not consider a score 
of 77 to approach our expecta¬ 
tions for operation of this unit or 
any others," said Vice President 
of Business Affairs Gary Anna. 
"However, it was not a failing 
grade and operations were not 
disrupted." 

Anna said it is safe for students 
to eat at the Student Center. 

The two major violations 
included an unplugged refrigerator 
in Provisions on Demand (P.O.D.), 
causing personal food to reach

When students come back 
from spring break, the University 
Street and Main Street intersec¬ 
tion will look very different.

Landmark Civil Rights cases brought to life

In 1896, the United States 
Supreme Court heard the case of 
Plessy v. Ferguson, the first step on 
the staircase climbing toward the 
establishment of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964. 

"He was seven-eighths white 
and yet one eighth was all it took," 
said emcee Garry Moore. 

Homer Plessy, a man of humble 
beginnings, was seven-eighths 
Caucasian and one-eighth African. 
He argued the unconstitutionality 
of the "separate but equal" doc¬ 
trine and was eventually arrested 
for sitting in a whites-only railway 
car in 1892. 

Incorporating Bradley's year¬ 
long Civil Rights theme, on March 
3 the theater and history depart¬ 
ments and the Pre-Law Center 
sponsored a reenactment of this 
case and two other landmark 
cases, Gaines v. Canada [1938} 
and Brown v. Board of Education 
[1954]. 

Garry Moore, '80, '09, a news 
anchor at WEEK News 25, emceed 
the event. 


Department of Theater Arts 
Interim Associate Chairperson 
Steve Snyder and three theater 
arts majors, senior Josiah Williams, 
junior Kiayla Jackson and junior 
Ashley Bendien, dramatized the 
cases. 

Case outcomes, various stat¬ 
utes, judicial opinions and court¬ 
room arguments were performed 
for a crowd of about 100 people in 
the Hartmann Center. 

Gaines versus Canada was the 
story of an African-American male 
who graduated with his under¬ 
graduate degree and the intention 
to attend law school. His admis¬ 
sion was denied by the University 
of Missouri based upon the argu¬ 
ment that there were other law 
schools available in neighboring 
states that could better accommo¬ 
date his needs, violating his 14th 
Amendment rights. 

Brown v. Board of Education 
is the infamous case where a 9-0 
decision by the Supreme Court 
of the United States declared 
that segregation amidst the pub¬ 
lic school system was inherently 
inequal, paving the way for the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964. 


"I enjoyed how [this perfor¬ 
mance] broke down each story," 
said junior theater arts major Aris 
Roberson. "It was so much easier 
to catch On and understand what 
really happened." 

Many of the students in the 
audience said they had previous 
knowledge of the separate cases 
from their history and pre-law 
classes, and the performance was 
able to connect the cases for a "big 
picture" perspective of the Civil 
Rights movement. 

"It entertained and captivated 
us," said freshman communica¬ 
tion and theater arts major Katey 
Kraemer. 

Sociology and theater arts 
major Chris Vieth agreed with 
Kraemer and said the experience 
helped him better understand the 
impact of the cases. 

"I knew a decent amount about 
[Plessy v. Ferguson] and [Brown v. 
Board of Education], but Gaines v. 
Canada was really an eye opener," 
Vieth said. 

Moore told the audience these 
legal milestones were the physical 
representation of the persistence of 
a people coming together for the 


equality of all. 

"[In Plessy v. Ferguson], the 
one dissenting opinion would be 


all it would take to haunt the con¬ 
scious of America," he said. 


Panhel recruitment: "no frills," no problems 


"No Frills" Recruitment Recommendations (1989,1991,1997.2003) 

Incorporation of "no frills" concept. All College Panhellenics and their member chapters 
shall incorporate the following into their membership recruitment programs as soon as pos- 
sible: 

• Establish guidelines for membership recruitment budgets and set a cap on member¬ 
ship recruitment expenses, including the value of all donated goods and services in the cap 
figure. 

• Eliminate all outside decorations. 

• Confine all membership recruitment entertainment within the chapter house or other 
recruitment facility. 

• Evaluate all membership recruitment skits as to length and content. 

• Discourage the use of membership recruitment skits at the first round of parties. 

• Discourage elaborate costuming and purchase of special membership recruitment outfits. 

• Eliminate all gifts, favors, preference letters or notes for potential new members until 
they have accepted bids. 

• Develop conversation and interviewing skills. 

• Follow NPC recommendations for release figures.

Those wishing to participate 
in Panhellenic recruitment in the 
2014-2015 school year will see 
a decrease in extravagance as 
Bradley's Panhellenic Council 
(PHC) implements a "no frills" 
policy. 

The discouragement of exces¬ 
sive frills began in 2003 when 
the National Panhellenic Council 
(NPC) added recommendations 
for a "no frills" recruitment to the 
bylaws. 

The concept of "no frills," as 
defined in the NPC Policies and 
Best Practices document, is a poli¬ 
cy recommendation to limit exces¬ 
sive decorations, outfits, gifts and 
letters. The recommendation aims 
to cut costs and material focus in 
order to concentrate on "conversa¬ 
tion and interviewing skills." 

"The purpose of this is to make 
recruitment more values-based 
and reflective of the individual 
potential new member's (PNM) 
experience within that chapter," 
senior and Director of Panhellenic 
Recruitment Hannah Ingrum said. 
"No frills essentially minimizes 
costs, time and investment for dec¬ 
orating and entertainment." 

The fall 2014 formal recruit¬ 
ment will be the first time NPC's 
"no frills" recommendation is offi¬ 
cially incorporated into Bradley's 
sorority recruitment bylaws. 

During sorority formal recruit¬ 
ment, PNMs visit all seven chap¬ 
ters for philanthropy round, the 
first day of the three-day recruit¬ 


ment process. PNMs will then visit 
a maximum of five chapters on the 
second day and a maximum of 
two chapters on the third day, or 
preference round. 

For the 2014 formal sorority 
recruitment period, PHC chose to 
only implement certain parts of 
the "no frills" policy throughout 
the three days, focuses more spe¬ 
cifically on the first day of recruit¬ 
ment. 

To do this, four main changes 
will be implemented. 

First, a budget cap will be set 
for each of the days of recruitment, 
and all receipts for expenses must 
be turned into PHC 10 days prior 
to the start of the formal recruit¬ 
ment process in August. 

Second, sororities may not 
serve any food during philanthro¬ 
py round. PHC will provide a meal 
for the PNMs instead; however, 
chapters may still serve water, tea 
and lemonade. 

Third, sororities may not show¬ 
case any additional extravagant 
decorations that would allow the 
chapter house to appear different 
from its 'typical look.' Outdoor 
display banners will still be per¬ 
mitted. 

Finally, a single shirt design 
will be required for all chapter 
women for philanthropy round 
only. Each house will wear that 
matching shirt with their chapter's 
letters and a color unique to their 
sorority. 

"I think [the 'no frills'] is a 
very positive change for our 
campus," senior and Chi Omega 
Recruitment Chair Alyssa Adamus 
said. "[PNMs] will be able to better 
understand how greek life works 


together to achieve a community 
of sisterhood." 

Kappa Delta Vice President of 
Membership Sarah Handler said 
it is still too soon to know how the 
sororities will react to the changes. 

"It's too early to tell exact¬ 
ly whether or not it will affect 
our recruitment, but I'm sure my 
chapter, as well as Panhellenic as a 
whole, will do everything possible 
to make recruitment successful," 
she said. 

Beyond changes in presenta¬ 
tion, formal recruitment will also 
see a decrease in the amount of 
recruitment counselors who guide 


PNMs in the process as an unbi¬ 
ased resource and mentor. 

Only 39 recruitment counselors 
will lead PNMs this year, a sig¬ 
nificant drop from last year's 53 
recruitment counselors. 

"We felt that having such a 
large number of recruitment coun¬ 
selors was unnecessary and actu¬ 
ally hurting [sororities'] respective 
chapters because it left them with 
less women to recruit," Ingrum 
said. 

As for the "no frills" policy, 
Ingrum said she has a positive 
outlook. 

"I just think that the incorpora¬ 


tion of the no frills policy is going 
to allow [PNMs] to see the chap¬ 
ters in a much clearer perspec¬ 
tive," Ingrum said. "It is my hope 
that it will take away some of the 
fakeness that seems to be associ¬ 
ated with recruitment, and that 
the [PNMs] Will feel much more 
comfortable." 

Ingrum said PHC plans to 
update current recruitment bylaws 
in mid-April to finalize all policies 
for the sorprity formal recruitment 
process. 
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Interns return from Olympics, share stories

The Winter Olympics may have 
come to a close, but the interns 
have returned to open up about 
their experiences..

views word-for-word. 

"I would let the producers 
know what was a good shot, and 
then they would have records of 
everything that was done, so when 
they make their story they would 
have what they needed for it/' 
Pikelny said. 

The interns were trained for 
their jobs and had orientation at 
the IBC, and for many of them, 
the entire experience helped them 
make many connections. 


"I met a lot of people that have 
told me that they started their 
Olympian experience by logging 
at the sports desk," Pikelny said. 
"I feel like there's a whole lot 
of opportunity ta work for more 
Olympics in the future; it's incred¬ 
ible." 

Senior communication major 
with a television arts concentration 
Laura O'Radnik was stationed in 
Stamford at NBC's Sports Group 
headquarters. She was a shot 
selector and watched live feeds of 
events and edited videos that went 
online to the website. 

O'Radnik said it was helpful 
that she worked at Bradley with 
Avid, a video-editing program 
used for the Olympics as well. 

"Overall, [the internship] gave 
me a better idea of what the indus¬ 
try is like," she said. "You always 
hear about it in class, and it was 
not exactly what I expected. NBC's 
really laid back and a great, fun 
atmosphere. It definitely gave me 
a new perspective on the indus¬ 
try." 

Senior communication major 
Nick Van Almsick was also sta¬ 
tioned at the IBC in Sochi and 
logged important information for 
the primetime, daytime and late 
night segments on TV. 

"What was cool was that we 
were loggers for the main cen¬ 


tral ingest [office] where all the 
stuff comes in," Van Almsick said. 
"This one time they asked us to 
find a bunch of crashes from the 
past few days, so we were able to 
go look that up, cut those and then 
send it to them to be put on TV. 
That was probably the coolest part 
because like we actually felt like 
we were contributing." 

Van Almsick also said that 
Bradley prepared him with Avid, 
which gave him a grasp of what 
was going on. 

"It was the experience of a life¬ 
time," he said. "I definitely think 
I've made some connections, 
hopefully for the future. It's defi¬ 
nitely an experience that I will 
never forget, and it will greatly 
help me down the road." 

Department of Communication 
Chair Paul Gullifor said the interns 
worked very hard for long hours. 

"From all accounts they per¬ 
formed amazingly well and they 
were the ultimate ambassadors for 
Bradley," he said. 

Gullifor also said that he has 
heard from NBC that they real¬ 
ly liked the interns' Midwestern 
work ethic. 

- "They tend to work really hard, 
and employers really love that," 
he said.

Big campus problems can't be ignored 


We know that the Michel 
Student Center didn't fail the 
Peoria City/County Health 
Department inspection. 

The facility is clean, and it's 
more than safe to eat there. 

But if the Student Center food 
serving areas scored below an 
acceptable level for four times in 
a row, something is obviously not 
working. 

If the academic buildings had 
faulty projectors or bad white¬ 
boards, we'd change them. 

If the science labs had expired 
chemicals or broken equipment, 
we'd replace them. 

If the basketball team had 
ripped uniforms, we'd buy new 
ones. 

We saw that the rest of Bradley's 
dining facilities scored remark¬ 
ably well, and that they're held 
to a very high standard for us as 
students. And we appreciate that 
more than we can verbalize. 


So why isn't the Student Center 
being managed in the same way? 

The health department official 
report had some of the most ludi¬ 
crously simple infractions, hke not 
labeling toxic spray materials and 
leaving containers and lids on the 
floor. 

And overall it wasn't that major 
health violations were being com¬ 
mitted; it was simply that little 
things kept adding up and ulti¬ 
mately left us with a score of 77. 

The score was later remedied 
with another inspection, where 
the Student Center scored an 88, 
but that's still the lowest score on 
campus. 

Couldn't those little things 
be easily fixed in the first place? 
Wouldn't it have been easier to 
deal with the problems when they 
came up rather than go through 
the hassle of resolving an unsatis¬ 
factory situation? 

Or, from the point of view as a 


student, how much procrastina¬ 
tion is too much procrastination? 
Where is that line drawn? 

And honestly, we at The Scout 
can't help but see the parallels 
between the Student Center health 
inspection score and the Activities 
Council of Bradley University 
(ACBU) concert fiasco. 

After the performer Ke$ha 
canceled the April show here at 
Bradley, ACBU scrambled to poll 
students on potential performers, 
extend offers and unfortunately 
was denied. Now, the organiza¬ 
tion plans to host two smaller 
performers. 

We appreciate the effort that 
you're putting in to bring us a fun 
concert, ACBU, but you're run¬ 
ning out of time. It needs to be 
resolved or it's never going to 
happen. 

Just like with the Student 
Center, enough is enough. 

True, there are some discrep¬ 


ancies between the two events: 
the Student Center employees 
shouldn't have made those infrac¬ 
tions in the first place, and ACBU 
couldn't really control the situation. 

But now we're just ready to see 
some changes. We're ready to see 
someone stand up and say, "This 
isn't going to happen again, and 
here's why." 

And we need to see some 
accountability, in both of these 
cases, instead of listening to peo¬ 
ple consistently pass the buck. 

Neither of these situations 
is fair to the student body, and 
politely ignoring the situations 
means they'll go unresolved, or 
worse, they'll be forgotten. 

We shouldn't have to pay for 
things that we don't get, like con¬ 
certs. 

And we shouldn't have to pay 
for things that we don't want, like 
spoiled food. 



It's that time of year when 
attention goes from the hard¬ 
wood to home plate, from slip¬ 
ping on ice to sloshing through 
puddles and from blasting the 
heat in below-zero temperatures 
to wondering when the air con¬ 
ditioning is going to be turned on 
in the dorms. 

At Bradley, spring also means 
Student Body Officer (SBO) elec¬ 
tions are on tap. (Yes, Bradley has 
student body officers.) 

SBO elections are slated for 
April 7 and 8, as cited by the 
Student Senate bylaws stating 
elections "shall be held the first 
consecutive Monday and Tuesday 
in April." 


As evident by turnout num¬ 
bers in years past, participating 
in SBO elections are a low priority 
for many students. Whether it is 
general apathy toward, a lack of 
knowledge about or a dissatis¬ 
faction with the election and its 
candidates, only a little more than 
800 students turned out last year 
to vote in the first elections. 

That's less than 20 percent of 
the student body. 

When a run-off election was 
forced last year, due to the Student 
Senate constitutional requirement 
for a candidate to win a simple 
majority of the votes cast, fewer 
than 600 students voted. 

Bradley students are known 


for getting involved, well, at least 
to the extent of getting one's 
name on campus organization 
email lists. However, the election 
of SBOs, in and of itself, does 
not have an email list, so actual 
involvement is encouraged. 

Whether involvement means 
being as ambitious as getting 
your name on the ballot or merely 
marking one on April 7 or 8, SBO 
elections are only as successful as 
the student body makes them. 

There are few, if any, organi¬ 
zations at Bradley that have the 
potential to impact the general 
student population more so than 
Student Senate. They directly 
interact with top administrators 
and pass resolutions that go on to 
the University Senate. 

One can argue whether the 
organization h&s lived up to such 
potential both this academic year 
and in years past, but this is not a 
commentary on the current SBOs 
and the job they have done. 

This is commentary about our¬ 
selves. 

We get what we vote for (or 
don't). 


The generalization is that 
when most college students hear 
the word election or politics, they 
"go far," far, far away. 

Now, there's no Ph.D. behind 
my name, and I wasn't the cre¬ 
ative one to think up the "go 
far, go Bradley" mantra, but with 
near certainty, it can be said that 
far, far away from dvic involve¬ 
ment is not the aim of such a 
mantra. 

In a country where less than 60 
percent of eligible voters turned 
out to vote in the 2012 presiden¬ 
tial election, perhaps expecting 
college students to log onto their 
laptops or phones and take a few 
seconds to fill out a ballot is too 
much. 

It shouldn't be. 

From the meal plan to the mas¬ 
cot, academics to athletics and 
bubblers to beer. Student Senate 
has the potential to greatly affect 
the student body. 

Involvement, be that in the 
form of running or just voting, in 
the SBO elections is essential to 
the vitality of Student Senate and, 
in turn, the student body.

Enter Pharrell Williams. 

Besides the crazy hat that he 
sported at the Academy Awards 
(which Arby's bought for 
$44,100), there hasn't been too 
much talk about Pharrell in the 
recent past given all that he's 
been doing. 

From composing soundtracks 
for "Despicable Me" and "Despi¬ 
cable Me 2" to being featured on 
Robin Thicke's "Blurred Lines", 
the past year seems as though it's 
been busy for Pharrell. 

The thing is, these are just small 
parts of a large name the man's 
made for himself. 

It was in the late '90s when Phar¬ 
rell first appeared in the music 
industry working with Chad 
Hugo. 

The two went on to create The 
Neptunes, a production duo 
that's given us some of our favor¬ 
ite pop and hip-hop songs. 

The term "producer" may sound 
like a sort of a cop-out title nowa¬ 
days, and rightfully so; if you 
have a Macbook and GarageBand 
(or pirated software, let's be real), 
you can essentially become a pro¬ 
ducer yourself. 

This is not the case for Pharrell. 


The laundry list of musicians he's 
worked with goes on and on, and 
features names like Gloria Este- 
fan. Usher, Jay Z and Kendrick 
Lamar to name a few. 



The list of individual songs he's 
either produced or been featured 
on is staggering as well, and is 
enough to create a portfolio big 
enough to support him 
in any musical 
direction he 
may go. 

So with a repertoire like this, 
how has he managed to get such 
little attention while having such 
a large body of work? 

Along with producing, Pharrell 
has his own solo career as well 
as a brief career with the group 
N.E.R.D., though their fame was 
not as long lasting. 

At 40 years old, it seems as 
though he's built up a pretty 
good pool of success (or stum¬ 
bled upon the fountain of 
youth), and seems to 
have no signs of 
stopping any¬ 
time soon. 
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Ties with The Crips, drug ad¬ 
diction, raising a daughter, in¬ 
trospection and re-evaluation; 
bucket hat-wearing party boy 
Schoolboy Q has a lot to say on 
his third studio album, and first 
major label release, "Oxymoron". 
Coming in at a total of 19 songs 
(if you count all the bonus tracks) 
"Oxymoron" is an ambitious al¬ 
bum, and for good reason. 

Q has a lot to prove when he's in 
the company of Top Dawg En¬ 
tertainment (TDE) label mates 
Kendrick Lamar, Ab-soul and 
Jay Rock, especially since "Oxy¬ 
moron" is the first TDE album 
to be released since the Hugely 
successful "Good Kid, M.A.A.D. 
City." This set a very, very high 
bar for Schoolboy Q to reach. 

The album starts off with Q flex¬ 


ing his fame and reppin' his hood 
on the track "Gangsta", which is 
unfortunately riddled with an an¬ 
noying array of Schoolboy's ad- 
libbing "YAWKS", "SKrrrrs", and 
"WOOOs". 

The Pharrell-produced "Los Awe¬ 
some" definitely makes up for 
anything that "Gangsta" lacks 
with its nasty synths, insatiable 
triangle ring and funky-fresh 
flow. 

The album only gets better when 
its lead single "Collard Greens" 
starts. If you're not bobbing your 
head while listening to "Collard 
Greens" you probably accidently 
muted the volume of your music 
player. 

This is Q at his best, laying down 
fun party jams, riding dancy 


beats like it's noflffng and spit¬ 
ting hooks that will be stuck in 
your head for weeks ("oh, collard 
greens, chiddy-ching-ching could 
buy anything, cop that"). 

Of course, the real star of "Col¬ 
lard Greens" is Lamar when he 
jumps in for his verse. After he 
flawlessly spits a few bars in 
Spanish, you can't help but agree 
with him when he says "this yo 
favorite song". 

And though the party jams on 
this album definitely stand out 
(expect to hear "Hell of a Night" 
mixed at a frat party near you), 
Q is nothing to scoff at when he 
starts to get more serious and tell 
some stories. 

"Prescription/Oxymoron" is an 
introspective look at Q's struggle 


with drugs and how it has affect¬ 
ed his relationship with his fam¬ 
ily and daughter. 

However, the nice bit of reflection 
is ruined on the second half of 
the track when the once somber 
Q is replaced by a bad hook and 
some ad-libbing that can only be 
compared to the noise you would 
make if you were constipated. 

Later in the album, "Break 
the Bank" is a surprisingly 
sober look at Schoolboy 
Q's newfound wealth, 
and it's accompanied 
perfectly by an al¬ 
most haunting beat g 
produced by The " 

Alchemist. 

The album ends 
with "Man of the 


Year", an appropriate end for an 
album not only about Q's success 
but about the struggle to find the 
right thing to do amongst all the 
bad surrounding him.

What was originally planned 
as a visit to a friend turned into 
a bucket list check off for one 
Bradley student. 

Senior marketing major Rose 
Wurster made an appearance on 
"The Price Is Right" that will pre¬ 
miere at 10 a.m. March 11 on CBS. 

"I was pretty committed," 
Wurster said. "My goal before 
graduation was to be on a game 
show, so I was like 'whatever kind, 
who cares/" 

Wurster visited a friend in Los 
Angeles for a week over winter 
break in January, researched how 
to get onto game shows in the area 
to fulfill her goal and found that 
"The Price Is Right" was taping. 

"I kind of knew the odds and 
there's an audience of 300, and of 
those 300, 150 are actually serious 
about it, so you have an eight to 
12 percent chance of getting on it," 
she said. 

The show does not require any 
tryouts, and participants sign up 
online to request tickets. They are 
then interviewed in groups of 15 
every couple of minutes during 
the show to be chosen. 

"I knew my odds. I knew they 
obviously wanted somebody ener¬ 
getic and personable in the inter¬ 
view," Wurster said. 


Wurster ended up at the show 
by herself because her friend had 
to go to class at the time of the 
taping, but she found a small 
group of people to be with and 
was chosen from there. 

"I was on the very front row 
of it," she said. "Then I started 
thinking, 'maybe he thought I 
was energetic and wanted an 
energetic face in the front', so I 
was getting kind of discouraged 
halfway through the show." 

Audience members have to 
wait to see a cue card with their 
name in order to know if they 
are called due to the noise of the 
show. 

"I saw my name before I heard 
it," she said. "I hugged a stranger 
next to me because I had to be 
personable."

70 degrees, and unlabeled spray 
bottles of cleaners, sanitizers and 
degreasers. Anna said those viola¬ 
tions were immediately corrected. 

Other violations include faulty 
plumbing, soiled food contact 
surfaces and walls, ceilings and 
attached equipment and misla¬ 
beled food containers. The viola¬ 
tions extended to Moe's, Chick- 
fil-A, P.O.D., Topio's and the 
upstairs catering kitchen. 

Anna said the Student Center 
has since received a better score; 
however, the Peoria Health 
Department website does not 
include the new score. 

"Our dining facilities are 
inspected no less than three times 
a year and an inspection in mid- 
February in the Michel Center 
produced a score of 88," he said. 
"Training and attention to safety 
and sanitation standards has been, 
and continues to be, a priority." 

The Student Center was the low¬ 


est-scoring location on Bradley's 
campus, with no other location 
scoring less than a 91 (Holmes 
Hall). Shea Stadium, home to the 
soccer team, scored a perfect 100, 
while The Stacks in the Cullom- 
Davis Library scored a 98 and the 
Renaissance Coliseum scored a 97. 

Additionally, the 77 is the low¬ 
est score the Student Center has 
scored in more than a year, where 
it scored an 80 in November 2012, 
an 88 in February 2013 and an 86 
in May 2013. 

Anna said he doesn't recall ever 
seeing a low score at a Bradley^ 
facility like this, but the two criti¬ 
cal violations^! the Student Center 
were quickly corrected. 

"Food sanitation, proper prepa¬ 
ration and delivery of meals at all 
of our dining venues are expect¬ 
ed," Anna said. "It's a core value 
and ongoing expectation for our 
operations."

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Lerma overcomes growing pains in first season

The transition from high school 
to college can be difficult, as most 
students need time to adjust to the 
college scene. 

But when it comes to freshman 
student-athletes, some people may 
be demanding more time of any¬ 
one beginning their college career. 

No one knows that more than 
women's basketball guard Leti 
Lerma. 

"At first it was a little difficult," 
Lerma said. "I was having trouble 
balancing school and basketball; 
they kind of laid out my schedule 
for me and helped me get used to 
the routine." 

Fortunately for Lerma, she was 
able to find that balance and found 
her way on to the starting line up 
as a freshman. 

Lerma found her way onto the 
court, even after missing the entire 
summer women's basketball team 
program to play high school soft- 
ball. In this program, freshmen 
learn the style of game Coach 
Michael Brooks teaches. 

"That [camp] would have been 
something I wish I could've had, of 
course," Lerma said. "It would've 
been an opportunity to learn and 
to progress faster, and I think that 
would've helped a lot earlier in the 
season." 

Seeing Lerma trying to make 
up for lost time also taught Brooks 
what the summer program means 
to incoming players. 

"It's been a great year for me as 
a coach because I've also learned 
some things about our summer 
preparation and what it does for 
kids," Brooks said. "The things 


that she can learn in the summer 
time, getting in here right away, 
finding out our system, under¬ 
standing what it is we want to do 
is invaluable. Unfortunately she 
wasn't able to get that at all." 

Brooks said the main point 
Lerma^pissed in the summer .was 
that he wanted her to play a differ¬ 
ent position. 

"We asked her to work on her 
ball handling," Brooks said. "[We 
wanted her] to move from play¬ 
ing more of a guard role in high 
school, to being a little bit more 
of a wing-forward type breed 
because she gives us more flexibil¬ 
ity to be able to have match ups." 

Even though Lerma was learn¬ 
ing for the better part of the first 
portion of the season, she eventu¬ 
ally broke into the starting five 
and began contributing like an 
upperclassman. 

"For us, a player is a player," 
Brooks said. "We just want you to 
be able to do the things that we say 
work as hard as you can everyday, 
and those are the things Leti has 
shown us throughout the season." 

Lerma's biggest games in a 
Braves uniform came in confer¬ 
ence play this year against MVC 
opponents. 

She set a Renaissance Coliseum 
record with 19 rebounds in a game 
against Loyola. 

Against Illinois State, she 
forced a steal that prevented an 
attempt at a game-winning shot 
and sealed the win. 

For a young player like Lerma, 
making key plays and having big 
games builds confidence, which 
she said is key to becoming a bet¬ 
ter basketball player. 

"I felt that my confidence has

grown," Lerma said. "The coaches 
had confidence in me, and to, of 
course, keep me in the starting 
line up, and then my teammates 
have also pushed me and had con¬ 
fidence in me. I think that's really 
helped me grow as a player." 

Lerma also said that she's ready 
to use the lessons and confidence 


she found this year to help the 
incoming freshmen next year. 

"I want to help better the pro¬ 
gram and help us have more suc¬ 
cess," Lerma said. 

"[To] push people to get better 
just as these girls have pushed me 
to get better as a freshman, and 
just help set the standards for this 


program." 

While Lerma has only begun 
her college career at Bradley, she's 
already started to put herself into a 
position to be an important player 
for years to come. 

"I'm looking forward to getting 
better," Lerma said.

Going on the road has been 
an unfriendly experience for the 
men's basketball team this season. 

Prior to their matchup against 
Drake on March 1, the Braves 
had gone 1-11 away from Carver 
Arena. 

The trend of losing continued as 
the Braves, despite once holding a 
12-point lead in the game, could 
not stop Drake's Aaron Hawley 
and fell 71-66. 

Hawley led all scorers with 23 
points and helped key a 10-3 run 
for the Bulldogs in the final four 
minutes of the game. 

The Braves had many opportu¬ 
nities near the end of the game but 
could not hit the key shots to get 
back in it. 

Senior Walt Lemon Jr. led 
Bradley with 20 points, which put 
him in eighth place on Bradley's 
all-time scoring list. Senior Tyshon 
Pickett led the Braves with nine 
rebounds and now ranks third in 
the Missouri Valley Conference 
(MVC) in rebounding this season. 

Coach Geno Ford said it was a 
tough game even though his team 
had a large lead, but he also said 
he knows that his team can come 
back from the loss. 

"It was a disappointing loss," 
Ford said. "We had a chance to steal 
one on the road and they chipped 
at our lead and we couldn't get 
any offense or defense working for 
us down the stretch." 

Ford also said that heading into 
the MVC tournament in St. Louis, 


the team will bounce back from 
the loss. He noted that the games 
are on a neutral court with neutral 
fans and anything can happen. 

"We are going to have to 
have the mentality of resilience 
in the tournament and we can't 
worry about anything that hap¬ 
pened before these games," Ford 
said. "Our record is wiped clean 
because this is now a new season 
and we are fighting for our lives." 

The Braves opened the 2014 
MVC tournament against Loyola 
in the play-in game on March 6 
in St. Louis. The Braves are 2-0 
against the Ramblers this season. 

When asked about Loyola, Ford 
said he has enjoyed a perhaps new 
rivalry in Illinois, especially in the 
MVC. But he said his team needs 
to have a special performance to 
continue in the tournament. 

"I think they give us a great 
challenge and we need to have a 
great game defensively and hit 
some key shots if we want to win," 
Ford said. 

The winner of the Bradley- 
Loyola match will play no. 2 seed 
Indiana St. on March 7.

Bradley sweeps rival 
Redbirds, fall to Sycamores

Irish soccer player Austin 
O'Malley may have said it best 
when he said, "If you learn from 
a loss, you have not lost." 

That would make the Bradley 
women's basketball team unde¬ 
feated. 

That's not the case, however. 
The team split its two games 
last weekend, holding off rival 
Illinois State 59-58 Feb. 27 before 
falling to Indiana State 73-60 
March 2. 

Bradley started the game hot, 
hitting just less than 43 percent 
of their shots in the first half. 
The team ended the first half on 
a 15-1 run and took a nine point 
lead into halftime. 

The tables turned in the sec¬ 
ond half, however. The Braves 
shot just 28 percent in the second 
half and watched the Redbirds 
pull back into the game. That's 
when freshman Leti Lerma took 
over. 

Lerma totaled 17 points, six 


of which came in the final four 
minutes. She also grabbed six 
rebounds and a steal. 

The steal, as it turns out, was 
an important one. After a three- 
pointer by the Redbirds tied the 
game at 58, senior Kelsey Budd 
hit one of two free throws to 
give the Braves the lead. That set 
up Lerma and her game-winning 
play. 

"Illinois State had drove base¬ 
line and I saw her pass the ball 
in, and I just kind of grabbed it 
away," Lerma said. 

The Braves held a 38-34 edge 
in rebounds against the Redbirds, 
which led to 19 second chance 
points. The rebounding totals, 
and result, were much different 
Sunday. 

The Braves were out rebound¬ 
ed Sunday 49-23, leading to 28 
second-chance points for Indiana 
State. Coach Michael Brooks said 
he knew that rebounding would 
be crucial against the Sycamores. 

"They outrebounded us last 
time," he said. "That and limit¬ 
ing turnovers were the things we

needed to take care of. We did 
one of those, but we didn't have 
the will to go get the defensive 
boards." 

A lack of will, especially away 
from Renaissance Coliseum, has 
been an issue at times for the 
Braves this season. It seemed to 
start early against Indiana State. 

"In the first four minutes of 
the first and second halves, we 
got beat 24-4. That right there is 
the game," Brooks said. 

As much publicity as the 
men's road woes get, it's easy to 
miss the fact that the women's 


team isn't much better. The loss 
to the Sycamores dropped the 
team to 3-11 away from campus. 

Brooks has made adjustments 
to the gameplan, but it's up to the 
players to follow through. So far, 
they haven't. 

"Our gameplan is to come out 
and trap, to come out and be the 
aggressors because our team has 
shown specifically on the road 
they can't do it. The problem is 
the execution of the gameplan," 
Brooks said. 

The win over Illinois State Feb. 
27 doesn't mean all that much to 


Brooks. It's better than a loss, but 
the team isn't content for just vic¬ 
tories over rivals, he said. 

"If s not about beating Illinois 
State; they're just another team," 
he said. "We expect to beat Drake, 
UNI and Wichita State. We have 
before. I could care less about 
that high school team down the 
road." 

Bradley has one more game 
left in the regular season. The 
team faces Southern Illinois 
Saturday at 2 p.m. at the 
Renaissance Coliseum.

Little to no competition for SBO elections

The path to elected office may 
never be easier than for those run¬ 
ning for student body officer (SBO) 
positions this spring. 

Three of the four SBO positions 
up for election on April 7 and 
8 feature unopposed candidates: 
sophomore and presidential candi¬ 
date Jason Blumenthal, sophomore 
and speaker of the assembly candi¬ 
date Sarah Handler and freshman 
and secretary of the assembly can¬ 
didate Olga Krapivner. 

On the ballot for secretary of 
finance, which is the only contest¬ 
ed race, are junior Hunter Vaughn 
and sophomore Kelsie Smith. 

The presidential, speaker of 
the assembly and secretary of the 
assembly races all went to runoff 
elections last year because none of 
the candidates were able to earn 
the required more than 50 percent 
of the vote during the regular elec¬ 
tion. 

Seven candidates ran for presi¬ 
dent, five ran for speaker of the 
assembly, three ran for the secre¬ 
tary of the assembly and two ran 
for secretary of finance, totaling 17 


candidates. 

"The election subcommittee is 
a little disappointed in the lack 
of participation from students," 
Election Subcommittee Chair Jen 
Swenson said. 

Despite the disappointment, 
Swenson said there are three major 
reasons for the lack of candi¬ 
dates on the ballot. 

"Before the official list of 
candidates was released to the 
public, there were eight total 
candidates; however, these 
undeclared candidates were 
forced to drop from the 
race due to scheduling con¬ 
flicts, and personal reasons," 
Swenson said. 

Swenson also said other 
students were interested in 
running but felt more qual¬ 
ified to run for a different 
Senate position in the fall. 
Other students missed the 
deadline to declare official 
candidacy and now must run 
as write-in candidates. 

Voting will take place 
through Google Forms and 
will be available on the Brave 
Life App, multiple poll¬ 
ing places around campus 


and through a link on Hilltop 
Happenings. 

Even though most of the SBO 
candidates acknowledged the elec¬ 
tion will be less stressful and easier 
to win without opponents, they 
expressed equal disappointment 
in the lack of other students step¬ 


ping up to run for SBO positions. 

"In general, elections in any sort 
of situation are more meaningful if 
there are opponents because peo¬ 
ple have a choice then," Handler 
said. "I'm a little disappointed that 
no one else took the initiative to

Illinois State president resigns 

After just seven months on the 
job, Illinois State University (ISU) 
President Timothy Flanagan 
resigned March 22 amidst an 
ongoing assault investigation. 

While an ISU news release did 
not specify the alleged assault as 
the reason for Flanagan's resig¬ 
nation, the alleged Dec. 5 assault 
occurred on Flanagan's universi¬ 
ty-owned residence's front lawn. 

The filed complaint against 
Flanagan accuses him of assault¬ 
ing former superintendent of 
grounds R. Patrick Murphy 
regarding the lawn care of the 
residence. Murphy said he was 
supervising crew members work¬ 
ing on Flanagan's lawn when 
Flanagan came out of his home 
and complained about the work. 
The accusation claims the 
confrontation led to Flanagan yelling, in addition to Flanagan's 
saliva hitting Murphy in the face and Flanagan's arm hitting 
Murphy's torso. 

Flanagan has denied any wrongdoing, and the university police 
department forwarded its reports to the McLean County State's 
attorney's office. 

At a special ISU Board of Trustees meeting, Flanagan's resigna¬ 
tion immediately took effect, and Vice President of Student Affairs 
Larry Dietz was selected to replace Flanagan as ISU president.

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Q&A with Tom Coy: End in sight for Greek Director search

Scout Copy Editor Sam 
Pallini interviewed Director of 
Student Activities and Interim 
Assistant Director of Fraternity 
and Sorority Life Tom Coy 
about the search for a new 
Assistant Director of Fraternity 
and Sorority Life (ADFSL) and 
what role he or she will play in 
the coming years. 

Sam: What does the job 
description of the ADFSL entail, 
and what sorts of things as the 
Interim ADFSL, are you doing on 
a day-to-day basis? 

Tom: The biggest thing we 
work with are the governing coun¬ 
cils of the Interfratemity Council 
(IFC), Panhellenic Council (PHC) 
and National Panhellenic Council 
(NPHC). Then from there, there's 
also working individually with 
chapters regarding any concerns 
about behavioral issues, risk man¬ 


agement, fire inspections, dump¬ 
ster violations and a lot of nudging 
groups to do the right things. 

Also, we've got a lot of planning 
going on right now for the fall and 
recruitment, alongside preparation 
for exposing new freshmen to fra¬ 
ternity and sorority life right away. 

Sam: How much interaction 
do you have with chapters on a 
weekly basis? 

Tom: Greek life takes up about 
50 percent of my time right now. 
Lately, it's been dipping into night 
and weekend times as well. Every 
chapter president meets with me 
at least three times per semester. 

Beyond that, I have weekly 
IFC and PHC leadership meet¬ 
ings, helping with random new 
events and advising philanthropy 
event planning from 5Ks to St. 
Baldrick's. 

Sam: With the transition of 
you as both Director of Student 
Activities and Interim ADFSL back 
to the separation of the two posi¬ 
tions, how do you foresee this 
affecting your role and the new 
person's? 

Tom: June 1 is the start date 
pending the approval, offer and 
acceptance of one of the candi¬ 
dates we are pursuing. I will finish 
out the year, but then once we 
have this new person, we'll begin 
that transitional period to get them 
educated on what all it entails and 
how Bradley greek life functions. 

Also, the position advisement 
has changed from the ADFSL 
reporting to Residential Life to 
them now reporting to myself. 

In this particular situation, I 
think that's definitely going to 


benefit whoever is coming in. 

Sam: What is Bradley looking 
for in this candidate, and, a big 
question I think we all want to 
know, are the candidates greek? 

Tom: Yes, we're excited that all 
four applicants are greek. They're 
all young professionals, and with 
that, we see how they are very 
committed to getting to know the 
fraternity and sorority community. 

We can see them having the 
energy to go to those 9 p.m. meet¬ 
ings three times a week, and 
because they are young and have 
a fresh set of eyes, a new ADFSL is 
going to bring a new way of doing 
things to the table. 

Sam: With the greek system 
seeing significant changes during 
the past two years, how do you 
think this will affect the role and 
transitioning of the new ADFSL? 

Tom: It's going to be very chal¬ 
lenging for the new person to 
come in. I can imagine there will 
be a lot of hand holding with them 
through the end of December. I 
will be working sorority formal 
recruitment with the new person. 

We've still got Assistant 
Director of Multicultural Student 
Services Norris Chase overseeing 
NPHC until we can transition this 
new person in and slowly give 
him or her more responsibility. 

There will be lots of job shad¬ 
owing in those initial six to eight 
months. 

Sam: What was the process that 
led up to campus visits? 

Tom: More than 40 applicants 
met minimum requirements of 
having a Master's degree, greek 


experience and strong leadership 
development skills. 

We have already interviewed 
13 of the applicants by phone and 
narrowed it down td a top four. 
Those four will be making on-cam¬ 
pus interview visits March 27, 28, 
31 and April 1. Our primary search 
committee consists of six people, 
three of which are students. 

When you think of the commit¬ 
tee and how 50 percent of it is stu¬ 
dents, that shows how important 
student opinion is in this process. 

Senior and former IFC President 
Alex Kaputska, junior and PHC 
President Liz Steinhaus and senior 
and NPHC President Obinna 
Ekwueme have all participated in 
our committee for every phase. 

They have been vital and very 
opinionated, and they really have 
represented fraternity and sorority 
life well. 

We also have Executive 
Director for the Center for 
Student Involvement Mike Keup, 
Admissions Representative and 
sorority Chapter Advisory Board 
member Allison Schieferle- 
Uhlenbrock and Assistant Director 
of Campus Recreation and Athletic 
Facilities Matt Lacy. 

Sam: What is the timeline for 
this search? 

Tom: Following the four on- 
campus interviews these next 
few days, and pending we find 
the candidate we believe we are 
looking for, we'll do background 
checks. 

The search committee will meet 
and collect all the information 
based on who the candidate met 
and decide who is the best for 
Bradley. 


At that point, the name will 
be forwarded to Interim Vice 
President for Student Affairs 
Nathan Thomas, and pending 
approval, then name is sent with 
their resume and experience to 
Human Resources for a salary 
assessment. 

The university then makes an 
offer to the individual and from 
there it is in the hands of the can¬ 
didate. They have normally have 
about 72 hours to get back to us. 

If the candidate accepts, we 
won't release anything until they 
sign a contract. 

If none of the top four work 
out, our pool of the top 13 was 
very strong. We would dip back 
into that pool and repeat the pro¬ 
cess. 

Sam: What makes this search 
different from the fall 2013 semes¬ 
ter search? 

Tom: Last fall we were get¬ 
ting lots of professionals, people 
who were looking to relocate and 
maybe make a change. 

There were some great appli¬ 
cants, but none of them really fit 
what Bradley greek life was look¬ 
ing for. 

Now, the applicants are inter¬ 
ested in this specific position. 
We're getting the cream of the crop 
this time around. 

Sam: What would you tell the 
fraternities and the sororities to 
look forward to? 

Tom: My full expectation is 
that students will leave this school 
year, as long as one of these four 
candidates is our final candidate, 
knowing who we are going to 
have as the new ADFSL. 


Gen ed revision proposal pushed back to fall semester

COM 103, MUS 109, MTH 101, 
ECO 100 and ENG 101 may see a 
makeover in coming years. 

The Steering Committee, one of 
seven sub-committees of Bradley's 
General Education Program 
Review, is revising changes to the 
current general education pro¬ 
gram. The original deadline for 
the proposal was spring, but is 
now delayed until fall 2014. 

"We want to review our pro¬ 
grams regularly to ensure that we 
are providing the best and most 
relevant educational experiences 
for our students" said committee 
co-chair Kelly McConnaughay. 

McConnaughay said the 36 
credit hours of gen ed classes 
comprise more than one-fourth of 
students' 124 hours required to 
graduate. 


The purpose of Bradley's 
review and revision of the current 
General Education Program is to 
maximize those gen ed hours to 
best equip students with a well- 
rounded education. The revisions 
aim to make them more prepared 
and more marketable in the work¬ 
ing world, McConnaughay said. 

In the summer of 2012, a small 
group of faculty and staff began 
preparations for a revision of the 
gen ed course requirements. In 
August 2012, the university offi¬ 
cially announced the plan to 
review and revise. 

Since that fall, Bradley's faculty, 
staff, students, various alumni, the 
Parents' Board and the Employer 
Board have been cooperating to 
evaluate the current system with 
plans to revise and strengthen it. 

Participants were spread across 
seven committees and worked on 


changes that would be competitive 
with changing educational trends 
while still emphasizing those top¬ 
ics and studies that remain stan¬ 
dard. 

Significant changes present¬ 
ed in the current draft include 
the addition of Integrative 
Interdisciplinary Perspectives 
(IIP), or specific gen ed require¬ 
ments, and a more central focus on 
intensive writing courses. 

McConnaughay said these 
changes are due largely to feed¬ 
back from employers working 
with the university who have 
stressed the growing importance 
of interdisciplinary problem solv¬ 
ing, strong writing skills and col¬ 
laborative teamwork. 

Beyond IIP and writing inten¬ 
sive courses, McConnaughay said 
the pre-proposal recommends a 
reduction of general education cat¬ 


egories from six required hours to 
three required hours, which is cur¬ 
rently the case for categories such 
as scientific reasoning. 

The extra hours allotted for 
general education courses would 
be an opportunity for students to 
register for other general educa¬ 
tion courses of their choice. 

Due to the workload and atten¬ 
tion to detail, the timeline-for the 
submission of the general edu¬ 
cation package has been pushed 
back a semester from its prior goal. 

"We anticipate submitting a 
proposal for a revised curricu¬ 
lum as early as early as fall 2014, 
and implementation of the new 
program to begin as early as fall 
2015 with incoming freshman," 
McConnaughay said. " 

Committee co-chair 

Jennifer Gruening Burge and 
McConnaughay both said prog¬ 


ress since November has shifted 
the focus from adding significant 
changes to working on stating the 
details of the changes more explic¬ 
itly. 

McConnaughay said this 
semester has been devoted to artic¬ 
ulating what courses will look like 
within the "Areas of Inquiry," or 
specific skill categories assembled 
by the committees such as Global 
Systems, Fine Arts or Human 
Values. 

'That [Area of Inquiry] work 
was done by faculty from across 
campus who stepped up to join 
working groups to review draft 
recommendations of curricular 
elements for each Area of Inquiry," 
McConnaughay said. 'The rest of 
the semester will be devoted to 
working those recommendations 
into a revised draft model to share 
with the campus."

While many students will 
spend their summer break vaca¬ 
tioning, relaxing or working, one 
student will dedicate six weeks to 
helping those with special needs at 
summer camps. 

Junior and Pi Kappa Phi mem¬ 
ber Sam Sorkin will travel to six 
different camps across the country, 
with one week spent at each camp, 
to serve people with mental and 
physical disabilities. 

The national event, Build 
America, is run by Push America, 
which is the philanthropy of the 
Pi Kappa Phi fraternity (Pi Kapp). 

"It means a lot to me to be 
participating in 
this event, as I 
feel it will not 
only benefit the 
campers who 
attend the camp 
but myself as 
well," Sorkin 
said. 

He will 
join Pi Kapp 
members from 
around the 
country to con¬ 
struct amenities 
to help facilitate 
a better camp 
experience for 
all attending. 


Construction consists of build¬ 
ing docks, decks, ramps, nature 
paths and other projects to 
improve the experience. 

Aside from construction, Sorkin 
said he and other participants will 
spend time with the campers each 
evening and participate in camp 
activities to get to know the camp¬ 
ers better. 

Push America pays for the 
camps using funds raised by par¬ 
ticipants. 

Sorkin said he must raise a 
minimum of $4,000 before June 25 
and has a current goal of $4,500. 

"I have been fundraising slowly 
over the past two months already 
and currently have raised around 
$1,100," he said. "I am looking to 


amp up my fundraising moving 
forward." 

As for his first time participat¬ 
ing in Build America, Sorkin said 
he believes being a part of the 
event will be life changing. 

"It's an experience that I feel 
will give me more perspective, 
and provide me with the oppor¬ 
tunity to make the world a better 
place and meet a lot of people 
from different walks of life that I 
don't normally get the chance to 
know," he said.

compete nationally

For the first time in Bradley 
history, members of the BU 
Triathlon Club have qualified to 
compete in the Collegiate National 
Championship. 

From April 4 to 5 in Tempe, 
Ariz., several Bradley students 
will participate in the competi¬ 
tion that consists of three different 
courses and five separate races. 

The club had seven of its 12 
members qualify to race in nation¬ 
als by previously competing in 
a Mid-East Collegiate Triathlon 
Conference (MECTC) race. At the 
national competition, they will 
participate in the Open Olympic 
Distance Triathlon Race, which 
consists of a 1500-meter swim, 
40-kilometer bike and 10 kilome¬ 
ter run. 

"There will be hundreds of ath¬ 
letes hailing from almost every 
major college in the U.S. at the 
national championship, so com¬ 
petition will be fierce," senior and 
Triathlon Club President Chris 
Douglas said. 

According to Douglas, mem¬ 
bers of the club meet two to four 
times per week to practice. 

"We are highly prepared for 
this event. A couple of us have 
been training specifically for this 


event since last summer and we 
are itching to get out there and 
race," he said. "We all rely on each 
other for mental support during 
training and racing." 

Awards are presented to the top 
handful of finishers in each race. 

"Bradley, as a first year team, 
is not expected to win nationals as 
a team," Douglas said. "Our club 
is about having fun and working 
together. Though some of us are 
competitive triathletes, we all do it 
for the love of multisport." 

In addition to the national open 
race, there are elite races, which 
are more difficult to qualify for. 
Douglas will participate in two 
of these races, the Draft-Legal 
Sprint Triathlon and the Collegiate 
Elite Wave of the Open Olympic 
Distance race. 

"I am aiming high and will 
be racing for the podium in the 
Draft-Legal race," Douglas said. 
"I do not expect to podium in the 
Olympic Distance race, but would 
like to finish in the top 25 nation¬ 
ally." 

The MECTC, which consists 
of about 30 schools in Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, Michigan and 
Kentucky, was allowed to fill 
eight slots for the Draft-Legal race 
and three spots for the Olympic 
Distance race.

Amarillo, TX, where we stayed 
and volunteered the Boys and 
Girls Club. After leaving Amarillo, 
we headed to Albuquerque, N.M. 
In Albuquerque, half of our group 
volunteered at Casa Esperanza and 
the other half volunteered at the 
Ronald McDonald House. Projects 
at both sites consisted of kitchen 
cleaning, washing and reorganiz¬ 
ing toys in the play-room, yard 
work and carpet cleaning. 

Our next project was in 
Monticello, UT, where we worked 
to create mountain biking trials to 
help bring in tourism to the city, 
in order to better support the local 
economy. 

Our last volunteer stop was in 
Salt Lake City, UT, where we met 
with several other STLF groups 
from different schools. We all 
worked together to pick up trash 
along the highways. While in Salt 
Lake City, we had the opportunity 
to be tourists for the afternoon, and 


were given the choice of going to 
shop and sight see in downtown 
Salt Lake and tour the Mormon 
Temple, or to visit Antelope Island 
State Park and hike and swim 
around the actual Salt Lake. 

While STLF sells itself as an 
opportunity for students to have 
fun while serving different com¬ 
munities, it is much more than just 
service. The biggest thing I have 
walked away with after this trip 
is personal growth and the close 
relationships I have made with 
others.

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Lack of SBO candidates disconcerting 


Five students will formally run 
for next year's student body offi¬ 
cer (SBO) elections April 7 and 8. 

The presidential, speaker of 
the assembly and secretary of the 
assembly races are uncontested, 
and the secretary of finance elec¬ 
tion is only comprised of two can¬ 
didates. 

This is a lack of drive from us 
students, and it's something like 
we've never seen before. 

Last year, seven students ran 
for the presidency, five ran for 
speaker of the assembly, three ran 
for secretary of the assembly and 
two ran for secretary of finance. 

That's 17 students who wanted 
to step up for the student body. 
Seventeen students who volun¬ 
teered to represent us and work 


with the administration for us, get 
us the things we complain about 
daily. 

Now, we have five. 

As seen in the SBO elections 
story on Al, sophomore and 
only presidential candidate Jason 
Blumenthal said the lack of can¬ 
didates is indicative that the stu¬ 
dents "need to be vamped up for 
student senate." 

It not only needs to be revamped 
- it needs an overhaul. 

This year's senate brought us 
some important improvements, 
including the~Brave Life applica¬ 
tion for campus life and the Rise of 
the Red campaign. The smattering 
of legislation passed on the senate 
floor included three passed resolu¬ 
tions, which featured smoking in 


the St. James Apartment Complex, 
tutoring hours and Sisson Hall 
access. 

The five SBO candidates also 
vaguely mirror the senate's first 
general assembly meeting of the 
semester - which featured around 
20 empty seats out of 45. 

And don't know what's hap¬ 
pening. 

Are students uninformed of 
the senate's role for them? Are 
students discouraged by senate's 
long-winded meetings? 

Or is it that resolutions get 
passed with little to no effect on 
the University Senate, the academ¬ 
ic and administrative board that 
Student Senate works under? 

Or, even still, are the resolu¬ 
tions being passed asking for more 


than Bradley can give? 

We need a functioning, formal 
student organization to facilitate 
student concerns, or nothing will 
get changed. But how can we do 
that if we only have a few students 
willing to step up and lead that 
organization? 

Can we expect passionate lead¬ 
ers if they don't have any competi¬ 
tion? 

At this time of the year, we usu¬ 
ally use this space to discuss SBO 
candidates and voice our endorse¬ 
ments. 

But it looks like this year, we 
and the rest of the student body 
will stay silent because we don't 
have any choice.

The 
4x400m relay achieved a new 
school record, and junior Sarah 
McMahon placed fifth in the 3K, 
second in the 5K and was the 
recipient of the Elite 18 award for 
academic and athletic excellence 


for the third time. 

I believe this is far more prom¬ 
inent coverage compared to the 
basketball story about a play¬ 
er overcoming an injury, or the 
embarrassing losing score of the 
men's basketball team.

The show has done a great job 
coddling and comforting viewers 
into a slow end for a near decade- 
long series. It's back to the roots 
of heartfelt lessons and comedic 
genius. On the last three Mon¬ 
days, I have to admit that I've 
needed a tissue box beside me on 
the couch. 

It's finally OK to let go of the ri¬ 
diculous theories of a Ted and 
Robin runaway bride montage, 
Marshall and Lilly renewed their 
vows securing our love and hope 
for their future, and Barney can 
finally stop living in fear of the 
final slap. 

Next week's episode is sure to 
keep the happy tears flowing. Ted 
letting go of Robin has reiterated 
that he is ready for the love of his 
life to finally make her grand en¬ 
trance into his life. It wasn't easy 
to accept her as she's had cameos 
throughout the season, but may¬ 
be I'm just overly protective for 
the greatest man that ever lived. 

Many theories are flying around 
the Internet. If you haven't heard: 
there's a strong case that the 
mother has actually passed away, 
which is why Ted is telling their 
story to his kids. The writers have 
said many times that the ultimate 
ending has been the same since 
the beginning of the series. 

Regardless of how it turns out, 
this series finale should be noth¬ 
ing but greatness. 
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Wes Anderson isn't your typical film director. 
The "Moonrise Kingdom" director is back with 
his next masterpiece "The Grand Budapest Ho¬ 
tel". 

If you are unfamiliar with Anderson's style, be 
ready for a fantastic adventure; his focus is on 
seemingly real life story telling with a touch of 
fairytale comedy. The dialogue is hilariously 
dry and his camera style is absolutely stunning. 

Anderson has created classics like "Rushmore", 
'The Royal Tenebaums" and "The Darjeeling 
Limited". Did I mention that Bill Murray makes 
an appearance in almost every one of his films? 
Yes, the Bill Murray. 

You can't pass on this folks. 

"The Grand Budapest Hotel" is traditional to 
Anderson's mythical style. The story is centered 
around a hotel in pre-World War II time. It's a 
majestic hotel that sits at the top of a beautiful 
mountain in Austria. 


The story begins in 1968 with a curious writer 
(Jude Law) inquiring about a guest in the now 
rundown hotel. The guest turns out to be the 
owner of the hotel, Mr. Moustafa (F. Murray 
Abraham). Moustafa has quite the story to tell. 

Next, Anderson brings the story back to 1935 
which was the heyday for this once highly re¬ 
vered hotel. Ralph Fiennes plays the hotel's 
loved concierge, Gustave H. He treats his cus¬ 
tomers in a particularly loving manner and 
takes his job quite seriously. 

When one of Gustave's most loved clients, Ma¬ 
dame D. (Tilda Swinton) reaches an untimely 
death. Alongside lobby boy in training. Zero 
Moustafa (Tony Revolori), the Grand Buda¬ 
pest's concierge, receives the news that Ma¬ 
dame D. has left her most valuable possession 
to him. 

Madame D.'s family is furious, including old¬ 
est brother Dmitri (Adrien Brody). They frame 
Gustave for the murder and police inspector 


(Edward Norton) hauls him to jail. 

This movie is jam packed with a rich cast of ac¬ 
tors and entertaining characters. Also, you will 
quickly learn just how important a cupcake can 
be to a prisoner. 

The beauty of the story is that it sheds light on a 
tragically war-stricken Europe, while still hold¬ 
ing true to ironically pure humor. 

It is easy to fall in love with Gustave's con art¬ 
istry masked in cheesy poetry and Dmitri's 
malicious agenda in conjunction with his three 
unfortunate looking sisters. Anderson has an 
eye for flipping a camera shot perfectly to set a 
hilarious yet serious tone to the movie. 

"The Grand Budapest Hotel" is a quick Wes An¬ 
derson classic that you cannot miss out on. For 
the price of one movie ticket, enter his world 
and be jealous of the characters that get to live 
in this strange version of reality.

AMBITIOUS BEGINNINGS: 

CLOUD NOTHINGS BIG RELEASE 


"I can't feel your pain and I feel 
alright about it" sings Dylan Bal- 
di on the chorus of "Now Here 
In", the opening track of Cloud 
Nothing's third LP "Here and 
Nowhere Else." Opening with 
an isolated, satisfyingly distorted 
guitar riff followed by driving 
drums, steady bass and Baldi's 
unmistakable vocals, "Now 
Here In" is a fantastic first track 


that leaves the listener anxiously 
awaiting what sort of satisfying 
sonic discord is yet to come. 

Dylan Baldi has come a long way 
from recording tunes on Garage- 
band in his parent's basement 
during weekends away from col- 
lege. 

In 2010 Cloud Nothings was 



picked up by Carpark Records, 
and a year later released a self-ti¬ 
tled debut album. In 2012, Cloud 
Nothings teamed up with rock 
legend Steve Albini (produced 
albums for Nirvana and Pixies) 
who produced their very success¬ 
ful album "Attack on Memory." 

And now, two years later we 
have "Here and Nowhere Else," 
an angst ridden, cathartic and 
chaotic album that never lets up. 
Baldi's vocals sound like, and I 
mean this in the best way possi¬ 
ble, a gravel road with a cold that 
hates his parents. 

The vocals fit perfectly with his 
distorted guitar, which fit perfect¬ 
ly with Jayson Gerycz's vigorous 
drumming, which fits perfectly 
with TJ Duke's powerful bass 
lines. 

Every sound on this album com¬ 
pliments each other beautifully 
even when the songs fall into 
noisy chaos; in fact, those are 
some of the best moments on the 


album. 

The build-up on the second half 
of the fourth track, "Just See 
Fear," which explodes into Baldi 
screaming the top of his lungs is 
one of the most satisfying mo¬ 
ments. 

Baldi's screams often end up be¬ 
ing the highlight of the song, 
like the continuous screaming of 
"SWALLOW!" on the fifth track, 
"Giving into seeing" or Baldi 
screaming "You don't really seem 
to care and I don't wanna talk 
about it" on the sixth track "No 
Thoughts." 

"Pattern Walks," clocking in at 
more than seven minutes, starts 
off just as powerfully engaging 
as the rest of the songs but about 
halfway through everything ex¬ 
cept the guitar drops out. It's as if 
the whole song just fell apart. 

The song continues its path to 
cacophony as echoed vocals fade 
in and begin layering on top of 


itself. As the din continues an al¬ 
most heavenly sounding guitar 
begins and leads the song to its 
noisy, beautiful end. 

The album ends with the lead sin¬ 
gle "I'm not part of me," which, 
appropriate for the lead single, is 
the poppiest of all the tracks. 

Although I have to say this is my 
least favorite song on the album. 
I'd be lying if I said I didn't like 
it. However, I would say "Pattern 
Walks" would have been a more 
suitable end for this fantastic 2014 
release. 

"Here and Nowhere Else" is al¬ 
ready shaping up to be a contend¬ 
er for the 2014 album of the year, 
and is a great follow-up to 2012's 
"Attack on Memory." As Cloud 
Nothings continues to refine and 
develop their sound their next re¬ 
lease is sure to be just as good. I'm 
drooling just thinking about it. 

Rock is not dead and Cloud Noth¬ 
ings is a testament to that.

BLACK KEYS DISAPPOINT

The Black Keys are back and more boring than ever. 

Let me rewind a little bit; to be fair, they've only released 
one song ("Fever") with the announcement of their new 
album "Turn Blue," but I remain unimpressed.

After spending more than 20 
years in the world of college ath¬ 
letics, Athletic Director Michael 
Cross is still hungry to bring 
continued success to the Bradley 
athletic department. 

Cross comes from a profes¬ 
sional background of presti¬ 
gious universities such as the 
University of Michigan and 
Princeton University. His time

Cross said.

After a fast start, the Bradley 
baseball team suffered its first 
losing streak of the season to 
Missouri Valley Conference 
(MVC) rival Illinois State. 

The Braves came into play 
March 22 on a four game win¬ 
ning streak and looked to start 
strong in conference play. 

However, they were swept in 
a doubleheader by the Redbirds 
13-1 and 7-6 in Terre Haute, Ind., 
due to inclement weather in 
Bloomington where the games 
were to be played originally. 

"We've had to make a lot of 
adjustments due to the weath¬ 
er," coach Elvis Dominguez said. 
"We were supposed to play this 
past weekend in Bloomington 
and had to go to Terre Haute, 
Ind. in order to play a series 
against a team that's 30 minutes 
away." 

In Friday's first game, the 
Braves were outgunned from the 
start, when Illinois State tagged 
junior starter David Koll for 
seven runs in the second inning. 

From there, the Braves could 
not recover and lost on a three- 


run home run by the Redbirds' 
Logan Everett in the seventh 
inning. 

The home run invoked the 
MVC's 10-run rule, which means 
the game ends by the seventh 
inning or after if either team 
leads by 10 runs. 

After the dismal first game 
the Braves looked to bounce 
back only to suffer heartbreak on 
a walk-off loss to the Redbirds in 
game two. 

Through seven innings the 
Braves held a 6-3 lead when ISU 
came back and scored two runs 
in the seventh, and eventually 
tied the game with a run in the 
eighth inning. 

The Redbirds won in the bot¬ 
tom of the ninth on a walk-off 
single by starting pitcher David 
Suarez, who was pinch hitting 
in a designated hitter position in 
his first collegiate at-bat. 

"We should've won the 
second game on Saturday," 
Dominguez said. "[We] made a 
mistake, made a couple errors 
and let them back into the ball 
game." 

The two losses added up to 
the first losing streak for Bradley 
this season. It didn't last long. 


however, as the team snapped 
that streak the very next day 
with a win in the series finale 
against the Redbirds. 

Sophomore Cameron Roegner 
picked up the win while pitching 
six and two-third innings. He 
yielded four hits, struck out six 
and did not give up a single run. 

"For our guys to come back 
and bounce back on Sunday, 
I think that says a lot about 
this group," Dominguez said. 
"Everyone knows we probably 
should've gotten out of there 
with two wins, but every game 
is important, and every game we 
look forward to winning." 

After the Illinois State series, 
the Braves traveled to Iowa City, 
Iowa to play the University of 
Iowa Hawkeyes, who were tied 
for first in the Big Ten Conference. 

The game was a stalemate 
until right fielder Max Murphy 
opened up a 1-0 Braves lead 
with a two-run home run, which 
sparked a six-run inning. 

"I was not doing too well," 
Murphy said. "Then he just gave 
me a really good pitch to hit."

Crumrine also knocked in all 
four of Bradley's runs with a 
grand slam in the third inning. 

In doing so, Lynch-Crumrine 
became the first player in Bradley 
history to homer and pitch a 
complete game shutout in the 
same game. It was the third time 
in Lynch-Crumrine's career she 
picked up the win and homered 
in the same game. 

Lynch-Crumrine also started 
the Braves' next game against 
the defending national champion 
Oklahoma Sooners. It didn't go 
as well. She took the loss, giving 


up eight runs (six earned) in the 
six inning, 8-0 loss. Things didn't 
go much better for the Braves the 
next day, with the team falling to 
a ranked Tulsa team 8-2. 

Bradley returned to Missouri 
March 20 and defeated the Bears 
5-4. Alyson Spinas-Valainis made 
her debut in the pitching cir¬ 
cle for the Braves. She entered 
the game with the bases loaded 
before striking out a batter and 
getting a game-ending pop-up. 

Spinas-Valinas and the Braves 
finished off their long road trip 
in style, taking all three games 
from the Evansville Purple Aces 
March 22-23. 

Crumrine had another 
impressive game overall in the 
first game of the doubleheader. 
She went 4-4 from the plate and 
knocked in six of the Braves' 10 
runs. In the circle, she pitched 
another complete game, giving 
up just one run on six hits, lead¬ 
ing the Braves to a 10-1 win.

Education students raise funds, awareness

Bradley students set out 
Wednesday to shed some light on 
the topic of autism. 

Bradley Student Education 
Association (BSEA) hosted the 
campus' first event as part of the 
national "Light It Up Blue" cam¬ 
paign in Westlake Hall Wednesday. 

The event was held in honor 
of National Autism Awareness 
Month, April and World Autism 
Awareness Day, April 2. 

As part of the event, BSEA 
members and members of Bradley 
Association for the Education of 
Young Children (BAEYC) sold 
food, shared awareness and lit 
Westlake Hall in blue light for the 
evening. 

Autism Speaks' "Light It Up 
Blue" features fundraiser and 
awareness events around the 
world, including lighting up the 
Empire State Building and other 
buildings. 

BSEA and BAEYC executive 
board member Sam Kintop said he 
started trying to bring the event to 
campus two years ago after work¬ 


ing with autistic students for the 
last six years. 

"I was amazed [at the success 
of the event]," the senior and early 
childhood and elementary educa¬ 
tion major said. "At 6 p.m., people 
immediately started showing up." 

Around 120 people visited the 
BSEA information table, and the 
organization raised around $800 
for autism research. Kintop said 
$200 will go to Autism Speaks, 
the world's largest autism science 
and advocacy organization and 
the rest will stay local at the Peoria 
Academy for Autism. 

BSEA president elect Sara 
White said the brand-new event 
went well. 

"It went fantastically," she said. 
"I've had a few people tell me 
[Westlake] looked really awesome. 
We'll probably do this [annually.]" 

The Fieldhouse Bar and Grill, 
Subway and Papa John's donated 
food for the event, but BSEA mem¬ 
bers also grilled on Olin Quad, 
White said. 

White said BSEA reached its 
goal to start informative conversa¬ 
tions about autism on campus. 

"I think we just wanted to bring 


more awareness about autism to 
campus," White said. "People 
know others with autism, but they 
don't always know what it means 
... Overall, we wanted to teach 
people about autism." 

This is just the beginning of 
what BSEA and BAEYC want to 
bring to campus in terms of educa¬ 
tion, Kintop said. 

"We want to get much more 
involved on campus," he said. 
"These are great organizations 
with passionate educators." 

According to Kintop, a large 
kick-off event is in the works for 
fall 2014. 

"We've got an amazing build¬ 
ing, and amazing professors," he 
said. "[The education major] is 
really fun - every day. We want to 
show freshmen that." 

But as far as this event goes, 
Kintop said it was great. 

"We kept thinking bigger and 
bigger, but it the end, it was even 
bigger than that," he said.

The restaurant will 
donate 10 percent of every meal to 
BSEA for autism fundraising.

A campaign brought to campus 
set a goal to encourage Bradley 
students to think far outside of the 
"Bradley Bubble" - very, very far. 

For the first time, the 
International Humanitarian Law 
Club created a campaign orga¬ 
nized in partnership with the 
Central Illinois Chapter of the Red 
Cross entitled War Has Limits. It 
took place in Westlake Hall March 
28 and 29. 

Participants walked through a 
simulation where photos, quotes 
and a video were displayed to 
inform them about child soldiers 
fighting today in continents like 
Africa, Asia and South America. 

Junior and team leader Casmeer 
Reyes said the event was meant to 
raise awareness and start a conver¬ 
sation about humanitarian values. 

"Coordinating this event was 
a fulfilling experience because I 
knew that at least one participant 
would walk away with new infor¬ 
mation and the curiosity to learn 
more about child soldiers," she 
said. 

Senior and team leader Greda 
Ocampo said she knew a little 
about child soldiers before she 
became involved. 

"I've been interested in inter¬ 
national conflict and doing some¬ 


thing about it, so I became involved 
in international organizations," 
she said. "I didn't know how big 
of a problem child soldiers were. 
Learning about the child soldiers 
and international justice, I saw 
how flawed it is, and how many of 
these laws are being broken. I had 
no idea. It was shocking." 

Ocampo said she hoped the 
campaign built awareness among 
partidpants. 

"I really hope that they just 
open their eyes and see," she said. 
"We tend to live in a kind of a 
bubble, and I've been at fault for 
this too. I never knew how much 
of a problem these other countries 
were suffering from." 

Reyes said she hopes partid¬ 
pants realize every life is valuable 
and every onehas something to offer. 
"We are active partidpants in our 
sphere of influence, and we are 
blessed with the opportunity and 
ability to help others," she said. 
"We always have a choice to do 
what we can with what we've 
got to try to preserve or promote 
human dignity." 

Freshman pre-business major 
Julia Hoedemaker said even 
though she knew about child 
soldiers from high school, she 
learned a lot from the event. 
"They did a good job representing 
child soldiers with the quotes and 
photos," she said. "It was pre¬ 


sented on a 
more personal 
level." 

Ocampo 
said that she 
does not want 
students to 
feel as if there 
is nothing that 
they can do. 

"I want 
them to know 
all about these 
resources and 
that we can do 
something," 
she said. 

The team 
leaders of 
the cam¬ 
paign went 
to Valparaiso 
University to 
be trained in 
October. There 
are more than 
15 universities 
nationwide put¬ 
ting on cam¬ 
paigns, but Bradley and Valparaiso 
are the only universities aiming to 
teach college students instead of 
high schoolers. 

"What we're hoping for next 
year is to bring some students 
from Valparaiso here to build that 
relationship [with Valparaiso] and 
just make it grow from there," 


Ocampo said. 

According to Ocampo, 
the campaign is looking to get 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) funding 
through the American Red Cross 
Club to take place again next year. 

"We've had a lot of support 
from the Bradley campus," she 
said. "It's been a lot of work and 


we are just really proud to put 
this on."

Fencing team competes in NCAA 


Seniors spread testicular 
cancer awareness

From Greek mythology to 
wrapping paper rolls and pirates 
to broomsticks, sword fighting 
has been around for centuries. 

And now, Bradley students 
had the chance to take the fight 
to the NCAA level. 

The Bradley University 
Fencing Club competed at the 
Midwest Fencing Conference 
Championships at the University 
of Notre Dame March 1 to 2. 
Headed by senior religious stud¬ 
ies major Annamaria Lu, the 
team earned an overall 19th out 
of 22 total teams. 

This is the first year the BU

The club is partnered with 
Peoria Fencing Academy, where 
the coaches provide extra instruc¬ 
tion and a large area for practice.

Roach '09, are the instructors for 
the club. 

Three different swords are 
wielded in competition and make 
up the three divisions: the epee, 
the sabre and the foil. Each divi¬ 
sion has a different scoring area 
on which the opponents □ body 
can be struck. 

Lu spoke modestly about her 
contributions in her first year as 
the club's president, but she said 
the team needed some rebuilding 
when she came in. The member 
enrollment at that time was less 
than 10 athletes, and they did not 
compete. 

Now, during Lu's inaugural 
year as president, that number 
exceeds 20 fencers. 

"I would love to see fenc¬ 
ing become a varsity sport at 
Bradley," Lu said. "We're in the 
conference, we have the people.

In order to bring attention 
and spread awareness on testicu¬ 
lar cancer, members of a student 
group put the balls in their court. 

In honor of Testicular Cancer 
Awareness Month, senior pub¬ 
lic relations majors Charisse 
Barnachea, Allinston Saulsberry 
and Brittany Flowers have dedi¬ 
cated their senior capstone proj¬ 
ect to the cause by forming their 
group, CorLeonis. 

The "Go Blue to Protect You" 
campaign aims £o raise aware¬ 
ness among men and educate the 
public about testicular cancer. 
"We felt like there are a lot of cam¬ 
paigns out there that raise aware¬ 
ness for other cancers like breast 
cancer," Barnachea said. "We 
know there has been a campaign 
called Movember [for testicular 
cancer], and we kind of want to do 
something like that and make our 
own spin on it." 

CorLeonis is also in the pro¬ 
cess of working with the American 
Cancer Society and the Peoria 
Chiefs. 

Barnachea said she wants peo¬ 
ple to take away general knowl¬ 
edge from the campaign. 

"I don't think there are many 
people at Bradley that know about 
[testicular cancer]," Barnachea 
said. "We thought it's the perfect 
environment here to target college- 
aged males. We're also going to try 
to reach out to older males in the 
community." 

According to Barnachea, 


CorLeonis is still in the prelimi¬ 
nary stages and is in the process of 
deciding which events to organize 
with the Peoria Chiefs, who agreed 
to be the face of the campaign. 

"We want to educate the public 
because we know that not many 
people do self-examinations," she 
said. "It's one of those things that 
is not necessarily taboo, but people 
feel uncomfortable talking about 
it." 

Saulsberry said the subject mat¬ 
ter hits home for her because her 
uncle died of prostate cancer. He 
did not know the symptoms and 
went to an examination too late. 

"I believe that bringing aware¬ 
ness to testicular cancer can hope¬ 
fully get males to take their health 
more seriously, which will encour¬ 
age them to make regular appoint¬ 
ments and get themselves tested," 
she said. 

Aside from raising aware¬ 
ness and encouraging testing, 
Saulsberry said she hopes her 
group can successfully bridge the 
American Cancer Society with the 
Peoria Chiefs in hopes of a new 
partnership for the future. 

"We just want to tell people to 
be more proactive about their help. 
We want to break that stigma," 
Barnachea said. "You don't have to 
be that scared because it's actually 
100 percent treatable with early 
detection. If you detect it later 
on, then you have less chance of 
recovering."

Barefoot Wines founders 
inspire students

Entrepreneurial opportuni¬ 
ties can strike at any moment and 
accomplishment can come from a 
little insight. 

The Turner School of 
Entrepreneurship and Innovation 
hosted the Distinguished 
Entrepreneur Speaker Series fea¬ 
turing the founders of Barefoot 
Wines Michael Houlihan and 
Bonnie Harvey April 2 in the 
Hayden-Clark Alumni Center 
Peplow Pavilion. 

The husband and wife duo 
shared their story of starting their 
business with little money and no 
wine making experience out of 
their laundry room in 1985. 

"[The speech is about] How 
we got started, with no money 
and no knowledge of our industry 
and how we built this blockbust¬ 
er brand without any advertising 
simply by supporting local com¬ 
munity causes," Houlihan said. 

Today Barefoot Wines is the 
number one selling wine brand 
in the United States. The founders 
sold the brand in 2005, and now 
travel the country giving lectures 
on entrepreneurship and promot¬ 
ing their book, the New York Times 
bestseller 'The Barefoot Spirit." 

Turner School Managing 
Director Ken Klotz said they invit¬ 
ed Houlihan and Harvey to speak 
to both inform and inspire stu¬ 
dents. 

"[We brought] very accom¬ 
plished named brand entrepre¬ 
neurs in to explain to the students 
their entrepreneurial journey and 
also to inspire them so that they 
know they can do it too," Klotz 
said. "Everyone we bring in like 
this has the typical American entre¬ 
preneur story where they started 
with nothing and built something 
great." 

The Turner School hosts the 
program once every semester. Past 
speakers include the founder of 
Priceline.com and the founder of 
Redbox. 

Throughout the speech 



Houlihan and Harvey emphasized 
the need for an understanding of 
people in business and what peo¬ 
ple want and look for in a product. 

They also stressed the need to 
listen to people from all stages of 
the production and distribution of 
products in order to gain an upper 
hand in the industry. 

"We had to put ourselves in the 
other guy's shoes and I think the 
best part is learning to work with 
people and learning to work with 
nonprofits and community fund¬ 
raisers because that is how bare¬ 
foot got the word out," Harvey 
said. 

This concept is a part of their 
strategy known as "Worthy Cause 
Marketing," where they partner 
with worthy causes in order to 
promote their brand and increase 
sales. 

"We will try to inspire them 
with our story and empower them 
with our tools," Houlihan said. 
"We want them to take away 
some of the guiding principles we 
learned the hard way to help them 
with their business." 

Students said the information 
was very useful. 

"They offered really good 
insight on how to start your own 
business and they were really 
encouraging which you don't see 
all the time," said junior English 
major Sarah Marshall.

Bradley brings military drone to campus

If students thought Kaboom! 
was the only news to cause an 
explosion on campus this year, 
they'll have to think again. 

The university recently 
acquired its first official drone. 

Drones are remote controlled or 
pilotless aircrafts typically used in 
times of war. The Obama admin¬ 
istration has been known to use 


them for missile raids. This is an 
alternative to putting foot soldiers' 
lives at risk and has been quite 
successful in destroying towns in 
the Middle East. 

Although there is no specific 
war raging in Peoria, Bradley is 
concerned for student safety, and 
with the help of drones, crime 
rates could decrease and bring 
peace back to the Hilltop. 

In coordination with campus 
police, the Caterpillar Global

Communications Center has 
attached a GoPro camera to the 
new drone. With this new technol¬ 
ogy, it will be easier to survey all of 
campus with an aerial view. 

BUPD Chief Brian Joschko has 
yet to find any criminal activity; 
instead, BUPD has collected hours 
of footage across on and off-cam¬ 
pus housing. 

"We've been able to track activ¬ 
ity in specific neighborhood," 
Joschko said. "Mostly we've been 
able to pinpoint off-campus par¬ 
ties. The drone generally tracks 
foot activity into backyards where 
party-goers tend to relieve them¬ 
selves when the lines are too long 
inside." 

Although largely unsuccessful 
in catching criminals, Tom Coy, 
director of drone activities, said 
he has high hopes for the new 
technology. 

"If there's anything we've 
learned from the NSA, it's that 
safety and privacy don't mix," Coy 
said. "These drones will make it 
easier for us to catch suspects in 
criminal activity." 

Coy said he intends to raise 
money for a second drone that 
will specifically be stationed over 


McDonald's, where much criminal 
activity takes place but that the 
drone is used for multiple pur¬ 
poses on campus. 

Social Media and Web 
Marketing Coordinator JD 
Dalfonso said he is very excited 
about the drone. Dalfonso said he 
thinks he can use the footage from 
the camera to reach out to new stu¬ 
dents on Bradley's various social 
media accounts. 

"Think about what this kind of 
footage could do for an Instagram 
video," Dalfonso said. "We'll be 
the first university to not just 
improve safety on campus but 
actually post videos capturing 
criminals on Facebook." 

Bradley also plans to use the 
drone to help cut down on con¬ 
struction labor costs. Cullom- 
Davis Library has long needed a 
makeover, and the drone will help 
by blowing up the building over 
the summer. Construction will 
continue in fall 2014.

Collectively saying "screw it" 
to the dry campus laws, Bradley 
public relations department's 
new campaign may send some 
heads spinning. 

As part of "A Campaign for a 
Bradley Renaissance", the depart¬ 
ment will supply Bradley meet¬ 
ings and special events with com¬ 
plimentary alcoholic beverages, 
including wine and beer from 
The Fieldhouse Bar and Grill. 
The "Drink Up, Drink Bradley" 
(DUDB) program is set to begin 
in fall 2014. 

At the DUDB announcement 
Tuesday, University President 
Joanne Glasser said she expects 
the program to amp up campus 
life. 

"No other university offers 
students a chance like this," 
Glasser said. "We hope this will 
bring us to a new level of national 
distinc-hicl-tion." 

"And of course, only those 
who are 21 or older will be able to 
participate," she added, but then 
she winked, and our reporter got 
confused. 

"Drink Up, Drink Bradley" 
also aims to implement other 
suggested guidelines for profes¬ 
sors, like encouraging students to 
bring mixed drinks to class and 
class outings to local bars like 
Fieldhouse and Pitch. 

In addition, large-scale plans 
include an on-campus vineyard 
and brewing company in Holmes 
Hall. 

The goals of the program, said 
University Spokesperson Renee 
Charles, are quite simple. 


"We think college would be 
easier if you got to be smashed 
all the time," said Charles as she 
sipped her merlot. "We just want 
students to do well and stuff." 


The DUDB team is in talks 
with Bradley organizations like 
Activities Council for Bradley 
University (ACBU) and Student 
Senate to incite early support for 


the program, said a slightly tipsy 
Charles, offering perks like wine 
and cheese concert announce¬ 
ments and Thirsty Thursday sen¬ 
ate meetings. 


"We're excited for the future 
senators' chance to officially get 
sloshed during meetings," said 
Student Senate President Zack 
Shaw. "Maybe people will finally 
understand just what Student 
Senate can do for this campus." 

Special Event Reserve Fund 
concert coordinator Deshawn 
Cason said he's "pretty pumped" 
about DUDB. 

"I remember [seeing older 
students] suckin' down beers 
and wine as part of a program 
like this when I was in middle 
school," he said. 

Under the official pro¬ 
gram stipulations, students are 
required to keep a tally of their 
drinks on their arms, but dur¬ 
ing the announcement Glasser 
discussed this part with great sar¬ 
casm. 

Local Fieldhouse bartender 
Tom Coy said the extra business 
will be greatly appreciated. 

"We know Bradley wants to 
begin brewing their own beer 
and converting the Alumni Quad 
into a vineyard, but we're still 
hopeful," Coy said. "Nobody 
drafts up beer like we do." 

For now, the program seems 
to be off to a good start, as plans 
for the soft-opening DUDB 
event during the student body 
officer reveals are underway. 
Representatives from Fieldhouse 
will hand out 12 oz. beer and 6 
oz. wine servings from 4 to 6 p.m. 
April 8 in the Student Center. 

"You guys are the best - 
and that's the cold hard truth," 
Glasser said. "And when you 
can't have the cold hard truth, get 
a cold hard beer. Drink up. Drink 
Bradley."

The meal plan continues to 
change, as new revisions to the 
program were unveiled Thursday. 

"The meal plan will now run 
entirely on a barter system," said 
Interim Vice President of Student 
Affairs Nathan Thomas. "Students 
can trade clothes, furniture, even 
past tests from gen ed courses for 
cafeteria meals points." 

The credit "barter system," 
which will go into affect fall 2014 
where patrons can bring items in 
exchange for menu items. 

However, Bradley officials said 
the items will not be traded spe¬ 
cifically for meals but for "points", 
which students can then submit 
for food items at both cafeterias. 
Center Court, the Student Center 
and P.O.D. locations.

Charles said she's not worried 
about the trading; she's worried 
about the food.

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Delvo duo brings leadership, determination to BU track

In track, two minutes can be 
the difference between going 
home happy about your time 
or feeling disappointed in your 
performance. 

In the case of Bradley track 
athletes Eric and Emily Delvo, 
two minutes means something a 
bit different. 

Eric and Emily are twins, and 
their births are separated by 
two minutes. Eric, the eldest, is 
a member of Bradley's outdoor 
track team while Emily competes 
for the Braves' track and field 
squad. 

Both Delvos had successful 
high school careers. 

While enrolled at Sacred 
Heart Griffin High School in 
Springfield, Emily led her team 
to an 800-meter state title her 
senior year along with numerous 
other achievements that include 
a four-time all-conference selec¬ 
tion, a three-time all state selec¬ 
tion and a share of three school 
records. 

As for Eric, he played baseball 
and basketball in addition to run¬ 
ning track. Despite being a three¬ 
time letterwinner and two-time 
all conference runner, most of his 
success came after arriving on the 
Hilltop. 

"I had a couple big races, like 
the one indoors at Notre Dame 
last year when I set a personal 
record," Eric said. "Ever since 
then, it's kind of been uphill. I 
had good workouts with Chase 
[Coffey] and Nathan [Davis], and 
that helped a lot." 

The workouts have helped

Eric move from the eighth run¬ 
ner on the track team to third at 
the beginning of the year. Coach 
Mark Burns said he believes 
Eric's confidence is the reason 
he's grown. 

"I think the biggest thing 
that's changed in the last year for 
Eric is he's found his own niche," 
Bums said. "I think he's always 
felt that Emily was the great run¬ 
ner, and he was a good runner, 
and he never had the confidence 
that she had. Now you're starting 
to see him race with confidence." 

That newfound confidence led 
Eric to the sixth place on the all¬ 
conference team. Emily made it 
too, coming in at seventh. It's 
just another competition for the 


highly competitive twins, with 
this round going to Eric. 

"They're just competitive peo¬ 
ple," Bums said. "If we're driv¬ 
ing down the road trying to pick 
out red cars, they're going to try 
to win. It doesn't matter, you 
give them anything and they'll 
compete." 

That's a statement both Eric 
and Emily seemed to agree with. 

"Everything we do is com¬ 
petitive," Eric said. "We're both 
health science majors, so when I 
get a test the first thing I ask is 
'How'd you do?' We can't really 
compare times as much in run¬ 
ning, but in school or with any¬ 
thing really I try to turn it into a 
game." 

"I'd say we both have a com¬ 
petitive streak to us. Neither of 
us like to lose, that's for sure," 
Emily said. 

Competitiveness runs in the 
family. Paula Buscher, Bradley's 
former women's head basketball 
coach, is the Delvo's aunt. The 
immediate family is just as com- 
petative. 

"Their parents came with us to 
Nashville and we were playing 
bags with Mr. Delvo and he was 
fighting tooth and nail to beat us, 
so I see where the competitive¬ 
ness comes from," Bums said. 

As competitive as they are, 
not being able to compete is a 
tough thing to endure. Last year, 
Emily tore a labrum, a poten¬ 
tially career-ending injury that 
required surgery and forced her 
to redshirt the spring track and 
field season. 

An injury like that is sup¬ 
posed to shut you down for four 
months, but Emily began running 


three and a half months later. She 
started off slow, increasing her 
time by one minute every other 
day until she was back in gear. 
Coach Bums is impressed with 
what she has accomplished since 
the injury. 

"She's having all this success, 
running 2:10 [in the 800 meter 
race] and winning the confer¬ 
ence meet indoors and then run¬ 
ning 4:26 [in the 1600 meter race] 
this weekend which is ridicu¬ 
lously fast, and she's just getting 
going," Bums said. "What she's 
doing right now is just the tip of 
the iceberg." 

Both Delvos are huge assets to 
the Bradley track program. They 
were a part of Bums' first Bradley 
recruiting class, and have set the

tone for other recruits since their 
arrival. 

"They've been one of the 
anchors to the renaissance of 
our program," Bums said. "Eric, 
Chase, Emily and Sarah have 
been key pieces all the way 
through as we've built the pro¬ 
gram. When we got here, there 
wasn't a lot of team dynamic." 

On or off the track, the Delvos 
are just as close. They keep each 
other from missing home too 
much, and they rely on each 
other if they have to. 

"It's nice to have someone to 
talk to if I ever need to," Eric said. 
"She can always turn to me, and 
our parents don't have to drive 
to two different schools to watch 
us run." 

Emily said she thinks having 
her brother at school with her 
takes away some of the pressure 
of missing home. 

"I came to school knowing 
someone; it's kind of a comfort¬ 
ing factor,"' Emily said. "I don't 
really ever get homesick. I can 
just go talk to him. 

Bradley's track teams are 
in action this weekend at the 
Stanford Invitaitonal in Palo 
Alto, California.

The final weekend of the 2013- 
2014 college basketball season is 
coming up. There have been many 
buzzer-beaters and blowouts, with 
346 teams competing for 68 NCAA 
tournament bids. 

The Gators (36-2) enter the final 
weekend with a 30-game winning 
streak, and it will likely be pushed 
to 32 games. The no. 1 team in 
the country has a lot of confidence 
heading into the Final Four.

As good as the Braves looked 
through their first 20 games of 
the season, it's hard to believe 
they would lose four straight 
games at all. 

Not only have they lost four, 
they managed to lose three of 
them in spectacular fashion. 

Let's start with the March 28 
game against Dallas Baptist. The 
Patriots came into the weekend 
outside the top 50 in numerous 
offensive categories, but that 
night they pounded out 17 runs 
on just 12 hits. 

How did they do it? Well, 
Bradley helped. A lot. 

The Braves walked 11 bat¬ 
ters and hit eight more, two shy 
of the NCAA record 10. Starter 
David Koll didn't record an out 
in the inning, and was pulled 
after walking three and hitting a 
batter to drive in a run. 

Assistant Coach John Corbin 
said if s not a physical issue with 
Bradley pitching. 

"If s not physical issue or any¬ 


thing like that. It's especially bad 
for David [Koll] though, because 
he's been one of our more consis¬ 
tent strike throwers this season," 
Corbin said. 

On Saturday, it was second 
baseman Chris Godinez's turn to 
be in the doghouse, since at times 
it looked like he left his glove in 
the dugout. 

He made four of the Braves' 
five errors, including two on one 
ground ball. After booting it ini¬ 
tially, he recovered in time to 
throw it offline to first base, pull¬ 
ing Elliot Ashbeck off the base. 

Bradley lost to the Patriots 
8-2, and if it wasn't bad enough 
for Godinez, he failed to get a 
hit from the leadoff spot, causing 
him to be moved down in the 
order for Sunday's series finale. 
But, Assistant Coach Sean Lyons 
said that's not a permanent solu¬ 
tion. 

"We wanted him to get more 
fastballs. We don't really feel like 
keeping him down there long¬ 
term, we want him back at the 
top of the lineup," Lyons said. 

It worked, to an extent. Isaac 


Smith led the game off for the 
Braves with a home run, but they 
were already trailing 2-0 before 
that. Godinez went 3-5 from the 
nine spot, but it wasn't enough, 
and the Braves fell 9-7 and were 
swept in their home opener. 

For the weekend, Bradley 
pitchers tallied 23 walks with 12 
hit batsmen. They surrendered 34 
runs in 26 innings, leaving them 
with a team ERA of 11.77 for the 
weekend. 

Things got a little bet¬ 
ter Wednesday against the 
Hawkeyes. David Koll started 
for the Braves and pitched six 
innings, but Bradley's offense 
again went silent, and the team 
fell 6-2. 

"We had some chances," 
Lyons said. "But they were able 
to stop us. That's just how the 
game goes sometimes." 

The team heads to Carbondale 
to open up a three-game series 
from April 4-6 against the Salukis 
of SIU. After a matchup against 
SIU-Edwardsville April 9, the 
Braves return home April 11 to 
face Missouri State.

The first game was all 
Bradley, as the Braves took down 
the Shockers behind Lynch- 
Crumrine's pitching gem and 
Duffy's grand slam. 

It was a close 1-0 game head¬ 
ing into the sixth inning, when 
Duffy hit her grand slam. That 
made the game 5-0, which 
became the final score when 
Lynch-Crumrine made Shocker 
catcher Melanie Jaegers line out 
to finish her complete game. 

However, coming off a domi¬ 
nant win in the first of a double- 
header, the second game of the 
doubleheader had the Braves 
feeling heartbreak instead, as 


they fell on a furious comeback 
in the final inning 6-5. 

"I think the second game 
against Wichita was disappoint¬ 
ing for us," said Hayes. "We had 
it, and we let them come right 
back in and that 7 s disappoint¬ 
ing." 

The Braves held a lead the 
entire game, and had a 5-1 lead 
going into the final inning. 
The Shockers scored five runs, 
capped off by a walkoff single 
by Jaegers, which brought in the 
winning run. 

"The way they came back 
was [there were] a lot of miss-hit 
balls," said Hayes. "It was one 
of those things where it starts to 
unravel on you." 

The Shockers started to chip 
away at the Braves lead in the 
beginning of the seventh and 
made the score 5-3 when Hayes 
brought in Lynch-Crumrine to try 
and finish the game for Bradley.

SBO elections dose, Vaughn wins sec. of finance

Following a relatively unevent¬ 
ful student body officer campaign 
season, 10 percent of the students 
made their choice and elected four 
new SBOs for the next academic 
year. 

With three of the four uncon¬ 
tested races, sophomore Jason 
Blumenthal, sophomore Sarah 
Handler, junior Hunter Vaughn 
and freshman Olga Krapivner 
were announced as the new SBOs 
April 9. 

Blumenthal was elected presi¬ 
dent with 358 out of 592 votes cast. 

"I feel it 7 s the start of a good year 
for the student body," Blumenthal 
said. "I'm really excited to see 


where we take things." 

While Blumenthal ran formal¬ 
ly uncontested, sophomore Joe 
Waytula posed a late potential 
threat after some members in the 
greek community asked students 
to write in his name for president. 
The effort came up short, with 
Waytula capturing 144 votes. 

The student body chose 
Handler as speaker of the assem¬ 
bly with 454 votes. 

Unlike Blumenthal, Handler, 
who also ran formally uncontest¬ 
ed, did not face any serious write- 
in competition.

Alum talks 1960s discrimination

While Jackie Robinson was 
breaking racial barriers on the 
baseball diamond, one Bradley 
student used Robinson as an inspi¬ 
ration to break similar barriers in 
his own life. 

As a part of Bradley's year¬ 
long Civil Rights theme, alumnus 
Doug Alligood '56 spoke April 3 
about Jackie Robinson's influence 
on his life and his time on cam¬ 
pus. Alligood was one of the first 
African Americans executives in 
the advertising industry after serv¬ 
ing in the Air Force. 

Following his speech was the 
showing of the 2013 movie "42" 
about Robinson's courage and 
persistence in breaking the color 
barrier in Major League Baseball. 

Reflecting on his childhood, 
Alligood said "segregation was 
the way of life." Yet Robinson's 
hard work and perseverance in the 
Negro League inspired Alligood 
to pursue his dreams and break 
racial barricades, he said. 

"What [Robinson] went 
through to make it work had a 
big influence on us trying to play 
ball," Alligood said. 

Alligood said he enrolled at 
Bradley in 1952 because the uni¬ 
versity had an Air Force ROTC 
program, an advertising program 
and the opportunity to play base¬ 
ball. 

But due to racial discrimination 
from the baseball coach, Alligood 
didn't make the team. 

While he said not making 
the baseball team was a "dark 
moment" for him, Alligood was 
still inspired to get involved. He 
played Bradley basketball and was 
involved in other campus activi¬ 



ties, such as Air Force ROTC. 

"Life isn't always easy," 
Alligood said. "Whatever hand 
your dealt, the good Lord handed 
you what he did." 

It was that perseverance that 
helped Alligood go on to hurdle 
obstacles in advertising, where he 
became one of the first African 
American executives. 

He entered the industry at 
BBDO (Batten, Barton, Dursine & 
Osborn) decades ago. In the years 
that followed, Alligood moved 
to UniWorld Group and eventu¬ 
ally became president there before 
returning to BBDO as the senior 
vice president of horizontal mar¬ 
kets in New York, which is his 
current position. 

While Alligood discussed his 
career, his attention never fell far 
from Robinson, the man who he 
hoped to emulate, as Robinson 
served his inspiration. 

"You're going to run into situ¬ 
ations you can't overcome or 
reverse, but you can give it your 
best," Alligood said. "No one can 
defeat you except you."

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VP of Student Affairs 
search continues

As the search for a new vice 
president of student affairs is 
winding down, the search com¬ 
mittee is looking up. 

Bradley has been without a 
VPSA since December 2012 when 
Alan Gaisky stepped down to 
"attend to serious family illness" 
and Nathan Thomas, interim 
VPSA, stepped up to the plate. 

Candidates under consider¬ 
ation will be publicly announced 
April 14. 

The search for the new vice 
president is still ongoing, but 
Search Committee Chairman 
and Dean of the Slane College of 
Communications and Fines Arts 
Jeffrey Huberman said that with 
the number of quality applicants 
interested from around the coun¬ 
try, it was obvious that Bradley is 
a real destination of choice. 

"We are in competition with a 
lot of other universities that are of 
high quality and are also searching 
for a [VPSA]," Huberman said. 
"When we began the search, there 
were at least 35 universities look¬ 
ing to fill the same type of position 
as well." 

Huberman said the biggest 
influence in the process of creat¬ 
ing a job description, analyzing 
and narrowing down candidates 
and eventually the hiring of a new 
vice president was University 
President Joanne Glasser. 

"She explained to us the quali¬ 
ties that she insisted upon for this 
position," Huberman said. "For 
her, one of the top qualifications 
this person had to have was a 
demonstrable passion for student 
success, because she is absolutely 
a student-first president." 

Huberman said the search 
started later than other schools but 
the committee is trying to move 
through the process with deliber¬ 
ate speed. 

"We feel we are working very 
efficiently, and we would hope to 
have candidates on campus soon," 
he said. 

To develop a job description. 


Huberman said the committee 
began by looking at competitiofs' 
job descriptions to study and edu¬ 
cate themselves on the details on 
the position of VPSA. 

Following the development 
and posting of the job description 
as well as the reception of applica¬ 
tions, the committee used a screen¬ 
ing document to screen all of the 
applications that came in. 

"We used a weighted point sys¬ 
tem, which was a way for us to read 
every application," Huberman 
said. "Then we were able to create 
some spreadsheets and charts to 
see where we agreed and where 
we didn't, which helped us to cut 
it down substantially." 

Huberman said Glasser's 
review and concurrence was 
essential to each part of the pro¬ 
cess, especially when it came to 
final decisions. 

"We went through a series 
of video conference interviews 
already, and now we're giving 
more personalized attention to the 
candidates," Huberman said. "We 
will recommend to the president a 
list of finalists to come to campus 
for interviews, but the final deci¬ 
sion is hers to make." 

Huberman said the search com¬ 
mittee has been excellent to work 
with and that he is excited about 
the future of student affairs. 

"We are very hopeful that this 
process will play out so that we are 
able to hire a terrific next [VPSA]," 
he said. "This is the first time 
Bradley has searched for a [VPSA] 
in more than 30 years because 
Gaisky held that position for so 
long." 

Huberman also said the posi¬ 
tion is a vital part of Bradley's suc¬ 
cess as well as Glasser's mission. 

"When [Glasser] arrived on 
campus, student success is so 
important to her that she elevated 
that position from associate pro¬ 
vost to vice president that reports 
directly to her," he said. "Gaisky 
retired last year with great honor, 
great affection and great respect, so 
this is the first time the university 
has sought to fill this position."

layouts are constructed by stu¬ 
dents. 

All advertisement representa¬ 
tives are students. Up until this 
year, our payroll was managed by 
a student business manager. Our 
website, Facebook, Twitter and 
Instagram accounts are managed 
by students. - 

We literally do everything for 
this newspaper except print the 
pages. But we do deliver them 
around campus at 6:40 each Friday 
morning. 

So it's a little disheartening 
when people try to control what 
we publish in our newspaper.

The overall goal of Yaku is to 
create a space for the arts in mul¬ 
tiple forms, whether it's visual, 
performance or music. Artists 
from around the world are al¬ 
ready featured on their website, 
so the global reach is already in 
place. 

Right now, Yaku is in its begin¬ 



Saturday. This is typical of the 
best Indian restaurants, and a 
good indication of great dedica¬ 
tion to service.

Honors students receive 
priority registration slots

For qualified honors students, 
class registration became a little 
less stressful this semester thanks 
to a new Honors Program policy. 

Priority registration was intro¬ 
duced for honors students who 
met a specified GPA and have 
completed a specified number of 
honors classes and seminars. With 
priority registration, the qualified 
students were allowed to register 
beginning at 8:15 a.m. Thursday, 
which is 15 minutes before regular 
pre-registration opened for stu¬ 
dents based on completed credit 
hours. 

"The primary reason to offer 
priority registration is to help hon¬ 
ors students arrange their sched¬ 
ules such that they can accommo¬ 
date the time that an honors sec¬ 
tion is offered," Honors Program 
Director Kyle Dzapo said. 

The Honors Program requires 
students to complete at least five of 
their general education classes in 
honors sections, which are smaller, 
more discussion-based sections of 
general education courses. Such a 
requirement has been occasionally 
problematic for class scheduling. 

"We typically offer one hon¬ 
ors section in perhaps five cat¬ 
egories per semester," Dzapo said. 
"Whereas Bradley students may 
have the choice of enrolling in 


any one of 20 COM 103 sections, 
for example, honors students have 
only one or two options." 

The program is also making 
registration less stressful for stu¬ 
dents by allowing them to sign up 
for honors seminars and programs 
through Webster when they reg¬ 
ister for their other classes. In the 
past, honors students had to go 
to the honors program office to 
sign up for honors seminars and 
classes. 

It was due to student initiative 
that priority registration became 
a reality for qualified honors stu¬ 
dents. 

"Priority Registration was ini¬ 
tiated by honors students who 
talked with me in the fall," Dzapo 
said. "They were well aware that 
friends in honors programs at 
many, many other schools use this 
system and explained to me the 
difficulty of registering for honors 
sections at Bradley." 

Those qualifying for prior¬ 
ity registration will change each 
semester according to the pro¬ 
gram's specified GPA requirement 
and the number of honors credit 
hours completed compared to 
overall credit hours earned. 

Even though priority registra¬ 
tion just began on Thursday, Dzapo 
said she has already received posi¬ 
tive feedback from appreciative 
honors students.

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Humble beginnings to home on the Hilltop

For baseball Coach Elvis 
Dominguez, waking up every¬ 
day and walking into his office in 
Renaissance Coliseum is, simply 
put, a blessing. 

At age eight, Dominguez 
and his family left communist 
Cuba on one of the last "free¬ 
dom flights" and made their way 
to the United States. Dominguez 
spoke of moments when they 
remained hungry and sleepless 
some nights in Cuba. 

But it was through his own 
perseverance and guidance from 
family and former Major League 
Baseball executive Jim Hendry, 
who he said acted as a second 
father to him, that brought him 
to Peoria to try to bring back 
a NCAA championship to the 
Hilltop. 

A feat that has not been accom¬ 
plished since 1968. 

Dominguez has been at the 
Division I level for 29 years, so 
after playing at and graduating 
from Creighton University, serv¬ 
ing as an assistant for seven years 
and then coaching at Eastern 
Kentucky University, coming to 
Bradley and the Missouri Valley 
Conference was the perfect move. 

"When I was hired here [at 
Bradley], it was sort of coming 
home for me," Dominguez said. 
"After spending so many years 
playing and starting off coaching 


[in the Valley], I always wanted 
to be back in this great confer¬ 
ence." 

Dominguez's Cuban upbring¬ 
ing and journey to the U.S. 
helped him become the coach he 
is today, he said. 

"I always tell people 'to take 
every opportunity you can' 
because of the way I was brought 
up," Dominguez said. "[In Cuba] 
you are told when to eat and 
when to sleep, and then I came 
here [to the U.S.] and you have all 
this freedom." 

With the tough childhood 
Dominguez had, he said he 
wants to make sure that everyone 
he works witlvfrom his coaches 
and administrators to his players 
and their families, takes every 
opportunity that is presented to 
them. 

But as Dominguez displayed a 
"thank you" letter from a family 
that was helped by the members 
of this year's baseball team after 
the tornado hit central Illinois, he 
mentioned the concept of giving 
back that he wants his players to 
understand as a building block in 
their lives. 

"I try to instill in my players 
to be thankful for what they have 
every day," Dominguez said. "As 
a team we try to do as much 
philanthropic work in the com¬ 
munity as possible." 

Dominguez said he also 
derived strength as a coach from 
the memory of former Bradley 


baseball player Phil Kaiser, who 
died in 2010 following what was 
later found out to be an undiag¬ 
nosed heart condition. 

Kaiser left his mark on the 
baseball program, specifically on 
Dominguez he said, who recruit¬ 
ed Kaiser to come play for him at 
Eastern Kentucky. 

"Phil was a special young 
man, he was always the first one 
to lend a helping hand, even if 
Phil didn't know you," 
Dominguez said. 

Kaiser's memory is 
still actively on the mind of 
Dominguez and his players, 
which he said includes Kaiser's 
glove and a picture in his office 
along with Kaiser's jersey framed 
in the Braves' locker room. But 
Dominguez noted that it is the 
current seniors and the rest of the 
players that continue his legacy. 

"We will continue to honor 
Phil, and hopefully these seniors 
and the guys in the locker room 
will continue to pass on his mem¬ 
ory," he said. 

Even though the Braves had 
the third worst record in pro¬ 
gram history a year ago and 
Dominguez received a letter from 
a handful of baseball alumni call¬ 
ing for his job, he said he feels 
optimistic that this year's team 
is on the upswing; however, the 
pressure of coaching will always 
be there. 

"I feel the pressure every day, 
not from the job aspect, but from 


the fact that I am overseeing 35 
players and every aspect of this 
program," Dominguez said. "But 
this year's squad is resilient and 
staying healthy, so we are better 
than we are a year ago." 

As mentioned by most of the 
Bradley coaches so far this year, 
there is plenty of "unfinished 
business" to do in each of their 
respective programs. Dominguez 
is no different and said he wants 


to be the one to finish the job 
here on the Hilltop for as long as 
administrators let him. 

"We have a lot of unfinished 
business," Dominguez said. "We 
still haven't won the conference 
since 1968, and that drives me 
every day. So I hope to be here 
as long as I can." the Hilltop for 
as long as administrators let him.

It's been 11 months since 
Bradley softball played a game 
at Laura Bradley Park. The team 
hasn't faced a team on its home 
field since dropping two games 
to Missouri State May 4 and 5 of 
last year. 

On April 4, however, the team 
finally made it's home debut, and 
it did it witha pair of comeback 
wins against Loyloa on Saturday 
to sweep a doubleheader before 
falling Sunday afternoon to close 
out the series. 

Saturday, the team found itself 
trailing entering the home half 
of the ninth inning 2-0. Loyola 
pitcher Brittany Gardner had 
shut them down, allowing just 
two hits while striking out eight 
to that point. But she couldn't 
stop the Braves in the seventh. 

Infielder Alyson Clemente 
started the inning off with a 
double into right field that the 


Ramblers' Erica Nagel mis- 
played. 

She broke in toward home 
plate off the bat, and the ball 
went over her head. Second base- 
man Shannon King followed that 
with a home run over the center- 
field fence to tie the game at two. 

King collected four hits over 
the weekend, a good step for¬ 
ward after she totaled just one 
in the prior series against the 
Shockers. Coach Amy Hayes said 
she knew King wouldn't stay in a 
slump for long. 

• "She's one of our more con¬ 
sistent hitters, especially in the 
approach she takes in every sin¬ 
gle at-bat," Hayes said. "I don't 
think she takes many pitches off, 
and that's why she was able to 
bounce back so quickly." 

After the King homer, Marina 
Groenewegen followed with 
another line drive to right field 
that was misplayed, allowing 
her to reach second base with a 
double. 


Kendall Duffy dropped a sin¬ 
gle into shallow left field to com¬ 
plete the comeback. 

A loss would've been tough 
for the Braves' and their starter 
Madeline Lynch-Crumrine, but 
Duffy said the team had the 
pitcher's back. 

"We kept telling Maddie that 
we're going to score for you, 
we're going to get you runs," 
Duffy said. "It was a little later 
than we hoped, but we got it 
done," 

Crumrine set a career-high in 
strikeouts for one game with nine 
while pitching her 14th complete 
game of the season. 

She turned it over to Jaelen 
Hull for the'second game. Hull 
went six innings, giving up two 
runs on six hits before being 
pulled after giving up a single to 
lead off the seventh. Hayes said 
she was just trying to keep the 
freshman fresh. 

"It's a long haul. Our season is 
a grind," she said. "We're playing 
56 games in a short amount of 
time, and she [Hull] has got a lot 
of innings on that arm. She's been 
able to go longer and longer and 
she's getting better every outing, 
so we don't really pay attention 
to her stats." 

The team tried for the sweep 
on Saturday, but a two-run rally 
fell short and the Braves lost 4-3 
in extra innings. Crumrine went 
the distance again for the Braves, 
but was stuck with the loss. 

Even though they didn't get 


the sweep, the team is happy to 
finally be home. The team played 
a school-record 34 games before 
April 1st, all of them on the road. 
Coach Hayes said she (and the 
team) are glad to be back. 

"I'll be honest, it feels for¬ 
eign. When you're on the road 
that much, you're used to being 
somewhere else," she said. "It 
was really unfamiliar for us, but 
obviously we were all excited to 
be there." 

Senior Bri Joseph made some 
history in front of the home fans. 
Her four hits moved her into 
tenth place on the team's career 


hit list. If Joseph can score five 
more runs for the Braves, she 
would move into the top-ten in 
runs. 

The team returns home noon 
Saturday to start a three game, 
two day series with the SIU 
Cougars.

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"One and done" rule 
bad for college ball

Within the monumental¬ 
ly entertaining 2014 NCAA 
Tournament lies a very frustrating 
issue. 

No, it's not the fact that your 
bracket is busted, nor is it the fact 
you didn't win Warren Buffet's 
one billion dollars. 

It's the "one and done" con¬ 
cept. Or the perception that col¬ 
lege basketball players can leave 
school after playing only one year 
at their respective college or uni¬ 
versity. 

Syracuse's Tyler Ennis, 
Indiana's Noah Vonleh and even 
Kansas' highly touted Andrew 
Wiggins have already promised to 
become professionals. 

Wiggins held a press confer¬ 
ence announcing his jump to the 
NBA, where he said college "went 
by so fast." Which is true; that 
happens when you only spend 
seven months in college. 

But I digress; that isn't even the 
crux of the issue. 

It's when these college bas¬ 
ketball players are expected to 
leave after one year is when this 
issue evolves from frustrating to 
infuriating. 

Recently, University of 
Kentucky Coach John Calipari 


said he would address the "one 
and done" issue. 

And you better believe he did. 

Calipari, who has coached the 
most (13) "one and done" players 
among NCAA Division I coaches, 
said that he wants to replace the 
phrase "one and done" with "suc¬ 
ceed and repeat." 

This is exactly when the issue 
shifts to infuriating. 

It's one thing for an athlete to 
forgo his or her college education 
and experience for the promise 
of NBA stardom and millions of 
dollars. 

But if s a whole new issue when 
the coaches that these players look 
up to and commit their talents 
want, and even expect them, to 
move on after one year in college. 

It's interesting to watch how 
good these "one and done" play¬ 
ers are, because some of them 
truly are astounding. 

They played the game at such 
a high level that they were techni¬ 
cally ready to go pro. But they still 
lack essential lessons that college 
teaches, both on and off the court. 

College teaches a professional 
how to conduct his or herself as 
a player and how to deal with 
a heartbreaking loss or upset. 


However, it's the lessons in the 
classroom that become equally as 
important. 

When a college player calls 
himself a professional, his col¬ 
legiate career is over. There's no 
going back. 

And what happens when such 
player, who leaves college as 
underclassman, goes pro and, due 
to injuries or some other issue, 
they're forced to quit basketball? 

They are put out in the world 
and can only rely on one thing: 
their college education. Being a 
"one and done" player without 
that college education leaves that 
certain player as an uneducated 
adult with more money that they 
possibly know what to do with. 

Examples of this are players 
like Xavier Henry, Donte Green, 
Kousta Koufos and Anthony 
Randolph who all went "one and 
done" as freshmen, and were first 
round picks in recent NBA drafts. 

Ever hear of these players and 
their outstanding pro careers? 

Exactly. 

Sure, there are examples where 
leaving early doesn't cause issues. 

^It can help out certain players who 
can't afford to stay in college, have 
a family to support or have other 
issues that college hurts more than 
help. But more often than not the 
player ends up like those in the 
list above. 

But when these young adults 
futures are sacrificed for a coach's 
benefit, that's when going "one 
and done" becomes "done for goo 
d."

I basketball players participated 
in the three point and dunk con¬ 
tests.

As good as the Braves looked 
through their first 20 games of 
the season, it's hard to believe 
they would lose four straight 
games at all. 

Not only have they lost four, 
they managed to lose three of 
them in spectacular fashion. 

Let 7 s start with the March 28 
game against Dallas Baptist. The 
Patriots came into the weekend 
outside the top 50 in numerous 
offensive categories, but that 
night they pounded out 17 runs 
on just 12 hits. 

How did they do it? Well, 
Bradley helped. A lot. 

The Braves walked 11 bat¬ 
ters and hit eight more, two shy 
of the NCAA record 10. Starter 
David Koll didn't record an out 
in the inning, and was pulled 
after walking three and hitting a 
batter to drive in a run. 

Assistant Coach John Corbin 
said it's not a physical issue with 
Bradley pitching. 

"It's not physical issue or any¬ 


thing like that. It 7 s especially bad 
for David [Koll] though, because 
he's been one of our more consis¬ 
tent strike throwers this season," 
Corbin said. 

On Saturday, it was second 
baseman Chris Godinez's turn to 
be in the doghouse, since at times 
it looked like he left his glove in 
the dugout. 

He made four of the Braves' 
five errors, including two on one 
ground ball. After booting it ini¬ 
tially, he recovered in time to 
throw it offline to first base, pull¬ 
ing Elliot Ashbeck off the base. 

Bradley lost to the Patriots 
8-2, and if it wasn't bad enough 
for Godinez, he failed to get a 
hit from the leadoff spot, causing 
him to be moved down in the 
order for Sunday's series finale. 
But, Assistant Coach Sean Lyons 
said that's not a permanent solu¬ 
tion. 

"We wanted him to get more 
fastballs. We don't really feel like 
keeping him down there long¬ 
term, we want him back at the 
top of the lineup," Lyons said. 

It worked, to an extent. Isaac

Smith led the game off for the 
Braves with a home run, but they 
were already trailing 2-0 before 
that. Godinez went 3-5 from the 
nine spot, but it wasn't enough, 
and the Braves fell 9-7 and were 
swept in their home opener. 

For the weekend, Bradley 
pitchers tallied 23 walks with 12 
hit batsmen. They surrendered 34 
runs in 26 innings, leaving them 


with a team ERA of 11.77 for the 
weekend. 

Things got a little bet¬ 
ter Wednesday against the 
Hawkeyes. David Koll started 
for the Braves and pitched six 
innings, but Bradley's offense 
again went silent, and the team 
fell 6-2. 

"We had some chances," 
Lyons said. "But they were able 


to stop us. That's just how the 
game goes sometimes." 

The team heads to Carbondale 
to open up a three-game series 
from April 4-6 against the Salukis 
of SIU. After a matchup against 
SIU-Edwardsville April 9, the 
Braves return home April 11 to 
face Missouri State.

Junior Seth Trolia won the 
Bradley Invitational with a 
career-best second round 68, 
which fueled the men to a tie for 
third place overall. 

Trolia claimed medal honors 
for the second time this year. He 
said that he enjoyed playing the 
course and thought that it laid 
out well for him. 

"I hit the ball really well," 
Trolia said. "It was my best ball 
striking all season, and it gave me 
a lot of opportunities for birdies." 

For his efforts, Triola was 
named MVC Golfer of the Week. 
It is the second time he received 
such an award this season, and 
the third in career.

Sophomore 
Alex Shane shot a first-round 75 
and also finished with an 80. 

Freshmen Bobby Jacobs, John 
Fortuna and sophomore Garrett 
Cox entered the tournament as 
individuals. Jacobs finished in 
the top-20 for the second time 
this season. Cox shot his best 
round of the season with a two- 
over 74. Fortuna finished 46 with 
an overall score of 166. 

"We really have progressed 
through the spring," Coach Jeff 
Roche said.

Reliving history straight from the books 

Con. John Lewis 
visits campus

After former president of South 
Africa Nelson Mandela died last 
December, world leaders mourned 
the loss of a champion for Civil 
Rights. 

Several United States Congress 
members made the trip to Africa, 
including Ill/s Aaron Schock '02 
and John Lewis from Georgia's 5th 
district. 

Lewis told Schock he had met 
Mandela before. Upon the meet¬ 
ing, Lewis expressed what an 
inspiration Mandela was through 
his fight for Civil Rights in South 
Africa. 

But when Lewis was done 
speaking, all Mandela said back 
was "No sir, it is you who inspired 
me," and he palled out a book 
Lewis wrote and asked for his 
autograph. 

"I couldn't believe I was sit¬ 
ting next to the man [Lewis] who 
provided that inspiration to thou¬ 
sands of people," Schock said. 

This was just one of many sto¬ 
ries sharing the insight, charac¬ 
ter and personality of Lewis, who 
presented as the keynote speaker 
April 11 at the Celebration of the 
Historic 1964 Civil Rights Act. 

The event, sponsored by the 
Institute for Principled Leadership 
and Public Service and The 
Dirksen Congressional Center, 
brought together several politi¬ 
cians to pay tribute to U.S. Senate 
Minority Leader Everett Dirksen 
and his crusade for equality of all 
races. 

"[Dirksen] was the single key 
for legislative success when the 
[Civil Rights bill of 1964] reached 
the Senate," said Frank Mackaman 
of the Dirksen Center. "In the end, 
passing the Civil Rights bill was a 
moral imperative." 

Dirksen, a Pekin native who 
was a senator in the 1960s, was 
a major player in pushing for 
equal rights. Under his tenure, he 
introduced more than 140 bills to 
prevent laws of discrimination, 
Mackaman said. 

While Dirksen was fighting for 
Civil Rights in Congress, Lewis 
was peacefully protesting in the 
streets. As the youngest member 
of the "Big Six" at the age of 21, 
Lewis worked alongside Martin 
Luther King, Jr. in the mission to 
create equality. 

"In the Civil Rights movement 
I learned you can never, ever give

You might have seen him doing 
flips off trees, running up sloped 
walls or jumping over obstacles 
across campus, but soon, you can 
see him on NBC's television show, 
"American Ninja Warrior". 

Junior and interactive media 
major Drew Marinelli was one of 
more than 120 people to compete 
in the "Ninja Warrior" qualify¬ 
ing round in St. Louis earlier this 
week. Among his competitors 
were X-Games gold medalist Kevin 
Robinson and former Olympic 
gymnast Terin Humphrey. 

"Ninja Warrior", a competition 


featuring Parkour and free-run¬ 
ning activities, tests the strength 
and endurance of its participants. 
These activities involve finding the 
most efficient way from point A to 
point B through running, climbing, 
swinging, vaulting, jumping and 
rolling across various obstacles. 

Marinelli said his passion for 
roller blading, skiing and snow¬ 
boarding led him to expand his 
skills to include Parkour five years 
ago. 

"I was about 16 when I saw 
the show 'Jump City Seattle', and 
it just blew me away," Marinelli 
said. "It was these guys doing all 
this styff you see in the Matrix - no 
wires, no special effects." 


After seeing the television 
show, Marinelli said he felt drawn 
to apply for "American Ninja 
Warrior". 

"I thought it was the coolest 
thing ever and I figured, hey, I run 
around and practice all this stuff. 
Maybe I can do this," he said. 

The regional qualifiers involved 
a base course that included quad- 
steps, quinsteps and a warped 
wall. The top 30 competitors that 
made it furthest on the course in 
the quickest time advanced to the 
next night of qualifiers. 

Those 30 participants compet¬ 
ed on another course, and judges 
chose 15 to advance to the national 
competition in Las Vegas, which 
will be held in June. 

Marinelli received support from 
many of his friends and family 
members for his "Ninja Warrior" 
adventure and Parkour activities. 

"My fraternity brothers were 
a huge help because my fresh¬ 
man year, when I broke my ankle, 
the fraternity was one of the only 
places I could turn at that point 
because family lived so far away," 
he said of his Sigma Phi Epsilon 
brothers. 

The injury was one that caused 
a period of discouragement for 
Marinelli, he said. 

But pretty soon, Marinelli was 
back at it, practicing Parkour on 
campus and at a local gym as part 
of a group called Peoria Parkour. 
As far as his thoughts when flip¬ 
ping through midair, Marinelli 


said it can sometimes be intimi¬ 
dating. 

'There's a bit of apprehension 
sometimes," he said. "Nowadays, 
I want to say it's a very calculated 
approach. I don't really attempt 
tricks especially outside without 
having done significant practice in 
a safe environment." 

Marinelli, who is under contract 
to not disclose any results of the 
qualifiers, can be seen on the May 
26 episode of "Ninja Warrior". 


"If anyone's ever interested 
in learning about [Parkour], I'm 
always happy to teach people 
because it makes me better at 
what I do, and it encourages other 
people besides myself to get into a 
healthy lifestyle like this," he said.

One Bradley student got the 
green light to chase his dreams 
across the world during the next 
school year. 

Senior history secondary edu¬ 
cation major Derek Cantu will 
take his education abroad to 
Nove Zamky, Slovakia as part of 
the Fulbright English Teaching 
Assistant Program. 

Beginning in August, Cantu 
will spend 10 months in Slovakia 
as a teaching assistant for English 
and expand students' knowledge 
of American culture. 

"My education degree will 
allow me to know different teach¬ 
ing strategies and the opportunity 
to have real world experience in 
the classroom," Cantu said. "The 
history side is also important 
because the Slovak program wants 
someone who can share different 
aspects about American culture." 

Established in 1946, the 
Fulbright Program is a United 
States government-sponsored 
international educational 


exchange program that aims to 
increase understanding between 
Americans and people of other 
countries. 

While Cantu's work in Slovakia 
will focus on education, he said his 
career goals go beyond the class¬ 
room, and the Fulbright assistant- 
ship will help him pursue these 
goals. 

"With acceptance into Fulbright, 
more doors are open to me," Cantu 
said. "I still plan to attend law 
school afterwards, but now, I have 
more of a foot in the door for a 
possible career of working for the 
state department and helping to 
craft foreign policy plans." 

Cantu said he owes a great deal 
to Bradley Chair of the Fulbright 
Advisory Committee Tim Conley 
and the committee for its assis¬ 
tance during the application pro¬ 
cess. 

The process, which Cantu said 
began in spring 2013 and finished 
in October 2013, included an appli¬ 
cation of biographical data, a state¬ 
ment of grant purpose, a personal 
statement about the potential host 
country, references, transcripts and

Bradley men's basketball has 
been struggling the past few years 
to maintain a winning record, but 
it is not the only men's basketball 
team the university has to cheer 
for. 

And as it turns out, Bradley's 
other team has consistently posted 
winning numbers. 

Men's club basketball traveled 
April 11 to the national competi¬ 
tion in Raleigh, N.C. after plac¬ 
ing in the top two teams in the 
regional Midwest tournament and 


posting a winning season. 

"This is the second time in five 
years that [men's] club basket¬ 
ball has competed on a national 
level in the tournament," said 
junior and team member Andrew 
Johnson. 

The marketing major said the 
club team competes year-round 
and hosts tryouts the first month 
of each school year. Following try¬ 
outs, the varsity club team builds a 
roster of 12 to 15 members. 

"We've got our roster of 13 
this year, but we keep a JV team 
of younger guys on hand, too," 
Johnson said. 


All of the varsity members 
played basketball in high school 
and were looking to continue that 
drive into college, Johnson said. 

"Honestly, it gives you that 
competitive spirit back again," 
Johnson said. "We are a self- 
coached team, and I think that it 
works because we all work hard 
and get along really well." 

Assistant Director of Campus 
Recreation Nick Kramer said he 
agreed. 

"A lot of them are former high 
school athletes that want to con¬ 
tinue to fill their desire to compete, 
and this is the perfect outlet for 
them," he said. "They still have 
that willingness and drive to do 
the best that they can." 

This year in the Regional 
Basketball Championships at 
Oakland University in Rochester, 
Mich. Feb. 14 to 16, Bradley's team 
took home second place in the 
men's division of 13 teams after 
losing 53 - 54 to Central Michigan 
University in the championship. 

The Men's All-Tournament 
Team, a selection ofr five of the 
top players in the regional tourna¬ 
ment, featured Bradley members 
Johnson and MVP award recipient 
senior Kyle Ganson. 

The National Intramural- 
Recreational Sports Association 
National Championship Series 
took place in North Carolina April 
11 to 13. Bradley won its first game 
April 11 by forfeit. 

They advanced to game two 
April 12 and played University of 


North Carolina-Chapel Hill, fall¬ 
ing just short with a score of 49 
-54. 

Their final game in the playoff 
round April 12 versus Cal Poly 
posted a 55-34 loss. 

Kramer said the club team is 
very competitive. 

"The basketball club has a lot 
of really good players," he said. 
"Their talent and ability to work 
as a team has helped them to 
succeed at the tournaments they 
go to." 

He also said that, although he 
meets with the club president to 
discuss tournaments and plan 
practices, the team goes out of its 
way to get better. 


"Even if it is not a designated 
practice, they are still getting the 
chance to play ball almost every 
day for several hours at a time," 
Kramer said. 

And with approximately 270 
students currently participating in 
club sports, Kramer said the club 
programs are working really hard, 
especially the basketball team. 

"I just want to congratulate 
our men's basketball club on their 
recent successes," he said. "[All of 
Bradley's club teams] have what it 
takes to make their clubs the best, 
and they are on the right path to 
do so."

Live events provide more insight 


There's a wealth of information 
out there. 

It can come from "TED Talks", 
the History Channel, the news or 
even Buzzfeed when "legitimate" 
articles are posted. 

And websites like reddit, 
imgur and Facebook help new 
knowledge reach the fringes of the 
technological world. 

But there's something to be 
said about encountering informa¬ 
tion in a real, personal way. 

John Lewis, only remaining 
survivor of "The Big Six", vis¬ 
ited campus April 11 as part of 
Bradley's yearlong Civil Rights 
theme. The theme was selected in 
honor of the 50th anniversary of 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964. 

The university hosted a multi-, 
tude of events throughout the year 
revolving around the theme, and 
Lewis' lecture was the capstone of 
the series. 

The article on A1 summarizes 
Lewis' speech, but in general he 
was the youngest member of the 
very small group working with 


Martin Luther King during the 
Civil Rights movement, which 
culminated in the March on 
Washington for Jobs and Freedom 
in 1963. 

Around 400 to 500 peo¬ 
ple attended the event in the 
Renaissance Coliseum. That num¬ 
ber is large, but considering the 
number of community members 
in attendance, students could have 
been better represented. 

Every person on this cam¬ 
pus enjoys learning to a degree. 
There's no doubt about that. 

So why are~we moving from 
personal connection to the behind- 
the-screens style of learning? 

Is it because when we browse 
the Internet we can pick and 
choose what we learn, making it 
easier to focus on some areas and 
disregard others? 

Is it because lectures are too hit- 
or-miss and we can't just change 
the channel or leave the room 
when the subject doesn't suit us? 

Is it because when we stay 
home we don't have to put on 


pants? 

Whatever the reason we have 
to have to start going out and 
learning. 

Attending live events is an 
essential way of learning - it's 
why we go to class. It's a type of 
learning that involves the whole 
self as an active, willing partici¬ 
pant. 

And while we at The Scout 
usually ask more questions than 
supply answers, we actually want 
to suggest something this time. 

The Vice President for Student 
Affairs (VPSA) candidates will 
visit campus during the next two 
weeks. The four finalists for the 
position will each hold two open 
forum interviews when on cam¬ 
pus. 

What better way could students 
participate actively in forming, or 
reforming, their environment? 
Bradley's VPSA works with stu¬ 
dent life in areas like residential 
life, health services and the Smith 
Career Center among others. 

One of these four people will 


bring our problems, from dorm 
cockroaches to antibiotics, directly 
to University President Joanne 
Glasser and serves in her cabinet. 

Anyone who attends the 
forums has the opportunity to 
ask questions and/or complete an 
evaluation form on the candidate. 

It's so easy to say "nothing ever 
gets changed around here" and 
"no one realizes what's wrong," 
but when we actually get the 
chance to help pick the person 
who can fix those problems and 
we refuse to take it, do we retain 
that right to complain? 

When we are given the chance 
to learn and grow, especially as a 
Bradley community, are we going 
to take it? 

Information is easy to find 
nowadays - but it's what we do 
with it that matters. 

Interview dates and times are 
posted on Bradley's "VPSA 
Search" webpage, along with the 
candidates' resumes.

told me the article was meant to 
make fun of the effort Bradley 
goes through to fill rooms in resi¬ 
dence halls. 

While 1 understand her posi¬ 
tion, I'm appalled at the lack 
of journalistic integrity and 
common sense. Substitute any 
other marginalized group: 
an individual who is physi¬ 
cally disabled or someone with 
mental illness - is it still satire? 
As a graduate student in 
Bradley's clinical mental health 
counseling program, I can rec¬ 
ognize there are facts that show 


people with mental illness are 
more likely to become home¬ 
less than the general population 
(source: National Coalition for 
the Homeless-Mental Illness). 

According to the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors' 2008 sta¬ 
tus report on hunger and home¬ 
lessness, an average of 26 percent 
of homeless people are consid¬ 
ered severely mentally ill; anoth¬ 
er 13 percent were physically dis¬ 
abled and 15 percent are victims 
of domestic violence. 

According to the National 
Alliance to End Homelessness, 


13 percent of all homeless per¬ 
sons are veterans. Is it still satire? 
I love Bradley, and I understand 
weDre not perfect. I know most 
of the students here have good 
hearts and sometimes sarcasm 
and satire are used to shine a 
light on our shortcomings. 

I wish in this instance it hadn't 
been at the expense of a vul¬ 
nerable population and exposed 
the ignorance within our Bradley 
bubble.

HEARTBLEED VIRUS

Virus. Cryptographic software. 
Eavesdropping. These are the 
types of words that you would 
associate with films about spies 
and elaborate bank heists, not the 
kind that you hear in everyday 
conversation. 

Why is it then that these words 
are suddenly the most talked 
about in America? The answer 
boils down to one chillingly 
ambiguous word: Heartbleed. 

Heartbleed is a "bug" that 
was recently discovered in the ¥ 
cryptographic software known 
as OpenSSL. Now, unless you 
are a computer science major, it 
is unlikely you have heard this 
term before. 

Basically, OpenSSL is a type of 
software that many websites. 


such as Facebook and Yahoo, 
use to secure and store user 
information like passwords 
and credit card numbers. What 
Heartbleed did has made this 
information susceptible to theft 
from hackers. 

As many as 500,000 websites 
could have been affected, 
according to Internet research 
site Netcraft.com. Heartbleed 
works by exploiting an extension 
within the software that allows 
hackers to keep a "secure 
communication channel open 
without re-negotiating security 
protocols over and over again," 
according to readwrite.com. This 
makes it disturbingly easy for 
hackers to gain access to emails, 
passwords and other private 
information. 


As soon as the vulnerability 
was discovered, websites that 
were exposed to the glitch 
immediately upgraded their 
software to a new version of 
OpenSSL and encouraged users 
to change their passwords as 
soon as possible. 

However, the terrifying reality 
is that, at this point, it is almost 
impossible for users to tell if they 
had any of their information 
stolen. 

Coming just a few months after 
the Target credit card breach, this 
development has understandably 
left many Internet users in a 
frenzy. Questions concerning 
safety and privacy issues have 
been thrown around right and 
left, with many Internet users 
accusing the NSA of exploiting 


this software to spy on people. 

Of course, as of right now, that is 
all just pure speculation. 

Right now the best option that 
people have is to stay alert. 

Verify that the websites you are 
using have the latest version 
of OpenSSL, change your 
passwords where necessary and 
keep a close look at your bank 
statements for any sign of fraud. 

The way we use the Internet is 
continuously evolving, and social 
media is like a phantom limb in 
society. 

Return to your social media 
with caution; first change your 
password and then we'll let you 
take a selfie.

Student attends 
UN commission

One Bradley student stepped 
out and spoke up for the advance¬ 
ment of women. 

Sophomore industrial engi¬ 
neering major Sarah Handler 
provided a voice for youth at 
the two-week long 58th annu¬ 
al Commission of the Status of 
Women (CSW). 

The event at the United 
Nations Headquarters in New 
York City began March 10, where 
Handler led a team of 20 young 
individuals as the SustainUS del¬ 
egation leader. 

SustainUS is a non-profit, 
advocacy group. Handler said 
groups shared and evaluated 
experiences to identify goals for 
furthering the advancement of 
women. 

Handler said she wanted to 
speak for young individuals who 
have their opinions and ideas 
neglected by middle-aged diplo¬ 
mats. 

"I spoke out during panels and 
events with UN member states 
and other non-governmental 
organizations (NGO's) about the 
specific needs and perspectives of 
young people," she said. 

' The theme for this year's CSW 
was about the access and partici¬ 
pation of women and girls in edu¬ 
cation and Science, Technology, 
Engineering and Mathematics 
(STEM) fields. 

According to * Handler, the 


theme was relevant to her as a 
female engineering student. 

"I was able to help the panels 
and events transcend the abstract, 
altruistic nature of their recom¬ 
mendations for girls in STEM and 
provide real, concrete perspec¬ 
tives and suggestions that were 
rooted in my experiences in a 
STEM field," she said. 

By the end of the two weeks, 
member states produced an 
Outcome Document, which is a 
non-binding manuscript promot¬ 
ing gender equality. 

"I see its purpose as largely 
symbolic," Handler said. "The 
negotiations and events that 
revolve around the document are 
meant to generate conversation 
about gender equality and the 
ways to reach it. In many ways, 
I see CSW more as a platform 
for member states and NGO's to 
share best practices in the pursuit 
of gender equality." 

Handler was also selected to 
participate in last year's CSW as 
a delegate for SustainUS as a part 
of its Agents of Change Program. 

"I attended events hosted by 
and at Permanent Missions to the 
UN, spoke at panels and met with 
other youth and government rep¬ 
resentatives," she said. 

Handler met the President of 
Chile Michelle Bachelet, Secretary 
General of the UN Ban Ki-Moon, 
NGO Liaison for the US Mission 
to the United Nations Peggy 
Kerry and Secretary of State John 
Kerry's sister. 


Six Flags president lectures

Bradley students were invited 
to take a ride April 10 as part of a 
unique speaker event. 

Six Flags Great America Park 
President Hank Salemi visited 
Bradley to speak to students about 
the history and inner-workings of 
the organization. 

Junior hospitality leadership 
major Mark Wagner planned the 
event after he was assigned a 
class project to design something 
that would raise awareness of 
the hospitality industry around 
campus. 

"Since everyone knows about 
the Six Flags chain, I thought 
bringing down the president of 
a theme park would cater to a lot 
of people's interest and attract 
many types of different students," 
Wagner said. 

While Wagner was in charge 
of planning, Bradley's hospitality 
leadership group Fresh Slice co¬ 
sponsored the event. 

"With the amount of time — 
around a month — that I had to 
actually execute the event along 
with the many other events going 
on that day, I was pleased [with 
the student turnout]," he said. 


"There were probably close to 55 
to 65 people at the event. It was 
nice to see a more diverse group 
of students." 

Considering most park presi¬ 
dents are very involved in their 
work and their business, the 
event was a unique opportunity 
for students, according to Wagner. 

"Park presidents are very 
tucked away, so it's truly an 
honor when they devote time out 
of their own lives to come down 
to speak to a group of students 
about their career," Wagner said. 

Wagner said he was able to 
learn a lot more about Six Flags 
even though he interned for the 
park last summer. 

"It was great to hear about 
new additions at the park such 
as the Goliath, the world's largest 
wooden roller coaster," he said. 

The Goliath will break three 
wooden roller coaster world 
records — it will have the longest 
drop at 180 feet, steepest drop at 
85 degrees and fastest speed at 72 
miles per hour. The coaster also 
features two inversions. It is set to 
debut this May. 

"A lot of people say El Toro 
[the rollercoaster] is the best in 
the world, but this ride is going to 
blow El Toro away," Salemi said. 
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up on anybody/' Lewis said. 
"You have to respect the dignity 
of every human being. That's 
what [Abraham] Lincoln said. 
That's what Dirksen said." 

Growing up in Alabama, 
Lewis said he faced discrimina¬ 
tion on a daily basis. By the time 
he became close to King, he par¬ 
ticipated in sit-ins, marches and 
peaceful protests. 

The group was faced with 
opposition, and Lewis said he 
was often spit on and beaten. He 
almost died in a Greyhound sta¬ 
tion while preparing for a free¬ 
dom ride. In February 1960, he 
was arrested for the first of many 



times. 

"The first time I was arrested, 
I felt free. I felt liberated," he 
said. "My parents didn't want 
me to get in trouble, but Martin 
Luther King, Jr. inspired me. If 
you see something that's not 
right, not just, not fair, you have 
to speak up and unite others to 
bring change." 

Eventually, through Dirksen's 
efforts in Congress, the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 was passed. 
Since its passage, Lewis has 
worked with community organi¬ 
zations before he was elected into 
the House of Representatives in 
1987. 




'The act of 1964 created a new 
climate," he said. "I wouldn't be 
in Congress without it." 

Even though the Civil Rights 
Act was passed more than a half 
century ago, Lewis said we can 
carry out those ideals today. 

'The way of peace, the way 
of love and non-violence, that's 
what the movement taught all of 
us," Lewis said. "As we celebrate 
the anniversary of the act, we 
must never give up, we must 
never give in or become bitter or 
hostile. We must find a way to 
respect every human being, and 
to love every human being."

Medical administrator talks health care

With health care on the minds 
of all Americans these days, 
Bradley students got to hear from 
a professional about the healthcare 
industry. 

Various members of the 
Bradley community gathered 
early Tuesday morning to attend 
the 38th annual McCord Lecture, 
which featured Dartmouth- 
Hitchcock Medical Center admin¬ 
istrator James Weinstein as the 
speaker. 

After opening remarks from 
university officials, includ¬ 
ing University President Joanne 
Glasser, who ensured the audience 
that they were in for a "fabulous, 
fabulous treat," Weinstein took the 
stage and wasted no time in shar¬ 
ing his expertise and views on a 
controversial topic. 

Weinstein's lecture, entitled 


"Health Care: A Model T in a Tesla 
World", focused on the growing 
amount of inequality and inef¬ 
ficiency within the health care 
industry today, and what actions 
need to be taken to improve its 
current state. 

"There aren't many things that 
affect every person on the planet," 
Weinstein said. "Health care is one 
of them." 

According to Weinstein, 
America is ranked 27th in the 
world for quality health care and 
first for cost. 

In determining who is to blame 
for allowing the national health 
care system to reach such startling 
highs and lows, Weinstein said we 
are all at fault for not taking action 
when necessary. 

"We never take on social issues 
because we are afraid to do any¬ 
thing about it," he said. 

Weinstein spent the rest of 
his time sharing different meth¬ 


ods and actions that he said he 
believes the country should adopt 
to improve the health industry for 
later generations. 

He stressed that technology for 
patients to communicate with their 
doctors from home is the future, as 
opposed to building more hospi¬ 
tals and other facilities. 

He also mentioned that lower¬ 
ing the cost of coverage, improv¬ 
ing its quality and "realizing that 
we're not the best at everything" 
is imperative to brightening the 
outlook of health care. 

Most importantly, Weinstein 
called for not only the govern¬ 
ment, but the American people 
to work together and change the 
system forever. 

"It's not about their race, their 
color or their gender," Weinstein 
said, referencing the cohesion seen 
within an orchestra. "It's about 
reading the music, coming togeth¬ 
er and playing a great piece. And

Bradley finished in tie for 
sixth at Indiana State.

"We want to be that 
dream team." 

Bradley will host the MVC 
tournament at Panther Creek 
Country Club in Springfield, Ill. 
on April 20-22. 

Following a fifth-place fin¬ 
ish at the Bluegrass Invitational, 
Bradley's men's team is also 
heading into their final tourna¬ 
ment of the season. 

Junior Danny Masrin led the 


way for the Braves, shooting a 
three-round score of 218 and 
earning a tie for 12th. Masrin 
shot a spring-best 69 in the final 
round of the tournament. 

Senior Kyle Gunther finished 
a shot behind Masrin with a 219 
to tie for 16th. Junior Seth Trolia 
was three shots out of a top-20 
finish with a 224 to tie for 27th. 
Senior Daniel Young shot a 230 to 
tie for 58th, and freshman Bobby 
Jacobs shot a 233 to tie for 65th. 

Coach Jeff Roche was happy 
with the way the team played 
against tough competition. 

"Everybody just kept fighting 
hard, and they were rewarded," 
Roche said. 

The NCAA has the teams 
that finished in the top three at 
the invitational in the national 
top 100, according to golfstat. 
com. Bradley, who is ranked 
205, finished ahead of Northern 
Kentucky and Lipscomb in the 
invitational, even though those 
two teams are ranked higher than 
them. 

Masrin said that the Braves are 
confident coming off a successful 
weekend in Kentucky. They have 
two weeks before returning to 
action for their final tournament 
of the season. 

"We believe that we have the 
ability to win the tournament," 
Masrin said. "This is the year for 
us, we have a strong team." 

The Braves will host the MVC 
Tournament at TPC Deere Run 
near Moline, Ill. on April 28-29.

NFL has to be accountable 


for player actions

It was a milestone worthy of 
celebration: it had been a whole 
two weeks since someone in the 
NFL was arrested. 

And then Aldon Smith had to 
ruin the moment. 

For some reason, he decided to 
tell airplane officials in a terminal 
at the Los Angeles International 
Airport he had a bomb. Not a 
smart idea, obviously, since his 
day ended with him being hauled 
out of LAX in handcuffs. 

While Smith hasn't been offi¬ 
cially charged in connection to 
this incident yet, he's probably 
not all that concerned about it, 
since he's already facing felony 
weapons charges and a DUI con¬ 
viction stemming from unrelated 
incidents. 

This column isn't going to be 
about whether or not the decision 
was a bad one (it was). Nor will 
it be about how the 49ers need to 
take immediate action, other than 
simply not renewing the final year 
of his contract (they do). 

Instead, I'm going to focus 
on the NFL as a whole, because 
the league has some serious legal 


issues it has to figure out. 

I'm from Cincinnati, and if you 
type "Cincinnati Bengals" into 
Urban Dictionary, the first result 
calls the team "the Ohio State 
Correctional System work release 
program." 

For the better part of the last 
decade, that seemed to be the case. 
From the start of 2000 to July 2011, 
the Bengals had 35 arrests, most in 
the NFL. 

Recently, the team has tried 
to reshape its image. It's released 
players it felt didn't represent 
themselves the right way, like for¬ 
mer safety Robert Sands. 

It stuck by some players, like 
Adam Jones, who haven't neces¬ 
sarily had full control over the 
situation they found themselves 
in. Jones was arrested for assault, 
but he was acquitted after security 
footage showed he was attacked 
first. 

It's not just an issue in 
Cincinnati. It's hard to forget the 
situation with Aaron Hernandez 
that unfolded last summer. And 
late last month, the Eagles cut 
DeSean Jackson after alleged gang 


ties were uncovered. 

In Jackson's case, nothing 
has been proven. He hasn't been 
charged with a crime or in connec¬ 
tion with a crime. But Hernandez, 
Smith and countless other players 
have. 

These players are idols. Kids 
look up to them; they consider the 
players heroes and want to follow 
in their footsteps. 

But the parents of children who 
look up to those players have to 
imagine it's pretty hard to let their 
child grow up idolizing players 
who can't stay out of trouble. 

Obviously, every player in 
the NFL isn't dealing with legal 
issues, and there are still tons of 
players in the league that would 
make good role models. But they 
don't seem to be making the news 
right now. 

About a week ago. Falcons 
quarterback Matt Ryan hosted a 
charity golf event to benefit chil¬ 
dren's hospitals in the area. Every 
NFL team has players that do this, 
but outside of the area it benefits, 
you won't hear about it. 

Is the reason you don't hear 
about it because every team has 
players that do it? Probably. But 
every team has players who get 
in trouble too, and you hear about 
them all the time. 

I don't know what, if anything, 
the NFL can do to help fix the 
problem, but that's not up to me.

Following a week that featured 
splitting even in a series win at 
SlU-Carbondale and a loss at SIU- 
Evansville, the Braves squared 
off against Missouri State and 
Northern Illinois University.

In a weekend that included 
a furious comeback, an ejection 
and Mother Nature toying with 
the schedule, there was also some 
softball played.

The Braves were led in the 
circle by senior Madeline Lynch- 
Crumrine, who tossed a complete 
game three-hitter while striking 
out five. She gave up one earned 
run and walked six. 

On offense, Marina 
Groenewegen went 2-for-2 with 
a home run and a double. She 
knocked in three of Bradley's five 
runs while scoring two of her 
own. 

The second game started off 
well for the Braves, as they jumped 
ahead 3-0 in their half of the first 
inning. However, SIU responded 
with a pitching change, and new 
pitcher Taylor Orsbum silenced 
the Bradley bats until the Braves' 
half of the seventh inning. 

The seventh started with a hit 
batsmen and a pair of singles to 


load the bases. Alex Chandler 
lined a two-run double into left- 
center field to plate two runs. 
With runners on second and third, 
sophomore Kendall Duffy lined 
out into right field and junior 
Shannon King was thrown out at 
home trying to score, ending the 
game. 

Coach Amy Hayes said she 
liked the fight the team showed, 
even though the team was unable 
to score enough for the win.

She 
seemed to have some trouble with 
the mound, gamering numerous 
illegal pitch calls from the umpire.

"They could've been a little bit

it wasn't going to get any better." 

The Braves fell in the third 
game to the Salukis 6-4. Crumrine, 
dominant the day before, surren¬ 
dered six earned runs on 10 hits 
in less than six innings of work. 
Hayes said a lack of adjustments 
are likely to blame for Crumrine's 
outing. 

"We should've changed our 
game plan a little bit to combat 
that. It's always about controlling 
the things you can control," said 
Hayes. 

Hayes was ejected from the 
game for arguing with the umpire, 
and Groenewegen said as a play¬ 
er, it's nice to know the coach has 
her back. 

"It lets us know she's as 
invested into the game as we 
are," Groenewegen said. "It's a 
little bit of a confidence boost, 
knowing she'll fight for what 
she thinks is right. It makes us 
want to play a little bit harder 
for her."

More changes 
for meal plan

Bradley has once again 
revamped its meal plan choices 
with die addition of several new 
dining options for both commut¬ 
ers and on-campus students. 

Vice President for Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said that two of 
the most prominent meal changes 
are the all-access component and 
the block plan. 

"[Block plan] means you don't 
have to eat so many meals dur¬ 
ing the week," Anna said. "Utilize 
them all when it's convenient for 
you or save them." 

No matter the meal plan cho¬ 
sen, each student who has pur¬ 
chased a meal plan will start with 
$125 in QuickCash. The difference 
appears in the amount of Dining 
Dollars and dining hall swipes 
available. 

With the all-access meal selec¬ 
tion, a student receives unlim¬ 
ited use of the dining halls, 
$250 in Dining Dollars and $125 
QuickCash. In contrast, the 120- 
block plan will consists of 120- 
block meals, $985 in Dining Dollars 
and $125 in QuickCash. 

Dining Services Director Gayle 
Hanson said that Bradley decid¬ 
ed on these changes after various 
focus groups and surveys were 
conducted in fall 2013. 

According to Anna, this aver¬ 
ages out to about seven meals a 
week. Bradley students, such as 
freshman mechanical engineering 
major Nick Peters, welcomed the 
new. 

"I chose the 120-block meal 
plan because the less I eat at 
Geisert or Williams the better,"

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Engineering students face increase in hour fees

Current engineering students 
were informed Monday of a $45 
fee increase per engineering credit 
hour, raising the cost from $5 per 
credit hour to $50. 

The fee increase, according to 
Dean of Caterpillar College of 
Engineering and Technology Lex 
Akers, has been in place for some 
time now. It was approved by the 
provost for academic affairs and 
the president's cabinet in January 
2013, and the new fee was includ¬ 
ed in promotional documents for 
fall 2014 prospective students. 

"In the fall [during my first 
year at Bradley], I met with stu¬ 
dents from student organizations 
and started a listening campaign 
about their experience in labs," 
Akers said. "We're a very hands- 


on, project-based curriculum ... 
and to not have sustainable and 
growing equipment is not appro¬ 
priate." 

The funds will be applied to 
every engineering course, even 
those without laboratory portions. 

The funds will go towards all 
lab equipment used by engineers, 
including chemistry and physics 
equipment used in engineering 
sections of the courses, but that 
they will not be used for the con¬ 
struction of the proposed engi¬ 
neering and business convergence 
center, Akers said. 

InHbe past, Akers said, engi¬ 
neering programs across Illinois 
and other states received state 
funding for lab equipment, but the 
funding stopped a few years ago. 

"We just had not done anything 
to get us back up to that level of 
support," he said. 


Civil engineering Professor 
Amir Al-Khafaji said, "the needs 
of the program became too great." 

"I would have preferred a more 
gradual [increase in fee]," he said. 
"But the need for new equipment 
was very great." 

On the subject of a gradual 
change, Akers said he didn't want 
to do the program half-way and 
that he wanted to produce stu¬ 
dents who could "hit the ground 
running day one" out of college. 

"While some of our equipment 
still works, it's old," Akers said. 

Engineering students said they 
have mixed reactions about the 
increased credit hour fee. 

"I think it's a great idea," said 
senior manufacturing engineering 
major Ron Bolech. "It'll help main¬ 
tain our labs." 

Sophomore mechanical engi¬ 
neering major David Makrias said 


he wants to know where the addi¬ 
tional money will go. 

"I think it puts a significant 
amount of pressure on students 
to raise the fees by 1,000 per¬ 
cent," Makrias said. "Especially 
[because] we only received one 
email notification regarding the 
increase, and I don't think we have 
been properly informed on how 
the extra funds will be allocated to 
our benefit." 

Akers said he talked to some 
students and parents about the 
increase and that he understands 
both sides of the story. 

"I've had some great conver¬ 
sations with students [about the 
increased fee]," he said. "My son 
will be going to Bradley here one 
day, and [as a parent] I want to 
him to have all the facilities that he 
needs to get top-rated experiential 
learning."

University President Joanne

elected earlier this month. 

Before officially installing the 
SBOs for the 2014-2015 academic 
year, Glasser extended her thanks 
to the 2013-2014 executive board. 

"[I want to thank] Zack, Jon, 
Navid and Kelsie for an incred¬ 
ibly strong, successful and pro¬ 


ductive year," Glasser said. "They 
perform very important functions 
on this campus in student gover¬ 
nance, and I give them a heartfelt 
thanks." 

Glasser said that the executive 
board and all senators perform an 
important, and often thankless, 
role on campus. 

"[The student governing pro¬ 
cess] may seem like sausage being 
made.

For students combating loans 
and tuition increases, the Monetary 
Award Program (MAP) grants 
grow more important. 

On Wednesday, Illinois Gov. Pat 
Quinn visited campus to discuss 
his proposed budget, which would 
allocate $50 million towards MAP 
grants next year, allowing grants to 
21,000 more students. 

"MAP grants really do matter," 
Quinn said. "Bradley is a special 
university. It's important to get the 
word out that students get scholar¬ 
ships to go to Bradley." 

More than 1,300 Bradley stu¬ 
dents received grants this year, 
with the average annual award 
around $4,4Q0. 

"Students should have the 
choice of where they want to go 
to school," University President 
Joanne Glasser said. "We applaud 
[Quinn's] efforts to open the doors 
of opportunity for young people to 
dream big dreams." 

Quinn visited campus in 2009 
when the Illinois legislature cut 
funding for the MAP program. 
He rallied student support, and 
two busloads of Bradley students 
drove to Springfield. The legis¬ 
lature later voted to restore the 
funds. 

Now, Quinn said he wants to 
increase the program to provide 
more opportunities. 

"It's imperative to preserve and 
protect this program," he said. "It's 


your future that's at stake. It's an 
investment in human minds, for 
young people to stay in Illinois 
and make Illinois a great state." 

Junior marketing major 
Dashawn Cason spoke at the 
event, and shared his story of 
growing up, where he experienced 
foster care and was adopted. 

"I'm a first generation African 
American male [college student]. 
Statistically speaking, I should 
not be in college," Cason said. 
"Through the generosity of Illinois 
taxpayers. I'm on track to con¬ 
tinue my education. We have to be 
mindful that it's not a hand out. 


but a hand up." 

State Senator Dave Koehler also 
attended the event. Quinn said 
Koehler plays a large role in sup¬ 
porting MAP grants. 

"Gov. Quinn put priorities 
where they should be for the bud¬ 
get," Koehler said. "We'll take 
some tough blows, but we need to 
pass a budget that provides oppor¬ 
tunities." 

The MAP Matter rally day 
is April 30 at the Illinois capitol 
building in Springfield.

The transcendent folk singer/songwriter Ray LaMontagne is set to release his 5th studio 
album, "Supernova," on May 6. 

LaMontagne isn't your average artist. 

In fact, before entering the music industry, he lived much of his life in poverty. He was 
discovered for his hidden musical talent while working in a shoe factory. 

It's been 10 years since the release of his debut album "Trouble," the title track of which 
many might recognize from the 2009 Travellers Insurance dog commercial. If you look it 
up, I bet it'd jog your memory. 

In 2004 "Trouble" established LaMontagne as a chilled out yet heart wrenchingly soulful 
folk musician. Trouble is gold certified, which means it has sold more than 500,000 copies 
of some form. 

His next couple albums, 2006's "Till The Sun Turns Black" and 2008's "Gossip In The 
Grain," helped build his credibility as one of the most progressive and interesting folk 
musicians, comparable to Iron & Wine. The latter of those two albums even debuted at no. 
3 on the Billboard 200 chart. 

His last album release, 2010's "God Willin' & The Creek Don't Rise," earned LaMontagne 
a Grammy with his crafty funk infusion to his folky style alongside The Pariah Dogs. 

Even after accumulating these prestigious accolades, Ray LaMontagne was reportedly 
driven to depression by his career as a musician. With his greatest achievement only rec¬ 
ognized with the addition of another band, he told Rolling Stone he felt as though people 
did not like his solo music. 

He even considered quitting the music industry. 

It wasn't until he got the opportunity to work with Dan Auerbach (The Black Keys) that 
he got back into creating music. He had wanted to work with Auerbach for a while, and 
it was the right amount of incentive LaMontagne needed to get back intd the recording 
process without hating it. 

Because LaMontagne has no formal vocal training, it can be quite difficult to record his 
sound in the studio. He never sings a song the same way twice, but this does not take 
away from his incredible talent. 

With Auerbach producing his new album, and LaMontagne's new frivolous approach, 
this album is sounding a lot different than the previous direction his albums have gone in. 
He's reinvented his work with a more poppy, upbeat edge. 

He has reported that he not only enjoyed the process of recording "Supernova," but is also 
excited to tour because of his new songs, particularly to play more electric guitar instead 
of acoustic. 

Speaking about the tour, he will be playing here in Peoria at the Civic Center June 17. With 
the primarily indie appeal that LaMontagne has earned through his previous music, it 
seems a little weird that he would come to a smaller city where ticket sales might not be 
high. 

Although, the seemingly poppy edge he has adopted on this new album could be the edge 
LaMontagne needs to draw a more sizeable crowd.

The self-proclaimed "world's 
largest music frstivaT continues 
to bring incredible music to Wis¬ 
consin for a fantastic price. 

For $70 you can get an 11-day 
"Power Pass," which gives you 
access to every general admis¬ 
sion show for all 11 days of the 
festival including acts like Arctic 
Monkeys, Ludacris and Girl Talk 
(this excludes non-general ad¬ 
mission shows for acts like Bruno 
Mars and Outkast whose tickets 
can run upwards of $50). 

If only a couple artists interest 
you, a single day ticket will cost 
you only $16. With more than 800 
acts performing on 11 different 
stages over the course of 11 days 
for only $70, Summerfest really 
provides the most bang for your 
oh-so-predous buck. 




Named after two inter¬ 
state highways, 1-80 and 1-35, 
that meet at the comer of Des 
Moines, 80/35 is a very unique 
little festival. 

This fest features more than 
40 different acts, both national 
(Connor Oberst, Ziggy Mar- 
ley, Best Coast) and local. The 
coolest part about this festival 
is that it is almost entirely run 
by volunteers. 

The Greater Des Moines 
Music Coalition is a non-profit 
organization that brings awe¬ 
some music to the Des Moines 
area, including 80/35.

Unfortunately, three-day pass¬ 
es for Pitchfork have sold out, but 
single day passes are still on sale 
for $60. That price tag would be 
good for the incredible headliners 
alone (Beck, Neutral Milk Hotel, 
Kendrick Lamar), but backed by 
an entire day of awesome music. 
Pitchfork is sure to provide an un¬ 
forgettable experience at a reason¬ 
able price. 

Compare the price of three 
single-day passes to Pitchfork 
with the $300-plus you would 
have to pay for a now sold out 
Lollapalooza three-day pass and 
it becomes dear just how good of 
a value the Pitchfork Music Fes¬ 
tival is.

For some students, bringing a 
bike to college isn't necessarily a 
first thought. Finding a bike may 
be hard for people who aren't 
looking to break the bank. Luck¬ 
ily, there are a number of stores 
in the area that have bikes for in¬ 
credibly reasonable prices. 

Pawn shops can be goldmines 
for finding basic road bikes, 
which are generally a bit older 
to begin with. Speaking from my 
own experience, you can find 
some great deals on websites like 
Craigslist — not every seller is in¬ 
sane, I promise.

What really 
makes this show, though, is the 
fantastic performances and chem¬ 
istry between the performers. 

There is never a dull moment 
when Mrs. Malaprop and Sir 
Anthony Absolute take the stage 


(although their laughs may haunt 
your dreams), and the melan¬ 
choly Faulkland's (sophomore 
Peyton McDermott) overdra- 
matic worrying is guaranteed to 
bring about some hearty laughter. 

"The Rivals" costs a mere $7 
and will run April 24 to 26 at 8 
p.m., April 27 at 2:30 p.m.. May 1 
to 3 at 8 p.m. and May 4 at 2:30 
p.m. 

"The Rivals" is definitely one 
of the best things you can see with 
your time this and next weekend, 
so be sure to mosey on over to the 
Hartman Center before it's too 
late.

Brave Life moves toward official BU app

Students were invited to cap¬ 
ture a new perspective on photo¬ 
journalism April 17. 

Speakers Paul Kitagaki, Jr. and 
Bradley alumna Renee Byer, both 
Pulitzer Prize winning photojour¬ 
nalists, covered local and interna¬ 
tional events for the Sacramento 
Bee newspaper in Calif, for this 
year's Robison lecture series. 

Chair of the Communication 
Department Paul Gullifor intro¬ 
duced the two speakers at the lec¬ 
ture. He said the speakers were a 
unique choice and that their work 
is unique as well. 

"Those photos make a differ¬ 
ence," Gullifor said. "People con¬ 
tribute to organizations in order 
to help people, and something as 
simple as a photograph can actu¬ 
ally change the lives of people." 

The two speakers said they 
wanted to focus on "humanity on 
the brink" in its two extremes: ela¬ 
tion and despair. 

Byer introduced her most 
recent project "Living on a Dollar 
a Day", which is a book on the 
international poor who survive on 
one dollar per day. She traveled to 
10 countries, starting in India and 
spanning into Ghana , Budapest , 
Romania and Peru. 

Byer spoke about her travels 
and the people in her photos, tell¬ 
ing the audience about the ter¬ 
rible conditions many people have 
to survive in while stuck in the 


unbreakable cycle of poverty. 

Her biggest challenge, she said, 
was to motivate change. Byer also 
said she wanted to show read¬ 
ers that these people share similar 
hopes and dreams to theirs. 

She focused particularly on 
the children and their moments 
of happiness and tragedy, which 
showed how they are "real chil¬ 
dren, not fantasies, not foreign ... 
real children"^ with "remarkable 
human spirit." 

Her book also contains resourc¬ 
es and contact information for cer¬ 
tified ways to help the areas pho¬ 
tographed. 

On a lighter side, Kitagaki 
focused his presentation on sports 
photography, most recently the 
Sochi Olympics. 

While Byer focused more on 
the stories behind the pictures, 
Katagaki went into the behind the 
scenes action of photojournalism. 
He discussed the equipment, chal¬ 
lenges of extra baggage fees and 
negotiating a spot for ones camera 
among the other 50. 

He said that "faces and emotion 
tell the story," not just beauty. 

Gullifor said he wanted stu¬ 
dents to realize that there are other 
important aspects to telling a story 
through communication. 

"I think students are all camera 
savvy," he said. "They all have 
them in their phones and walk 
around and snap photos all the 
time, but I'm not sure they really 
understand what a powerful story¬ 
telling device a good photo can be."

After three months and more 
than 1,200 downloads, the Brave 
Life app is officially on the road to 
university adoption. 

Freshmen electrical engineer¬ 
ing majors Nick Clark and Mitch 
Pericak began work on the app 
November 2013, releasing it via 
Student Senate at Late Night BU 
Jan. 24. 

Clark and Pericak said they 
were aiming for 1,000 downloads 
by the end of this semester with 
the intention to bring the app to 
administration and ask for addi¬ 
tional funding and support. 

"Brave Life is not an official 
university app yet, but it is now 
definitely, after the [president's] 
cabinet discussion, moving for¬ 
ward toward that point," Pericak 
said. "It's just that there are a lot 
of kinks and legalities we have to 
work out first." 

Pericak, who serves as the vice 
president of technology affairs for 
Student Senate, announced the 
app had officially surpassed 1,000 
downloads. 

The next step toward univer¬ 


sity adoption is already underway, 
but Pericak said it will take some 
time to get everything up to its 
optimum. 

"We are officially allowed to 
use Bradley logos and Bradley 
red," Pericak said. "It's going to be 
a big project of switching all of the 
coloring over to the correct color¬ 
ing code, changing the image style 
and really just the whole feel of the 
app. We're going to clean it up and 
go through an app revamp." 

Pericak also said he and Clark 
have support from Student Senate 
and, more specifically, the new 
student body president Jason 
Blumenthal. Student Senate will 
continue to advertise and utilize 
the app, maintaining its original 
purpose. 

"We will do whatever we can to 
make sure the name "Brave Life" 
stays," Blumenthal said. 

Pericak echoed Blumenthal's 
statement, and said that the name 
"Brave Life" sets the app apart 
from other university's apps and 
allows a name more appealing to 
students. 

Student Senate also passed a 
resolution DATE to institute the 
position director of the Brave Life 


App under vice president of tech¬ 
nology affairs. Clark was appoint¬ 
ed to this position and will con¬ 
tinue to work with Senate and 
administration to further the app's 
success. 

Pericak said the revamping of 
the app will not affect users who 
have already downloaded it. 

"The app is all based on inter¬ 
net-coding, so as we update that, it 
will continuously update the app," 
Pericak said. "You'll basically get 
the update on your smartphone 
and then it'll download and show 
up the new splash screens and dif¬ 
ferent colors and such." 

For the app to become the offi¬ 
cial app of the university, it is 
important to establish it as a social 
tool and student resource, not to 
replace or be used as a ForeWam 
emergency messaging venue, 
Pericak said. 

Pericak said once "kinks" are 
worked out between Pericak, 
Clark and the university alongside 
the app's alignment with official 
colors and formatting, the Brave 
Life app is expected to be well on 
its way to 2,500 downloads.

Peters said. "But I wish there 
was a plan where it all went on 
QuickCash." 

On-campus students are not 
the only ones with a new dining 
selection. According to Hanson, 
commuters can have 50 block 
meals for $425 and $75 in Dining 
Dollars, which can be bought at 
any point throughout the school 
year. 

A concern for the university 
and its directors has been the 
cost of the new options. 

"We are evaluating some of 
the other features of the pro¬ 
gram," Anna said. "It is likely 
that Lydia's Lounge will not 


have the Provisions on Demand 
[P.O.D.] in it; that's just an eco¬ 
nomic issue." 

In addition to the possible 
loss of the P.O.D. in Lydia's 
Lounge, Anna said students may 
see an increase in P.O.D. Market 
prices, due to the rising food, 
labor and facilities costs. 

Students who want to voice 
their opinions about the food 
service program, whether it is 
about meal plans or the qual¬ 
ity of food, can do so through 
the Dining Services website, 
Facebook page or the student 
advisory board.

As a child, walking into the old 
Robertson Fieldhouse with his 
late father for a Bradley Braves 
basketball game, Dave Snell '76 
needed only one game to fall in 
love with a university, basketball 
team and city that to this day he 
calls home. 

"I'm just like any fan growing 
up a Bradley Braves fan," Snell 
said. "The moment I walked in 
[to the Robertson Fieldhouse] 
and I saw the big scoreboard 
along with the atmosphere of the 
whole building, I was hooked." 

The Pekin native has been at 
the helm as the radio voice of the 
Bradley men's basketball team 
for 35 years. Starting in 2010, he 
was named assistant director of 
Athletic Communications, mak¬ 
ing him an official part of the 
Bradley athletic community. 

Snell has been around to hear 
some of the great voices of sports, 
including some he personally 
had the honor of working with 
and whom today he calls his role 
models. However, he said most 
of them have died. 

"Most of the people I look 
up to as broadcasters are gone," 
Snell said. "Harry Caray when he 
was doing play-by-play for the 
Cardinals, former Bradley play- 
by-play man and mentor Mort 
Cantor, Jack Buck and Chick 
Hearn all exemplified character¬ 
istics that I try to embody on a 
daily basis as a broadcaster." 

As he remains the play-by- 
play man for the Braves, in the 
back of his mind, Snell said he 
realizes at the end of the day it 
doesn't matter what type of game 


it is. He said he needs to be the 
best at what he does for people 
who can't see the game. 

"I learned from all of these 
great broadcasters humil¬ 
ity, excitement, preparation and 
always do the play-by-play like 
it is going to be the last game 
that you are going to call," Snell 
said. "Whether it is a consola¬ 
tion game against Hawaii at 
noon or playing Kansas in the 
NCAA Tournament, the prepara¬ 
tion needs to be the exact same 
because you owe that to the peo¬ 
ple listening." 

Even as he finishes another 
year on the Hilltop, Snell said he 
realized even-though there have 
been many changes in the depart¬ 
ment, there are also some things 
that just never change. 

"The challenges of being a pri¬ 
vate school have been tough," 
Snell said. "With that it means 
that some of the sports here are 
not fully funded and that causes 
us [the athletic department] to 
have a lot of limitations that the 
state schools don't have." 

Snell said soccer coach Jim 
DeRose's success is amazing 
given those limitations. 

"Most state schools hand out 
scholarships for sports like golf, 
soccer and tennis," he said. "That 
is why it is so amazing what [soc¬ 
cer coach] Jim DeRose has done 
to compete on the national stage 
when you are not fully funded." 

The things that don't change 
in the athletic department and 
the university, Snell said, are the 
reasons why he still comes to 
work every day. 

"Family is what has stayed 
consistent," Snell said. "Because 
of the size of the campus, it has 


given me the ability to bond with 
not just people in the athletic 
department, but people from all 
over the university." 

One thing that has been a. 
large change for Snell has been 
the recent naming of Bradley's 
first mascot since 2000, Kaboom!, 
which was named after his dunk 
catchphrase. 

"I thought the gargoyle was 
a very unique idea," Snell said. 
"I'm the type of person that 
wants to just do their job and do 
it very well. I'm very honored 
and humbled by the name but I 
wondered how I would handle 
the name because I don't seek 
notoriety for what I do." 

Snell said he was at first taken 
aback by the naming of some¬ 
thing he just does as a part of his 
job, but now he said he realizes 


that the new mascot gave him a 
chance to tell a story that very 
few students know. 

"I didn't know how the peo¬ 
ple would react and handle the 
name of the mascot," Snell said. 
"If you didn't know me or the 
story behind the name, it may be 
confusing. But I told myself that 
this could be an opportunity to 
tell the story to more people. It's 
grown on me, and I've accepted 
it." 

As Snell has racked up more 
than 900 consecutive games as the 
play-by-play man for the basket¬ 
ball team, he said that although 
the current squad has seen some 
recent down moments, the team 
will turn it around soon. 

"I think there have been some 
strides that have been made that 
don't necessarily show up in 


wins and losses that have hap¬ 
pened already," Snell said. "Our 
team needed to get tougher, we 
needed good chemistry, high bas¬ 
ketball IQs and smart student 
athletes because we don't take 
idiots at Bradley. So, all of these 
strides have been in motion and 
now we need to capitalize on 
them." 

If anyone on the Bradley cam¬ 
pus or in the Peoria community 
was worried that Snell is going 
anywhere any time soon, don't. 
He hopes to be wearing the head¬ 
set and calling Bradley men's 
basketball games until someone 
tells him he can't do it anymore. 

For this local legend in Central 
Illinois, he said the small city life 
is all that anyone could ask for. 


Coffey breaks record

Bradley track was busy last 
week, as the men's and women's 
teams competed in four meets in 
California and another in Illinois. 

At the Mt. Sac Relays on April 
17, junior Chase Coffey started 
the weekend strong by breaking 
his own record in the steeple¬ 
chase. 

Coffey broke the record by 15 
seconds, setting the best time in 
the Missouri Valley Conference 
as well as the 11th best time in 
the country. 

The same day, senior Whitney 
Schumaker ran the 10,000 meters 
for the first time in her career, 
posting the sixth-best time in 


school history. She was just three 
seconds shy of breaking into the 
top five in school history. 

On April 18, Caitlin Busch ran 
the second-fastest 5,000 meter 
race in Bradley history, shaving 
35 seconds off her previous time. 
Her sister Kristen Busch ran the 
third-best time in Bradley his¬ 
tory in that same race, finishing 
less than one second behind her 
sister. 

Freshman Casey Kramer start¬ 
ed the day for the Braves by fin¬ 
ishing in the top ten in the 1,500 
meter race, while junior Kayla 
Specht set a season best time in 
the 800 meters. 

The Braves ran in two races 
April 19. In the Long Beach 
Invitational, sophomore Emily 
Delvo and Specht both finished 
second in their respective heats. 

On the men's side, fresh¬ 
man Patrick Campbell posted 
Bradley's fastest 5,000 meter time 
since the mid-1980s. 

Meanwhile, at the Cougar 
Classic in Evansville, sophomore 
Elizabeth Duchter set a career- 
best time en route to finishing 
tenth in the long jump. 

Bradley's track and field teams 
have the weekend off before 
returning to action in the Redbird 
Invitational in Normal.

The next day, the Braves 
pitching staff was the problem. 
Sophomore Cameron Roegner 
surrendered five runs in the first 
inning, and again, Bradley's 
offense went dormant. The Braves 
were shutout in game two of the 
series 7-0. 

April 20 was the Braves' best 
performance of the weekend, 
junior David Koll didn't give up 
a hit in four innings, but didn't 
pick up the win. Bradlev's bullpen 
gave up eight runs in the eighth 
inning and the Braves couldn t 
recover. Omaha completed the 


non-conference sweep 11-6. 

The Braves got the bounce back 
victory they were looking for, as 
they took down the Cougars 5-1. 

Coach Elvis Dominguez said 
he and the team had a heart to 
heart before the game on April 23. 
He wanted to get everything out 
that was bothering the team, and 
tell them to move forward. 

"We had a nice little chat before 
tonight's game," Dominguez said. 
"We got everything out because 
for some reason we just aren't 
playing well at home. So I chal¬ 
lenged them to play perfect, and 
we did just that." 

The Braves needed a bit of a 
wake up call after letting up a total 
of 22 runs against Omaha and fell 
to 8-4 at home before their match¬ 
up against SIU-E, Dominguez 
said. 

However, with the strategy to 
only pitch relief pitchers against 
the Cougars, the Braves had six 
total pitchers to hold SIU-E to only 
one run on six hits. 

Dominguez said that his idea 
paid off in a much-needed victory 
heading into a weekend series 
with Missouri Valley Conference 
co-leader Evansville. 

"We came in with a plan 
because so many guys needed 


work," Dominguez said. "Our 
pitching was outstanding tonight, 
and they all showed me what I 
usually see out of them." 

The Braves held a 2-0 lead 
heading into the bottom of the 
sixth inning when sophomore 
Elliot Ashbeck gave the Braves 
some breathing room with a two- 
out single that plated two runs to 
give a 4-0 lead.

Lemek wins MVC golf title, player of the year

At the end of the Missouri 
Valley Championship tourna¬ 
ment, a Brave stood atop the rest. 

Sophomore Danielle Lemek 
won the 2014 MVC Golf 
Championship and earned MVC 
Player of the Year in April 22, 
after breaking several MVC 
records. 

"It's such an honor to win 
both the tournament and the 
conference player of the year in 
a three-day span," Lemek said. 
"Seeing coach and [my] dad, 
that 7 s when I knew that I won." 

Lemek broke the 54-hole total 
record, shooting a 212. Tulsa's 
Sofie Eriksson set the previous 
record of 215 in 1995, which was 
matched in 2005 by then Bradley 
junior Meaghan LeBlanc. 

Lemek also broke the sea¬ 
son stroke average with a 
score of 73.61 per round. She 
broke Illinois State's Samantha 
Richdale's record of 73.94, which 
was set during the 2005-06 sea¬ 
son. 

"It was one of her best col¬ 
lege tournaments," Coach Mary 
Swanson said. "In terms of con¬ 


sistency, she played her best golf 
of the season against the tough¬ 
est competition." 

Lemek also tied her school- 
record low 54-hole total with 
her 212 tournament score. She 
claimed her third win of the 
year by seven strokes and tied 
last season's total wins of three. 
Lemek now has a school-record 
six career wins and is the first 
Brave to win the Valley's individ¬ 
ual title since Bari Erais in 2007. 

"It's hard to grasp that these 
records may never be broken 
again," Lemek said. "Hard work 
and dedication pay off." 

Lemek eagled for the first time 
in her collegiate career in the sec¬ 
ond round. She was on hole 17 
from 130 yards out and watched 
the ball drop through the windy 
and rainy weather. She then hit 
the pin on 18 through the ele¬ 
ments. 

Bradley led the tournament 
by two strokes heading into the 
final day but finished fifth after 
the final round at the par-72 
Panther Creek Country Club. 

Sophomore Jenna Roadley 
earned her second top-20 finish 
of the season with a three-round 
score of 228, 12-over par. 


Sophomore Allison Walsh 
finished in a tie for 23 with a 
231, 15-over par. Freshman Paige 
Jordan finished tied for 35 with 
a 238, 22-over par. Junior Kat 
Mangieri finished in 49 with a 
251, 35-over par. 

Bradley (909) finished nine 
shots behind champion Wichita 
State (900), whom they led by 


two strokes entering the final 
round. Indiana State (901) 
claimed second place finishing 
one shot behind the Shockers. 
Illinois State (906) finished third, 
and Southern Illinois (908) took 
fourth place. 

Coach Swanson said the team 
was invested in their goals and 
core values, which allowed the 


team to be successful at the MVC 
Tournament. 

"We are another step further 
with our program," Swanson 
said.

Following a Tuesday loss 
to rival Illinois State, the soft- 
ball team returned to practice 
Wednesday for its last home 
series of the year against 
Northern Iowa. 

As of now, the softball team 
stands on the edge of breaking 
the school record for conference 
wins, for which it's currently 
tied with the 2009 Braves softball 
squad at 12 total wins. 

However, Coach Amy Hayes 
said breaking the record that she 
set five years ago is the last thing 
on her mind. 

"We don't think about it too 
much," Hayes said. "It's a nice 
milestone, but we have more 
games to win." 

The hunger that Hayes has, is 
now reflects onto the players, as 
they share the same ideals. 

"It's a great accomplishment, 
but we're not done," senior out¬ 
fielder Mariah Cole said. "We 
have two more series left, and 
we're really excited." 

The Braves tied the record for 
conference wins with a 6-3 win 


against the Sycamores of Indiana 
State. 

Coming off of a Friday where 
they split with the Sycamores 
with a five-inning 13-3 win and a 
2-1 loss, the Braves came in to the 
game looking to take the series 
against Indiana State. 

The Braves struck first by 
scoring three in the bottom half 
of the second, sparked by an RBI 
double by senior shortstop Alex 
Chandler, who went 3-4 in the 
game and scored two RBIs. 

Chandler also broke Amy 
Pera's 19-year-old career assist 
record in the sixth inning on a 
groundout to shortstop. 

Alyson Clemente, Kendall 
Duffy, Brittany Burgess and 
Shannon King all added at least 
one RBI, while senior Madeline 
Lynch-Crumrine pitched a com¬ 
plete game to earn her 15th win 
of the season. 

Following the series win 
against the Sycamores, the 
Braves then moved on to face the 
rival Redbirds from Illinois State. 

A win would've taken the sea¬ 
son series against the Redbirds 
and would have also broken the 
Bradley record for conference 


wins in a season. 

Unfortunately, the Redbirds 
were too much, as they fought 
off a late rally to win 6-3 and 
forced the Braves to keep waiting 
for that record-breaking win. 

"They always battle when 
they play us, and we're always 
battling when we play them," 
Cole said. "It's a good competi¬ 
tion." 

The Braves held a slim 1-0 
lead that Illinois State tied in the 
fourth-inning with an RBI single. 

The Redbirds then loaded the 
bases, which led to ISU's Regan 
Romshek's grand slam that put 
the Braves in a hole they never 
recovered from, as ISU took the 
game 6-3 and the series two 
games to one. 

"They've been our biggest 
competition since I was a fresh¬ 
man," Cole said. "Even though 
it didn't end the way we wanted, 
we still fought." 

Even though the Braves are 
on the verge on a record-break¬ 
ing season, their eyes still remain 
on the bigger picture: the NCAA 
tournament. 

"We want more," Hayes said. 
"This team has proved that we 


can win throughout the Valley. 
[There are] six games left; we 
certainly don't want to drop, and 
we want to get more." 

For the seniors, they want to 
leave a specific legacy that is 
remembered for years to come. 

"We wanted to leave a lasting 
mark on all these girls and this 


program, just by changing it," 
Cole said. "It's definitely more of 
a winning culture now."

Monday marked the beginning 
of part two of the vice president 
for student affairs (VPSA) public 
interview forums, which invited 
students, faculty and staff to meet 
the remaining two finalists. 

On Thursday and Friday, candi¬ 
date Art Munin shared his qualifi¬ 
cations and said he discovered his 
niche with student affairs when 
he became a resident director at 
Loyola University (Chicago). 

"I knew I found my life's work," 
Munin said. "I knew I found my 
calling." 

Munin earned his undergrad¬ 
uate psychology degree from 
Eastern Illinois University. 

After graduating from Eastern, 
he earned his Master of Education 
degree in community counseling 
from Loyola and his Master of Arts 
degree in multicultural communi¬ 
cation from DePaul University. 

He earned his doctorate in 
higher education at Loyola. 

While pursuing his degrees, 
Munin worked as a resident direc¬ 
tor at Loyola and later at DePaul. 
His professional career continued 
at the School of the Art Institute of 
Chicago, where he worked as the 
director of Campus Activities for 
the entirety of 2005. 


In 2006, Munin returned to 
DePaul to serve as the assistant 
dean of students and later became 
the dean of students in October 
2011. 

As dean, Munin said he has 
worked with career services, stu¬ 
dent leadership, fraternity and 
sorority life and health and well¬ 
ness. Specifically, he said he has 
extensive experience with residen¬ 
tial living, crises response and stu¬ 
dent conduct. 

When asked why he is inter¬ 
ested in Bradley, Munin cited both 
personal and professional rea¬ 
sons. He said his family is look¬ 
ing to establish roots in a smaller 
community and that he has been 
impressed with the environment 
at Bradley. 

"As someone who is very ener¬ 
getic, I want to be with a stu¬ 
dent population that mirrors that 
energy," Munin said. "I have found 
an incredibly engaged and vibrant 
student body here at Bradley." 

On Monday and Tuesday, VPSA 
candidate and current Interim 
Vice President of Student Affairs 
Nathan Thomas spoke of his expe¬ 
riences at Bradley and how they 
have prepared him to be VPSA. 

"I've spent most of my pro¬ 
fessional career here at Bradley," 
Thomas said. "It's a place where 
I've literally grown up, and it's all 


been working toward this position 
of VPSA." 

Thomas earned his under¬ 
graduate business administration 
degree from Southeast Missouri 
State University.

2004, Thomas became the exec¬ 
utive director of the Center for 
Residential Living and Leadership. 

Thomas was appointed as 
interim vice president of Student 
Affairs in January 2013 when Alan 
Gaisky stepped down from the 
position. 

In Monday's forum, Thomas

Tracy Harris 

After 24 years with Bradley, 
Associate Professor of the 
Department of Foreign Language, 
Tracy Harris, bids farewell to the 
Hilltop. 

Harris began her academic 
journey at Bennington College, 
where she earned her Bachelor 
of Arts in Spanish and French. 
She followed her B.A. with two 
master's degrees, one in teach¬ 
ing Spanish and French from 
Columbia University and one in 
linguistics from the Ohio State 
University. She then earned a 
doctorate in linguistics from 
Georgetown University. 

Since 1990, Harris has led for¬ 
eign language students in linguis¬ 
tic studies, with a primary focus 
in Spanish. 

Known throughout her depart¬ 
ment for encouraging her stu¬ 
dents to show up "bright eyed 
and bushy tailed" to exams and 
quizzes, Harris has helped her stu¬ 
dents maintain a positive attitude 
about their studies. 

Beyond Bradley, Harris wrote 
numerous journalistic articles on 
the Judeo-Spanish language and 
authored a book titled "Death of 
a Language: The History of Judeo-

Mary Tank Sterling

Professor Mary Jane Sterling is 
retiring from Bradley this semester 
after 35 years with the university. 


An author of several "...for 
Dummies" books. Sterling has 
taken an engaging approach to 
education by teaching students, 
faculty and staff through work¬ 
shops and interactive presenta¬ 
tions on the field of mathematics 
at a national level. 

She said she works to keep in 
touch with her graduates, forming 
relationships in the classroom and 
continuing to foster them outside 
of it. 

Sterling started teaching at 
Bradley in 1979. Prior to Bradley, 
Sterling taught at the high school- 
and junior high school level in 
Pontiac and Chillicothe. 

Her education includes a mas¬ 
ter's degree from the University of 
New Hampshire. Sterling serves as 
the adviser to Circle K, is a mem¬ 
ber of Kiwanis Club and actively 
volunteers for the Heart of Illinois 
Aktion Club. 

"After Bradley, my bucket list is 
to learn Spanish, make a quilt and 
write a murder mystery novelm," 
she said. "It'll keep me busy." 

Winfred Anakwa 

Winfred Anakwa, professor 
of electrical and computer engi¬ 
neering, will retire from Bradley 
after 29 years with the College of 
Engineering and Technology. 

Anakwa is a scholar with 
nearly 15 publications on topics 
such as embedded system devel¬ 
opment tools, magnetic suspen¬ 
sion and rapid prototyping of 
control algorithms.

Raymond Woicdcewych 

Raymond Wojcikewych, asso¬ 
ciate professor of economics, is an 
expert at Bradley and in hisfield. 

With a bachelor's degree from 
the University of Scranton and 
a master's and doctorate in eco¬ 
nomics from Pennsylvania State, 
Wojcikewych devoted his career 
to economics and students' under¬ 
standing of it. 

Wojcikewych published arti¬ 
cles in scholarly journals such 
as the Journal of Business and 
Behavioral Science and the Journal 
of International Business and 
Cultural Studies. His memberships 
in various academic communities 
such as the American Economic 
Association and the Missouri 
Valley Economic Association have 
reinforced his involvement and 
credibility.

Uni./Main 
for Dummies 

You've seen it. You've walked through it. You've cursed the 
traffic. Now, get the facts on what's happening at the intersection 
of University Street and Main Street. 

1. Starting May 12, "pedestrian scramble" periods will intro¬ 
duce a 30 second break in the traffic light rotation to allow pedes¬ 
trians to cross either street directly or diagonally with all vehicle 
traffic at a standstill. 

2. Both streets will be reduced from five lanes to three as they 
approach the intersection. One lane will be for left turns, and the 
"deleted" lanes will become free parking spots. 

3. Six major crosswalks will be added in the surrounding areas 
of campus, five of which will have installed lights in the asphalt 
that flash when a pedestrian wants to cross. Illinois state law 
requires that all drivers yield to pedestrians when those lights are 
flashing. 

4. The entrance to the Bradley parking lot at the intersection of 
Main and Elmwood Ave. will be a "right in, right out" layout only. 
Vehicles must turn right into the parking lot from Main, or they 
must turn right out of the parking lot onto Main. 

5., The "bumpouts" that will be added to the intersection of 
University and Main on each comer are the first of their kind in 
Peoria. As pictured, this transportation facelift will feature self- 
sustaining plant irrigation (an eco-friendly system that recycles 
rain water to water the plants), seat walls and the Bradley "B" 
shield in red and white brick on each of the four bumpouts. 

6. Two additional City Link bus stops will be added near 
campus. One will be opposite a current bus stop on Main near 
Elmwood Ave. The second will be on the curve of University 
toward Bradley Ave. 

7. Five large speed bumps have already been constructed on 
neighborhood roads west of University to promote safe driving 
speeds and to decrease traffic. More speed bumps of this style 
will be added to the neighborhood roads east of University this 
summer.

Editorial 


New changes should unite, not divide 


This year has been full of new 
faces, big changes and numerous 
questions. 

Bradley has hired Lewis 
J. Burger Center for Student 
Leadership and Community 
Service Director Jessica Chandler, 
Greek Life Assistant Director 
Nancy Schwartz, LAS Dean 
Christopher Jones and Director 
of Campus Recreation Kristen 
Nesvadl. 

Meanwhile, the university is 
searching for a vice president of 
Student Affairs, an associate ath¬ 
letic director for External Affairs 
and an assistant director of the 
Springer Center for Internships. 

It seems like every week there 
is another open forum with a cam¬ 
pus visit for the candidate. 

And then there are the ongoing 
general education revisions, a new 
meal plan, a mascot, a renewed 
push for school spirit and commit¬ 
tees and review boards popping 
up left and right. 


That is a lot of change in one 
school year - most of which 
directly affects us, the students. 

As a student body of more than 
5,000, most of us don't have the 
opportunity to see what goes on 
behind-the-scenes. We don't have 
the final say on who should be 
hired, or how budgets are allo¬ 
cated, or what general education 
revisions are made. And that's not 
the students' job. 

What we do see is the final 
product. And^many times this 
year, it's been difficult to get the 
answer to the "why" behind final 
decisions and the processes that 
led to them. 

But there's another side to this. 

We complain that we don't like 
things like the meal plan or the 
mascot's name, and then that's 
where it ends - in complaints. 

We talk to other students, we 
take to social media to blow off 
steam, but we don't always think 
to tell administrators what we're 


thinking. So the "why" behind 
our complaints isn't answered for 
them either. 

We can change our deans and 
our directors. We can add new 
courses and fix facilities. We can 
buy new t-shirts and create new 
programs. But until we all take a 
step back and assess our choices 
from both perspectives, the 
changes that students and admin¬ 
istration want to see happen will 
not be appreciated, evaluated or 
answered the way they should be. 

Students: actually take advan¬ 
tage of the surveys, the open forums 
and the feedback cards we've been 
offered to share thoughts with the 
people in charge. If administrators 
don't know what we think, they 
can't change anything. Props to 
those of you who have utilized 
those venues already. 

Administrators: no, we don't 
take the time to appreciate the 
behind-the-scenes of many of the 
decisions you have final say on. 


Many of your actions involve five, 
10, even 15-year plans to accom¬ 
plish goals. But if we don't see 
how it benefits us in our four 
years on campus, then maybe the 
focus or the message needs to be 
reevaluated. 

It all comes down to open com¬ 
munication and empathy.

Speaker talks tool developments

Education and Technical Services Manager at Seco Tools Don 
Graham spoke to students about machine processes and their 
influences on parts production decision-making Wednesday. 
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This new project was launched in early April. So 
far, there are 18 posts, but each photo's story helps 
residents gain some insight on the general atmosphere 
surrounding the area as well as letting them get to 
know the places and faces of the area.

One man's response brought 
the issue straight home. 

"Yeah.. .stereotypes" he said. "Sometimes I'll be 
walking down the street and people walk by and pull 
their purse closer and act scared...it sucks, man." 

McGhee said the project is gaining momentum even 
though it's in its early stage. 


Every person has a story. 

Photographer Brandon Stanton knows this fact all 
too well. While his name may not sound familiar to the 
average person, his work might. 

Stanton's photo project "Humans of New York" has 
gained national attention over the past four years after 
he set out to snap pictures of 10,000 natives of the state. 
These photos, paired with quotes from the subjects in 
them, have been published in his book, which has be¬ 
come a New York Times best seller. 


As a Bradley student living in Peoria, it feels as 
though this idea of the surrounding neighborhoods 
being unsafe is ingrained in us from the day we arrive 
on campus. The number of safety alerts that students 
received in years past may have emphasized this sort 
of caricature, which undermines all the great things 
and people the city has to offer. 

The humans of west main are our neighbors, friends 
and, for some, family. And The Humans of West Main's 
initiative is surely on its way to unifying the communi¬ 
ty, and hopefully sparking an interest for more people 
to explore the area.

This idea of unifying an area through a collection 
of personal narratives, however short the stories may 
be, has inspired others to go out and learn about their 
neighborhoods in the same way.

Under the name "Humans of West Main," members 
of the Renaissance Park Community Association took 
Stanton's idea and brought it to the West Main Street.

Spanish students video 
chat with Basque scholar

Students investigated a dif¬ 
ferent perspective on what 
makes the world spin in Spanish 
Composition (FLS 303). 

On April 28 classes participated 
in a videoconference with Basque- 
language author 

Kirmen Uribe, to learn more 
about his book and the process 
behind it. 

After reading Uribe's novel 
"Lo que mueve el mundo" ("What 
Makes the World Go Around") 
in class, Spanish Professor Inaki 
Gonzalo set up a videoconference 
for both of his Spanish composi¬ 
tion classes to ask Uribe questions 
about the novel. 

The videoconference was con¬ 
ducted in Spanish, and each stu¬ 
dent had an opportunity to speak 
to Uribe. 

"I thought it was really effec¬ 
tive that we each had our own 
question to talk about," said Sara 
White, a sophomore elementary 
education major. "Overall, I think 
it went really well." 

Some questions involved dis¬ 
cussions about the hardest part 
of writing the novel, how Uribe 
wrote the love letters between 
Robert (the main character) and 
Vic (Robert's wife) and Uribe's 
opinion about what moves the 


world. 

Professor Gonzalo is no 
stranger to Uribe's work. He stud¬ 
ied Uribe's poetry first, both for 
a research paper of his own and 
for his Contemporary Spanish 
Culture class. 

"I decided to choose this novel 
because [the] writer's style is quite 
clean in terms of vocabulary as 
well as phrasing," Gonzalo said. 
"Considering that Spanish accepts 
a syntax much more complex than 
English—in general terms—with 
longer sentences, Uribe's prose 
instead looks to be concise." 

This clean and concise prose 
allowed students to focus on the 
story's themes of friendship, love 
and war. 

"Lo que mueve el mundo" 
is a true story based on Robert 
Mussche, a soldier who fought 
and died in World War II. The 
novel describes Mussche's life 
before and during the war, includ¬ 
ing the infant daughter he left 
behind. 

Gonzalo said he was appre¬ 
ciative of the opportunity and 
the exposure it gave students to 
important issues. 

"If anything, my students have 
taken a better appre ation of the 
life most of us have in countries 
with civil rights and liberties 
respected and defended," Gonzalo 
said.

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Player of the year Lemek thankful for family, friends

Children form the craziest 
dreams when they are young, 
and Bradley's Danielle Lemek is 
well on her way to fulfilling her 
childhood dreams. 

Lemek's dreams are to play on 
the LPGA Tour, and her resume 
looks promising after just two 
years at Bradley. She holds the 
record for most wins in a career 
at Bradley with six and the low¬ 
est 54-hole total with a 212. 

She also holds the Missouri 
Valley Conference Golf 
Championship's 54-hole record 
with a 212. Lemek broke the 
MVC season stroke average this 
year with an average of 73.6. 

Lemek admits that the recruit¬ 
ing process is "not the easiest 
thing around." She had interest 
from Iowa State and Oklahoma, 
but she did not receive any offers. 
She was ready to go to a com¬ 
munity college for two years and 
then transfer to a large school, 
but then she received a call from 
Bradley coach Mary Swanson. 

Swanson watched her at a 
tournament and asked her to 
come visit campus and Lemek 
accepted the invitation. Lemek 
accepted a scholarship offer from 
Bradley while on her visit. 

"It was a perfect fit," Lemek 
said. "I met President Glasser on 
my official visit. Everything just

felt right." 

Lemek won MVC Newcomer 
of the Year after winning three 
tournaments during her fresh¬ 
man season. She said she knew 
that playing with former Brave 
golfer Thea Hedemann would 
take some pressure off her shoul¬ 
ders and allow her to--fly under 
the radar. 

"She showed great glimpses of 
her ability," Swanson said. "She 
definitely exceeded my expecta¬ 
tions for her." 

Lemek continued exceeding 
expectations by winning three 
more tournaments her sopho¬ 
more season, including the MVC 
Golf Championship. Lemek also 
set a school record for the lowest 
round with a 66 in the spring half 
of the season, Swanson's favorite 
moment of her young career. 

"It was about the way she fin¬ 
ished, not the number," Swanson 
said. "She ended with 
more energy and 
momentum." 

Some of Lemek's 
favorite moments 
involve her family 
being right at her side. 

One of those moments 
would've been the Florida 
International tournament, where 
she broke the school's 54-hole 
record, because it was her birth¬ 
day weekend and her dad was 
there to watch. 

Winning her first tournament 


was great for her whole fam¬ 
ily because her sister was also 
playing in her high school state 
tournament the same weekend. 
Winning the MVC tournament 
was also special because her fam¬ 
ily was there and they got to wit¬ 
ness her break 70 for the first time 
in person. 

"I'm thankful and blessed 
to have a supportive family," 
Lemek said. 

Freshman Paige Jordan said 
she believes that Lemek is a good 
leader. 

"She leads by example," 
Jordan said. "She will help you 
relax in really tense times. 

Her competitive drive 
at practice push¬ 
es all of us." 

Two years 
away from 
graduation, Lemek 
is excited about her 
future. She plans to practice 
and attempt to qualify for the 
LPGA tour in the two years after 
graduation. 

"I'm very competitive and it's 
been a dream since I was little," 
Lemek said. "I really want to 
pursue it, I know I can do it." 

Swanson played on the LPGA 
Tour and believes that Lemek has 
the potential to perform well. 

"She has the grittiness and 
guts to have longevity on the 
[LPGA] tour," Swanson said.

Bradley's men's golf teed off 
at the Missouri Valley Conference 
Golf Championship en route to its 
best finish since 1986. 

Bradley was projected to fin¬ 
ish fifth in the tournament, but 
the Braves came out strong and 
finished third as a team with three 
of the five competitors finishing in 
the top 20.

She struck out 
one batter en route to her first- 
ever complete game shutout, a 
1-0 victory. 

With the win, the Braves set a 
record for most conference wins 
in a season. The win was the 
team's 13th in the Missouri Valley 
Conference, breaking the record 
of 12 set in the mid-1980s and tied 
in 2009. 

But it was Hull's performance 
that stole the show. 

Coach Amy Hayes said it was 
Hull's best game since she gave 
up one run in six innings against 
Missouri in February. 

"She was on point," Hayes 
said. "When Jaelen can get the 
ball moving on two planes, she's 
tough to hit. When she really 
puts her mind to something, she's 
one of our more mentally tough 
kids." 

Sunday's game was moved up 
to beat potential rainfall, but no 
time change could stop the tears 
from falling during the pregame 
ceremony. 

Hayes honored seniors

the game. Chandler said it was 
an emotional time for the seniors. 

"All of us had mixed emo¬ 
tions," Chandler said. "But I 
don't think it really hit us until 
we got called out onto the field 
and recognized for all the work 
that we've put in. I don't think 
my emotions hit me until then, 
but I did have a few tears." 

The seniors had a huge impact 
on the finale. Chandler, Cole 
and Groenewegen each had a 
hit. Joseph picked up an RBI, 
and Crumrine earned the win by 
pitching her 20th complete game 
of the season. 

Hayes highlighted Crumrine's 
growth during her period on the 
Hilltop in particular. 

"The biggest thing for Maddie 
has been the mental side of her 
game and the maturity she's 
shown in the last four years, 
Hayes said. "All of the seniors 
have had a lot of time on the field, 
but Maddie in particular has been

Baseball swept at Evansville, falls to UIC at Dozer

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Coming down the final 
stretch of the year, the Braves 
have seven games left and face a 
harsh uphill climb. 

Of those seven remaining 
games, the Braves face tough 
challenges as six are against the 
third and sixth place teams in the 
Missouri Valley Conference. 

The sixth place team is the 
Wichita State Shockers, whom 
the Braves face this weekend in 
a three-game series. 

Even though the Shockers 
were picked as the preseason 
favorite to win the MVC, Coach 
Elvis Dominguez attributed this 
to the tough nature of the con¬ 
ference. 

"Its the fifth ranked confer¬ 
ence in the country, and the 
only northern conference in 
the top ten," said Dominguez. 
"Preseason favorite Wichita State 
is sitting in sixth place. That tells 
you what kind of conference [it 
is]." 

Following a weekend series 
sweep by first place University 
of Evansville, the Braves find 


themselves in eighth place in the 
MVC with a dismal 4-11 confer¬ 
ence record. 

While the last game of the 
three-game series against the 
Aces evoked the MVC's mercy 
rule with a 12-2 beat down of 
the visiting Braves, the first two 
games were much closer. 

The Braves improved their 
play from Friday April 25, as they 
lost 5-2, but it wasn't enough as 
they fell 5-4 on Saturday. 

A big part of the Braves' 
downfall was the team's inabil¬ 
ity to take advantage of scoring 
opportunities. 

"We left 13 guys on base," 
said Dominguez. "We played 
really well on Saturday, we just 
couldn't get a clutch hit when we 
needed to." 

Steve Adkins made his third 
start on the mound for the 
Braves, but the sophomore right¬ 
hander's outing wasn't what he 
had hoped it would be. 

The Elmhurst, Illinois native 
went only 3.2 innings, allow¬ 
ing four earned runs while only 
striking out two batters. 

Following the series sweep, 
the Braves returned home to face 


off against the Flames from the 
University of Illinois-Chicago. 

Both teams scored early, but 
the Braves couldn't keep up with 
the Flames, as the visitors scored 
in all but three innings. 

Freshman third baseman 
Spencer Gaa tied a school sin¬ 
gle-game record with three dou¬ 
bles, and junior outfielder Max 
Murphy hit his eighth home run 
of the year, but fell to UIC 9-5. 

"We fought well as a team, 
[but] we based it on getting that 
one hit to get everyone going," 
said sophomore shortstop Tyler 
Leffler. "We had guys on base, 
and we just couldn't drive in the 
big run." 

Leffler, who is second in 
the MVC with a .469 on base 
percentage, was tabbed as 
Bradley's most valuable player 
by Dominguez. 

"He's really been our cata¬ 
lyst on offense and defense," 
said Dominguez. "He's really 
matured from a year ago." 

It was also Leffler who made 
ESPN's Top Ten plays of the 
night, ranking fourth on the list
